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Ethiopia in Latin, Befides thefey he had the Annual Letters writ- 
ten by the Fathers of the Society, from the year 1556, till 1656. as 
alfo the Commentaries of F. Jerome Lobo, refident there Nine years, 
and examin'd all other Books, whither ancient or modern treating of 
this Subject, and compara them together, This may fuffice, as to the 
Work inGeneral, leaving the Reader to make his own Judgment of 
the performance.

Tt is therefore moit certain, and beyond all controverfy, that Advantage 
neither this Emperor, nor the Empire. from. him, has any claim of clear- 
tothe Title of Prefter ohn; and tho’ Philofophers may be of Opi- ix Names. 
nion, that this controverfy about the Name is not Material, for 
as much as it is what they call, an Argument about a Word, 
however we fee. that among Learned Men, he often underftands, 
Things. beft, who is moft. acquainted with the Names, and we 
fhall next fhow what was the occafion of giving thisName to the 
King of Ethiopia, :

This Emperor liv’d in the Mountains of Afia, his Sirname be- 
ing Fohauan, deriv'd from the Prophet Jonas, which the Europe- 
ans chang’d into Fobn, and it was common to all the Kings of 
that Monarchy, as that of Phareah was to the Kings of Egypt 3 
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that of Prolomey afterwards tothe fame; and that of Cefar to the 
RomanEmperors.

This Portuguefe, in his Return from Jz- 
dia to Gran Cairo, hearing much Talk at Adem and Suaguem: 
through which he pafs’d, ‘of the Aby/fize Emperor, who was there 
nearer to him, as that he was a Chriftian, ‘carry’d a Crofs in his 
Hand, and that in his Country there. were Monafteries of ‘Religi- 
ous Men; and having heard no News, ‘in all thofe parts of India 
he Travell’d through, of any Chriftian Prince Inhabiting fz, 
he concluded there was no occafion for him-to proceed any fur- 
ther in fearch of what he did not know to have any: Being there, 
being then fo near what they told him was to be found in Ethiopia. 
Thus he perfwaded himfelf he had met with-that his King fent 
him in fearch of, and that without doubt this fame was the very 
Rrates Fohn, fo much fought after, and fo little known in Por- 
tugal. i aut . 
Upon this Notion, Peter de Covilham went away immediately 
himfelf to Ethiopia, firft fending an’ Account from Cairo to King 
Fohn Il. of what he imagin’d he had found, dire&ting feyeral Let- 
ters to him by fundry ways.

This Miftake was back‘d and confirm’d, by the total Fxtinétion 
of Fohannan, or Prefter John in Afia, with all his Monarchy 5 fo 
that not fo much as the Name of ‘any Chriftian Emperor reign- 
ing in Afia being now brought into Europe, and the Fame of 
this Chriftian Monarch, fo near to Egypt increafing with thé dif 
covery of India, the Europeans had fome Colour for their ge-

we fhall fee hereafter : Now this Evhiopia we {peak of, is as re- 
mote from Cathay, where the true Fobanan {eems to have refided, 
as Spain is from Pers; for I am of opinion that this Emperor of 

_Afia was that fame Chriftian King that dwelt in Cathay; of whom 
S. Antoninus, Archbifhop of Florence makes mention, and who 
has been fo long, and with fo many Toils, and Hazards, in vain, 
fought after, by the Religious Men of the Society, who have 
in India indefatigably traverfed immens’d Lands, and unknown 
Seas, in fearch of this hidden Monarchy, till at laft they came 
to this conclufion 5 That there remains nothing at prefent in all 
the Eaf, but the bare Names of the Fields, in which this Cele- 
brated Cathay Stood, and its Emperor Prefter Fobn reignd. 
And yet this Notion is fo ftrongly rooted in fome Mens Opinions, 

— that they ftill expect this hidden Carhay will be found out, and 
that more particularly among the Portuguefes, fome of whom are 
fo Credulousas to believe, there is {till _a great Ifland in our Seas, 
not only Undifcovour'd, but Inchanteds and fo they to this Day 
expeét the difcovery of the hidden King of Cathay,  - 

Having clear’d thefe Points above, I muft now add, that the Names of 
proper name of the Higher Ethiopia, or next to Egypt, whereof Ethiopia 
we are here to Treat, is Abaffia, and confequently that of its and its 
Inhabitants is Abaffines. They themielves call it Abex, laying the Aings. 
Emphafis on the laft Syllable, which, according to our way of 
Writing, muft be pronounc’d bef, or rather Habefh, the Por- 
tuguefes pronouncing, the w here, as we do fh, as we fee the 
Latins change the x into J, calling the Country w4bafia, and the 
People Abyfiines.

The Nameof Abafia, according to Strabo, was given it-on Ac. 
count of «its being furrounded with great Deferts and Wil- 
dernefles, which the Egyptians call Abaffes. _The Learned Patri- 
arch of Ethiopia, Don Alfonfo Mendes, in Hilt. Ethiep. 1.1. c. 1, 
fays, It- might perhaps be fo call from Abaxa, the Capital 
City of the Kingdom of Adel, adjoyning to Ethiopia, whofe Em- 
perors: were once. Mafters of it, even as the fume Kingdom of 
Adel was call’d Zeylontan from the Port of Zeyla, But F ALa- 
nuel de: Almeyda, fays, The Names of Abaffia, and Abifinia, 
have no certain Signification, no more than thofe of many 
yt} B other 
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other Kingdoms and Empires, better known to us by our Ac- 
quaintance with their People, than by the Origin of their De- 
nominations, This is certainly its proper Name, but i¢ has | 
other Appellatives, as thofe of the Higher Brhsopia, the 
Inger Ethiopia, and Ethiopia above Egypt, of which we fhall

ae HE firft thing to be taken Notice of, is, That this Name 
of Erhiopia is very Comprehenfive, as including all thofe 
Regions, whofe Inhabitants are Black, who are all call’d Erhio- 
pians. This fame name alfo denotes thofe Countries lying along 
the Red.Sea, on the fide of Arabia, as far as Palaftine, which in 
Holy Writ are call’d Ethiopia ; and the fame Name is given to all 
the Lands beyond Egypt down the Red Sea, not only as far as 
Cape Guardafu, which isin Twelve Degrees Latitude, but to all 
thole extending to the Cape of Good Hope, and then turning that 
Cape all along as far as Angola and Cabo V erde, the Inhabitants 
whereof are all call’d Ethiopians. To diftinguifh that which 
lies on the fide of Arabia, it is call’d the Orreatal or Eaftern, as 
lying to the Eaftward , whereas the other, on the Oppofite fide 
of the Red Sea, lying more to the South and Weft, is therefore 
call’'d Southern and Occidental, or Western, ‘ 
However, Modern Geographers, as may be feen in Fobn/on’s 
Atlas, yeduce Ethiopia into a narrower Compafs, dividing .A- 


Divifionof frick into Six Regions, which are Egypt, Barbary, Biledulgeridy 


Africk. 


Zahara, or Lybia, or the Defert, the Country of the Blacks, an 

Ethiopia, each of which has its peculiar Limits affign’d it, as 
may be feenin the aforefaid Arias , where, fpeaking of Erbiopta, 
it is divided into Two Parts, the one call’d the Upper or In- 
ward, the other the Lower or Outward 5 which lait, aecord- 


ing to the Moderns, comprehends the Southern part of Africk, 
ftretching 
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itretching beyond the Tropick of Capricorn to 35 Degrees of 
South Latitude, and is call’d the Lower Ethiopia, in regard to its 
Pofition front the Upper, of which I fhall prefently fpeak, be- 
ing divided into Five feveral Regions, viz. Congo, Monontotapa, 
Cafravia, Zanguebar, and Aliana. 

We donot here treat of this Lower Ethiopia, but of the Up- 
per 3 which is fo call’d for Two Reafons. The Hrft, becaufe 
the Nile comes down from it to Water the Plains of E¢ypr, 
and for the fame Reafon it iscall’d Aigh Ethiopia, and Ethiopia 
above Egypt. The Second Reafonis, becaufe it is nearer thanthe 
other to the -Arétick Pole, which is always above in Regard to 
us, as the Prince of Poets obferves, Jiic Vertex femper nobis fu 
blimis. Georg. 1. and this Ethiopia being neareft to the Pole, is 
therefore call’d the Upper, or the Higher. 

Inthis Upper Ethiopia, under the Torrid Zone, which fome 
would have made not Habitable, is the Abifinian Empire, 
commonly call’d Prefer Fohn’s Country, of which we are here 
totreat. And in regard that there are moft notorious Errors 
inthe Defcription, and laying down of thefe Gountries, not on- 
ly ins Ptolomey’s Maps, : but in thofe of Ortelius, Mercator, and 
the New Atlas, publifh’d in 1653. 1 thought it convenient to 
infert here a Map. of this Ethiopia, drawn by fome of the 
ableft Men of the Society; and particularly by the moft 
Reverend. Patriarch of Ethiopia, Don Alfonzo Mendez, and 
by F. Manuel Almeyda, a Perfon of great Learning and Sin- 
cerity, both whom we here principally follow. 

_As-for the length of this Empire, thefe grave Fathers fay, 
that meafiring it from North to South, in a ttrait Line, apon 
the Antient Limits, which were on the North a Country call’d 
Focay, lying above Suaquem, and on the South another call’d 
Bergamo, it extends Nine Degrees, Bergamo being in Eight 
Degrees of North Latitude, and Focay in Seyenteen. But at 
refent, the: Country poflefs‘d by this Emperor, is ftill finaller, 
Facute we muft not reckon from Focay, but only one Degree 
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above Afazua, beginning in Sixteen Degrees of North Vati- | 


tude, and thence to Bergamo, which as has been faid is in

4-C.I, isnot fo bountiful as the aforefaid Authors, 
for he cuts off no lefs then 27 Degrees of their Allowance, lea- 
ving only 14, from the Kingdom of Aldea, which he ‘fays is the 
Southermoit, and places in Six Degrees of North Latitude to'Sua- 
duem, Which he places in 19. and 20 Minutes’, but he may cut off’ 
Four Degrees more, for the Dominions of the Abiffinians-ne- 
ver extended to Suaguem, and in our Days they reach but little 
beyond Adazua, whichis in 15 Degrees 5 and there muft be One 
or Two Degrees retrench’d on the South, becaufe Adea is not in 
Six, but betwixt Seven and Fight Degrees of Latitude.

of one; To inftanceinthat of Tigre, which is butone Kingdom 
in Ethiopia, and the firft beginning on the Eajt, as fhall be foon 
fhown; yet of this One Kingdom the Maps make Three, for 
they call one Tigray near the Line, another they place in 
Ten degrees of North Latitude, calling it Tygre, and betwixt 
thefe another by the name of Zygre Adahon, and befides thele, 
another farther on, with the Title of Barnagaes, which is all 
but fo many~ feveral ‘Names, the Kingdom. being but One, 
call’d Tygre: Which is much fuch a Miftake, as if a Man, 
defcribing, of Spain, fhould there lay down one Kingdom 
call’d Portugal, another by the name. of Lwitania, and a 
Third by that of Zisbov, Nor is Barnagas, or Baharnaga- 
es, for fo it fhould- be Writ, a Kingdom, but a proper 
Name, fignifying the: Governor of the Countries near the 
Sea, confifting of Three fimall Territories, belonging to_ the 
fame Kingdom’ of Tygre3; whereof Debaroa, a {mall Town 
Eighteen Leagues from A4azua, is the Capital. 
- Fohnfon’s new Atlas, in his Map of -Abifinia, after fet- Errors in 
ting down Three Kingdonis of. Tigray, Tigre-mahor, and Ti Johnlon’s 
gre, fays the Kingdom of Tigray is Subject to that of Ti- Maps. 
gre-mahon, Which is ali Chimerical, there being but_ one 
Kingdom of Tigre in Ethiopia, as has been faid. So BF 
Francis Alvares,. of whom ‘1. fhall have. occafion to fpeak . 
hereafter, in his Hiftory of Ethiopia, calls Tigre, by the. 
Name of Tigremahon;: giving’ the Kingdom ‘the Name of a 
Town,..which is otherwife call’d» Auzen,. He alfo makes» 
 Barnagaes a diftin&: Kingdom, contrary to what 1 have 
faid, and -will. appear by our Map; in which the whole 
Abifine Empire, is delineated, with: all the Kingdoms with- 
in its Limits, tho’ at. prefent, moft:ofi them» are not fubject. 
to that Emperors; even asin making a Map of Italy, all 
the Countries and Dominions! comprehended under that Name 
are fet down, though they belong to feveral Princes. The 
Kingdoms, which {till own’d the faid Emperor at the Time 
when the. Patriarch Don UAlfonfo Alendex was there, are Kingdoms 
thele, Tigre, Dambea, Begameder, Gojam, Amahara, sp Ethio- 
al? and pia.

I will now give a fhort Defeription of the Principal King- 
doms, that fill belong to: the _Abiffinian Emperor, beginning 
with that of Tigre, the firft of this Empire in all refpe@ts. This 
Kingdom begins at Adazua, which is a fimall Ifland near Ar. 
quicoy the firft Port of the Continent of this Ethiopia, of which 
we fhall often make mention, and’ it ftands’ in Fifteen Degrees 
of North Latitude, being fubjeét not long: fince’ to ‘this Enipe- 
ror, but the Turks. depriv’d him of this his beft Sea Port, 
From Aazua or Arquico, this Kingdom runs Ten or Twelve 
Leagues along the Coaft of the Red Sea, towards the Mouth 
of it, as. far as Dafalos which: was:alfoa fort of Port ‘of this 
Kingdom, . tho’ not’ much: frequented; becaufe the Sea is there 
very Shoal: But: even this Port the Turks of Alazu2 took from. 
them, and all the People betwixt M€Jazua and Dafalo. are Sub- 
je& to them, being moft of them: Adchomerans. “Thus the _A4- 
biffine Empire was wholly depriv’d: of Sea Ports, which was 
an unfpeakablelofs. fort 

South Weft of Maxua, almoft inthe midft of this Kingdom 
of Tigre, ftands a.Town call’d Afaegoga, but more common- 
ly. Fremona, famous, and much. fpoken of in the Annual Let- 
tersof the Fathers’of theSociety, becaufe there the Patriarch 
Don Andrew de Oviedo refided and dy’d, and there the Fathers, 
his Companions, continu’d till they chang’d this Life for a’ bet- 
ter, andafterwards others always remain‘d there, that cameinto 
Ethiopia, till the Total changelfhall fpeak’ of hereafter. This 
Town is in Fourteen Degrees and aHalf of North Latitude, 
byObfervations frequently taken there with the Aftrolabe. The 
Length of this Kingdom is about Ninety Leagues, and the 
Breadth Fifty, being the largeft and beft in Abifinia.. i 
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The Kingdom of Begameder Borders on Tigre to the North Begame- 
Eaf, onthe due Eaf it has the Kingdom of Angor, and thence der King- 
runs along the Kingdom of. Amahara, which is its Southern 4" 
Boundiary, till it comes to the Nile, which is its Limit on the 

Weft, Between thefe Two Kingdoms of Begameder and Amaha- 
ra, runs the River Baxilo, which is very large, and after part- 
ine the faid Kingdom, tofes it felf in the Nile. The Length 
of it isfrom Lata to the Nile, being about Sixty Leagues’; the 
Breatth from North to South, Twenty, and no more 5 for as 
much as fome Provinces are at prefent difmember’d from it, 
including the which, it would be as Broad as Long. re 
I thali fay fomething of the Two Kingdoms of Gojam and igen : 
Dambea, in regard they are both belonging to the Celebrated “i742 
AVile, which rifes in the one, and receives its increafe from the 
other. Gojam lies NorthWef, and 'Sourh Eaft, and is about Fifty 
deagues in Length; the Breadth from Eajt to Welt ‘being about 
hirty, reckned from’ one Bank of the Mle tothe’ ‘other, for 
this River rifing, as ‘willbe faid hereafter, almoft in the nidft 
of the Kingdom, takes a compafs, and enclofes it quite round, -

Fulius Cafar was fo defirous of knowing this Spring, that difcour: 
fing in Egypt with that Grave'Qld.Man Achoreus, and enquiring, 
Where the Wile had its Origin? -He, went fo far as to tell him, 
It was the thing he moft coveted to know in the World ; nihil ef 
quod nofcere malim, Quam Fluvii caufas, per. fecula tanta latentis - 
Adding, That he would quit his Country Rome, for the fatisfacti- 
on of difeovering that Source, Spes fimibicerta videndi Niliacos 
Fontes, Bellum civilerelinguam. ‘This Spring lying ftili conceal’d 
after fo much fearch, Men at laft concluded, that Nature had 
decreed this Secret fhould not be reveal’d, as Claudian obferves 
Secreto de Fonte cadit, nec contigit ulliy boc vidiffe Caput 3 fertur fee 
Tefte creatus. Pliny Nat. Hitt. lib. §. cap. 9. fays, This Spring 
was not known in his Days; yet adds, that by means of Fubay 
Miftakes King of Adauritania, it was faid.to come from a Lake Call’d 
about the INilis, Some have made it to proceed from the River Niger, but 
River Ni- there is no fuch River in this Ethiopia, notwithftandino all 
ger. the Fables GUrreta Writes of it. >

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And tho’ Agercator and others in their Maps make this Viger 
the Weltern Boundary of Ethiopia, yet they place it higher up in 
Africk, above 4c0 Leagues Welt from'the Red Sea, and confequent- 
ly very remote from our Erhiopiz, which, as has been faid, icarce 
reaches 150 Leagues Weft from the Red Sea, and this will appear 
by our Map: So that the faid River Miger mult lye 250 Leagues 
wide of ‘Abyffinia The new Atlas, in both the Maps of Africk 
and Erhiopea, places a Lake he calls the Black Lake, near the 
Kingdom he names Jigray, in betwixt 3 and 4 Degrees of North 
Latitude, whence he fays, proceeds‘a River’ call'd Miger ; but as 
I have before declared, there is no fuch Kingdom as Tigray in E- 
thiopia, and that of Tigre is not in the Latitude he mentions, nor 
has it any fuch Lake; fo that it is plain there is no River Niger 
among the Erhiopians. : | 

Several Sacred Writers were of Opinion, that the Wile was the 
River in Paradjfe, call’d Gibon by Afofes, and that it ran thence 
under the Earth and the Sea itfelt, ull/it gufh’d out ineZgypr - 
Thus we fee how great Strangers the Ancients were to the Source 
of the Vile ; and the Reafon they could never find it, was its lying 
fo far up in Africk, and the way to it all barr’d with thofe mon- 
ftrous high and: impaffable Mountains of byfinia, from which the 
River cafts itfelf down moft dreadful Precipices ; befides that, the 
Nations lying in the way are the fierceft and moft barbarous in 
the World, Now the Difeoverers {ent upon this Errand, meeting 
with thofe impregnable Mountains and valt Defarts, we fhall {peak 
of hereafter, cliole rather to return, and®give out, that the Spring 
was Enchanted and never to be foulid out, than to hazard their 


Lives with fo little probability of SuedemeY i 
Ie is now time to come to {peak of what'is certainly known 
at this Time, after being fo long conceal’d, which we have from 
the Annual Letters and other Accounts, of feveral Fathers of the 
Society, who were Eye-Witnefles of what they Write, and more 
particularly among them'the Patriarch of Ethiopia, Don Alfonfe 
Mendex, F. Emanuel de Almeyda, and F. Ferome Lobo, who all 
curioufly view'd thofe Springs, and/writ the Truth of what they 
faw, and elpecially the laft, who is moft particular in thefe Af- 
fairs, in the Commentaries of his long Peregrination, which he 
commnnicated to me at his Return to Portugal, in the Year

Country is Mountainous, as are molt Parts of Ethiopia, tho’ there 
are others higher about it. Among theie Mountains, 1s a fpot of 
Plain, not very Level, about a Mile in Extent, and in the midit 
of ita little Lake, about a Stones throw over. Tins Lake is fuil 
of a fort of little Trees, whofe Roots are fo interwoven, that 
walking on them in the Summer, Men come to two Springs, al- 
moft a Stones throw afunder, where the Water ts clear and very 
deep, and from thefe two the Water gufhes two feveral ways in- 
tothe Lake, from which it runs under Ground, yet fo as its Courfe 
may be difcern’d by the Green Grafs, gliding firlt to the Eaftward 
for about a Musket-fhot, and then turns towards the North. 

About half a League from the Source, little over or under, the 
Water begins to appear upon the Land, 1n fuch quantity as makes 
a confiderable Stream, and then prefently is joined by others; 
and after having run with all its Windings about 25 Leagues, it 
receives another confiderable River, bigger than the JVile itfeif, 
and call’d Gemma, which there lofes its Name. A_ little farther, 
when its Courfe begins to be to the Eaftward, it receives two 
other Rivers, call'd Kelty and Branty, and clofe by 1s the firlt Fall 
or Cataract, of which we fhall {peak anon. Thence the River 
runs almoft Eaft, and flows into the great Lake, which in that 
Country they cali’d the Sea of Dambea for its greatnefs, a3 being 
in that Kingdom, of which we fhall treat in the next Chapter, 
[tis diftant from the Source of the Nile about 20 Leagues in.a 
firait Line. 4 

The Nile crofles this Lake over a Point of it, which ftretches to 
the Wellward, and flows put of it again in Summer, with much 
the fame quantity of Wanepat goes in: Nor does it only feem to 
be the fame in quantity alone, but even in quality ; for when the 
Lake js very {mooth, the Current of the Wile is perfectly difcern’d 
crofing it, and carrying fome fmall Sticks and Straws, which 
ufually drive with the Stream; the Water of the Lake ftanding 
ftill, as if that haughty River difdain’d to mix its Waters with 
any others, and only took its Paflage over the Lake, which is there 
between 6 and 7 Leagues acrofs, 

We have now difcover’d the Source of the Wile, whieh before 
was thought to be enchanted, and was only concentered in the 
midft of a Kingdom, which is a part of the Upper Eshiopia. This 
River, as has been faid before, enclofes almoft all the King- 
dom of Gojam, and the compa{s it takes is not amis reprefented 
by a Snake not quite turn’d round; but with thofe Windings 
here fet down in the Map, reprefented for the better underftand- 
ing efit. The Extent of it from the Turning at the Entrance 
anto it, to the South Eaft Point, next the Kingdom of Xa0n, ae 
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be about 50 Leagues, and the Breadth from betwixt the two oppo- 
fite Parts, of the River which encompalfs it, about 30; but when 
the River turns again, it comes within 10 or 12 Leagues of its 
Source, as plainly appears in the Map annex'd. | 

The Abyffinians call the Lake above meniton'd Bar Dombea, fig- Dambea 
nifying the Sea of the Kingdom of Dambea, which is in 13 De- Lake. 
grees and a half of North Latitude, and on the South Side the {aid 
Lake is about 20 Leagues in length; on the North Side 35; but if 
were we to reckon the Windings of all the Bays it makes into the 
Land, it would be much more. The Compailings on the South 
Side are not fo many, but will make 30 Leagues. The Breadth 
meafur'd over the middle and deepeft Part, will reach to 10 or 
12 Leagues. The Water of it 13 very clear, light and wholefome, 
and has init abundance of Fith of feveral forts; as alfo great num- 
bers of Sea-Horfes, which come out to Graize on the Land, in the 

_ plaineft Parts, where they deftroy much Provifion. There are 
fome Men who live by killing them; they Eat their Flefh, and of 
their Skins make Alengas, fo they call a fort of Lafhes they ufe for 
their Horfes ; for in Erhiopia they have no Spurs, the want where- 
of is fupply’d by thefe Alengas, which gird and cut. There are 
no Crocodiles or Alligators, generally {peaking, in this Lake, as 
there are in other Parts of the Wile, fo that the Cattel Graize fe- 
curely on its Banks, and all the People dwelling about them, 
enjoy the Sweetnefs of its Waters, without thofe Frights others 
ate fubje&t to along the Mile, after it enters egypt. However, 
it is molt certain there are no Tritons nor Sirens in this Lake, as 
Fobnfon was inform’d, and he tells usin his Map of Exhiopia, in 
his Arlas, publifh’d Az. 1653. 

Ptolemy call’ this Lake Coloc ; Fohn de Barros pives it the Name Wrong Names 
of Barcena, it is likely, from an Ifland which is near the Place, giver #. 
where the River flows out.. A¢ercator and Fohnfon in their Ta- 
bles of -dbyfinia, call this Lake by two Names, the South Part 
Zambre, and the North Part Zaire ; but its true Name, as has 
been faid, is Bar Dambea. There are many Iflands 1n it, faid in land; tn tt 
all to be 21, fome of them large, as is that they call Def, in which ‘ 
there are plow’d Lands, which employ 40 Yoke of Oxen. In 7 
or 8 of thefe Iffands there are Monattertes of Religious Men, which 
were formerly very great; being hot they produce good Oranges 
and Limons, and.all forts of Fruit that bas Thorney Trees. 

The Abyffinians Navigate this great Lake in a fort of Veflels they 
call Tancoas, which are like Almadies, or little Boats, not made of Boats made 
Wood, but of a fort of Rufhes they call Tabua, whereof there is of rujhes. m 
ereat Plenty in this Lake, each of which is as thick as a Mans 
Arm, anda Fathom in length; and they are fatisfy’d with thefe 
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Veflels, which areas handiome: as thofe who make them. This 
Tabua erows alfouin the others Lakes, and all along the JVile, 
where it is {malter' and! longer/than that of this Lake, and Pliny 
defcribes his Rufh Nat. Hift. libe 13. cap. 11. and it is the fame 
they call Papyrus, of which was made the Paper the Antients us’d 
to wfite on, whence to this Day that we now have is call’d Pa- 
per. The Antient e£gyptians made Boats of the fame to Sail on 

their Wile. Pevest 4 
Errors of Many were of Opiuion, that the 2Vile had its Source im: this 
Mercator Lake, which, as has been faid, only affords it a Paflage; yet, tho’ 
and jJohnfon. feveral others fall into it, none hasany other Paffage our of thig 
Lake but that of the Wile; which fhows, that A¢ercator and Fohne 
fon were both mifirform’d, when they fay, that from this Lake 
flows the River Zaire, which after watering the Kingdom of

their Waters into it; as do the other Hills and Plains about it - 
which valt Bulk of Water much Swells the Lake, and therefore 
in- Winter the JVile is very confiderably increafed by it, becaufe 
all thofe. Waters have no other Mouth to run out at, but only 
that the Wile has made; fo that all the prodigious quantity of 
Waters gather'd by the Lake in Winter, ferves to aggrandize the 
Name of ee River. sia , | :

{talline at its firft coming out of the Lake, yet afterwards runs 
through Flats of Black Earth, where it is muddy’d, and having 
loft its Native Purity, well deferves the Epithets the Prophet 
Feremy gives it of thick and troubled. To this alfo the Poets al- 
lude, who call it flimy and blackifh. For this Reafon, fays Pie- 
rius, the Wile was call'd Aéelon, that is, Black, from the black- 
nefs of its Waters. Iris this muddinefs that caufes the Wile to 
fertilize egypt fo wonderfully, that being fatisfy’d with the Blef- 
fings it receives this way, it neither wants the Commodities of 
the Land, nor the Rains from Heaven.

At the firft Ca- 

taract the River falls plum down avery craggy fteep Rock, along 

which,the Water fcatters very much, and a great deal of it dif 

perfes intoa thick Mit, or mizling Rain, which being carry’d 

away with any Wind, 1s feen at a great diftance like a large beat» 

tiful Cloud that is diffolving into continual Rain. 
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The Noife of the rebounding Water and the Whirlpool it 
makes, falling into a deep Cavity furrounded with Rocks, is fo 
violent, that it refembles a continual and dreadful Clap of 
Thunder, which for a great compafs round about deafens the Ears 
and torments the Head. For this reafon I do not queftion, but 
that nearer to egypt there are thofe Cataracts, fo famous among 
the Antients, which, tho’ little greater than thefe, fays F. Emae 
auel de Almeyda, will caufe the Country for a League about to be 
uninhabited, or at leaft the Inhabitants will in a fhort time be- 
come Deaf; becaufe that violent Noife muft of neceffity offend the 
Drum of the Ear. The Fall of the firft Cataract is about 50 
Spans, that is, 12 Yards anda half high; that of the fecond is 
twice or thrice as much, and accordingly the Noife of the Water 
1s double. 

I will now fay fomething in relation to the other Secret of this 
renowned River, which was as much talk’d of as unintelligible, 
being the Cauie of its Swelling in the Months of agu/t and Sep- 
tember, {0 as to overflow and fertilize the fpacious Plains of 
eLgypt; for it being then Summer there, and the Antients not 
knowing where the /Vile had its Source, they could not. conceive 
ce that Inundation fhould proceed, which was equal to a 

ca. 

F.Urreta fays, the mighty Storms which prevail at that Time 
about the Cape of Good Hope, are by Subterraneous Paflages cominue 
nicated to the Lake whence this River proceeds, and expelling the 
Water with their Violence, caufe it to drown the large Plains of 
egypt. This is as extravagant a Notion as many more of that 
Author who cowld find no difficulty in conveying the Storms of 
the Cape of Good Hope about 900 Leagues under ‘round ; for fo 
far that Cape is from the Source of the River, to difiurb the Lake 
of Dambea, which is fo {till and peaceable, that F. Emanuel de 
Almeyda, who liv’d feveral Years on a Peninfula it makes, af- 
firms, that after obferving all its Qualities with the greateft ex- 
actnefs, he could never find the leaft Ground for laying fuch an 
Imputation to its Charge. 

Some Authors believ'd, that the Swelling Surges of the Sea be- 
ing drove through the Pores of the Earth, caus’d this Lake to 
Swell to fuch a degree, as to vomit out fo vaft an Inundation of 
Waters, Others fancy’d, that thefe Floods proceeded from the 
Snows melting on the Mountains of Ethiopia : However, tho’ the 
Snows may in fome meafure help, they are not the Prime Caufe 
of that Inundation. Iwill not trouble the Reader with many 
other Notions of Authors on this Account, who knowing nothing 


~of it, invented whatfoever their Imaginations could dictate ; for 


the: 
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the reafon of the {welling of the Nile, in Faly, Augujt and Sep- 
tember, is 38 well known in this Evhiopia, asin Portugal the caufe 
of the rifing of the Zagus, Adondego, or other Rivers in December 
and Fanuary; which is becaufe it is then Winter with us, and fo 
in Abyfinia, the depth of Winter is in Faly, Auguft and Sep- The true Rese 
tember, and it isa plain cafe, that a River niult needs fwell, for. 
- which before it leaves Erhiopia, for the {pace of above 150 Leagues, 
receives into it almoft all the Rivers and Brooks of thofe Parts, 
all which at that time are full fraught; befide the vaft quantity 
of Water added toit by the mighty Lake of Dambea, the com- 
mon Receptacle of all the Waters falling from all the Mountains 
yound about it. And the fame Wile after leaving Erhiopia, in 
its many windings before it comes to Egypt, for above zoo Lea- 
gues, {wallows up all the Rivers and Brooks it meets in the 
way. 
The Nile carries all this immenfe quantity of Waters during 
thofe Months, and coming into the fpacious Plains of Egypt, when 
it is Summer there, {preads over, and fills them with fuch abun- 
dance of Water, Slime and Mud, it brings along with it, that 
thofe, who are not acquainted with the Caufe, can only admire 
the Effect. Thus, by what ts here faid, thefe two fo long hidden Secrets of 
Secrets of the fource of the Mile, and the caufe of its Inundation, Nile’s Soureey 
are made manifelt to the World; and it plainly appears what an 2d over- 
infinite multitude of Waters run out of the Lake from fe many Sowing, aif 
Rivers along with the Wile; as alfo with what fury that pro. (¥?"*+ 
digious weight of Water mufl needs caft it felf @own the Moun- 
tains of Exhiopia, and ruth on towards Egypr, till it re(ts in the 
Mediterranean. 
‘ we Sere tie sit pei of what fome Authors af- 
rm, faying, That the Grand Seignior pays a certain Tribute to ae 
the Abyffine Emperor, left he fhould iets the Courfe of the jf" polibstig 
Nile, but may fufferit to go Water the Plains of Egypr, and to the Courfe of 
the end that when the Floods are too great, he may turn away Nile. 
the Water, near the Ifland AZeree, to the Red-Sea, for fear the 
Lands be drown’d and the Crop {poilt. All which is fabulous 
and impofible, as will appear to any fenfible Man, who will 
but confider how impracticable it is to divert any of our common 
Rivers, when they overflow and bear down Houfes and afl that 
ftands in their way; much more the Wile, which has a Courfe of 
fo many hundred Leagues, and gathering all the Waters of 40 
many Kingdoms and Provinees, comesinto Egypt with fuch an 
Iminenfity of Water, that it forces it felf into the Aediterancan 
at feyveral Mouths, about <dlexandria, oppofite to the Ifland of 
Cyprus, after it has it {elf appear’d all over that Country like a 
large Sea, Cue

The Travels of the Fe[uits za Ethiopia. 


One Argument may be brought againft the Impoffibility of 
diverting the Courfe of the Wile, which is that the Hiltory of 
éndia informs us, the great Alfonfo d’ Albuquerque had a defign of 
meeting the Emperor of Erhi-pia, in order to turn away the Nile 
to the Red-Sea, cutting a new Channel and ftopping up that 
which flow’d towards Egypt, to render thofe Fields barren; 
which are the Great Turks Granaries; which Work the Author 
of that great Commanders Commentaries declares to be very eafie, 
and to be done with very little Trouble, as he expreffes it. But 
with their leave who entertained that Conccit, I mult be free to 
fay, that Work was not only difficult, but altogether impoffible, 
becaufe that River never bad, nor can ever have any other Courfe, 
but what the Author of Nature gave it at firft, nor is it in the 
Power of Man toturn it away and findit a new Paflage to the Red- 
Sea. The reafon is, becaufe there are above 100 Leagues from the 
nearelt Part of the River to the Red-Sea, and all that Country 


_ the moft horrid Rocks and Mountains it is poffible to imagine, as 


we fhall fee hereafter; and what Force would fuffice to hew 
down fuch Mountains and break through the Boundaries God 
himfelf has plac'd, which as the Scripture tells us, is no better 
than ftriving again({t the Stream. 

Having {poken as much as is neceflary of the Mile, let us now 
fay fomething of the other noble and mighty Rivers, which rife 


YacazéRiver. in and Water this Erhiopia, among which the Tacaze is well 


Warer-Horfes. 


Known and famous. Adercartor fays this is the River Ptolemy calls 
Aftaboras, and he feems to be in the right, as I ‘Uppal the A/fa- 
‘pes mention’d by the faid Ptolemy to be the Mile. The Tacaze 
has it fource on a Ridge of Mountains, call’d Arywagua, on the 
Frontiers of the Kingdom of Angot, next that of Begameder, 
where at the Foot of the higher Mountain, which lies to the 
‘Haftward, three feveral Springs gufh out viclently within a Stones 
Throw of one another, and joyning their Waters make a great 
Stream, which runs to the Eiftward for fome Days Journey, 
betwixt the Territories of Daphan4, and Hoage, lying North of it. 
Then it croffes the Kingdom of Tigre, cutting through the mid{t 


of Siré, a Province of the faid Kingdom, leaving the belt Lands | 


of that Province on the Eaft, and its famous Defart Aldebé on the 
es where formerly there were many Anchorites, as in Thebsida 
of Egypt. 

This River Tacaze is not quite fo large, yet not much inferior 
to the Wile, and has fome very deep Places, in which there are 
Crocodiles of an extraordinary magnitude, as alfo Water-Horfes, 
which F. Emanuel d’ Almeyda teltifies he faw there, and faid, 
they are.properly call’d Horfes, as being like them in the asi 

an 
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and particularly the Ears, tho’ their Legs are fhort and their Tails 
fhorter, and they have no Hair, buta bare Skin, and very fmooth. 
Jt has alfo much Fith of other forts, and the fame F. Evanuel 
d’ Almeyda, affures us they here fhow’d him in a Bewl, that 
Fifth, which in Latin, from the Effect it produces, they call Tor- 

edo, ana we the Cramp-Fifh; for that laying hold of it with bis 
Hana, it immediately caufed fuch a Numbnefs, that he prefently let 
it go, not thinking fit to continue that dangerous Experiment. 
This fame River pafies on by another Province they call Holcait, 
whence it runs into very low Lands of Cafres, and leaving them, 
vifits the Kingdom of Deghin, inhabited by a fort of AZeors, whom 
we call Bazllous, and on the Coaft of Saaquem, they are nam’d 
Funchos, as may be feen in our Map. Then meeting with the 
Nile, lofes it telf in that River, which receives a confiderable in- 
creafe from its Waters. 

There is another celebrated River call’d Zebeé, faid to be greater Zebee Rivere 
than the Wile it felf, rifing in a Territory call’d Boxa in the 
Kingdom of Marea, which is the molt Southerly, and whereof 
we fhall fpeak hereafter. It begins its Courfe Weftward, and a 
few Leagues farther turns to the Northward, and runs about the 
Kingdom of Gingiro, of which we fhall alfo give an Acceunt, 
making it a fort of Peninfula, as the JVile does the Kingdom of 
Goyam. After leaving this Kingdom it takes its courfe to the 
Southward, and fome fay it is the fame that falls into the Sea at 
Mombaza. f : 

There is another very large and notable River, call’d Haoax, Yaoax River. 
almolt «qual to the Jile, rifing betwixt the Kingdoms of Xoa, 
which is to the North of it, Ogge to the South, and Faregar to 
the Eaft. Ittakes its courfe to the North-Eaft, and receives the 
Waters of another great River call’d A¢achy, which comes out of 
the Lake Zoay, in the Kingdom of Ogge, and being increas’d by 
this Addition, the Haoax runs into the Kingdom of Adel, by us 
call’'d Zeyla, entering it ata Provincecall’d Anca Garrele, being 
the Place where the Fathers Bernard Pereyra and Francis Machado, 
of whom I fhall {peak hereafter, continued fome time, till the 
Perfidious AZahometan King put them to Death, ‘in Hatred to 
Chriftianity. It Rains very little in that Country, but Provi- 
dence has made amends for that want, with the Water of this 
River, which being drawn out into feyerai Channels by the In- 
habitants, waters their Fields and fertilizes the Valleys, {o that, 
it is one of the molt plentiful Countries of thofe Parts in. Grain 
_-and Cattle. And fo generous is this River, that tho’ it 4s mafter 
of fo much Water, it deaves it wc eeate para it rus tarough,

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as if ic thought it more Honour to be bury’d in the Earth, than 
lofe it felf un the Sea. ; 
arebgiver. © There is' another great River of the fame nature, calld. Afareb, 

~" “which 'rifes in the Kingdom of Tigre, Two: Leagues from. Baroa 
er Fremona, tothe Weltward, whence irruns to the South, and 
entring fome Lands of Cafres, which are naturally Sandy, hides 
it felf in them for a confiderable fpace; but if they dig Two 
Yards they not only find Water to drink, but good Fith, a3 
PF, Emanuel a Almeyda fays, he was aflur'dsby John Gabriel, who 
was then Commander of the Portuguefes, of whom we fhall {peak 
hereafter, being a Man ef Sincerity and Confcienee. A little far- 
ther on, this River rifes again and coming into the better Coun- 
try of the Kingdom of Deghin, beltows all the Treafure of its 
gsi on thofe Fields, as if it forgot to goany farther and meet 
the Sea. 

‘Tt ts not amifs-here to obferve that F. Urreta, in his Fabulous 
Hittory of Erhiopia, fays this is call’d the Black-River, becaufe it 
runs through a Country of Blacks, as if any River in Brhiopia 
did run through a Country of Whites. This is the fame he 
fays, forms Three Lakes, from one of which: he tells us.a River 
flows, which always runs over Stones of great Value, and falling 
‘into the Sea at AZelinde, has a’ great Fifhery of Pearls, and Amber-

17. alfo places this Ifland in Erhiopia, and More Fablex 
makes it. the chief of many-he fays there are in it and the Head 
of that Country. Some raife the number of thefe Hflands to 
zoo. This Author and many others tell wonders of this Ifland 
and of the abundance of Gold, Silver, Brafs, Iron, Ebony, and 
other precious Commodities they pretend Nature has bountifully 
beftow’d on it, which were it not all fabulous mult render it the 
‘chief -of iia call ak crarate a1 shi : 
Having duly examined the Maps and view 'd Prolemy’s Tables elfland 
I find ae place this Ifland tis Ethiopia, in 13 mee a 
North Latitude, telling us, that in 11 Degrees Latitude, a River, 
which Ptolemy and mott other Authors fay is the Nile, and the 
Affaboras, fuppofed 10 be the Tacaxe, meet and then part again 
in 12 Degrees Latitude, and afterwards join again between 16 
and 17.

place it between 12 and 13 Degrees of Latitude? This Poiot jam. Ty 
oie P D2 being 
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being duly weigh’d and confider'd, among the moft learned Per- 
fons of the Society, that went over into Evhiopia, they -all con- 
cluded, that the Kingdom of Gojam, where the Wile rifes, and 
which the fame Mile encompafies about, and makes a Peninfula, 
is the famous Ifland Adzeroe of that River, in Ethiopia, of which 


fuch Wonders are told. A proof whereof is, that thofe Authors - 


as the faid Mland, between 12 and 13 Degrees, which is the 
atitude that Kingdom isin; befides the faid Kingdom 1s known 
to be almoft {urrounded with the Waters of the Vile, fo that it ts 
a Peninfula. It is alfo certain that there is no other Ifland in the 


faid Latitude, whence it follows of necefity, that if there be © 


any fort of Ifland in that Part, it is the Kingdom of Gozam, 
thatis the fo renowned Aderoe. Now thofe Authors knowing 
very little of it, or where to place it, they had the more e:cou- 
ragement to enrich it at Pleafure, fince it coft them nothing but 
letting their Pen run; for fince they could not tell where tt was, 
they refted fatisfy’d that no body would call them to Account 
for what they faid. 

A farther Confirmation of this Opinion is, the Breadth of 30 
Leagues, which thefe Authors align the Hand AZeree, little 
more or lefs, which is the fame of the Kingdom of Goyam; but 
they are out in the Length, making the Ifland 100 Leagues long, 
whereas the Kingdom of Gojam is little above 50. The Cataracts 
of Nile, which thefe Authors place on the North Point of the 
Hand Meroe next to Egypt, are in two Places, the firft neara 
Village of the Agaus, call’d Depeghan, 9, or 40 Leagues before the 
River falls into the Lake of Dambea, as was faid before; and the 
frond after its coming out of the fame Lake, near a Town calt’éd 
Alaa, 

Nor canit be faid that the Wile forms this Ifland A4erce ont of 
Ethiopia, becaufe we do not find that River makes any fuch Hand 
in all its Courfe from Ethiopia to the Mediterranean. Befides that 
Prolemy and the belt of other Authors place this Ifland within 
Exhiopia, and Ptolemy being himfelf an Egyptian could not be ig- 
norant of it, if the Wile bad form’d fuch an Ifland in Egypr. 
Befides that the Inhabitants of this Hand were Black, as Lucan 
tells us, which agrees with the Ethiopians and not with the Egype 
tianss thus fays that Poet, Pharf. lib. 10. | 


ae Gur gite valto 
Ambitur nigris Meroe fecunda colonis. 
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Nor can it be faid that any of the Iflands I mention’d above to 
be in the great Lake of Dambea is that of Aderoe, becaufe they are 
very {mall and inconfiderable in Comparifon of that valt Hland 
which Authors make 100 Leagues in length, and I fay is 50 at 
leaft, if it is the Kingdom of Gojam, as it feems to be. . 

By what we have faid, it appears, that Ethiopia contains thofe 
two hidden Treafures of the World, fo much tpoken of, which 
are the Source of the Wile and the Hland AzZeroe; both of them 
more valuable by Fame, thanin Reality; for the Source of the 
Nile, is like that of any other ordinary River, and perhaps more 
inconfiderable; and the Kingdom of Goyam differs little from any 
other of the Kingdoms of Evhiopia, in which there are none of 
thofe Mines.of pure Gold, nor thofe Mountains of Precious Stones, 
wherewith Hiftorians enrich’d this Hland, which in this particular 
refembles the Fortunate Iflands, on whom greater Encomiums 
were beftow’d, than there are Bleflings found in them,

[! was faid before, that this Empire towards the Eaft, com- 
mences on the Banks of the Red-Sea; and in regard that all 
the Religious Men of the Society, who enter'd Ethiopia went 
that way, and that we fhall have frequently occafion to fpeak of 
it and of its Mouths, which are two Channels, the one next 
Arabia and the other on the fide of Aby/ffintz which lead into 
this Sea, and give it a Communication with the Jndian Sea; and 
for as much as there has been great debates. among the Curious, 
how it came to be call’d the Red-Sea, F therefore thought, that

the Ports of Dalec, Adazua and Suaghem, befides others of leis - 


Note, but none of them at prefent belong to the 4by/fine Empe- 
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ror. Betwixt the two Coafts, almoft in the midft lies the Iffland 
call'd Fabel-A4andel, or Nahum, {all other Geographers call it 
Babele Mandel] anda little beyond it begins a Chain of Hlands, 
fo clofe to one another, that very often 6 or 7 appear together in 
a Row, and this Ridge of Iflands is as it were a Line that cuts it 
all in length, as the Apennine Mountain does Jtaly, and inay be 
feen in our Map. The Children of Jfrael crofled this Sea near 
egypt when they fled, and in that Place it is faid to be but 3

This Sea has feveral Names given it, fome call it the Arabian 
Gulph, becaufe it {tretches along fo far on the Coaft of Arabia: 
‘Others name it the Streight or Sea of Adecca, becaufe it leads to 
that City, where AZshomet’s Tomb is. The Greeks call it Ery= 


_threan, and from them all others the Red Sea; whereas its Waters 


are as clear as thofe of the other Indian Seas, and hence came the 
Queftion, why it fhould be call’d the ‘Ked Sea. 

The firft Reafon alledg’d is from the Red Clay or Earth, fome 
pretend there-ts-on-the Shores, whichwith the ReficCtion of the 
Sun caufes theWater to look Red: To make good which Affertion, 
they ought firft to have prov’d, that there were fuch Red Shores; 
for tho’ there may be fome Reddifh Earth, yet it cannot calt fo 
great a Reflection, as to affect fuch a largeSea, which like ail o- 
thers, would rather take its Colour from.the Air above, or from 
the Eartbvander it, than from the Banks. Pliny Nat. Hij?. lib. 6. 
cap. 23+ feems to {trengthen the aforefaid Opinion, by faying it 
receives the Colour from the RefleCtion of the Sun Beams; but in 
thefame Place he fays.it.might be fo call’d.from the powerful

¥ fhould not much blame thofe, who might urge this Sea_was 
calid Red, from the great quantity of egyptian Blood thed in it, 
when Pharoah and all his Army of Horfe and Foot perifh’d there; 
where the Slaughter being fo great, the Sea could not but be dy’d 


with the Gore. Itis very remarkable, in order to make good this 
Opinion, that Adofes in the 1 4:4 Chapter of Exodus, fo often men- 


tioning this Sea, as he does, in {peaking of the Paflage of the 


‘Children of J/rael, never in the faid*Chapter once’calls ‘it the Red 


Sea, 
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Sea, till after the Slaughter of the Egyptians. And it was ufual 

among the Fews to give Names to Places on account of extra 
ordinary Deaths, as the Place where Uzxah wasSlain by God was 
‘call’d Perez-Uzzah, or the Smiting of Uzzah; and fo the Field 
bought with the Money for which Fs#das fold our Saviour, had 
the name of the Field of Blood. Nor is thereany Author to be 
found, that ever call’d this the Red Sea, before God deltroyed the 
Egyptians in it; for AZofes was the fir{t and anciente(t of al! the 
Authors in the World, as is fully prov.d by the Learned F. Fran- 
cis de Mendoza, Tom.1., in Keg. Hifl, Annal, 2. Proww Annst, 12. 

There may be two Objections again this Opinion: The firlt, .. . 
that Afofes calls this the Red Sea, in the 1orh and 1324 Chapters LG 
before the Slaughter of the Egyptians ; to which we aniwer, that setae 
he writ his Hiftory long after the paffing of the Red Sea, and there- 
fore might give it the Name it had then receiv’d, tho’ not proper’ 
to it beforethe Thing happen’d. The other ObjeStion may be, 

“that the Epyptians were not Slain with the Sword, but drowned, 

and that caufes no Effuiion of Blood, to make the Sea Red. To 
this we anfwer, that here were two forts of Deaths, for the /ui- 
gate fays, that the Lord looking wa the Holt of the Egyptians, 
flew them, and overthrew the Wheels of their Chariotsy and the E- 
gyptians feeing this Slaughter would have fled, and then the Sea 
came upon them. ‘Befides,.1n the Confufion of flying they might 
kill one another, and many: be hort and over-run by. the Horfes 
and Chariots, and fo much Blocd-thed. 

The Portuguexes us'd many Endeavous to difcover the Reafon Rednefs from 
of calling this the Red Sea, and particularly, the Great Alfonfo the Shores, 
d’ Albuquerque, the firlt of the Nation who enterd the Mouth of 
it, as did alio the famous Don Fobn de Cafro, who went into the 
Red Sea with the Governor Don Stephen de Gama, and by what 
both of them found, the Opinion of thofe who fay that Water is | 
Red becatife of the Red Bottom, was much confirm’d and pres 
vail'd. This the aforefaid Alfonfo d’ Albuguergue teftifies in his 
‘Commentaries ; for he being with his Fleet at the Mouth of that 
Sea, faw from his Ships a Stream of very Red Sea Water puth out 
‘at the Mouth of the Streight, atid it reach’d up it as far as a Man 

could fee; and asking the Moorith Pilots the Canfe of that Rednel:, 
thefe are the Words of the Hiltorian, they anjwer’d, That the Com- 
- motion the Tide canfed in the Water, becanfe the Ses was there Shoal 
and had little Depth, occafion'd the Colour pon the Flood and Ebb é 
And he adds, that the faid Alfonfo d’ Albuquerque concluded: it 
was fo, and that the Bottom of the Sea was the Canfe of ity 
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Don Fobn de Ca/tro examined this Matter more nicely, as appears 
by his qa and by what the Hiftorian toh de Barros relates 
of him: He obferving the Rednefs of the Water, as he failed 
along that Sea, order’d fome of the Water to be taken up in Buckets, 
{ays the above named Author, which being brought up be found to 
be much more clear and Cryftalline, thaws that without the Adonth or 
Streight ; not fo fatisfyd, he caufed fome Seamen to dive, who brought 
bins a Red Matter from the Bottom, in the Nature of Coral in Bran- 
ches, and fome covered with an Orange Colour Down, 8c. Thus we 
find that the Rednefs proceeds from the Ground, appearing thro’ 
the clear Water, which deceives the Eyes, fo as that they take 
that Colour to be in the faid Water, which is only in the Bottom 
of it. 

Notwithftanding thefe Obfervations, there is more Reafon ¢o 
believe, the Rednefs of this Sea proceeds from abundance of Red 
Weeds there are in it, as appears by the Account given by the 
Reverend and Learned Patriarch Dow Alfonfo Mendez, who {peaks 
as an Eye-witnefs in his Treatife, concerning the Time when the 
Faith of CHRIST enter'd into Erhiopia, Chap. 2: His Words are 
thefe : 

in our way from Mazua to Suaquem, which is commonly gone in 
5 or 6 Days, we fpent 45, wehprea? we were 15 afbore, and obferved 
three feveral Colours in that Sea: The firft Blue, which is in the deep- 
eft Part; the fecond Green, where there are many Flats, becaufe it is 
generally very Shoal, and this Greennefs it has from the Green Slime 
that ties on the Rocks , the third Colour is not Red, but Violet Colour, 
which in fome Parts fpreads all over the Superficies, and in others lies . 
in Spots, fone thicker than others, according to the Canfe they proceed 
from; being certain Holes full of Red Weeds, not very tough, which 
the Sea, when boifterous, eafts upon the Shore, and we had them often 
in our Hands. Befides, we made another Experiment, which remov'd 
all Caufe of doubting, and was, that being on a Calm Day when the 
‘Water was rill, in the midff of many Red Spots, we order'd fome Youths 
to Swim, and they pull’d up thofe Tufts of Weeds; and as they threw 
‘them away, the Red Spots ceafed, the others about them fill remaining. i 
‘Thus far this Judicious Perfon, i 

In my Opinion, this doubt is not only clear’d, but we now 
‘perceive, why the Portuguexes have not only call’d this Sea Red, 
‘but Violet Colour, which Diftinétion we do not find in Authors, 
who only fpeak of the Rednefs and not of the other Violet, tho” 
that Sea has of late had both Names, and the Colours are different, 
So that where this Sea is fo deep, that the Weeds do not reach near 
~-the Superficies, it looks Blue, and fomewhat Blickith, which is 

‘wiaal in any deep Water. And again, where the Weeds are Red, 
or 
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or of a Violet Colour, they caufe that variety already {poken 


of. ; 

’ This Truthis confirm’d by what the great Doctor of the Church _The Reduefs 
of S. Ferome fays, which is, that the Caufe of calling this Sea Red from Weeds. ~ 
comes from the word Suph, which is.Hebrew, us’d in Holy Writ, 
in {peaking of this Sea, and that Swph fignifics Red; and as it is 
well obferv’d by our Learned F. Barradas upon Exodus, the Septs- 
agint always tranflate Suph Red, and fome Hebrews tell us, that 
Suph is the Name of a Red Weed growing in this Sea, and the 
Sun glancing on thefe Waters, through which the Colour of thofe 
Weeds is feen, makes them look Red tho’ they are not fo. This 
Point is learnedly handled by our F. Pineda, in his 4th Book up- 
on Solemon, and that which clenches all we have: faid to this 
Point, ig, what our above quoted Patriarch fays, viz. That the 
Arabs call that Weed we have {poken of Suph, and in Ethiopia 
they give the fame Name to an Herb like this in all Refpects, 
which tliey bring up 10 their Gardens, and ufe the Flower of it 
for Dying their Cloth Red, and Eat the Seed: And thus it is 
plain, that Sea is call’d Red from thofe Weeds growing on its 
Bottom. 

This 1s what has occurr’d concerning the Red Sea, which we 
fhall often {peak of inthis Work ; and having made 10 long a 
Stay upon it, we will now calt Anchor on its Coaft and enter 
Ethiopia, to give an Account of that Empire.

incorruptible, as they would have perfwaded us. So that Tine, 
tho’ fo old a Mafter, {til teaches fome Things that are new. 

But what wonder that:-Men fhould err in Things that relate 
to Heaven, whither they cannot fly, with the weight of their cor- 
ruptible Bodies, when we fee how much they have been miftaken: 
in Earthly Matters, which are near and obvious ? What could be 
gore receiv'd in Antiquity, than the Opinion which taught that 
all thofe Countries were not Habitable, which he under the Tor- 
rid, and under the two Polar, Arctick and Antarétick, Zones ; the 
firft as too hot, and the others as too cold ? Yet Time, notwith- 
ftanding that fo receiv'd Opinion, has demonftrated, that there are 
People living near both the Poles; and that in the Center of the 
Torrid Zone,, where they imagin’d the People mult be burnt up, 
there are infinite Nations, and fome of them enjoy as Temperate 
a Climate as there isin Exrope, in the belt Parts of Spain, or the 
cooler Lombardy. 

There bas been no occafion to make the leaft doubt hereof, fince

‘evident Proof of it in this our 24by/finian Ethiopia, which lying 
betwixt 8.and 17 Degrees of North Latitude, all under the Torrid 
Zone, is yet fo far from being inbabitable for too much Heat, that 
it is generally as Cold and Temperate as Portugal, infomuch, that 
in many Parts they have none of our Summer Heats, nor are ever 
fenfible of the furious fcorching of the Dog-Days among us; but. 
on the contrary they are more afraid of the Cold. 

But as there isa great diftance betwixt thofe Countries, fo do- 
the Climates vary. Hence. it is, that the Maritime Parts of this 
Empire, as from Adazina to Danghbali, along the Red Sea, have 
their Winter in December and Fanuary, as it is in. Portugal, and 
reaches 10 or 12 Leagues up the Inland, being very mrld, without. 
any fharp Cold or excefhve Rain, as if Nature gave it the Rain 
Water to moilten or fertilize the Land, and not to moleft or trou-- 


Me the Inhabitants. Farther up the Country there is no want of 
p y 


troublefome Rains, till you come to fome high Mountains, call’d 
Bizan, two Days Journey fhort of Debarea, where the Winter ts 
from the 10th of Fune till the end of September ; and thus FP. Ema- 
auel d Almeyda fays, he found it in. all the Countries of this Em- 


pire he travell’d through : So that the Winter throughout all the ~~

All the Emperor of Ezhiopia’s Dominions he now poffeffes are ya Moun 

Mountainous, except the Kingdom of Dambea, the greateft Part tains. 
whereof is Plain along the great Lake, and has rich Fields of Fat 

fertile Land for about 20 Leagues in length, little more or Iefe, 

and 4 or 5 in breadth. The other Kingdoms, viz. Tigre, Begame- 

der, Gojam, Amara, and the Provinces of Cemen, Ogara, Sagado, 

Ailcait, Xaoa and Holec#, are alimoft continual Mountains of a 
prodigious Height, and itis rare to travel a Days Journey withour 

meeting fuch fteep, lofty and craggy Hills, that they are dreadful 

to behold, much more to pafs over. All the Mountainsin Porta. 

gal compar’d to thofe of Ethiopia, are meer Mole-Hills. Thole 

who have crofs'd the -4/ps and Pyrenean Mountains, and the Apen- 

nine, which cuts Italy in two, all of them fo famous in Exrope, 

and have feen thofe of Eshiopia, declare, the others are but eafy 

and low Eminences to thefe laft. 

Thus Nature, which in feveral Places feems to {port, producing 

wonders, fo here it works the fame marvellous Effects 1n Moun- They ferve 
tains, far exceeding the higheft Clouds, and in Valleys fo deep, for Fortrejfes. 
that they look as if they were going to hide themfelves in the very 
‘Center of the Earth and lowelt Abyfs, and accordingly the firit 
partake of the exceflive Cold of the fecond and third Regions of the 
Air, and the latter of the Fire of Hell. Some of thefe Mountains, 
which the Natives call Ambas, {tand by themfelves apart from all 
others, are prodigious high, all upright, as if they had been hew’d 
with a Chiflel, with only one or two ways to get up to them, 
with much difficulty, and on the top they bave Water and a 
Plain, where the Inhabitants live, as 1t_ were in an impregnable 
Fortrefs, erected by Providence for the Defence of the Ethiopians, 
who hitherto have not the Skill to make any Martial Worke, 
There are many of thefe throughout all this Empire, but molt of 
all in the Kingdom of Amara, which is now next to the Gallas, 
who would before now have made themfelves Matters of it, were 
it not for the Retreat of thefe Ambas, or Fortrefles made by Na- 
ture, without the help of Man. 

It is wonderful to fee thefe vaft high Rocks, fome of them like +,:, eueral 
Pyramids, others round, as if they were turn’d at the Top and Shapes. 
Bottom ; others ike dquare Towers, as handfomly wrought as if 
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they had been hew’d out, and were Natural Columns, boldly. 
rifing above the Clouds, as it were to fupport the Sky, as the Poets 
feign’d of Atlas. 

The wortt is, thatiiery often in paffing from one Kingdom to: 
another, iome of thefe Mountains muft of neceffity be crois’d, as 
happens in going from Fremona, which is almolt in the middie of . 
the Kingdom of Tigre, 45 Leagues from azua, to Dancaz and. 
Dambea, where among many other Mountains Travellers mult 
crofs one call’d Lamalmon, and before they come to the firlt afcent 
of that they are at the Foot ofa valt high Mountain call’d Gace, 
which is as it were the Foundation or Pedaltal of Lamalmon. Te 
is halfa Days Journey to afcend this Mountain, always rounding: 
it, for it goes continually winding by very narrow Paths, cut a- 
long the fide of the Hill, with fuch’ dreadful Depths and Preci- 
pices, either icoking up or down, that tf the Caravan afcending 
happens to meet with the other defcending, unlefs they take fpe- 
cial care where they fet their Feet, they are abfolutely loft, and: 
tumble down thofe frightful Depths, beating the Travellers to. 
pieces, and lofing the Goods they carry. The Commodities they 
generally load are Jndia Stufts and Salt. . 

Qin the top of this Mountain Gucd, is a large Plain above a: 
League in compafs, where the tir’d Travellers and Caravans reft 
themfelves, the better to profecute the relt of their Journey 5 for 
the next Day they enter upona moft tifefome Ridge, fo fharp and 
narrow, that it is frightful to behold, much more to pafs along it, 
biing Perpendicular on both Sides, and the Valleys on either of 
them fo wonderful deep, that the fight cannot reach the bottom: 
of them. As foon as pafs’d this Ridge, they are at the Foot of a 
Mountain, almoft all cf it made of one entire upright Rock, which 
rifing out of the Ground, reprefents an exceflive high and “rong 
Bulwork. This is the smoft difficult Part of all the way, and yet 
Nature has provided a fort of Steps like Stairs, with windings 
both ways, but all extraordinary unceoth, and the Steps or Rocks. 
fometimes two or three Cubits high; fo that it is wonderful, that 
the Bea(ts of Burden can climb, and keep their Feet, tho’ they are 
there unloaded; for in this Place there are abundance of People 
who live by taking the Burdens off the Bealts, till they pals thofe 
Difficulties. 

This Mount is about 300 Fathom high, and on it Nature hes 
made avery plain Flat, being about half a League in Compats, 
and a Mucket-fhot Diameter; and this Eminence they call by the: 
Name of Lamalmon, reprefenting in fome meafure a Chair with- 
out Arms, for the Rock on the higheft Part of the Plain refembles 
the Back of the Chair, being as Perpendicular as if hewd out 
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with a Chizze!; under which is that which anfwers to the Seat o 
this wonderful Chair, wherethere is.a Town, fite enough againft, 
all Attacks of any Enemy, wereit but as well provided with 
Neceflaries for human Life; yet they have good Water, with - 
which they make what amends they can for the want of Pro- 
vifions, whereof there is no Plenty. 

From this height is difcover’d, almoft all the Kingdom of Tigre, . 
and towardsthe Eaft appeays a vaft Chain of exceflive high Moun- Chains of 
tains, running from this of Lamalmon, with another like it hoe weenie 
wards the North and North Eaft, and all together making-a great 
Bow, in the mid{t of which the Hills and Mountains of Tigre; 
tho’ very high, look like inconfiderable Hillocks, Tho’ the fa- 
mous Carthaginian Hannibal, from the Top of the Alps encourag d 
and comforted his Soldiers with the pleating fight of the-fpacious 
and delightful Plains of saly; here, om the contrary, the molt 
covetous and ambitious Perfon, at the fight of thefe difmal Moun- 
tains, might well lay afide all Thoughts of {ubduing fuch un- 
cooth, fuch craggy and fuch dreadful Places, which as bad as they 
are to behold, are much more. hideous to climb. And furely, 
only thofe, wio, asthe Prophet did, Lift up-their Eyes to the Hills 
from whence ermeth their Help, can with the fweet Thonghis of 
Heaven make thofe almoft impaflable Mountains of Exhiopia toler- 
able, as the Religious Men did. And I muft confefs Lam io much 
out of Humour with the bare Relation, and fo far diftant view of 
one of thefe Mountains, that I forbear {peaking of the others,. 
which. F. Emanuel d’ Almeyda took the pains to defcribe, as hae. 
ving undergone the trouble of pa‘Ting over them: , 

It follows next to fay fomething of the Fertility of the Coun 6,7) 4, Eth: 
try, and Gold being efleem’d the moft precious Product of the opin. 
Earth, there are faid to be very rich Mines of i¢in Erhiopia; it is vn 
moft certain, at leaft, that many grave Authors are very free 
in beftowing abundance of fuch Mines on it; and many, 
believe there are really fach Mines tn Erhiopia, but that 
they will not have theimy ‘icoverd, for fear leit their Fame fhould 
move the Z#rk to invadegthem, as he hasalready done more than. 
once, and together with their Tyeature, deprive them of their 
Liberty, which is more precious than Gold. Such 3s the vile na- 
ture of this Metal, thot if you wantit you are miferable,. and if 
you have too much yeu arein Danger. The Gold they have at 
srefent is taken out of fome Rivers in fmall Grains, like Seed- 

earl, and there is no other Money in the Country, efpecially 
for Strangers,,but this Gold, which they difpofe of by weight. 
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But what they want in Gold, they have to {pare in Iron, 
which has alfo its value; nor do they want Lead. Salt is their 
moft general Commodity, and they have almoft brought it te 


derve inftead of Money, all other Goods being commonly fold 


Fertilit @ 
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for it at Pairs. This Salt is not like that we have in Europe, 


inade of Sea-Water; but Providence has furnifhed them with in- 


-exhaultible Mines of it, being as it were Rocks of Salt on the 


orders of the Kingdoms of Tigre and dager, from*® which they 
hew out Pieces like Bricks. 

The Land, for the moft Part, where it can be till'd, is very 
fruitfull, for in many Places, tho’ the Aby/finians are not over in- 
dultricus, it yeilds three Crops in a Year of Wheat, Barley and 
‘Millet, and many other forts of Grain that grow in Portugal. 
There is great Plenty of a finall Grain they call Zé, which is the 
proper Food of the Country, as natural to the Ground, and of 
fuficient Nourifhment, and 1s fo very fimall that one fingle Grain 
of Muftard-Seed will make ten of this Tef, tho’ itis longith, but 
very thin and flender. Yettho'.the Soil be fo Fertile, there is often 
‘Famine in Ethiopia, either caus'd by the Locufts, a frequent Plague 
there, or by the marching of Soldiers, from oneCountry to another, 
which isa worfe Plague than the Locufts, becaufe they only de- 
vour what they find in the Fields, whereas the others {pare not 
What is laid up in the Houfes. 

AH the Odoriferous and Medicinal Herbs that Europe produces 
are found here, and among them one they call Amadmagdo, which 


‘Plantsof great draws out the Splinters of broken Bones that remain loofe in the 
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‘Flefh. There is another Herb they call Affexoe, which has fuch 
Virtue again{t Poifon, that the moft Venomous Snakes touching 


at, are quite ftupify’d and fenfelefs; and what is yet more won- 


derful, the very fhadow of it does not only {care away but be- 
numbs any Snake; fo that as S. Peter’s thadow -miraculoufly 
wrought Cures, this Plant naturally deftroys Poifon.  Befides 
whofoever eats the Root of this Plant retains its Virtue for many 
Years, and may go among all forts cf Bpifonous Snakes without 
fearing any Hurt from them; nay hehas fo much Power over 
them, that bis very fhadow ftuns them. 

The Pathers of the Society write, that they often faw feveral 
Abyfinians, who had eaten thefe Roots, handle the moft venomous 
Vipers, as if they had been Eels; and put them about their Necks, 
like Collars; and kill then when they pleas'd. The Country alfo 
produces much Cotton, growing on Shrubs, like thofe of India ; 
abundance of S:ana, Lemmons, Citrons, Oranges, and Figs like 
ours. In fome Parts there are good Pearls, efpectally in the King- 
dom of Dambea, and to fweeten the want of other Fruits, which 


do not grow here, Providence has given it very large and well 
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tafted Sugar Canes, particularly in the Hlands of the Lake of 
Dambea. There are but few Grapes, which is no {mall diffacis- 
faction to thofe who have tafted the Jutce they afford; howeverthe 
Fathers always made fome Wine ai for Confecrating at Mafs, 
and to drink fome Months in the Year; but ’tis likely it was not 
much fince F. Ewannel Fernandez, on the roth of June 1568,. 
writ to the Reverend Father General of the Fefuits S. Francis de 
Borja, that for want of it, he fent for Grapes and {queez’d them 

- to fay Mafs with the Juice. Yet he adds, he had found by Ex- 
perience it would keep, and in 20 Days was excellent Wine,which- 
latied almofta Year. peat ne : 

F. Peter Pays writes, that being at the Court. of 4d) /inia, in yz45 0977; 

the Year icine and defired by the Emperor bimfelf, to fay Wereae” aot 
he forbore, for want of Wine of Grapes, not one drop of it be- 
ing found in allthe Court. F. Belchior da Sylva, refiding in E- 
thiopia as Vicar to the Portuguefes, tent to contult the Divines at: 
Goa, whether Mais might be iaid with Wane {queez'd out of Raifins ?- 
Whereas were there fuch Cilterns full of Wine as F. Urrera {peaks- 
ef, there would be no occafion for putting that Queftion, orday-- 
ing Mafs with fuch Wine as he propos’d. 

The Enfete is a Tree peculiar to Erhiepia, not unlike the Jadian Enfete-Trees’. 
Fig-Tree, and growing fo thick in the Body,- that two Men can 
fcarce Fathom it ; when cut down clofe to the Ground, 5, or 700 
and fometimes 1000 fprout out fromit, Pfay when it 1s cut down,. 
for it bears no other Fruitto Eat, being itfelf the Tree that grows, 
and the Fruit that is eaten, either cut out in Slices and boil’d, or 
the Leaves made into Meal for Pap, or HaltyePudding, which ’tis- 
likely is not very well relifinrd, tho’ in fome Parts it is the com— 
mon ve of the peamere tes of Pao 5 

Ethiopia has all forts of Tame Bealts that are common in Europe, qu pc iepe)' 
as theese Mules, Cows,. Oxen, and other Cattelin valt Sd Ie gags 
this being the Principal wealth of the Country,.. as 1t us’d to be 

in former Times, when the World, tho’ it abounded not fo much: 
in Gold, was in the Golden Age; and it is very fine to fee the: 
mighty Herds of large Cows, and {lately Oxen, grazing in. the 
Fields, efpecially in the Kingdom of. Tigre and Country. ofthe: 
Agans.  . 

They have abundance of noble Horfes, and of the true Breed, va 
Black, Roan,.. Bay, Grey, Dappled, Creamecolour’d, Pyebald, ee 
and others as Mettlefome and Sprightly, as the Spanifb Andaluxi- 
ans, and when well managd they Gallop, Trot, Pace, Curvet and: 

Wheel; as well’as the beft of ours. They make their Saddles» 
very light and fure, all like our Manage-Saddits, but rifing high- 

er, both before and behind; their Stirrups very fimall; and the- 
Surrug, Leathers long; but they put enly their. Great ar te the> 
Stirrup,

Stirrup, fo that it ishikely they cannot fit fo faft, For the moft 
part, even when they go tothe War, their Horfes are led, and 
Mules, they Ride on Mules, which.are very gentle, Jarge and beautiful ;

avhom they are defcended, as we fhall fee hereafter; for itis plain

ra, Re afts ever feen in the Country. There are alfo Ounces, Wolves, 
pat "Foxes, Monkeys, Cattamountains, Civet-Cats, Hares, Rabbits, 

Tigers, and many very large Lions, fome of which they breed up

Fight with Hunger and Thir/?. So thefe continue in the Field molt: 
part of the Year,. patiently fuffering all Weather, as the {corching- 
Heats, the fharp Cold, amd violent Rains, and this with very lit- 
tle Food, They are bred up to War from their Infancy, .and: 
grow Oldin it; for thofe who are not'Husbandmen are Soldiers, 
and to that purpofe theEmperor gives them Landsto live on,whiclz: 
they enjoy’as long as they ferve; but ifithey fail he gives them to~ 
others, and this is ‘all ther Pay; whichis the Reafon.he'can raile: 
a great Ariny with little Charge. 4 
The Weapons they ufe are a fort of {hort Spears, the Staves of 
them thin, and the Tron of one fort narrow, like ours, and of the” 
other broad, but thin ;the one to be darted f{trongly, the other to” 
fence with in‘clofe Fight, with one ‘Hand; for the other holds the 
Buckler, which is madeof wild Buffalo’s Hide, very frong. Each- 
Soldier'generally carries two of thefe Spears or Darts, The narrow: 
‘ones they dart,‘as was faid, withfuch Fury, that they picrce Coats 
of Mailand Bucklers'; the broader they keep to continue the Fight, . 
as'we do with Sword and Buckler. The'better fort have Swords, | 
‘but very rarely make ufe of them, only wearing them in time of: 
Peace, by way of Ornament, and therefore they endeavour to- 
have a Gilt or Silver Hilt, and the Seabbard of Velvet, or fome: 
other Sk; when they talk with any body, they hold them in 
their Hands, and :fo walk; but when they go in the Streets the: 
Servants carry them under their Arms. Some wear Daggers un- 


der their Breafts, with the Hilt towards the Right, and the Point — 


tothe Left... They alfo carry Clubs of hard Wood and heavy,,.,

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when they come to grapple together, and fometimes they dart

The Horfe have no Weapons to fight with bat fhort Lances, 

fuch of them as have Coats of Mail, which are but few, do not 7,1, 
eare for Bucklers, as being lefs encumber’d, but they carry fome na 
‘of the narrow pointed Spears above mention’d, to dart ata di- . 
fiance. 

The Emperor, when he gathers all his Force, brings into the 
Field 30 or 40000 Men, 4.0r 5800 of them Horfe, the rel Foot, Abyfiine ~ 
‘Of the Horfe about 1500 are fizeable, and fome of them very fine 4ry- 
and ftrong.. About 7 or 800 of thefe Horfe wear Coats of Mail 
and Head-Pieces, all the re{t'both Horfe and Foot, have no other 
Arms than have been faid above, the Spears and Bucklers. “They 
‘haveabove 1500 Fire Arms, but there are feldom above 3 or 400 
‘Mu(guetiers in any Action, and thofe for the moft part foill 
train,d, that they never fire above once ; ‘nor can it be otherwife, 

“becaufe Powder and Ball are fo fcarce, that very few ‘have any 

to Exercife at other Times, and thofe few Principal Men that do,. - 
ufea Reft which they have not Jeifure to do in their Wars with 
the Gallas and others; fo that they are little the better for their —

There being no-fuch Martial Difcipline among them, as we have 
in Eyrope, and confequently their Armies, Batallions and Squa- 
drons, not being fo regularly drawn up, ‘the firit Shock begins and 
ends their Battels ;-either the one fide or the other-turning their 

Backs, and the other purfuing ; nor do they think much of run- 
ning away, becaufe it is daily: practisd. 

. The aforefaid number of Troops, or a‘much lefs, makes an ex- 
“traordinary ‘great Camp, by reafon the other People that‘follow Multitudes 
the Army are far more numerous than the Soldiers, and the following the ~ 
Baggage very much ; and this is becaufe they commonly go to the Camps » 
War with their whole Families, Wives and ‘Children, and the - 

Queen herfelf, goes; and there is need of many Women to make 
“their 4pas, which are their daily Food, as has been fatd, as alfo 
their Wine; and. all thefe Hangers on, with the Merchants and 
other Followers, amount tofo great a number, that where there 
are 10000 Soldiers, there never are lefs than 30000 Souls, and if» 
‘ the Emperor be there 100 or 120000. | . 

-Here the Emperor, Great Men, Ladies, Commanders, and many ~ 
Soldiers,. have abundance of Tents, which are fet up in very g00d pyanner of 
Order, and always the fame: For the Emperor's Tents being 4 OF ene zmpings* 
s-very beautiful ones, are plac’d in the Center, and then leaving 
a large {pace between on the Right, Left, Front and Rear of them, 
are thofe. of two Churches he catries with him, and thofe of the 
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Queen and Great Men, who have all their fixt Places ; then thofe 
of the Officers and Soldiers, according to their Pofts ; thofe of the 
-Vanenard before, thofe of the Rear behind, and the two Wings - 
on the Right and. Left. The Camp thus pitch’d, takes up a very 
_ great Space, and is certainly very graceful to behold, efpecially in 
the Night, by reafon of the Multitude of Fires lighted, 
-0f marching. When they are to march, the Titaurari, fo they call him that 
performs the Duty of a Major, or Quarter-Mafter General, goes . — 
before, and pitches upon the Ground for encamping, where he © 
ofticks a Lance, which fhows thatthe Emperor’s Tent isto befetup 
there, and by that every Man knows what Place belongs to him. 
On their march they obferve no Order, but before the Emperor ~ 
_go the Waites and Kettle Drums, and he always mounts and | 
-alights within his Tent; and if he happens to alight by the way, 
-thofe who are nearelt makea Ring, hiding him with their Cloaks, 
and they bring him a Couch, which-is always carryd near at |

-which they.Jeave as much undone, as the Gallas their Enemies _ 
_could do, were they in their Places, efpecially when the Army — 
continues any timeon the fame Ground, for there is no other way, 
but for the Emperor, or General, to afgn them certain Towns, | 
which they.rob of all forts of Provifions, and under that colour — 
all the relt goes; fo that the Inhabitants have no other Remedy | 
-but Patience, and may fay with Fob, The. Lord hath given*and — 
-the Lord hath taken away,bleffed be the name of the Lird.Thisisalfothe 
.Reafon why the Gallas {fo ealily make Inroads into the Empire,andon ~ 
the contrary the Empercr’s Forces cannot go far into their Lands; 
becaufe they do not Sow, nor have they any Stores of Provifion | 
laid up, but live upon the Milk of their Cows, and when they — 
have occafion, eafily drive them away, retiring themfelvese and — 
leaving the Exhiopians the defert Fields, which obliges them to re- — 
ure {peedily, or Starve. . 
About the Emperor march his dzages and chief Men, attend- / 
ing him, and he always travels with his Crown on his Head, ~ 
.made up of feveral Pieces of Gold and Silver, with fome Seed ft | 
Pearl; for precious Stones were. newer fo muchas feen in Erhiopia. 
He alfo wears his Silk Hat, brought from Jzdia, like thofe us’d 
‘there; none of thofe Curtains, which formerly were, being now | 
earry’d about him, that he might be feen by no Man, On the | 
_contrary he fometimes quits his Mule and Prances on his Horfe. — 
When © 
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When the Enemy is near, the Army marches clofe and in bet- 
ter order ; all the Divifions in their Pofts, and neither the Van. 
advances far, nor the Rear ftays much behind, The Wings are’: 
ftretch’d out, the Emperor being in the Center wit: fome of his 
Guards, great Men and Ladies, leaving a {ufficient Interval for 
the Baggage to be enclos’d and in fafety. Damian de Goes, writ a 
Treatife, de Aforibus Abyffinorum, from which Ilefcas took what 
he relates in the 2d Part of his Pontifical Hiftory,. /7b. 6. cap. 22. 
but neither of them had fuch certain Information of what they 
deliver, as we have. . 

“The Learned Aercator, in the 34 part of his -dtlas, defcribing 
Ethiopia, fays, there are few Cities among the Abr finians, and 
would have been more in.the Right, had he faid, there were none, 
as he is where he writes, they live in Villages. The new Atlas 
publith’d in Spanifh ann. 1653, follow'd Afercator, At this time 
there is no fettled City in all Evhiopia; formerly the Town of 
Aczum veas very famous among the Aby/finians, and ftill pre- 
ferves fomewhat of its Renown; and this place ieems to have 
been a City, at lealt they look upon it as molt cermain,, that the 
Queen of Sheba kept her Court there, and that it was the Reli- 
dence of the Emperors for many Ages after, -and they are Crownd © 

there to this Day. This is the City Aczum, ot Auxam, often 
mention’d by the learned Cardinal Baronias in his Ecclefialticat 

~ Annals, as we fhall fee hereafter ;_ at prefent it is only a Village. 
‘of about roo Houfes. This place is Three Leagues from Fremona, 
and about 45 from Mazua, in 14 Degrees and a half Latitude. 
There are to be feen many ancient Ruins, particularly thofe of a: 
fpacious Church, which appets to have been of § Iles, 165 Foot: - 
in Length, and 75 in Breadth. ' 

The moft-magnificent Thing that appears here, are certain Very opepiss - 
tall Stones, in the nature of Obelisks, or Pyramids, the biggelt of oe 
them 78 Foot in Length, the Breadth at the Foot Seven Foot Six 
Inches. It is cutas it were in {mall Cufhions, each of them about 
half a Yard Square; the fmallelt of them being between 25 and 
30 Foot high are rude mifhapen Stones. Some of thofe which Ml 
feem to have been tallef are thrown down, and they fay, the vali a iar 
Turks entring Echiopia overthrew them. The end of erecting thefe - Mill 
Pyramids may reafonably be {uppos’d to have been for Monu- 
ments, near their Graves ; which was the Defign of the Egypans . 
in their fo famous Pyramids: Here is alfo a Stone fet up with a 
jarge Enf{cription, in Greek and Latin Charagters, but they do not 
make any Senfe. The Ceremonies bere usd at the Coronation of - 
Emperors were many, whereof enough. Aill remain; we fhall 
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{peak of them hereafter at the Coronation-of the Emperor Sultan 
Segued, ioe ia. : 
There is no City at this time in Ethiopia, only the King’s Camp

call’d Dancaz, which lafted near 10 Years; but the fame Em- 
peror in 13, or #4 Years before that had 5, or 6 other Places, in 
cach of which he continu’d 2, 2, org Years, This has been al- 
vays the Cultom of Evhiopia, and when he removes, for the moft 
part there is nothing remains to be feen, but, Fields where Troy 
Zown. /tood, 
Thefe frequent removals, are occafion’d in the firft place by 
the. fall expence in building their Houfes, as thall be foon 
fhown ; and fecondly with regard to the feveral Wars they have 
in Hand, fomtetimes with one Enemy, and fometimes with anos 
ther; but above all, for want of Wood.’ Firft the Ground is 
chofen, where there may be Plenty of Wood. but no order be- 
ing obferv'd in falling the Trees, the Mountains and Valleys are 
foon left bare, and then they prefently think of removing toanos 
ther Place, where there is Wood; and they are amaz’d to hear, 
that in Exrepe and other Parts of the World great Cities can 
continue long in the fame Place without being in great want of 
Wood. ale 
Excepting the Emperor’s Camp, or that of fome preat Man, 


dages tz Ethi- there ig no Habitation throughout the whole Empire, that can 
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deferve the Name of a City, nor fo much as of a gteat’ Town, 
They are all Villages, fome greater and fome {maller ; but fuch as 
can claim no-other Title. Of thefe, in fome Provinces and Ter 
ritories there are many foclofe together, that all the Country feems 
to be inhabited; other Parts are lefs Populous, and many are 
quite Defart. Thus we may judge they are all open, withont 
Walls, or other Enclofure; only in the Kingdom of Awahara. 
and fome others, fuch as are on the Frontiers, next the Gallas, 
who fo infeft them with continual Incurfions, that they «cannot 
fo much as Till the Land, thefe, being feated 6m Ambas and high 
Mountains, have al fome fort of Walls of dry Stone, 
The Houfes are geyerally of Stone and Clay, I mean thofe of 
the better fort, for the relt make their Walls of Stakes drove - 
clofe together and cover’d with Straw.

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Notwith@anding their being all Black, yet they fhow their 
Progenitors were not fo, for they have not flat Nofes,. like the 
Cafres, nor thick Lips, like thofe of Angola; but have generally 
very good Feaiures, and are well fhap’d and many of them ra- 
ther deep Tawny than Black. They neither Till, nor Sow, nor 
gather any thing the Land produces; all the {pacious Vales and 
ich Plains they are Mafters of, only ferve to aftord their Cattle 
fuch Sultenance as the Earth naturally produces. They look after 
their Flocks, drink their Milk and eat their Flefh, which is all 
‘their Food, without any Bread, fo eafily are thefe Barbarians fed. 
Yet when they enter the Lands of the Abyffinians and find any 
Bread they do net miflike, but eat it, with a very good Appetite, 
and yet will not Sow. 

The reafon they alledge for it is, that fo the Erhiopians or other 
Enemies may not be able to over-run their Lands; for as foon as 
the Gallas perceive an Enemy comes on with a powerful Army, 
they retire to the farther Parts of the Country, with all their 
Cattle, which is all their Wealth, and taking that they take all 
away; then have the 4byffinians feveral Days march to come at 
them, for which they cannot carry Provifions, according to their 
Nittle forecaft, and there being none on the Lands of the Gallas, 
as not being Till’d, they mult of neceffity either turn back, or 
perifh. This is an odd way of making War, wherein by flying 
they overcome the Conquerors; and without drawing Sword, 
oblige them to encounter with Hunger, which is an invincible 
Enemy; tho’ at the fame time the Gallas fight again{t themfelves, 
as always wanting Bread, to prevent their Enemies eating it 
fometimes ; fo that they are like the Dog in the Manger, that will 
neither eat Hay himfelf, nor fuffer the Horfe to eat it. / 

The Gallas tor the molt part are barbarous and cruel, ufin 
their own Children more inhumanly than even the Wild-Beafts ; 
for they take no care of breeding them up or providing for them, 
during the firft Six, or Seven Years after they are marry’d, but 
rather throw them about the Fields, a Savagenefs odious to Na- 
ture, which has given the fierceft Lyons and Tigers a Senfe of 
Tendernefs for their Young. However they are generally Men of 
their Words, and of no ill Difpofition, as was feen in fome that 
were bred up in the Emperor’s, and other great Men’s Houfes,

Opinion ; but that Author adds, that 4rabia is not far diftane 
from Erhiopia, and fo fhe might be Queen of Ethiopia and Arabia, 
and Fofephus {ays, fhe was alfo Queen of egypt.

T HIS Empire is of great Antiquity, and had always a Succef- 

fion of Emperors, tho’ in their Books they only ntake menti- 
on of them fince the Days of the-Queen of Sheba: and from that 
Time to the Birth of our Saviour they reckon 24 Emperors, and 
from our Saviour to the prefent Emperor Faciladas there were 68. 
[Obferve this Emperor was at the Time the Author writ, which was in

1 will here give a brief Account of 
thefe Kings, which F. Emanuel d’ Almeyda faithfully tranflated

ginning of their Reign. 

After them Three other Brothers call'd Azfa, Azfed and Amey 
reign d jointly, of whom it is faid, that for their better Govern- 
ing in Peace, and without interfering with one anoiher; they di- 
vided the Daysinto 3 parts, which was doubtlefs an odd fort 
of Government, and fubject to more Confufion ; yet the 45y/ini- 
ans will perfuade us, that it profperd well with them. Their 
Succefiors were Arado, Aladoba and Amiamid, and at this Time 
their Books fay, many Religious Men came from Raw, who, as 
fhall be fhown, enterd the Kingdom of Tigre about the Year.

1 took no notice of thofe, who ufurp’d the Empire,’ ‘ 
during that Intervalthe Family of Zague Rul’d, for the reafon 
‘before given, but among them there was one call’'d Lalibela, who 
prov’d very potent, had great Domin‘ons and was extraordinary 
‘fortunate, not only in regard of his long peaceable Poffeffion of 
the Empire, which lafted 4o Years, and for leaving a Son to 
fucceed hin, who govern’d as long ; but alfo for his greatnefs of 
Mind, in erecting fumptuous Structures, which perpetuated his 
Name in. Evhispia. He causd many notable Architects to be 
brought out of Egypr; where there were always fome famous, 
fince the raifing of the celebrated P,ramids, and fpent 24 Years 
‘in building to admirable Churches, after an unufual and wone Churches 
derful Method, for they were all lew’d out of folid Rocks, and bew’d out 
moft curioufly contriv’d. So that as in other ftately Works we of folid Rocks. 
admire how much they increafe by the addition of the Stones® 
the Workmen lay on; in thefe prodigious Churches the Work 
increas‘d as the S.one diminifh’d, for all the advancing of the 
Structure depended on what was hew'd fromit. The Nimes of 
the Churches were thefe, S. Emanuel, S. Saviour, S. Mary, the 
Holy Grofs, S. George, Golgo:ha, Bethlehem, Atarcoreos, the Martyrs 
and Lalibela. This laft, which is the ch eteft, and fineft Structure 
retain’d the Name of the Founder of them all, well deferv'd by 
a Prince fe magnanimous and of fuch fingular Piety, who ina 
“Country where there ever were fuch mean Structures, and fo 
preita Scarcity of Builders, had Refolution and Treafure enough 
to bring thofe notable Artilts from fo far, which mutt be an ex- 
traordinary Expence, and to erect fuch fingular. Works, worthy 
to be reckon’d among the moft fumpruous and wonderful in the 
World. The particular Defcription of thefe Churches I leave to 
FE.

W E have fix'd the Time, when the Knowledge of the Faith 
of CHRIST began more regularly in Erhiopia; it remains 
now to clear another Point, very confiderable in itfelf, and very 
acceptable to the Curious, which is, at what Time the Monattical 
Life firft came into that Empire; and in regard this Affair is much 4 
eontroverted, there being variety of Opinions about it, andmuch 
Falfhood intermix’d with fome Truth : Therefore I will here de- 
liver what the moft Reverend Patriarch of Eshiopia, Don Alfonfa 
MMendex writ concerning it, in the Information ke gave upon 
Oath, after he had with indefatigable Labour fairly extracted all 
he found relating to this Point in the Erhispian Books, and Au- 
thors that treat. of fuch Affairs, being himfelf then in Aby/inia.

THE moft remarkable Thing in this Ethiopia, relating to 
it thefe Religious Men of theirs, is the Life of Tecla Hay- 

manot, who, according to their Relations, was a great Saint: 

and Worker of Miracles, and very much dilated, and by his 
Example and Doétrine reform’d the Monattical Profetion in Ethi- 
opia; and in regard that'fome Modern Authors will needs make 

Tecla Haymanot to be of other Orders, I will here ict down, what 
the aforemeation’d Patriarch of Ethiopia writes of him: 
- © Altho’ thofe Fathers, fays he, who enter’d Ethiopia, about the Tecla Hay- 
| © Year of our Lord 470, in the Days of King Amiamid, much manot, 4 
increas’d the Monaltical Difcipline ; yet it extended not bey~ 4 zypJy Wonk. 
the Kingdom of Tigre; where each of them founded but one 
Monaftery, which retains their Names till this Day. But 40a 
Exftathees, and Abba Tecla Haymanot, who defcended from them, 

were Heads of great Companies of Monks, and erected many 
Monatteries, throughout all the Provinces. Of thefe Abba Tecla 
Haymanot, which fignifies, Plant of the Faith, has a more nu- 

‘merous and renowned Family. The Head of them was for- 

metly Debra Libanos, which fignifie, Mount Libanus, in the 
Province of Xaoa, where their General refided, whom they 

call Jehegue, and he afterwards removd it to the Kingdom of 
Begameder, on Account of certain Barbarians calld Gallas, 
poffeffing themfelves of all thofe Lands. 

¢ Tt is no dificult matter to difcover the time, when Tecla 
Haymanot floarifh’d, as well by what has been faid, as by the 

relt we find writ in his Life, which we have in our Cultody, 
faithfully tran{lated out of the mara Language into Portuguese, 

wherein is faid as follows. The Pedegree and Genealogy of our 
¢ Fathers is this which enfues. The Angel S. Michael gave the Succeffion of 
© Habit of a Afonk io S, Pea S. Antony to S; Macarius; he AdZonss. 
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© ta §. Pachomius, and he to Abba Arogavy, who was oneof the Nine 
© that came inio Ethiopia, He gave the Habit to Abba Chriftos 
€ Bezana, and he to Abba Maicalmoa; be.to Abba Joanni; he 
to Abba Jefus; be to Abba Tecla Haymanot; and then Abba 
Tecla Haymanot gave the Afquema to Abba Jefus, as has been 
faid, 8c. Thus far the Book of the Life of Tecla Haymanot. 
Afquema isa fort of Scapular; and it feems thofe Monks,. be- 
ing Greeks, call'd it Afquema, becauie it was as much as the 
Schema Monachifmi, or the Badge of a Monk; for moft of the 
Monks of Ethiopia are clad as every one can, or fanfies, but if 
they wear that Scapular, which is made of foft. well drefs'd 
Thongs of Leather, they are reckon’d as Holy as Pachomins, or 
Macarius. Vt plainly appears, that in this Tree, or Genealogy, 
there are but 3 Lives between .dbba Arogavy, (who came with 
Abba Pantaleon) and Abba Tecla Haymanot, which are thofe of 
Chriffos Bezana, Mafcalmoa and Foanni; for tho’ it mentions 
Abba Fefus, yet Tecla Haymanot took the Habit from Abba 
0annt. 

‘ Now 4bba Arogavy being very Old, when he came into E- 
thispia, about the Year 470, let us fuppofe he might live till 
500, and let us allow 120 Years to the other three that fuc- 
ceeded, and it will follow that Tecla Haymanot was born about 
515, or 520, little over or under, which is provd by an un- 
deniable Argument drawn from his Life, in which it is written, 
that he being 15 Years of Age, was carry d by his Parents to 
the Abuna Kirilos, who was Patriarch in Ethiopia, when Abba 
Benjamin was {o at Alexandria, 

© This Benjamin was an Extychéan Heretick and AZonothelite, 
as appears by an Epiltleof bis, which is in the Haymsanot Abban, 
being their Book, of the Faith of the Fathers, wherein he im- 
pugns the Belief of the two Natures of CHRIST, our Saviour, 
and the Council of Chalcedon, and he liv’d about the Year of our 
Lord 630, being the fame when §S, Sophronius, Patriarch of Fe- 
rufalem liv'd, as may be feen in Cardinal Baronins, Vol.8.An, 634, 
and in Bellarmin de Script. Ecclef. an. 634. For S. Sophronius in 
that excellent Epiftle he writ to Sergius, Bifhop of Con/tantinople, 
which 1s all prefervd at length in the 6th General Council, 
Attien 11. after having excominunicated all the ancient Here- 
ticks by their Names, towards theend adds, With them alfo he 
coverd and cloath'd with Anathema and Catathema Benjamin of 
Alexandria, and John and Sergius, and Thomas, and the Ser- 
vant of the Syrian, who fill lead an execrable Life, and cruelly 
oppofe Piety. Uf Benjamin liv'd in the Days of S. gees ae 
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¢ and S. Sophronius writ about the Year 620, or 630, it is plain that 
© Tecla Haymanot was thena Child. ' 

Thus far the Patriarch Don Alfonfo Adendex, whence it follows, 
that the firft Monks enter’d Erhiopia, together with S. Framentins, 
in the 4th Century; and thatin the 5th Century, the other Nine 
came, as a Supply; and that Fecla Haymanor regulated his Com- 
pany of Monks, who follow’d his Inftitute in the 6th Cen- 
tury. 

All Ethiopia in general looks upon Tecla Haymanot asa creat 
Saint, and in his Life, which is writin feveral Bookr, they tell 
us what extraordinary Penances he perform’d, the fingular Graccs 
he receiv'd from God, many Apparitions and Miracles, and how 
he went feveral times to Ferufalem, as Leader and Guide of a 

-va{t Number of Monks; and if he was not their Founder, he was 
at leaft the Increafer and Ennobler of their Religious Profeffion, 
which flourifh’d very long in Erhiopia, after an extraordinary 
manner innumber, Heroick Virtue and Learning. 

My good Opinion of this great Saint of the by/fines, is no- 
thing leffen’d on account of the many Apocryphal Stories told of 
him in his Life; as for Inftance, that our Saviour once appearing 
to him, faid, That whofoever fhould kill a Snake, upon Tharfday, 
or Sunday, fhould have all the Sins he had committed in 40 Years 
remitted him ; and others as unlikely. For-even among us many 
Apocryphal Tales are written of S$. George, and many other Saints, . 
and of the Apoftles themfelves, and yet we do not the lef$ look - 
upon them as great Saints; for we believe the Truth that is told 
of them, and not what is groundlefs. Y 

I will here briefly defcribe the Courfe of Life of thefe Religious Religious 
Men, as well thofe of Tecla Haymanor, as thofe of Abba EufPatens, Habis. 
who was another Reformer among them, of the fame Order of 
S. Antony. Of thefe, Tecla Haynranot was a Native of Ethiopia, 
and Exfatenus of Egypt. In the firtt place the Habit of them all 
‘isthe fame, unlefs we fay it differs in each of them; for they are 
alike in their 4/quema, among fuch as wear it, and that isa little 
Brede, of three flips of ordinary Red Leather, which being put 
about the Neck, are falten’d toa little Tron, or Copper Hook, 
they have oma Thong they gird themfelves with. In all other re- 
fpects, every one cloaths himfelf as he can afford, or fanfics. Many ~ 
of them weara Hood, others a Cap, and others a Cloth on their > 
Head, and others nothing at all, being appayell’d like all other 
People. | 

: Many of thofe who profefs the Eremetical Life wear Skins hol- Afonbs, 
low’d about the Neck, and dyd Yellow, or elfe Cloth of the 
fame Colour; and every one goes into the Defert, when he Bal 
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and fo returns, when he thinks fit. Thofe who. go more Re- 
ligioufly clad, wear Black Cloth, which ts ikea Mantle, and un- 
der it, one they call-a Shirt, but it ts like a Caffock, or white 
‘Habit girt with a Thong. Others wear a black Habit, and look 
like our Clergy-Men, eipecially if they ufe Caps, and not Hoods, 
Both Clergy-Men and Monks carry in their Hand a Crofs of Wood, 
or Iron, or Brafs; and if they are Matters, fo they call the Priors, 
er Abbots of Monafterics, their Crofs being large, and having’ no 
Foot, tho’ well fhap’d, iscarry'd by a little fort of Brother, who 
is like a Knight’s Squire to carry hisSpear, and the Crofs is a 
Token, not only of their Profeffion, but the Dignity they en- 
oy. 

‘They were all oblig’d to faft all the Year, till Three in the 
Afternoon. They had their Canonical Hours, to fay and fing, the 
which they met at Mid-Night, and feveral times in the Day; 
and generally fpeaking, the People of Ethiopia are much inclind 
to Penance, wherein thefe Religious Men fignaliz’d themfelves, 
going into Water in cold Weather, and continuing in it feveral 
Hours. Itis faid of fome of them, that they fhut themfelves into 
very large Trees, cutting open a place in them, which would con- 
tain their Body, till the Wood growing on both fides, prefs’d and 


‘bury’d them in it felf, which feems incredible; but fo F. Emanuel 


de. Almeyda relates it. In fafting particularly they are very con- 
ftant, many of them did never eat but once in two Days; and 
this fome {till obferve in Lent; others would only eat on Sundays, 
and many fpent all the Holy Week, without eating or drinking, 

I will now fay fomething of thofe they call Monafteries, and 
fuch Habits as we have here mention’d, deferve fuch built Mona- 
fteries as we {hall defcribe, they being very different from thofe 
of Exrope. Perhaps when they were under their Primitive {trict- 
nefs, they might have fome more Form of a Community, but 
what is known to have been practis'd almoft Time out of mind is, 


that there was no fort of Enclofure among them, fo as every Moe | 


naltery {hould be within it felf, under Locks and Keys, and fhut : 
up with Walls; but each of them 1s like a Village, or little Town, 
near a Church, and every one of thofe Monks has his little Cell, — 


-or Cells of Timber, or Stone, and Clay, Thatch’d, Inclosd or 
-Hede’d in, with its Land, and all other Neceffaries, like any 


Country Farmer; and at prefent they have all of them Honfes 
and Families, unworthy their Profeffion, and the moft reform’d of 
them are Marry’d; but the Mafters, or Chiefs mult not be Mar- 


ayd, and live fomewhat more referv'd. 


: : So 
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So that a Monaltery is like a Country Parifh, and as the Lands 
- of a Parifh belong to feveral Farmers, fo it bas always been the 
Cuftom to divide among themthe-Lands of fuch a Monaltery ; al- 
ways leaving the Maftera good Lot,which is like the Allowance fos 
the Abbots fable; and every Man maintains himfelf on his Share 
of Land, and fome other Gifts or Charity of Kindred and Friends ; 
and when any of thefe Monks dy’d, if he had any thing acquir'd 
by his own Indaftry, and not belonging to: the Monatiery, he 
could leave it to whom he pleafed , but his Lands return’d to the 
Monaliery. : Py i 
But if any of them be very Young, and the Mafter cannot or. 
will not give them Lands, he maintains them, and they Eat in 
his Houfe, but not at the fame Table, for he always Eats by him- 
jelf, and there is a Curtain drawn between his Table and theirs, 
that they may not fee him Eat. | 3 
Such a Community deferves fuch Obedience as they pay to their 
Superiors:. Every one of thofe Religious Men, or rather Peafants, 
oes whither he pleafes, when he pleafes, and does what he Iitts, 
following the Dictates of their own Will, without Submiffion to General of 
anothers. Thofe of Tecla Haywanot havea fort of General, whom AZonks. 
they call Ichegue, who makes a fort of Vifitation among them, . 
either in Perfon or by his Deputy, whom he empowers.to that 
purpofe, and fuch as he finds faulty, which he. feldom mifies of, 
have fome Penalty inflicted on them, which is generally the Pay- 
ment of fome Goods by way of Fine. ’ 
Thofe who follow the Rule of 4bba Eaftateus, have. noSupream 
Head, but every Mafter is. Chief in hisown Mona(tery, and the 
Reafon they give which pleafes them, is. becaufe the faid bba 
Enfateus went away into Armenia and dy’d there, without ape 
_ pointing any one to fcceed him. The Mafter of each Monaftery 
is chofen. by Plurality of Votes. . It is to be obferv’d, that the 
Superiors.of the Monatieries of the Order of 5. dajoxy in Portugal, .

There were many of thefe Monafteries formerly in Ethiopia, 
whereof there are {tilb ‘great Remains. They were extraordi- 
mary great, not ‘fo much: for their Structure as for the Lands they 
poflefsd, and the multitide of Monks living on and tilling them, 7Aeir * 
. Some of the Churches were large, even .thofe thatchd ;. but all Churches? <2. 
well Jind with good Timber, with Cedar Beans very clofe to one 
another, fapported by many Columns of the fame Wood), very 
beautiful and. coftly; Almoft all thefe Churches of theirs were

ficft Light. Without this Square, between it and the round Wail, 
was the Body of the Church, which look’d more like a Cloifter, 
and the Columns were in thisSpace, helping to fupport the Roof 
and the Beams, which came down from the Top of the Chappel, 


and fell upon the round Wall; for there being a confiderable di- 


{tance betwixt it and the Wallof the Chappel, the Roof could not 
be fupported without the Affaftance of the faid Columns, 

The greateft Monafteries in Erhiopia were that of Bifan, which 
is a Days Journey from Afazua, among valt high Mountains, and 


‘Eamous A4o- belonging to the Monks of Abba Euftateus ; but there are others yet 


more famous, asis that of Debra Libanos, fignifying the Monaftery,. 
or Mount Libanus; for Debra fignifies both a Monaftery and a 
Mountain, and: their Monafteries being generally founded -on 
Mountains, the Aby/fines gave them both the fame Name, They 
call’d that Mountain Libanas, becaufe it is very ufual among them 
to give their Mountains Names of Pale/tine, and fo there are others — 
they call Debra ‘Sinay, Debra Tabor, Debra Zeyte, fo they Name 
“Mount Olivet. 
Debra Libanos is in the Province or Kingdom of Xaoa, and be- 
caufe the Bones of Tecla Haymanot,who among the Aby/fines is look’d

Lands onit. [he Buildings of this Monattery neither are nor ever 
were any better than thofe above mention’d. It had a Church 
‘like the reft, and on the fame Mountain a fort of Village or Coun- 
try Town, of thatch’d Houtes, in which the Religious Men liv’d. | 
The Gallas have taken away moft of the Lands belonging to this 

Monattery, as being poflelsd of the greate(t part of the Provinces 

only fome few Chriftians live on thofe {tony Mountains they call 

Ambas, and in the {aid Monaftery there remain under 40 Monks. 

The Number of themformerly, all Men fay, was very great, and 

that including the-Churches and little Monafteries there were in 

the Country about, all of them fubject to Debra Libanos, they 

might be about 16000. 

There is another Monaftery very much celebrated by fome Au- 
thors, calld Debra Allelo, or Allelujah, belonging to the Monks of 
Abba Enftatens, feated in the Kingdom of Tigre, a Days Journey 
from Auxamon a Mountain, amid{t great Woods. The Ruins of 
the ancient Church fhow it has-been one of the beft in Erhiopia. 
“Tt was 99 Foot in length, and 78 and a half in breadth, and about 

“it are to be feen the Remains of abundance of round Cells, Th 
Fathers of the Society oftem ask’d the Eldeft Monks of that Mona- 
ftery, what number there was of them formerly in that Place, 
fomecof them anfwer'd.12000, others 40000, aud it may be fap 
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pos'd the firft of them fpoke of thofe who dwelt near thie Church 
and the others meant all that were fubjeé to the Monattery in the 
Country about, in which it is confidently affirm’d, there were fols 
merly 90 Suftragan Churches, and that when the Matter or Geue- 
_ rab went to Court upon any earne(t Bafinefs, be was attended 

150 Reverend Monks on good Mules, and wearing a fort of toot 
Coats clofe before, with only a Hole to put their Heads through 
over their Habit, without Sleeves, 

Of all this former Grandeur, nothing now remains but fome. 
Ruins, and inconfiderable Foot{teps, not of what it ‘was, but 
what it feems to have been; for in the midét of that fallen Church, 
there ftands now a very little one, near which and abont the Suf-° 
fragan Churches, there are only 10 or 12 Monks left, who feem rather 
to continue there to keep up theMemory of whatis loft,than toimitate 
their Perfection of Life. The Founder of that Monaftery,they fay,was 
a Monk, reputed a Saint, and calf’d Samuel, fo gteat a Penitent, 
that he is reported to have {pent fome Nights in a Well, where 
the Water came up to his middle, and with a great Stone on his 
Back, which was a very uneafy Bed.

%HE Holy Fathers call’d Egypt the Forge of Idols, and Sink of 

_Abominations, on Account of the multitude of Deities that 
Nation adord, and their many Errorsin Relation to the True 
God. Their Neighbours, the Aby/ines, are not at all unlike them 
in this fort of Deliriums, concerning the True Catholick Religion, 
for among them there was an Inundation of Errors, of Schifms, 
of Herefies, and of deprav’d Cuttoms, without any more than 
imperfect Shaddows, not to call it downright Darknels of Chrifti- | 
anity. 
\ Be Evoneel d Almeyda fills up the greatelt pe of a Book, in

’ Befides, the Emperor David writ two Letters to the Pope, in 
the Year 1526, which were carry'd by P. Francis Alvarez, Chap- The fecond. 
lain to King Ewanuel of Portugal, and_deliver’d to Pope Clement 
the VII. at Bologna, and are now publith’d in Latin by Paulus Fo- 
vius. Inthem the faid Emperor David faid, he would pay Obe- 
dience to the Pope of Rome; and he alfo fent Don Fohn Bermudes 
to Rome, defiring of the Pope, that he would confirm him Patri- 
arch of Erhiopia, as we thall tee hereafter. All this that Emperor 
did, without the Approbation of his People, and when Don Fohn 
Bermudes return’d, the Emperor David was Dead, and his Son 
Clandins receiv’a him with an ill Will, and feem’d to comply 
with the Promife made by his Father, only as long as he had fome 
dependance on the Portuguexes, who affilted him againft the AZoor 
Granhe; but as foon as that Infidel was kill'd, he fent for the 
Abuna Fofeph trom Alexandria, and from that T ime we fhall fee 
how they ireated the Patriarchs of the Society fent thither. 

If therefore we date the Errors and Schifin of the Aby/fines from 
the Days of the wicked Diofcorus, till the Reign of the Emperor h 
Sultan Segued, when he and his People for fome time embrac‘d the How long the 
Catholick Fah, in the Year 1626, they had been Schifmaticks 5°24” lajied. 
above 1200 Years: But if we fay the Catholick Faith held out in 
Ethiopia 2s long as they in fome meafure were fubje&t to the Ca- 

~tholick Patriarchs of Alevandria, which was till the Year 610 
or 620, then mult we fay, that the Schifm of Erhiopia lalted 1000 
Years, little more or le(s, and God knows when it will ceafe ; for 
we fhall fee hereafter, how fhort a time that Country continu’ 
in its Reunion. 

Befides the Antiquity of their Errors, there is a profound Ig- 
norance in Ethiopia; for having no Schools, no Knowledge of Janorance of 
Philofophy and Divinity, nor any more than fome imperfect Books, Ethiopians. 
with pieces of Homilies and Councils very full of miltakes, and 
their Bible very much deprav’d, they are fo very unlearned, tho’ 
they have good Wits, that they can neisher argue in Form nor 
defend their wrong Notions Syllogiftically ; but blindly cleave to 
what their Forefathers taught them, and fo, tho’ they believe ia 
CHRIST our Lord, it is after their own manner, and with a 

_ Thoufand Follies as to the Myfteries of his Holy Life. 
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As to the Sacrament of Penance, tho’ they knew, that in 
order to obtain Pardon of Sins committed after Baptifin, it was. 
requifite to confefs them toa Prieft, and receive Penance at his 
Hands; yet they had very grofs Errors, both as.to the Form, and 
in other Refpects; for no Man went to Confeffion till about 25 
Years of Age, little more or lefs, believing themfelves to be Ine 
nocents till then, and calling all fuch Children; and hence it is 
that when any one Dies between 17 and 20 Years of Age, they 
fay, Ady Soul be with that Innocent’s, They confefs their Sins in 
General Terms, and by the grofs, faying, 7 have finn'd, 7 befeech 
you to abfolve me. And it the Confeflor happens to bid them ex- 
prefs their Sins, they do fo, if they be guilty of any of thofe three, 
which they only look upon as Sins, which are taking another 
Man’s Wife, Murder and Theft. And the worltis, that the Con- 
feffors do not abfolve in the Catholick Form; but only utter fome 
Words, and touch their Backs with Rods of Olive-Tree, which 
therefore they always ufe to have ready at the Church Gates, that 
there may be no want of Abfolutions, for want of Rods, 

The Abyffines believe and confefs, that CHRIST our Saviour 
in the Confecrated Hoft, and they receive this Sacrament in 
both Kinds; yet we are of Opinion, that there is no true Coné. 
fecration among them through the Defect of the Minifters becaufe 
they are no true Priefls; and there is an Effential Error as to the: 
matter, Dbecaufe they generally do not Confecrate in Wine, but 
in Water, for they only take Four, or Six Raifins, which are

very like thofe among us of the Reddeft Grapes, and thofe they 
fqueeze into a Cup of Water, and as foon as “tis difcolour’d, they 
fay Mafs with it. They alfo commit abundance of Irregularities 
in the Sacrament of Holy Order, for in conferring it they do not 
ufe thofe Ceremonies, which the Canons have declar'd Ef 
fential. ; 

Tt would be tedious to run through all the Errors of the 
‘Abyffines, xelating to the Sacraments and the Commandments; 
and tho they had fo many abfurdities brought them from /ex- 
andria, yet they fetch’d others as far as Fury 3 for they precifely 
keep to Circumcifion, and many other Fxdaical Superftitions, 
like true Defcendants of Solomon’s Son, and the other Zfraelites Gircumecifion 
that came with him, who alfo taught them to keep the Fewifh and Sabbath 
Sabbath, or Saturday, and many other of their Ceremonies, obferv'd. 
making a mixture of the Law of CHRIST and that of Adofes, 
which is joining Light and Darknefs, or God and Belial. And 
amidit fo many Errors they eafily admitted thofe which belt fute 
with deprav’d Nature, and are moft repugnant to Catholick Pu- 
rity. But when the way of Truth is once loft, there follow of 
Courfe the moft dreadful Precipices, till Men come to fall into 
the worlt Abyis of Wickednefs. However the Aby/fines generally 
pay great Devotion tothe Virgin A4ary, and fo we will forbear 
telling any more of their Errors, all which came from Diofcorss 
and Extyches, and therefore they are calld Ewtychians and Ne- 


formans.

An Account of the Abuna, who is the Ethiopian Bi- - 
shop. Of what fort of Clergymen they have; and of 
their Veftments, and Ceremonies of the Mafs. 


TH E Erhiopians never had any more than one Bithop of all Only one | 
“=  Abpyfiinia, fince they receiv’'d the Faithof CHRIST, and him Abnna. os - 
they call Abana, which fignifies, Our Father. . The firft of them Bijhop in E- 


thiopia, 


was S. Frumentins, of whom we have fpoken above, and as this 
Saint was fent from Alexandria, by S.,Athanafias; fo ever after 


all the other Bifhops, or Abunas, were {ent into Erhiopia Cr the 
: : x ame. 
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{ame Patriarchal Chair of Alexandria, till our Days, when Rome 
fent fome Patriarchs, as we fhall fee hereafter. So as long as 4- 
lexandria had Catholick Patriarchs, the Abyffines had Catholick 
Bifhops; but when Greece and Egypt feparated from Rome, they 
fent Heretick Bifhops, or 4banas into Ethiopia, who are generally 
moft ignorant Pexfons, whereas it is fo proper for Bifhops to be 
Learned, that S. Paul, Ephef. 4. 11. calls them both, Puj/fors and 
Teachers, 

Hence itis that feveral Fathers of the Society affirm, they knew, 
three, or four Abanas, none of whom they ever heard Preach, 
or Teach, and they feem to be of the number of thofe of whom 
the Prophet Jfaiah, 56. 10. fays, They.are all dumb Dogs, they can- 
aot Bark. F. Francis Alvarez, who was Six Years in Ethiopia, 
and relates very minute matters relating to it, does not mention, 
thatever he heard the 4buna Mare Preach; but only affirms, that 
when he conferr’d Holy Orders, he bid thofe not receive them, 
who had been twice marry’, with a few other Initructions, 
wherein it is likely he declar’d fome other Caufes of Irregularity, 
paffing by other matters very obvious. He farther fays, he gave 
Prieltly Orders, to the Blind, Lame, and Halt, and herein con- 
fifted all the Office of the buna. Accordingly the Orders are 
like him that Adminifters them 5 for they give them only by Im- 
pofition of Hands, with fome Words, without delivering to thofe 
ordain’d the matter of Bread and Wine; whence it was always 
dubious, whether the Orders they gave were valid; befides the 
aforefaid doubt as to Baptifm, which was common to all. 

The better to fhow the great Ignorance of thefe Paftors of the 
Abyfine Souls, I will relate one particular, that by it we may 

“come to the Knowledge of others like it. It is cuftomary for the 
Abunas to appear fometimes in publick, fitting on their Chair, 
and, the Abyfines being naturally addicted to Piety, many of 
them prefently flock together, encompaffing their Paltor, to gain 
the Indulgences he ules to beltow ainong them. Thither repair'd 
fuch as would confefs their Sins in publick, believing they that 


way obtain‘’d fuller Abfolution. Then coming before the Abuna - | 


they difcover’d one or two Sins, being generally of thofe three, I. 
faid above, they look upon asthe molt heinous. This done, the 


Abuna ftood up, and with his Staff began to give the Penitenta 


difagreeable Abfolution, of three, or four good ftrokes, fiying to 


him, at the fame time, ina great Paffion; Have you done fo? Do. 


not you fear God? Well go thither ; give him 30, or 40 Lafbes. Then 


the AMaxares, whoare a fort cf Officers attending the buna, the’ i} 
Empercr, and the Viceroy, being like our Yeomen of the Guard, 


begin to Lath the poor Penitent, with a fort of Thongs they 


carry |e 
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carry in their Hands; to keep off the People, and being long, gird 
about the Body. This whipping is generally very fevere and the 
Abuna for the moft part ordcr’d 30, or 49 Lathes; but as foon as 
the Penitent has receiv'd 6, or 7, the Company intercedes for him 
and interpofes; and after this unfavory Abfolution, the Penitent 
withdraws, glad with all hie Heart, thit he is deliverd from the 
Abunas Staft and the Thongs of the AZazares. 

Now to come to our Story, it happend, not many Years fince, 4, ; R 
that the Abuna being bufie hearing thefe publick Confeffions, one of Con ee 
of thofe who caine for Abfolution drew near, and being unwilling , onfelfing 
to declare his Sin in publick, as fearing perhaps that which after-*” 
wards hapned, he tiepp'd up tothe buna, and defird, he would 
hear the Sin in private, for which he begg’d Abfolution, he an- 
{wer'd, How fo? Will not that Stn be made known before all the 
World at the Day of Fudgment? Then declare it here in_publick 
immediately, The poor Penitent hal no way to come off, after 
that Anfwer, and, tho’ much again{t his Will, at length {poe 
it out in publick, and it was that he had Stolen a certain num- 
ber of Cows. It was the Penitents Misfortune, that the Owner 
of the Cows hapned to be prefent, who went that Moment and 
accus’d him before the Judge, and there being fo many Witnefles, 
who had heard him Confefs the Fact, he was immediately or- 
der’d to reftore the Cows, and they laid a farther great Penalty on 

him, which was more grievous, than the Lafhes the AZazares 
gave him. Thur, if the poor Penitent was abfolv’d from the 
Guilt by his Confeffion; yet he efcapd not the Punifhment, 
which the Judge laid on him to his Colt, that he might be free 
from all Satisfaction in another Life. 

It is here fit to be obferv’d, that unlefs fome of the many Refirusion 
Thefts committed in Ethiopia is not thus made good, there is ne pop enjoin’d 
wer any Reftitution ; for neither the Abuna, nor any of the other jy Confe(fions 
Confeflors oblige the Penitent to it, this being a Point never 
taught, nor praétis'd in Exhiopiz. : 

Anfwerable to their Ignorance was the ill Life of thefe dbunas, abunas ill 

who never remember’d the Advice S. Pas! gave to Titus, bid-Fivers, 
ding him in all Refpects be a living Example of Virtuous Actions. 
It is aid of many of them, that they liv’d publickly ina feane 
daloug manner. Neither did they vifit their Cnurches in Perfon ; 
but now and then fent a fort of Vifitors, who were more like 
Shearers of their Flock, than Cenfors of ii Lives. 

Iris very much doubted, whether any of thefe Abunas be real ny, Bifhopss 
Bifhops, or only plain Priefts, or rather not fo much as Prielts, 
but bare Lay Monks. When the Patriarch Don Aljunfo Mendez 
was in Eshiopia, a Monk.of Alewandria liv'd there, on off 
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fucceed the Abuna Simon, of whom we fhall {peak hereafter, and 
as fuch was immediately receiv’d by many and complimented ; 
but the Emperor Sultan Segued, having at that time the Catholick 
Faith in his Heart, which he foon atier profefs’d, he caus'd that 
Monk to be depos'd from the Office of Abana, and he converfing 
with the Fathers of the Society, foon embrac’d the Catholick 
Faith, and confefs'd he was no Bifhop, but only a Lay Monk. He 
afterwards Marry’d, and liv’d upon making of Mills, and we be- _ 
sks he underttood that Trade better than the Duty of an .4- 
nA. ‘ 
The Revenue belonging to this their fort of Patriarchs confilts 
in jome Lands in the Kingdom. of Tigre, which yield about 40; 
Or 50 Ogueas a Year, worth 4, or 500 Pieces of Eight. The 
have other Landsin Dawbea, which afford a great Quantity of 
Provifions, and ferve for their Table; others in Gojam. of lefg 
Valuc, and they themfelves ufe to be their own Farmers. Be- 
fide this they have an Underltanding with thofe they ordain, 
for all of them carry their Offerings, which I will not now go- 
about to condemn as Simony. ; 
Ii is here tobe obfery’d, that there neither is, mor ever was, 
any other Bifhop, Patriarch, or as they call him Abuna, in alk 
Ethiopia but this one; this is moft certain, and teftify’d by all the 
Fathers of the Society, who liv’d fo many Yearsin Abyfinia, by 
which we ice how much that great Hifforian Mlefcas was mifin- 


* form'd, when in the fecond part of his. Pontifical Hittery, lib. 6, 


in Vita pag. 3. fol. 257. he tays, Ethjopia is divided into great Pa- 
triarchihips, each of which has, at leaft, two Bifhops; and the 
fame Author, in the aforefaid Place, affigning to Evhiopia 60 very 
rich Kingdoms, itis no wonder, he fhould, alfo allow then fuch 
a numerous parcel of Bifhopricks ; but what we have deliver'd 
is molt certain; and it is generally very requifite to keep a {trict 
Eye upon what has been writ concerning this E¢hiopia, becaufe it 
has been reprefented very great, and.is found. in reality to be but 
inconfiderable. And Tiwonder that the {aid Mefcas fhould de- 
liver {uch things, whereas he fays he read F. Francis Alvarex’s. 
Book, tho” he there fometimes alfo calls him. Francis Fernandes, 
and I cculd better excufe changing the Name of Alvarez into 
Fernandex, than making fo many Patriarchs of one fingle Abana, 
The Abunas bave no particular See, or Cathedral in Exhiopia, 
ecaufe, as has been faid, there is no City there, nor fettled Court, 
only the Portuguefe Patriarch Don Alfonfo Mendez. was building a 
ftately Church of Lime and Stone, at Dancas, for a Cathedral. 
The Churches of the Camp are under the Direction of the De- 
baroa Goyta, {0 they call the Chief, ox Superior of the Depteras, 
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who are the Chanters and Prebends of the ptincipal Churches, and 
they take their Name from the Tabernacle AZofes order’d to be 
made, which in the Language of their Book they call Deptera; and 
thefe are in Ethiopiz, the Perfons who pretend to be belt read in 
- what Books they have, and yet they are not oblig'd to be Clergy- 
amen nor Monks, but feem to be equivalent to the Levites. 
The proper Duty of thefe Men is to fing, and to beat a fort of 
Drums or little Tabors, during the Divine Office, and at the fame 
time to Dance and Skip, with fuch terrible Noife asdf the-Church 
were falling; fo that our madeft Antick Dancers could not outdo 
them. This noify and tirefome Solemnity, begins on their greate(t 
Feltivals, long before Day, and they hold it on till near Noon, 
without ever giving over their joyful and unharmonious Exercife. 
This they value themfelves fo much upon, that the Emperors own 
Brother Raz Sela Chrifos, of whom we thall have much to fay, 
was very proud of keeping Time for them, tho’ the Dancers would 
have fav’d him the Labour. His own Coufin Afelea Chrijfos, Lord 
Steward to the Emperor, was very glad when he had the good 
Fortune to play upon the Tabor : Nay, they rattle and thake it 
for many. Hours, and herein they fay they imitate King David, 
whetrhe went dancing before the Ark of the Covenant, and that 
they obferve what he recommended, Pfalm 150. u¥.

and not without it, or at the Church Gate, as thofe.do who are not 
in Orders, And thefe are the Orders fo much talk’d of the pretended 
Prefter Fohn had, being only thofe of Deacon, as has been faid, 
_ . The Clergy in Erhiopia marrying, they have for the mo(t part con- 

fiderable Families, and tho’ the Sons fuccced their Fathers in their Clerzy 
Churches and Benefices, yet they are generally Poor, and live up- “arryd and 
on the Labour of their Hands, tilling the Land as Lay-Farmers 2o0r. 
do. They wear no Clergymans Habit, ‘nor are they Shorn, or 
have any other Mark of Diltin@tion, but only a little Crofs in 
their Hand, and a {mall Cap of any Colour, and accordingly are 
very little refpected; and there beiag no Priviledges of the Church + 
among them, their Ordination does not free then from being pu- 
nifh’d by the Lay-Magiltrate, akes other Secular Perfons. bi 
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faying It 
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Such as the Minifters of the Altar, fuch are their Veitments, 
and other Neceflaries for celebrating their Mafs. Every time they 
are to fay Mafs, they fay fome Prayers over and bleifs the Sacerdo- 
tal Veltments, and indeed they need a daily Blefling, being fo in- 
decent for that ufe, that all their Benedictions are little enough 
to fanctify them ; for inftead of an Aib they generally ufe an old 
Tunick bought of the Tarés, well worn, which they put on with- 
out any other Fafhioning or Alteration, only relying om their 
Bleflings. That which anfwers to the Chafuble 1s: very narrow, 
but behind it drags about half a Yard, and this they call Aorar, 
As for the Amice, Girdle, Stole and Maniple, they ufe none, and 
much lefg might ferve, confidering how ealily they content them- 
felves as to this their Mafs, which confifts of many Prayers, the 
Priefts and Deacon fay each. apart, feveral whereof are in them- 
felyves devout and well worded.

Then the Deacon gives the Blood witha Spoon, 7p Sacra 
faying, This is the Blood of FESUS CHRIST, for the Life of the yont how 
Flefh and Soul, and for Life everlafting. Then one who reprefents gyn 
our Sub-Deacon, pours a little Water into the Palm of the Com- 277" 
municants Hand, with which he rinfes his Mouth and Drinks it. 

All the Communicants ftand, and this may fufficeas to the Cere- 
monies of the Aby/fine Mats. : ; 
Thus we have given a brief Account of the Affairs of this Erhi- 
opia or Abyffinia, which may unproperly be-call’d the Empire of 
Prefer Fohn. We have feen the Original of the Catholick Reli- 
gion there ; we have difcover'd who were the firlt Religious Men 
that enter’d into it; we have related the Occafion they had to leave 
| — the true Faith; and we have writ what is moft requifite to be 
known of their Cuftoms and Errors, and of their Abunas, who 
ever fince their firft Revolt, always came to them from Alevan- 
dria, till the Days of their Emperor Zara Facob, before fpoken of, 
who was Ten Years without any 4buna, endeavouring to get one 
from Rome, and after his Death coutinued fo 13 Years longer, ti 
perceiving the Impoffibility of having one from Rome, they brought 
one from Alexandria, which was the buna Adarc, who was li- 
ving in Ethiopia at the time when F. Francis Alvarez came thi- 
ther, fent by King Emanuel of Portugal, with his Ambaflador, as 
we {hall fee, with many other remarkable Accidents, in the ea:

pafs'd that, ever fince fo famous Promontory call'd the Cape of 
Good Hope. So far had King Fohn the Hi. proceeded, when he 
pitch’d upon two of his Subjects well skill’d in the Arabick ang 
other 


Prins Henry, Son to King Fohn the firft of Portugal, ha- 
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other Languages, to travel by Land into J/adia, and there endea- 

vour to find out a Chrilian King, vulgarly call’d Prefer Fobn, 

and enquire whether the Spices and other. Commodities brought 

from thofe Haltern Parts up the Red Seay. and thence by Land to 

Grand Cairo and Alexandria, aud {o to “enice by the Adediserra- 

nean,: might not at_once be convey'd to Portugal upon the Ocean. 

Thefe two Men were Peter de Covilham and <Alfonfa de Payva. 

Both of whom after long Travels went into Jadia and Erhiopia, 

but neither return’d into Portagal; for Payvain: his Return dy'd 

at Grand Caire, and. Covilham was not permitted to depart Ethiopia Covilham 
by the Emperor then reigning: But before he went into that aed Payva 
Empire, he writ to King Joba from Grand Cairo, by means of two ia Ethiopia. 
Jews fent after, them by the fame King Fohn, giving him a parti- 

cular Account of. his Travels, how he had been in, India, and 

found that the Portugueze Ships might, by the way of the. Ocean 

Sail thither, and that hisCompanion had been in an Empire call’d 

Ethiopia, and at the Court of that Monarch, who was a Chriltian,, 

and in all likelyhood the famous Prefer Fohn, his Highnefs was fo 

defirous to find out; and for as much as his Hiehnefs order’d a 

Letter to Le deliver d to the faid Pre(fer Fobn, fince his Companion 

was Dead, he was going to carry it himéelft.. This was the Sub- 

{tance of Covilham’s Letter, and his Account was extraordinary 

pleafing to King. Foba, and. it,was generally concluded throughout 

all Portugal, that the fo much fought for Prefer Fobn was now 

found out ; whereas the real Prince of that Name mutt be in 4/2, 

and this here wasin 4frick ; for the Prefer Fohn they were fent 

to find out, ,was.a Chriltian Prince reigning 1 the Inland of Afa,. 

at the time when Adareus Paulus Venetus travelld through fa, 

as he afirms,.and the extraordinary Account he gave of that Mo- 

march having fill’d all A/a with bis Fame, the greateft Chriltian 

Princes conceiv’d an ardent defire of finding him out. This Dif- 

covery of Covilham and Payva happend in the 1490, and was fol- 

low’d by Vajfco de Gama’s failing round into the Eaftin 1497. In 

£505, dlfonfo d? Albuquerque was the firlt Ewropean that enter'd the 

Mouth of the Red Sea, and by that means the Ethiopians came ta 

hear.of the great Exploits of the Portaguexes in India, confirming: 

the mighty Things ie had been told of that Nation by Peter de 
Covilham, who was {till living among them. The great Emprefs. 

Helea, Dowager to the Emperor Beda. Adariam, at that time £0- preten, Ens 


verning Ethiopia, during, the Minority, of her Son David, and de- 
firing to fettle.a Correfpondence with the King of Portugal, writ 
to him, and fent a fort of Embafly by one AdZatihew an Arme- 
nian, and with him, asa Token of the Faith fhe profeis'd, a Piece 
of the Holy Crofs. This Meflenger was nobly entertain’d by ae

Ethiopia. 
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fonfo d’ Albuquerque, who order’d a Gold Box to be made to carry 
the Holy Wood, with the greater Honour. Afatthew coming to 
Litbon, found an honourable Reception from King Ewanuel, who- 
fent him back well fatisfy’d into £rhiopia, as fhall be mention’d 
more fully hereafter. This was the beginning of the following 
Friendfhip between the Portugaezes and the Aby/fines, and hence 
oY all thofe ftrange Accidents, which we fhall {peak of here- 
after. 

When Peter de Covilham enter’d Ethiopia, which was in the 
Year 1490, as was faid above, the Emperor Scander or Alexander, 
being the only one of that Name reign’d there, who the Natives 


Nahod facceeding him in the Throne, would never give Covilham 
leave to depart, both becaufe he had a great value for bim, and in 
Regard it was the Cuftom of the Nation to detain all Strangers 
that came into it. MNabod reign’d 13 Years, and left the Crown 
to his Son Lebna Danguil, otherwife call’d David, then an Infant, 
and during his Minority the Empire was govern’d by his Mother 
Magueza, and the’ Emprefs Helen, who had been Wife to the 
Emperor Beda Mariam,.sauch re{pected by all Men, for her fin- 
gular Gravity-and Wifdom. 
‘This Lady had neither Son nor Daughter, but enjoyd many 
Lands left her in the Kingdom of Gojam by her Husband, was 
very Rich, and perform’d extraordinary Works. The moft fa- 
mous of them all was the building the ftately and magnificent 
Church, that had been till then in Ethiopia, whereof fome confi- 
derable Remains were afterwards to be feen. In order to raife this 
Structure, fhe caufed the ableft Archite&ts to be brought out of 
Egypt. This Pile was erected in the middle of the Kingdom of 
Gojam, ina Territory calf'd Webeffe, water'd by the River Mile. 
There at the Foot of a Hill was an Enclofure made of Stone and 
Clay fquare, and each fide of 1t about 200 Fathom long, the Wall | 
about 2 Yards thick, and above 5 in Height; the whole Work as 
was faid of Clay and Stone, but jo ftrong, that F. Ewanuel d° Al- 
meyda teltifies it requit’d much Strength to break off any Stone, 
Within this Enclofure the Church was built, all of it {quare, 

not only in the inner Part, which is like a Chappel, but in 

the cutward Walls, contrary to the manner of all other Erhio- 

pian Churches, which are round, as has been faid before. F. E- 
manuel d? Almeyda faw a confiderable part of thefe Walls {tif 
ftanding, and fays they were about 104 Feet in Jength, and | 
tho’ much of it was fill’d up with the Stones that had fallen, 5 
he fays the Chapel might be about 60 Foot Jong, and all the aM | 
Stones, as well thofe ftanding as the others, fallen dowm large, | 
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{mocth, and molt artificially polith’d, and on each of them were 
carved Rofes, Pinks, Lilies and feveral other Flowers, one upon 
each Stone 5 and tho very many had every one a different Flower 
en it, which was wonderful to fee, what variety of feveral Flow- 
ersthe Artift could fanfie, and all of them fo curioufly cut, that 
it was impoflible to outdo them in Gold, Silver or Wax, or even 
with a Pencils. And the People told the Fathers, that feveral of 
thofe Rofes were coves'd with Gold and Silver, the Workmant{hip 
exceeding the value of the Metals, many of them {tll to be 
feen. 
It was not only the Structure of this Church that colt fo much, 
for it was nobly endow'd and adorn’d, as having molt precious 4 Wealth 
Vettments, and Gold Chalices and Patens of extraordinary value. and Beauty. 
F. Emansel @ Almeyda aflures us, that-even in the Days of the 
Emperor Sultan Segued, he faw two Altar Stones belonging to it 
all of Solid Gold, the one weighing 800:and the other 500 Ogueas. 
However, there was one great defect in this noble Structure, which 
was want of light; but perhaps not the Fault of the Architect, 
who might likely comply with the Cuftom of the Country, where, 
as has been faid, all the Churches are very dark. Now there be- 
ang no other covering in Erhiopia but Thatch, and nothing to be 
done in this Church, either by Day or Night, but by Candle- 
light, we may eafily guefs how much it was expos'd to danger of 
Fire ; and before this {tately Work had {tood 20 Years, the AZaho- 
metan Granhe, invited by the Fame of the Wealth it contain’d, 
came, and after plundering fet Fire to it, fo that all was reduc’d to 
Athes but the Stones. Out of thefe Ruins a Roman Fefuir, with 
the Amiltance of the Emperor Su/tan-Segued, undertook to raife a 
more la{ting Pile, which was call’d Adertola Mariam, that is, the 
Lodging of Adary; and F, Ferome Lobo, who was then prefent, 
fays, that when they came to dig up the Foundation of the Chap- 
pel to build the uew one, they found four Gold Plates about the 
bignefs of the Palm of a Man’s Hand, with the Name of one of the 
Evangelifts cut on each of them, asif the Chapel were founded 
on the four Evangelatts. 
During the Reign of the aforefaid Emperor Lebna Danguil, Da- 
wid, or Sultan Segued, for he had all thele Names, King Emanuel’s 
Ambaffador arriv'd in Ethiopia, which was in Return for the a- 
bove mention’d. A4utthew the Armenian, fent into Portugal, at 
which Time the Affzirs of Aby(inia being in a better Pofture than . 
they prov‘dafterwards, that Emperor's Letter bore feveral magni- 
ficent Titles, as David, the beloved of God, Pillar -of the Faith, 7p, 5 nee 
Kinfman to the Race of Juda, Son of David, Son of Solomon, 307 of pon, Tirher 
the Pillar of Sion, Emperor of the Great and High Ethiopia, and of Sib 
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its great Kingdoms and Provinces, 8c. Hereupon King Emanuel, 
immediately order'd a Solemn Embafly in anfwer to this, and 
chofe for it Edward Galvam, a Perfon of fingular Capacity, who 
had been Secretary to the Kings -d/fonfo the V.-and Fohn the If. 
and Ambaflador at Rome, in Germany and France, with whom he 
fent one of his Chaplains call’d Francis Alvarez, a Virtuous and 
Dilcreet Man. By them-he fent coftly Prefents to the Emperor 
David; and ‘his Protectrefs the Emprefs Helen. But the Ambaffa- 
dor Edward Galvam being above 70 ‘Years of Age, dy’din the 
Hand of Cawarane, which 1s within the.Red Sea; 10 that the Em- 
bafly was difappointed at that time. Afterwards Lope Vax de Se- 
gueira entering upon the Government of Jndia, and failing into the 
Red Sea again{t the Turks, happen’d to put into the Port of Afz- 
2ua in April 1520, which Mland was then fubje& to the Aby/fine 
Emperor, and being there vifited by the Chriftians of the Country, 
the Bahar Nagays, who is Governor of the Sea’ Coaft, and the 
Monks of Bizam, and. obferving how joyfully they all receiy’d 
Matthew the Armenian, whony he brought back from Portugal, he 
refolved to put his Prince’s Commands-n execution. 
To this perpofe he made Choice of Don Roderick de Lima to £0 
‘Embaffador, and with him’ went FP. Francis Alvarez, and fome 
other Portuguezes, and tho’ they fuffer’d much by the way, they 
all came fate to the Emperor's Court, who receiv’d them with 
‘great Pomp, and Expreflions of Affection, fignitying his Satisfadti- 
on for that Embaffy, and entertaining them with all the Magni- 
ticence Ethiopia could afford, difmiffing them at la{t after many 
delays, either becaufe it isthe Cuftom of the Country, or for the 
more State. Butthe main Thing that kept them there 6 Years was 
‘the want of Shipping ; for if any happen’d to come from India, it 
was ata time when they were very far from theSea. At leneth they 
departed Erhiopia in the Year 1526, and the News of the Death of 
King Emanuel, and King Fohbn the IVds. Acceion to the Crown 
being brought before they.were gone, the Emperor David fent him 
aLetter, which may be {een at large in F. Francis’s Hiftory, hap. 
£35, and with it his Crown of Gold and Silver, and as an Ambaf- 
fador a Monk of -his call’'d Zazaza Ab, a Man in great Authority 
among them, and well readin their Books ; by whom he alfo fent a 
Letter to Pope Clement the VIL earnettly intreating F, Alvarez. 
that he would go with his Ambaflador to Reme. . Thofe Letters are 
elegantly tranflated into Latin byPaulus Fovins, and in them the faid 
Emperor acknowledges the Pope to be CHRIST’s Vicar upon 
Earth, and Supream Head of the Church. The Ambaflador was 
honourably receiv'd’at Rome, and all this may be feen-at large in 
James de Contey Dec. 4. lid. 1. cap. 10. Fohn de Barros, Dec. 4 cap. a. 
and 
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and in the faid F. Francis Alvarez’s Hittory of Echiopia. This 
Hiltory of F. Alvarez, has been tranflated into Spanifh and Italian, 
and may very fafely becredited, as F. Emanuel d’ Almeyda oblerves, 
in all things he fays, he faw, becaufe. befides his being a Man of 
_ undoubted Reputation, there has been nothing fince found in Ethiopia 
_ tocontradict what he affirms. However great Caution is to be 
usd as to all thofe Affairs he took upon hearfay, becaufe the 
Abyffines are very much given to magnifying of all that belongs 
to them to Strangers, whom they delight to impofe upon, as the 
faid F, Alvarez found by Experience, in the difficulty they had 
of obtaining Audiences from the Emperor, whofe Treafures, tho’ 
mnuch greater at that time than fince, were nothing like what they 
pretended ; and may much more eafily be fet down in Paper, 
than found in his Country. 

The Ceremonies he tells us were us’d in conducting them lei- 
furely through the Doors, and the {tops they made in the Chambers 
of the Palace, were all Tricks they put upon the Portugnefes, 
as being Strangers. The Stage, or Throne, he fays, they faw the 
Emperor on, the firft time, was doubtlefs made only for that oc- 
cafion, his Throne being no other than a Couch after their Fafhie 
on, but now he'has one made in China, which the Portuguefes 
 prefented him; and this, or thofe they had before, are generally 
well adorn’d, as has been already fignify’d. 3

the iva he fet out by Land, and after many Hardthips ar- ee ee 7 
rivd at Rome, inthe Year 1538, Paul the 3d being Pope, who f ire : 
receiv’d him with his ufuial Courtefie, and having difpatch’d him ticle 
with Bulls not only to be Patriarch of Ethiopia, but of Alexan- 
dria he came.to Portugal, and was as well receiv'd by King Fohn 
the 3d, who honour'd him both as the Emperor’s Embaffador, 
_ and Patriarch of Alexandria. He difmifsd bim with Orders to 
be furnifh’d. with 450 Mufquetiers in Zedia, whither he fail'd in 
the Year 1539, wasionourably treated at Goa, by the Viceroy 
Don Garcia de Noronha, who dying before he could put the Kings 
Orders in: Execution, was fucceeded by Don Stephen de Gama, 
who, as-we {hall fee, convey the aforelail fupply into Evhiopia, 
‘together with the above mention’d Patriarch Don Fohn Ber- 
| mandex, ; 
 Whilft the Succours were preparing in Portugal and ‘India, the 
Emperor David declin'd daily, and at laft retir’d to an inacceflible 
‘Mountain, call’d Damo, mott of the others being already fubdu’d, | 
Q2 "where 
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where he defended bimfelf, with fome brave Men that fuck toot 


him, barely fupporting the Name, tho’ not the Majefty of an Em- 
peror; but in this invincible Fertrefs he was conquer'd by Death; 
for there he ended his Days, at 42 Years of Age, whereof he reign’d 


33, the firft 20 profperous, the laft 13 full of Adverfity. HisSon — 


Glandios, or Claudius facceeded him, at‘18 Years of Age, under 
the Dire&tion of his Mother, Cabelo Oanguel. The. firft Action of 
his Reign was fuccefsful, for having gathes'd fome Forces, he o- 
werthrew the Afoor Amixoxm:an;. but was foon ‘after defeated by 
him, and forc’d to retire to Xaea, with only 60, or 80 Men, witit 
whom he winter’d there. How the Emperor was reliev'd by the 
Portuguefes in this Diftrels, we will now deliver out of FP, Peter 
Pays his Account. of the Affairs of Ethiopia, he having livid r9 
Years in that Country, and known many of the Portyguefes 
themfelves, of the Sons, of thofe,, who’ were concern’d in thofe 
AGions, which is. thus.

snd being met every where by the Country People, who look’d 


_ upon them:as their Deliverers,, they brought down the Emprefs 


Cabelo Oanguel from the Mountain Damo, to which fhe was -re- 


-tu’d for Safety, there being no way to get up it, but being hoift- 


rd'in Baskets. In December they departed from Debaroa, wheré 


they had receiv’d the Emperefs, and with her march’d to join the ie 


Emperor, who was in, another Place naturally impregnable. On 
the firlt of February 1542. they came to a very {trong Mountain, 


which the Adoar Granhe had made himfelf Matter of by Treachery, 


and pofted on it an Officer with 1500.Men. This Mountain is 


but Three Days Journey from Debaroa the right way, but they ri 
{pent fo much time becaute they took a great Compais about to 


t-duce other Parts, Don Chriftopher refolv’d to attack the Monn- 


tain; becaufe fhould he: feave the AdZoors poffefs’d of it, all that 


Country he bad recover’d mnit fubmit to them again, and they 
might cut off his Provifions. The Emprefs would have diflwaded: 


him, reprtefenting the Impracticablenels of the Atiempt, but his 


Refolution prevaild. 
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On the Top of the Mountain is a Plain about a League over, Jupregnable 
with Water enough to ferve Abundance of People, and’tho’ there AZountain, 
are Three Afcents, they are fo flrong, that it appear’d impoMble 
to force them, had they been guarded but by a very {mall num- 
ber. The chief of thefe Afcents is calld Amba Zanet, which 
IName is given to all the Mountain. At the Foot of this Afcent 
was a {trong Stone-Wall, with a Gatein it, whence the way up 
was very ftreight and fteep, and at the top another Gate in the 
Rock it telf. The 2d Aicent they call Amba Xembut, not fo dif 
ficult, the? bad enough. The 3d is mba Gadabut, {tronger than 
both the others, bemg all hewd out of the Rock, and may be 
eafily kept with S:ones from above. They are about a Mufquet- 
fhot from one another, and each of them defended by 500 Men’ 
with Bows, Arrows, Lances, and Bucklers, Don Chriffopher ha- 
ving obferv’d all this, order’d three falfe Attacks to be made that 
the Ad4oors might {pend their Arrows, and having perform’d it, 
without coming too near, upon a Signal given, all his Men drew 
off, the AZoors giving great Shouts for Joy. The next Morning,. 
by break of Day, he attack’d the three Pafles in Earne(t, and 
forcid them all, the Infidels flying to the top, where being pur- 
fu’d by the Portvguefes, they were every Man of them kill’d. Of Gain'd by 
“the Portuguefes Eight were Slain, and 40 wounded. The Place the Portue: 
was deliver'd upto the Exhiopians, who plentifully fupply’d the guefe. 
Portuguefes with Provifions, during all the Month of February 
they ftayd there, admiring that Action, which they had thought 
Impradticable. rb hy 
Intelligence being brought that Five Portuguefe Veflels were ata 
riv’d at Afazua, Don Chriftopher fent a Captain of his own, with 
40 Men-to get fome fupply of Ammunition,. and carry Letters 
for the Viceroy of Jndia, and.fet forward himfelf, with his Forces 
towards.a Country, where a. Chriltian Abyfine had been com- 

“pell'd to fubmit.to the AdZoors, and now fent to inform him, that 
<if he would come to him;:-+hé would find no oppofition,. He had 

‘mot gone far! before he -receiv'd an Exprefs from the Emperor, des- 

fiting he would make halle to join him, becaufe the Azoor Granbe 

was advancing towards them, and each apart would be too weak 

‘to withitand him, Being come to thofe Lands, whither the E- 

thiopian Commander above mention’d, had invited him, he.was. 

met and prefented by bim with Eight fine Hortes, and inforni’d 

the Enemy was fo near, that be could not. advance without 
meeting them. It troubled Don Chrifopher that he could neither 
_ ‘join the Empetor, ior Hay for. thofe. Men he had fent to Adsana, 

however he refolv'd to Fight, and encouraging his Men, they ali 
-approv'd of his Refolution, The next Day the Enemy being a 
fib, ‘ soy hab Kl 
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hand he incamp’d on a Rifing Ground, where Granbe having 
taken a View of his fmall Forces, enclos'd him wih 15000 
Foot, arm’d with Bows, and Arrows, Darts, and Buckiers, be- 
fides 1500 Horfe, and 200 Turkifh Mufquetiers, thinking to itarve 
him out. Don Chriftopher underttanding his Defign, after fome 
(mall Skirmifhes drew out all his Men with the Emprefs in the 
Center, on the 4th of April, 1542. The Canon and Muskets 
‘made the Infidels keep off, but the Turés advanc’d: and did fome 
harm with their Shot, and Granhe himfelf coming on with 500 
Horte, the Portugaefes began to be hard prefsd, but that the 
Canon being well play'd kill'd many of the Horfe and made the 
re(t flacken. Many of the Portagwef s were now wounded, and 
Don Chrifopher {hot through a Leg, yet left not the Battle, but 
encourag’d his Men. Graahe on the other fide thinking his Men 
gave way, came up fo clofe, that he was alfo thot through the 
Fo and his Horfe kil?d under him, whereupon his Men ftruck 
their Colours, and carry’d him off, the Portaguefes purfuing them 
till they were all fo fpent that it was thought a rafhnefs to go any 
farther, and therefore they return’d victorious to their Camp, 
where they found the Emprefs and her Women, dreffing the 
wounded Men and binding their Hurts with their own Linnen, 
for want of other. Of the Porruguefes Eleven were kill'd, among 
the Infidels flain the -Ab/ffines knew four of Granhke's Com- 
manders of Note, and 30 Turks, Don Chrifopher fent that very 
Night, to acquaint the Portaguefes, who were gone to ALaxua, 
with his Succefs and haften them back. 
Twelve Days after the Defeat of Granhe, the Portuguefes, who 
had been wounded, being pretty well recover’d, and the Infidels 
recruited and grown ftrong by feveral Parties, that joind them, 
Don Chriftopher refolv'd to give Battel again, and marching to- 
wards them was receiv’d with great Shouts and Cries of thofe 
Barbarians, much encourag’d by their'frefh Acceflion of Forces, 


and particularly that‘of a famous Commander call’d Garac;- Amar, — Mt 


who had brought them ‘360 Horfeand 3000 Foot. This Man 
took the van, and charg’d the Portuguefes with fuch Fury, that 
had all his Men been like him, he mutt doubtlefs have over-run 


them, but the damage the Canon did prevailing with them to a 


keep very open, he and Four'or Five others, who followd him 
clofe breaking into the Portugwefet Battel, were kill’d fighting 


bravely. Granhe, who was carry’d on Mens Shoulders, becaute Wl 


of his Wound, order’d all the reft of his Horfe to Charge on 
all fides, which made the Fight very hot. Only Eight Portuguefes 
had Horfes, and did wonders, but being fo few durlt not go far 
from their Foot, who made a great Slaughter of the a iy 

‘ ne 
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In the Heat of the ACtion the’ Powder of the Portuguefes une 
fortunately took Fire and blew up, killtae two of them and 
hurting feveral others; yet had this good Hffect, that the noife 
fo 'terrify’d the Vntidels Hortes that they ran away in fpight of 
their Riders, and the Portagwefes improving that Advantage, 
chare’d the Foot fo vigoronfly that they were put to flight, and 
-purfu’d abont half a League, which was the farthelt the Victors 
were able to follow for mere weafinefs. The Enemies Tents 
were all taken ftanding with much Booty. Of the Portuguefes 
14 werekill’d, and 60 wounded, whereof 4 dy’d of their Wounds, 
That ground being unfit to encamp, they mharch’d thence to'a 
pleafant River fide, where they faw many Adoors with their 
General Granhe, who perceiving they were difcover'd, fled with 
‘all fpeed, for Eight Days together toa ftrong Mountain, ‘many 
‘of them perifhing by the way.’ - 


Din Chriftopher having lain in that'Place two Days to cure the Don Chris 
“Wounded Men, was there jotn’d by the Portaguefes, who had been ponher de 
fentto Afazua, and by the Babar Nagays with 30 Horfe, and 590 Ge blooks 
Foot. Being thus remforc’d, ‘he refolv’d to purfue Granke ime 15 Granhe 

‘mediately, and therefore feaving 14 of his Men, that were molt P sr 
“Wounded ona ftrong Mountain, under the Care of the Governor 
%of the Country, who was extraordinary kind tothem, be march’d 
on Ten Days, ’ till he came' to the Mountain Granhe had fed to, 
which was very large, and ftrong. The Winter now beginning 

-— with much Rain, Don Obriffopher was perfwaded to take up Quar- 
ters during it, at the Foot of another Mountain oppofite to that 
where Granbe lay, convenient for cutting off his Provifions. The 
Country People built the Men Huts, and brought them plenty of 
Provifions with great readinefs and good. will. 

In this Place a Few.inform’d Don Chriftopher, that he might 
eafily make himfelf Mafter of a {trong Mountain, call’d Oaty, 
in the Province of Cemen, which.was near, and where there were 
many Horfes; befides that the Emperor, who had but {mall 
Forces, could not come to join him-any other way. He fet out 
at Mid-Night with 100 Portaguefes, and coming to the Mountain 
went up it the way the Few led, but on the top found 3000 
‘_A4oorifh Foot and 400 Horfe, whom after a fharp Difpute he 
routed with much Slaughter, and of thofe that fled many were 
kill’d by the Fes, who inhabited that Mountain. Not one 
Portuguefe was kill’d in this AGtion, which amaz’d the Fews of 
the Mountain, and particularly him that guided them, who 
thereupon became a Chriltian, and having been always Loyal to 
the Emperor was left Governor of the Mountain, as he had been 
always before the Adoors took it, The Booty was very cone 
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fiderable, and among the relt 300 Mules, and 80 choice Horfes, 
which Den Chrifopher valu'd moft, and return’d to the Camp 
with all fpeed, for Fear the Infidels knowing of his Abfence, 
fhould attack it; leaving 30 Portuguefesto follow with the Horfes 
becaufe the way being very bad, they travell’d flowly. 
Granhe re- During the time the Portuguefes winterd, the Ador Granhe 
jafore’d. Jabour’d to gather new Forces, and efpectally to get fome Turks, 
z and fending a confiderable Prefent to the Baffa of Zebid, in 
Arabia, was by him fupply’d with 700 Mufquetiers, 30 of them 
Horfe, and.10 Field Pieces ; befides a number of Arabs, to whom 
a confiderable number join’d themfelves out of Erhiopia. The 
Turks arriv'd ihe fame Night that Don Chriffopher return’d to 
his Camp, and the next Day Granhe came down from the 
Mountain, covering the Plain with his Men, and encamp’d fo 
mear the Portuguefes, that their Field-Pieces reach’d their In- 
trenchments. Don Chrifopher feeing what a {trong fupply Granhe 
had receiv'd, confulied with his Officers, among whom it was 
efolv’d, that it: was impoffible tovretire, and therefore they mult 
Fight; but would make the .beit Defence they could in their 
Camp, -till the other Portaguefes came up with their Horfes, 
They therefore fent to haften them, and {pent the Day in pre- 
aring to receive the Enemy, yet could not hold out till the 
orfes came, as we fhall fee inthenext Chapter, = 
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The left Battel, ix which Don Chriftopher was de. 
feared 5 his Death; the Portuguefes, who efcap’d 
the Slaughter, join the Emperor Claudius, and rout 
fome of Granhe’s Commanders; bow that Infidel 
was routed, and killd; what happ'ned after thts 
Victory, and how the Emperor flighted the Portu- 
cuctes. 


. T HE Moor Granhke finding himfelf fo trong, refolv’d to lofe ne 
Time, and therefore the next Morning, being the 28th 4z- 
gue 1542, by break of Day he advanc’'d towards the Portuguefe 
Camp with all his Men, the Turés leading the Van, with 10 
Pieces of Cannon. Don Chrifopher on the other fide, affign’d his 
Men their Pofts, with Orders only to make them good, without 
fallying upon the Enemy, till the Horfes were come up. When Gama att 
they were within Mufquet-fhot, both fides began to play their, py ° * 
Cannon and fimall Arms with great Fury, which latted fome ct 
‘Hours, the Infidels ftill advancing ; fo that Don Chrifopher per- 
ceiving his Intrenchments were not {trong enough to oppofe fuch 
a Power, fally’d out with 50 Portuguefe Mufquetiers, and falling 
‘on 100 Turks, andanumber of AZoors drove them for a confider- 
able fpace, with much: flaughter, buta greater multitude coming 
upon him, heretir’d again, with the lofs of four of his-Men kill’d, 
and molt of the relt wounded, as was he himfelf with a Mufquet- 
Ballin his Leg. Theother Porteguefe Commanders, in their turns 
made Sallics, and drove the Enemy a confiderable fpace, but in 
the Retreat, they {till loft Men, and had many wounded. Thus 
they held on till Noon, when the Emprefs’s Houfe was fo full 
of wounded Men, that it could hold no more, and the Enemy 
drew {0 néar, that two of her, Women were hurt within it. 
Captain Francis de Abreu fallying with his Men, and haying beat 
back the Turks, in his Retreat was fhot Dead, and his Brother 
Hymphrey, who futtain’d him with another Body, underwent the 
fame Fate. Don Chriftopher having loft fo many brave Men, and 
feeing the relt cither wounded, or uci tird, fally’d out recs % 
: with 
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with the Royal Standard fo furioufly, that he drove the Infidels 
hefore bim with great Slaughter; and itis thought would have 
certainly got the Day, had the Horfes been come up, but there 
were only Eight with him, which foughtall the Day. Yet he 
purfu’d the Afoors a _confiderable way, and then his Men being 
ipent retird. The Turks then rally’d, firme after the Portugnefesy 
fome of whom they kill’d, and broke Don Chriftopher’s Right Arm. 
Captain Emanuel de Acunha came in at this time, with his Men, 
and brought them off, but many wounded, and the relt fo fpent, 
that they were not able to make ufe of their Arms.- However 
they twice repulsd the Turks, who had broke 1nto their Trenches, 
and the Day being far walted, compell’d Don Chrifopher by main 
Force to retire towards the Mountain, the Patriarch, and the Em- 
prefs going before. Many of thofe who could not keep up, be- 
caute of their Wounds, were killd inthe Purfuit; but Night 
coming on, andthe Mountain being very woody, the greateft 
part cicap'd, efpecialiy thofe who follow d the Patriarch and the 
Emprefs. The Turds enter'd the Camp, and butcher’d Forty Por- 
tugucfes they found fo defperately wounded, that they were not 
able to ftir. 

Don Chriftopher efcap'd that Night, with 14 wounded Men; the 
next Day they were all but one taken by a Party of Infidels, who 
carry'd them to their General Granhe, before whom lay 170 Heads 
of the Portaguefe flain, which he had gather'd, giving a Reward 
for everyone. The Barbarian caus’d Don Chriffopher to be cruelly 
Sconre’d in his Prefence, and buffeted, with his Slaves Stippers, 
and after leading him about the Camp with much Cruelty, he. 
was returnd to Greanhe, who twilted his Beard with Wax, fet 


Fire to it, pull'd off bis Eye-Brows, and Eye-Lafhes with Nip-- 


pers, and after many more Inhumanities {truck off his Head, 
with hisown Hand. The Turks hearing of his Death, were in a 
ereat Rage, for they defign’d to have fent him to Confantinople, 


and therefore after npbraiding the AZoor for prefuming to kill him | 


without their Knowledge, they went away, to return to Zebid, 
with Don Chriffopber’s Head, andthe “Portuguese Prifoners, yet teft 
him 200 Turks, as they had been order'd, in Confideration for the 
Tribute he paid them. A Portagsefe who made his Efcape from: 
them gave this Account. i 
The Portuguefes during that difmal Night after their overthrow: 
wanderd about the Mountain, not knowing. whither they. went,. 
only thofe who follow’d the Emprefs had the better, becanfe 
there were Ethiopian: to }ead them, who knew the Country. She 


had fent People every way to conduct fuch as were aftray: The 


next Day, thofe who had been left with the Horfes join’d her, 
bus: 
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but knew nothing before of the Defeat. Soon after‘came the Por- 
tuguefe, who efcapedy when Don Chriffopher was taken, and then Scaitered 
the other that fled from the Tarks, and having told the manner o! Poringuele 
his Death, it renew'’d their Sorrow. The Emprefs with all the affensble. 
Women lamented him for 8 Days, as if hehad been her own Son. 
On this Mountain they contin ud fome Days to rett themfelves, and 
cure the wounded, as alfo to pick up thefe that were {catter’d till 
about 120 came together, and they recciv’d Yntelligence, that the 
Captain Emanuel D. Acunha, with 50 Portuguefes had got fafe in- 
tothe Country of the Babar Nazays, without knowing which way 
they went, and where there very lovingly entertain’d. Some time 
after, the Emprefs with the Portagwefes, and all that follow’d her, 
went to the #ews Mountain, which Don Chrifopher had gain d, 
becaufe befides tts being almolt impregnable, there are large Corn 
Fields on it, Abundance of Grafs for Cattel, and Plenty of Water, 
which never fails. They were well receiv’d by the Commander 
Don Chriffopher left there, who fupply’d them with all they want- 
ed, or could ask of him. 
Ten or twenty Days after their coming to this Mountain, the Em- 
peror arrivd at the Foot of it, with very few and thofe forry Men, Tbe Emteror \ 
whom the Portaguefes went down to receive, and he, tlio’ highly joins them. 
concern dfor their Lofs and the Death of Don Chrifopher, did them 
much Honour, bidding them not to think they werein a f{trange 
Country, fince it fhould be astheir own, and immediately furnith’d 
them all bountifully with Cloaths, Tents, Mules, Servants, and 
all other Neceflaries. He {tay’d on the Mountain fome Months, till 
his Forces came together, and he had aflembled 520 Horfe, and 
$000 Foot, when the Portuzuefes, thinking they were {trong enough 
to fight the Agoors, bege’d of him, that he would affit them to 
revenge Dox Chriffopher’s Death, He queftion’d the doing of it with 
fo {mall a Number ; but undertanding that the Turks were gone 
home, and only 200 of them Jeft, he confented, He fentto the 
50 Portuguefes. that were gon to the Land of Bahar-Nagays to come 
to him with all poffible Speed, and to bring with them the {pare 
Arms Don Chrifopher had left on the Mountain Dame, where hs 
found the Emprefs, thatbeing a Place of Safety. When the Em- 
peror’s Meflengers came they found not the Portuguefes, who believ- 
ing that ali the Relt of their Countrymen were cut off, and it was 
‘Impofible for them to come to the Emperor, were gon towards 
Mazua, to expect fome Veflels, to carry them back to /ediz. The 
_ Emperor’s, Servants return’d with the Arms, which were of great 
ufe, becaute thofe who had efcap’d from the Battel were very il 
provided, : ’ 
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The Emperor perceiving it wasin vain to expect thofe Portuguefes, 
who werctoo far off, fetout from that Place on the 6th of Fe- 
bruary 1543, with 120, or 130 Portuguefes,who reful “d to be coms 
manded by any.Man, but the Emperor himfelf, With thefe, and 
hisown 500 Horfeand 8000Foot, he mowd towards the Adoor 
Granhe, leaving the Emprefs his Mother on that Mountain, In 
the Province of Ogara he found a Adoorif Commander, with 300 
Horfe, and 2000 Foot, whom he attacted by break of Day, 50 


Portuguefe Horfe leading the Van and flew the Commander, with, 


moft of his Men, taking fome Prifoners, who inform’d him that 
Granhe was not far off in the Kingdom of Dambea, at a Placecall'd 
Darafquea, near the Lake the Nile crofles, with his Wifeand 
Children, who haying been long from him, came thither foon af- 
ter he overthrew Don Chriffopher. 

Granhe underftanding that the Emperor was advancing towards 
him, mufter’d his Forces, and found 13000 Horfes and Foot, be- 
fides 200 Turks. "The Emperor came and incamped in Sight of the 
Infidels, ata Place call’d Oiaadaga, where there were {everal Skir- 


mifhes, before they came to a Battel; inoneof which 70 Portuguese . 


Horfe charg °d 200 of the Enemy, killing their Commander, with 
12 0f hisMen, and puttingthe Reftto flight. The by//ine General 
was a notableSoldier, anddid the Enemy much. Harm, who there- 
foredrew him out treacheroufly, on Pretence of a Conference, and 
fhot him dead, which much difcourag’d his Men, and therefore 
the Emperor refolv’d to fight immediatly for Fear they fhould de- 
ferthime At Break of Day the Army drew out, the Portuguefe 
leading the Van, with 250 Ethiopian Horfe, and 350 Foot. The 
Emperor brought up the Rear with 250 Horfe more, and 4500 
Foot. In this Pofture they advanced towards the Enemy, who 
mov’d in two Lines alfo, Granhe leading the fir, with 200 Turk- 
ifb Mufqueters, 600 ALoorifh Horfe, and 7000 Foot, the fecond 
was commanded by another General, and confifted of 600 Horfe, 


and 6000 Foot. Both Armies charged with great Fury, and the i | 


Turks beganto drivethe Ethiopians beforethem, which they Portu- 


Main Body of the AZoors,whither they purfw’d them with many of 
the bravett Abiffines, and oblig’d them to turn their Backs. Granhe 


perceiving their Diforder came up in Perfon, but the Portuguefes ‘ 


knowing him he was foon fhot through the Body, and droptupon 
his Horfes Neck. His Men feeing it, Made no longer Refiftance 
but fed immediatly. Only the Commander of the Tar4s would nog 


condefcend to fave himfelf by Flight, but attack’d 5 4byffine 
Horfemen, wrefted a Spear out ofone of their Hands, and hough. — 


ed hisHorfe, cuta Portaguefe over the Knee, and laid hold of his 
. pits Lance

Men purfud the flying AZfoors with great Slaughter, but the 
Portuguefes apply’d themfelves fo entirely to the Tards, That of 
200 only 14 efcap’d, to Granbe’s} Wife, who hearing of the Rout, 
got away with 350 Horfe, that guarded her, and all the Treafure 
her Husband had fcrap’d together 5 the Conquerors being all bufy 
dettroying their Enemies, and taking the Plunder of the Camp, 
where they found a confiderable Number of Captives,to their great. 
Joy, fome meeting with their own Children, others their Wives, 
and others their Brothers, or Sifters. They all acknowledg‘d the 
great Affiltance receiv d from the Pertugnefes, and the Emperor did 
then) extraordinary Honour, and it was very remarkable, that, 
tho’ they fought with fuch Bravery, not one of them was kill'd. 

Thus far F. Peter Pays, who had the whole Account, from 
creditable Perfons, who were Eye-witnefles. The Emperor after 
returning Thanks to God, for fo great a Victory, coming down 
from the high Grounds of Oinadaga, incamp‘d near the great Lake 
they call the Sea of Dambea, before defcrib’d. Being {till dubious, 
whether Granhe, was dead of his Wounds, an Ethiopian Comman- 
der brought him that Infidels Head, pretending he had kill’d him ; 
buta Portuguefe Soldier producing an Earhe had cut off, when he 
fell prov’d the Faét was his own. The Head was firit fhown to 
the Emprefs, and afterwards fent to all Parts‘of the Empire, to 
be feen by the People, who made great Rejoycings, for being de- 
liver’d from fo barbarous an Enemy. The 50 Portuguefes, who 
we faid went for AZazu, after the Deteat of Don Chriffopher, in or- The Emper- 
der to embark for /#dia, hearingthe News, turn’d back immedti- or recovers — 
tely, and taking the Emprefs along with them, came to he his Dominis 
Camp, and joint’d the others, that were there before Fhe Emperor ons, 
‘continu’d in that Place two Months, during which.timethe Fame 
of the Victory fpread it felf all over Ethiopia, confirm’d by the 
Sight of Granhes Head, the AZoors, who were in feveral Garrifons 
flying, and whole Kingdoms and Provinces returning to the Em- 
perors, Obedience, as did moft of the great Men, who had rebell’d 
and join'd the AZoors, renouncing their Faith, all whom the Em- 
peror admitted toGrace, it being nonew Thing with thofe People 
to change their Party and their Religion, according to Succefs. As 
mong thefe was Raz Adeguna, Father to 1fzac the Bahar Nagays, 
who, tho’a great Offender was pardon’d forthe Sake ofhis Son, 
that had continu’d Loyal, and broughtin the Portuguefes. Another 
came and fubmitted himfelf, whowas faid to have been the Caufe 
of Don Chriftopher’s Death ; whom alfo the Emperot forgave at the 
Requelt of many great Men, which the Portnzuefes:remon{trating 
againit, he aniwer'd, Thathaving given his word, he could pes 
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part fromit. Hereupon two Portuguefes went into that Erhiopian’s 
fent, and (tabb’d him in many Places with their Dageers. [This 
was certainly a great Piece of Infolencein thofe Afeix; tho’ it went un- 
psnifh'd,in regard of their late Aderit, and was doubrlefs an Incourage- 
ment to thems to commit other Villanies, for which is is likely they were 
Funeral Op-“ftecwards fo bardl ly uf'd as they complain of.} 
fone he Month of Auguft coming on, towards the End whereof 
was the Anniverfary of Don Chriftopher’s Death, which the Empe- 
ror refolv'd to commemorate, after their Manner, he fent toall'the 
Country about, for the Clergy, and Poor to repair to his Camp. 
The Number of the latter amounted to above 6000, toall whom 
he gave bountifull Alms, anda noble Entertaininent toabout 600 
Monks, and a great nutnber of Clergy-men; this Treat being the 
Frincipal Invitation to the Funeral Oblequies, which they per. 
form their Way, faying over all David's Pfalter entire, without 
any Leffons, Antiphons, or Verfes, or any other Diltin@ion, but 
only Abundance of Hellalujabs, fo often repeated, that they make 
fufiicient Amends for the want of Leffons, for they are no lefs free 
ef them upon forrowfull Occafions, than upon the Joyful. 
The Exhiopians had promis’d, under their Dittrefs, to fubmit 


themtelves to the See of Rome, as appears by the Embaffies above- 


mention’d, the Emperor David fent to that City, and to Portugal. 
They alfo ingag’d to give the Pertuguefes the third Part of their 
Empire, in Cafe it wasrecover'd by their tneans from the Adzors ;

HEY little thought in Portugal, that the Affairs of Erhiopia 

were in the Pofture we have here reprefented, and’ therefore 
for the more Grandeur the King appointed Ferdinand de Soufa de 
Caffelio Branco to go along with the Patriarch as his Embaflador 
to the Aby/fine Emperor... They fail'd from Lisbon, wath the Br 
fhop Don Andrew de Oviedo, F. Gonzalo de Sylveira, and others, 
on the 15th of Adareh.1556, and arrivd.at Goa on the 13th of 
September that fame Year, where they found F. Gonzalo Rodrignezy 
newly returnd from Ethiopia, who gave them a far different Ac- 
count of that Country than they expected. However, the Patri- 
arch and his Companions confulting together, refolv’d to pro- 
ceed ; but the Governor of Jndia, Francis Barreto and his Council 
were of another Opinion, not thinking it fit to expofe the Patri- 
arch and the Embaflader to any Affrout, and therefore only fent 
the Bifhop.

cufly, and from thence'the faid Bifhop immediately fent a Letter - 


to the Emperor, acquainting him with bis Arrival at Debaroa, the 
Patriarchs being ready in Jndia to come over, and his own Defign 
to repair to his Court. What happen’d to the frid Bithop in this 
Place, onthe way and at (Court, thalt be briefly detiver’d out of 
of a Letter written by F. Ewanuel Fernandez, Superior of that Mif- 
fion, to F, Fames Laynez, General of the Society, in the Year 
1562; for there was no poibbility of writing fooner, by reafon of 
the Tarks coming to conquer that Coatl of Tigre; fo that no Let- 
ter could be fent to /xdiz, much lefS into Ewrope, for Six Years, 
The aforejaid F. Superior’s Account abitraéted in fhort is as fol 
lows, i 


‘ Weeame to Debaroa on the 25th of Afarch 1557, where the 
Bifhop was honourably receiv’d by the Bahar Nagays, and the 
People ali kifs'd his Hand with extraordinary Refpe&t, which 
we look’d upon as a good Omen. There we ftay’d 20 Days, 
performing the Office of the Holy Weck the belt we could, and 
the People reforted to our Church with great Devotion, the Bi- 
thop adminifiring the Sxcaments to the Portuguefcs, and re- 
ceiving Vifits from the Bahar Nagays, and other great Men. 
Winter coming on, and the Turks advancing up the Country, 


we fet out for the Emperor’s Camp, and came in 50 Days to

Thus far the Fathers Letter, the remaining Part we fhall infert j 


below, after mentioning fome Things that happen’d to make it 
more plain. After the firtt Interview, the Bifhop began to Dif- 
courfe the Emperor about the matin Point of forfaking his Errors, 
and fubmitting to the Pope, who anfwer'd, That his Forefathers 
had always own’d the Chair of S. A4ark at Alexandria, and he 
could fee no Occafion to difquiet the People, who were peaceable, 
and fatisfy’d with their dbanas yet fince he came fo far to Exhi- 
epia, whither never any Perfon of fuch Quality came on the like 
Embafly, he would advife with his Council and learried Men, 
in order to give bima final Anfwer. The Bithop perceiv’d this 
was only to delay’ Time, and-excufe himfelf on the Opinions of 
others, who he knew were harden’d in their Errors, and there- 


fore fent him a long Letter in their learned Language, to endeas 
vour to move hin: to fome better Difpofition. At the Bifhop’s 
Requeit there were feveral Meetings of the learned Men, all whom 


the faid Bifhop eafily confounded, and then the Emperor would 
take up the Argument, and manage it fo dexteroufly, that he 
fometimes fet the Bifhop hard; and tho he {till ran them all down, 
yet they gave out, that they had got the better; fo that all came 
to nothing. This put the Bifhop upon Writing againft all their 
Errors, and delivering it to the Emperor, who return’d an An- 


of Rome, Thefe Things happen’d about the latter end of December 
1§58. when the Bifhop thought fit to withdraw himfelf from 
Court, as he did about the beginning of February, and publith’d 


a Circular Letter advifing the Portuguefes, and fome other Catho-— 


licks there, to be cautious in converfing with the Schifma- 
ticks, and exhorting the 4by/fines ta forfake their Errors; and at 


the fame time condemning ‘them»as’ refraétory, and obftinate ae 


gain{t the Church. 

Let us now fee what became of the Emperor. After the Death

Allthis Emperor’s Reign being infelted with Wars, and he not 
caring to hearken to religious Matters, the Fathers flay’din the 
Kingdom of Tigre, with /faac the Bahar Nagays, with whom 
alfo kept moft of the Portuguefes, and {ettled on a Mountain they 
call Adaegoga, ata Town nam’d Fremona, often mention’d by us. 
Some Knowledge they hadin Jndia, in Portwgal, and at Rome of 
the Difficulties the Patriarch, and his Companions labour’d under 
in Ethiopia, how little good they wereable todo, and how far the 
Emperor Clandins had been from performing what he promis’d, 
Nor werethey Ignorant that the Emperor Adamas Segued had per- 
tecuted the Fathers, and opprefs’d the Portuguefes, who deliver'd 
him from the Captivity of the AZoors.

many other Circum|tances of the fame Nature muff of Neceffity give the 
Ethiopians an Averfion to the Portuguefes, and a diflike to all they pro- 
posd; as concluding that under the Colour of Religion they came to fub- 
due them, and. to.take that Crown from the Infidels for themfelves ; e- 
Specially fince as the Ethiopiansobfere'd, the King of Portugal already 
took upon him the Title of Lord of the Commerce of Ethiopia and Arabia. 
Thofe Religious Aten who endur’d fo many Hardlhips, may be allow d to 
have alted out of atrue ReligiousLeal,but perhaps they had done more good, 
had all thofe diffolate Portuguefe Soldiers been carryd away, and only 
they left to preach, and Teach, which yet onght tobe done with much 
Mildnefs, and Patience without expedting to compel all the Nation at 
once to a Compliance, of which we {hall fee more hereafter, and therefore 
thus much may fuffice in this Place. 
There isanother Letter of Exanuel Fernandez, whereinhe gives 
a particular Account of all that befel him, and his Companions, Tyyks: pyspp0 
but being more full of Religious than other Matters, I fhall only ;,, ie 
pick out of it fome few Remarks worth knowing.

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Chriftians, taken on the Coaft of Melinde, who befides their Cap- 
Portugnefe tivity, were at fuch variance among themfelves, that they were

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Ormux, and thence to Goa, where he gave an Account of what 
had befallen the Fathers, and the Condition they were in. 
The Fathers found in the Prifon 26 Portgguefes and 5 Indian

ctions and Example, made them Friends, and wrought fuch a 
Change, that the very Turks were aftonith’d at it. For their 
Comfort God order’d it, that the Baffa, who had been one of the 
Great Turk’s Gardiners, and fill lov’d that Art, employ'd them 
all to work in his Garden; and the Goaler took them from the 
comimon Side below, and gave them fuch an Appartment above, 
that the Fathers had a large Room to themfelves, and they were 


all eafie, making a fort of Chappel there, and endeavouring te 
terve God the belt they could. 
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She remaining part of the Captivity of the Fathers, tif 
they were ranfom'd; fome further Account of Arabia 
Felix; F. Abraham de Georgijs fent to Ethiopia, 
put to Death by the Turks; F. Belchior da Sylva 
jets fafe into Abyflinia; 4 C. ollege of Jefuits found- 
ed for that Miffion at Diu. ; 


AJHEN the Fathers had been two Years in Ca 
Pan's Wife prevail’d with him to order their Liberty; but a 
Banean Vnforming, that he might get 2000 Crowns for theix ig 
Ranfome,, he recall’d his Word, and us’d them worfe than before, 
demanding too0o Crowns of them. An Algicrine Turks, reputed 
a Saint, coming thither was a great Help to them j = 
for he would often fend for, difcourfe with, and treat them ver : 
fplendidly, commending them for good and learned Men.. Aino. 
ther Man of Note, being a Spanifh. enegado, usd all his Endeaz 
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the other Chriftian Captives, fome of whom they got ranfom’d, 
and perfwaded 5 Renegadoes to maketheir Efcape to /ndia as they 
_did, and were reconcil d to the Church. 

Six Years they continu’d in Captivity in the City of Canaaz,mot oan City 
barbaroufly us’d, to extort from them the Sum of 2500 Crowns. os Cay 
This City had been formerly very great, as being the Capital of oS a 
the Kingdom of Yemen, encompafsd with ftrong Walls, and 
mighty Bulwarks of Earth. When the Fathers were thereit con- 
tain’ dabout 2000 Families, 500 of them Jews. The Country is 
pleafant, and ful! of Gardens, and Orchards, producing almolt 
all the Sortsof Fruit we havein Evwrope, andis‘d0 Leagues from 
Moca. Thither the Fathers were fent, to fee whether the /ndian 
Merchants would purchafe them. FF, Pays went ona Camel, but 
F. Monferrate having had a Fall off one defir'd to ride an Afs, 
which being joftled by a Camel gave him fuch another Fall, that 
he could not ftir, without being fupported by F. Pays, and a 
Brachman who was Captive with them, Thus they cameto Tuis, 
a {mall City, but has a ftrong wall, thento Afozx2, which is 
{inaller,and laftly to AZoca, where they were fhut up ina Ground 
Room tull of Spice, which with the Heat of the Day and want 
of Air had like to have ftifled them, had not an -4by//ine Youth, 
who was over emcooling his Mafter with water, told him, they 
mu(t needs perifhthere with the Heat, whothereupon gave him 
Leave to remove them to acooler Place. | 

After many Threats to extort a Ranfom from them, they were 
put into a Galley, where they had a very fimall allowance of bit- 
ter Millet in Grain. When they had endur‘d thefe Hardfhips 
three Months, the Turk, who we faid had befriended them at 
Canaan, happened to come to AZoca, and gotthemfrom aboard the 
Galley to his Houfe, where he entertain’d them very plentifully Chariteble 
for 20 Days. Being then oblig’d to depart, he recommended them Turk. 
tothe Captain of the Galley, defiring he would not put them 
to the ar, but 5 Daysafter he was gone, the Captatn,contrary to 
his Promife, return’d them to all their fermer Miferies.

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nue. The Banean purfuant to his Orders, tho the Fathers oppos‘d 
The Jefuits it, alledging, that Mony might ranfom many more, bought them 
ranfon’d. or 500 Crowns. Befides this they were fore’d to give 50 Crowns 
tothe Captain of the Galley, who exacted it, for the Time he had 
fuffer’d them to be afhore. At length they embark’d for Dix, and 
arriv’d fafe,after 29 Days Sail. There the Reverend Father Guar- 
dian of the Capacines carry’d them to his Monaftery, where they 
had allthe Entertainment that poor Order could afford ; the Fe- 
fuits having no Houfeat Dia as yet. Thence the Dominicans took, and 
entertain’d them many Days in their Monaftery. Next they 
-fail’d to Chazl, where the Brotherhood call'd « Adifericordia, or of 
Mercy, not only treated them, but order’d the Mony they faid 
was requifite for redeeming of the other Captives at Canaan. Tn

When the Superiors at Gog receiv'd the News efthe aforefaid 
Father’s Captivity in Arabia, they had alfoIntelligence, thatonly 
F.Francis Lopez remain’d alive in Ethiopia, and therefore refolvd 
to hazard two other Fathers for the good of the Chriftians inthat | 
Country. To this purpofe they pitch’d upon F. Abraham de Geor- 
sips, a Maronite by Birth, very learned,jand Mafter of the drabrick, 
Chaldaick Hebrew, and Syriack, who had enter'd himf{clfintotheSo- | 
ciety at Rome, being there in the College of his Nation where. | 
Muironites. Many zealous Men are bred, who go over to inftruct their Coun- — 
trymen. The AZaronites are the Inhabitants of Mount Libanus, 
and the Country about it, who tho’ fubjectto the Turk, profefs 4 
the Roman Catholick Religion, and fome of them come over to be 
educated in the forefaid Seminary at Rose, founded by Pope Past | 
the 3d. They have a Catholick Patriarch, and 8, org Bifhops 
under him. F. Abraham being well vers’d in the Chaldaick was 
at this Time, on the Mountains of A¢alabar, inftrudting the 
Chriftians of S: Thomas, whofe Priefts, and learn’d Men have the 
._ Holy Scripture. in Cbaldaick, thefe People had been formerly Nef- 
F. Abraham oriansy who us’dto receive their Archbifhop from Babylon. Upon 
defignd f or the firft call he repair'd to Goa, where being acquainted with | 
Ethiopia. what he was defign’d for, he kept up clofe for a whole Year, 
Jetting his Beard grow, and keeping quite out of Sight, to the 
end that when hefet out, he might not be known and dif- 
cover'd by the Adoors. When the Year was up he cloath’d hing : | 
{ee 
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felfin the habit of a Turki/b Merchant, and tho’ a Companion bad 
been appointed hima, it was thought better he fhould go alone, on- 
ly attended by one 4by/fine Youth. ; 

Onthe 6th of Fannary 1595, he fet out for Diz, where he tm- Agioes at 
bark’d in a Ship of Baneans, bound for Adazua, arriv'd at that yg, 
Place and was well receiv'd by Xafar, the Turkifo Commander, 
believing him to be a Turk. Hehadhis Leave to go over to the 
Continent, and being half Way on the Channel, that parts it 
from the Ifland, the Banean, Captain of the Ship that brought 
him thither, fiid to the Baff4, who was at a Window 
looking that way, Do you let that Man go fo, Sir? I mut 
tell you I know not whether he isa Chriftian, or a A4ahometan. 
The Turk immediately fent a Boat after, and brought him back

However, a little be- 
fore his Death, his Son Jacob, whom he had never feen, becaufe 
bred far off, being brought to Court, and Fatherly Affection pre- aac Se- 
vailing, he chang d his Mind, and relolv‘d to leave the Empire to eucd leaves 
that Baftard. The Great Men perceiving his Inclination, foon sh. Gown to 
comply'd with it, and as Flatterers are want to do in all their 73 Danguil. 
Difcourics, promoted his Defign. Death put a Stop to all thefe 
Practices, for the Emperor returning from his Wars with the 
Galas of Bavilo fell Sick, and perceiving his laft Hour approach, 
that being a time of impartial Jultice, he thought himfelt oblig’d 
to leave the Crown to his Nephew, and accordingly made it 
‘ known to all the Great Men, charging them to enthrone Za 
te tet as his Nephew and lawful Heir, the other being buta 
Baftard. 

The Emperor was juft dying when. he gave thefle Commands, TheGreat 
yet his Flattering Courtiers perfifted, alledging, they would havedmprifon him. 
no other Monarch but his Son. ‘The true Reafon of it was, be- 
caufe Za Danguil was then a Man grown, and Facob the Baltard 
but a Child, under whofe Name they thought they fhould have 
the whole Power in their own Hands, without any Regard to 
jultice. Havingfixdthis Refolution among themfelves, before 
they made known the Father’s Death, or the Son’s Election, they 

~ fent fome Troops of arm’d Men to fecure the Nephew Za Dan- 

_ guil, and others to do the fame by Soeinios, Great Grandfon to 
the Emperor David, who they much fear’d might call them to 
Account, as being a very brave and hopeful Youth. Accord- 
ingly Za Danguil was feizd, and carry’d to a Lake call’d Dek, in 
the Kingdom of Dambea, where he was kept Prifoner a long 

time, and afterwards on feveral {trong Mountains. Svcinios set- 
ting Intelligence that they defign’d to lay him up, had the good 
Fortune to make his efcape to the Frontiers of the Empire, where 
he kept up in Arms, till God rais’d him to the Throne, as we {hall 
fee hereafter. 

Being rid of thefe powerful Competitors, they proclaim’d Fa- 
cob Emperor, at 7 Years of Age, and kept the Government in 44 fet »p 
their own Hands, with the Emprefs Adzriam Sina, who fided Jacob, 4 Ba-.

Sons in Law, call'd Ras Athanateus and Cafluade, Viceroy of Tigre, 

the two Prime Contrivers of thefe Practices, the young Emperor 

Facob having nothing but the fpecious Title of Emperor. This 

Triumvirate held above 7 Years, till Facob being about 14 Years 

of Age, began to fhow he would havea Share in the Govern- 

ment himfelf. Many Months were not paft fince the young 

Emperor began to act of himfelf, before thofe Three who nea

it was. This was the Colour they took to palliate their wicked 
Ambition, believing fince they had loft the Favour of Facob, they 
fhould have the Power over Za Danguil, whom they preferr’d to 
the Empire. They fent to him to the uncouth Mouutains, where 
he was Prifoner, little thinking of fuch Fortune,’ and being 
brought into the Camp, he was inftantly declar’d and hononrd 
as Emperor, and, what is moft remarkable, the other Empéror 
Faccb was {till in the fame Camp. ; ; ‘ 
Facob had barely time to efcape by the Swiftnefs of his Horfe,' 
thinking it enough to fave his Life, arid as is ufual for all Men to 
forfake the Unfortunate, only 8 Servants follow’d ‘him.

Thefe two were Jefuits gor 
at firlt defign’d to have come with F. Pays, but he having found jyto Ethie 
the way we have mention’d above, they ftay’d behind at Dis till Opias 
another Opportunity. All things fell out as was defir'd; for 
they receiv d Letters from F, Peter Pays after his Arrival in Ethie 
opia, and Mahomet Aga, another Servant of the Baffa of A¢axuay 
came to Dis, encouragd by the Favour Razuam Ava had 
found there before. The Fathers got acquainted with this Agt, 
_ and did him fo many Courtefies with the Governor and Cultome 
_-houfe Officers, that he promis’d to carry them both fafe into Erhi- 
opia. They imbark’d with him aboard a Ship bound directly for 
Suaghew, on the 24th of Adarch 1604, and arriv’d at the aforefaid 
Port, where they were kindly receiv’d by the Ba/fz, upon Infore 
mation of the Favours done to his Servant on their Account. He 
gave each of them a Brocard Velt, which is the greateft Honour 
_ they can do any Man. Next he fitted out a Gelva, being a {mall 
_ Veflel_us'd in the Red Sea, and feut his Steward with them, Bt- 
ving him Orders to conduct them to Afazua, and furnith Horfes 
_ and a Guard for their Paffage to fome Place of fafety in Ethiopia, 
A Storm having difabled their Veffel, and forc’d them back to’ 
Suaghem, the Baffa fitted out another, which carry’d them to 
_ Maxua, where they were well entertain’d by the Quequeaor Come 
-mander of that Ifland and Argvico, and furnith’d with a Guard 
_ till they were met by the Portuguefes of Fremena, to whom notice 
| had been fent of their coming. They came to that Place on the 
13th of Fuly 1604, where the Portugucfes and other Catholicks 
receivd them with fingular Joy and AffeStion.

Then came in ten Women, bringing the 

Dinner, they in the fame Dreisas thofe who ferve great Ladies, 

being a Sort of Gown of courfe Cotton Cloth, very long and 
wide, gitt about witha great Safh, over which the Gown being 

drawn up hangs in large Folds, Thefe Women bring two or three 
_ Macobos, which are like large Table baskets, and very lofty, be- 
caufecover'd with high Lids, like Caps, the whole made of Straw, 
or Ruthes of feveral Colours. In thefe Afacobos, or Baskets, were 

20, or 39 Apas, that is thin Cakes, like our frying Oat Cakes, 

made of Wheat, Peafe, and their Graincall’d Tef. Thefe Apas 

are very large, and thin, at lea{t halfa yard Diameter, and fome 
_ three Quarters. After thefe Women follow'd others,bringing feveral 

_ Sorts of Pottage, or Broth, in black Earthen Porringers, cover'd 

with Things like Hats, made of fine Siraw, the Body of thofe 
Hats being very tall, gand flender, but the Brims broad, to 

cover the Porringers, whichare alio very wide, but not deep. 

The Tableis a round Board, an El, or yard and half Diame- py ly Sey 

_ ter, plac’d on Carpets on the Ground, which they cover all over pomiely Sere 
| with the Apas, without any other Cloth, or Napkins, and on 7° 
thofe Apas they place the Porringers. And this is all the State of 
the Ethiopian Tables, for they have neither Knife, Fork, nor 
Spoon, Salt, Pepper Cafter or any other Utenfil. And it is to 
be obfery’d, that thofe very Apas which ferve inftead of Napkins, 
and Difhes, are alfo part of the Food. When the Barindo, which 
| isthe rawBeef, being the greateft Dainty at the Table, is brought 
in, they lay it on the dpas, and the Emperor of Ethiopia himielf 
takes out alittle Knife he carries about him, and cuts the Beef, 
for has it cut by his Pages, who only wait at Table, without any 
f Steward, Controler, Carvers, Cupbearers, or any other Officers.

eeflary, for the reCtifying of tnete Diforders, Sultan Segued deing 
upon his March, receiv’d Advice, thatthe Gallas, had broke into 
the Kingdom of Begameder, again{t! whom he return’d, over- 
threw them, and came bick to Coga, where be contiriu’d cight 
Days, Inthe mean while a Report was {pread abroad 'througi- 
out Tygre that the Emperor had been routed and’kill’d by the Gale Routed 4.3¢ 
Jas, which put all that Kingdom into an Uproar, The Impoftor Time. 
receiv’d the fame News, with'the Addition that'the Viceroy was 
fled, and had left all his Tents behind him. Thisincourag’d the 
Rebel to come down into the ae where he was foon Endsclay 
nee a 2 ¢ 
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ed, for the Viceroy met, and after a fharp Difpute rovted him, — 
with greater Slaughter than before. yet the Counterfeit Emperor | 
got off again to his Mountains. an | 
As foonas the E.mperor had fettled his Affairs at Coga, he fet 
forwards tor Zygre, aud pafsd the Mountain .Lamalaon, which 
parts that Kingdom from the Inland of Erbiopia, incamping near 
Arxam, where he refolv'd to be crown’d, as we have faid isthe 
The Emperor Cutom of thofe Princes, being met by the Viceroy, his Brother, 
crowa'd. and F, Peter Pays, whorn he receiv'd very gracioufly. On Sunday © 
the 23th of March 1600, the Day appointed for the Coronation, ~ 
the Malters of the Ceremonies came, bringing the Ritual, which 
they read, and expounded to him. Then the Foot drew up being | 
about 25000 Men, who march’d before, and after them the Horfe, 
in Number 4590, all in their beft Accoutrements, and laftly 
came the Emperor, withall the Prime Perfons, richly clad, and 
well mounted with Coltly Furniture. He bad ona fine Veit of 
Crimfon Damask, and over it a Tyrkifh Robe of Brocade, like the 
ancient Reman Gowns, the Sleeves ftreight, but fo Tong that they 
hung down to the Ground, as would the Velt, and upper Gar- 
ment, if let Icofe, the firftof which was girt with a broad Girdle, 
all of Pieces of Gold curioufly wrought, andon his Necka thick — 
Chain of Gold which went feveral Times about, hanging down ~ 
on his Breaft, and the Ends of it falling deep behind, all which, 
he beinga handfome Man, became him very well. ea 
About two Musket-fhots from the Church of dczam, is a large 
Scone all over carv’d with unknown Characters, near to which — 
they ufually perform the Ceremony of cutting the Line or Cord, © 
mentiond inthe firlt Book, which is ftretch’d acrofs the way _ 
RBidicuwloas By the Maidens of Sion. There the Emperor alighted, with all 
Ceremonies, his Court, the Ground was cover’d with large and rich Carpets, 
the Great Men drew up on both fides, the Maidens ftopp’d the 
way, crofling it with the Silk Line, up to which the Emperor 
went three times, and being ask’d by the Maidens, Who he was, 
the firtt and fecond time anfwerd, J am King of Mrael. The 
Maids reply’d, Then you are not our Kings Then he drew back 
finiling, as among others was teftify’d by the Captain of the Por- — 
inguefes, who was prefent, and to whom the Emperor the Night _ 
before had faid, He thought that Ceremony impertinent and ridi- — 
culous. Being ask'd the third Time, Who he was? He anfwerd, 
f am Ring of Sion, and drawing the Sword he wore cut the Line, 
the Maids then faying, You are truly our King of Sion; andthen 
“the Air refounded with Acclamations of Joy, Vollies of {mall 
Shot, and the Noife of Trumpets, Kettle Drums, Waights, and 
all other Mufical Inftruments. Near to the Silk Line waited the 
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Abana Simon, who came with him for this purpofe from Dambea, 
with all the Clergy, Monks and Debteras, all of them finging 
Pfalms, and other Songs in their Language. Thence they condu- 
Ged him ‘to the firft Court before the Church, where the Coro- 
nation was perform’d with the ufual Ceremoniere Then the Em- 
- peror went into the Church, where he heard Mafs, and commu- 
nicated, and thence return’d to the Camp with the Crown on 
his Head, They ufe no Scepter in Ethiopia, nor is the Crown The Crown. 
any other than a Hat with broad Brims, lin’d with blue Velvet, 
and cover’d with Gold and Silver Plates, fhap’d Ike Flower de 
Luces, and fome falfe Jewels; for they have no true Stones, nor 
can they be per{waded they fhould be of fuch value among

‘Ras Gella Chriffos at this Time dedicated the Church of Ii 
arid Stone the Fathers had built for him, at Cerca, ithe Kingd 
of Gojam ; and having receiv’d Orders from the Emperor to mat 
againtt the Rebels in the Kingdom of Amhara, under the Son 
Cabrael, he fet forward, not with{tanding allthe Difhiculties, that 
might have obftructed, it being then the Depth of Winter. 1] 
Rebels fled at the Sight of his Advanc'd Parties, which flew man 
aid took all their Baggage, their Ringleader retiring toan 
accefible Mountain, with the Remains of his broken Forces, 
Ras Cella of the Gallas who ‘was inthe Imperial Camp, undertook fo 
Chriftos de- confiderable Reward to betray him to Cella Chriftos.

Accordinely they 
dafh’d out his Brains, with their Clubs, and fent his Jaws and 
Beard which wasall that remain’d unbroken to Ras Cella Chrifos. 
| He inthe mean while had gain’d'the Mountain, where he found 
| all the Treafure belonging to thofe Outlaws, which he diftributed 
3 among his Men,only referving for bunfelf fome Things to be reftor'd 
to an ancient Church, whence they had been taken by the Rebets. 
F.Emanuel de Almeyda faw them, and fays they were a 
gold Chalice, that would hold about three Pints, and weigh’d 
two Pounds, a Paten above three Spans in Compafs, three Syoons 
wherewith they gave the confecraied Wine, two ofthem Gold, 
| and one Silver, a great Bible, bound in Crimfon Velvet, all 
pleated with Gold. 

The News of this Succefs was brought. to the Emperor; at the 

Time whenour Patriarch Don Alfonfo Afendex was at Gorgorra, 
# ordaining thefirlt Pricltsin Erhiopia ; yet thiscould not ftop the 

| Progrefs of Envy, which neverceas'd to Mifreprefent him to the 
Emperor, But we muft leave that Affair to give an Account of 
’ the aforefaid Patriarchs coming into that Country. 
- The Emperor of Erhiopia having made prefling Inftances to the F, Alfonfo 
§ Popeand King of Portugal to fend him a Patriarch, notwithftand- M-ndez Pa- 
ing the two former Prelates fent thither had been fo ill treated ppjarch. 
B by that Princes Predeceflors, King Philip the 4th of Spain, nam’d 
to that Dignity F. Alfonfo Adendex, of the Society of Fefus, 
Door of Divinity, and a Perfonexcellently qualify’d for that 
Fun@tion. Life being very uncertain in fuch a tedious Voyage, | 
it was thought fit to appoint others to fucced him, the firlt of 
which was 4. Fames Seco, with the Title of Bithop of Wice, the 
ad F. Fohn de Rocha, til'd Bilhop of Hierapolis, who were all

On the 29:h we enter’d the Mouthot Arrive @ © 
the Red Sea,and the next morning by break of Day were fix or fe- Baylur. 
ven Leagues within it,{til! inclining towards the Coalt of Erbiopiag 
without having Sight of Ad@sca, or fo much as of the Iflands, 
where generally the Tarkifh Galleys, or other Vefiels ufe to cruize, 
On the 2d of Aday we found our defir’d Port of Baylar, which 

we might have got into the next. Day after our entering the . 
| Moutlr of the Red Sea, being the 30th of April, had our. Pilots 
known howto hit it. Inthe Port were three or four final! Veflels 
of Afoca, which feeing ours that row’d, and had fharp © Beaks, 
fell very haltily to landing all they had aboard... An Almadie of 
ours went before, and the Xegue, or Governour plac’d thereby 
the King, who refides about fix or feven. Leagues from thence, 
coniing out to her, the Interpeter told bim, There were three 
Ships come from Jndia, which intended to water ; giving Lim his

Prefent, and fo to profecute their Voyage: Heina great Fright, 
anfwerd. He would give them all the Water they had Occation 
for; but they muft be gone immediatly, and would have fent 
Hoftages prefently ; but the Interpreter reply’d.

Being affur’d that was Baylur, we.drew as near to Land, ag 
the Sea would permit, which is there very fhoal, and full of 
Flats, As foon as the lea(t of our Ships came up with the Turkifo 
Veficls, and made it felf Mafter of them, the Interpreter went | 
afhore, and told the Xeque the Truth of the Matter, That the | 
Emperot of Ezhiopia had tent for Fathersto India, and directed | 
them tocome to that Port, becaufe the King was his Friend, and | 
had engag’d to give them a good Reception; that they were ¢ 
board, but that no arm’d Men fhould land, or doany Har L. 
This fatisty’d the Xeque, who faid, They had receiv’d fuch orders 
from their King three Years before, and he the Emperor's Pr 
fents to that Effet. An old Man, whois a Sort of Judge ther 
whom they call Furto, added, that he came about a Month ff 
from the King’s Camp, and whilft he was there, Letters 
brought from the Emperer of the fame Purport both of them the 
came aboard, in very friendly Manner, which was a ere 
SatisfaGtion to us. | eae 

We departed Baylur on the 5th of AZay, afternoon, not ‘ 
well furnifh’d as we expected, for tho’ they had premis‘d 
and there was need of many more Camels, yet we being 1 
halty to be gone, as apprehending the Neighbourhood of AZve 
they foundusbut 14, which oblig’d us'to Teave behind muc 
our Goods, taking only the moft valuable, we being now 
Perfons, with two that joyn’d us from the Ships. Only fix Af 
could be got, fothat werode by Turns, and went a foot 
Part of the Way, which when it was not loofeSand, was 0 
Mountains cf Iron Mines,the Stones whereof are like the Drof 
comes fromthe Furnaces, and fo fharp pointed, that they {poi 
a Pair of Shooes. ina Day, and there being no great Stoc! 
them, molt of my Companions were forcd to make ule of 
Pack-thread Buskins we carry'd for the Servants, and not bei 
us'd to them, their Feet were much gall’d, and Bloody, follow 
ing the Camels eleven Days our Journey lafted. Some of thet 
to partake of the Bleffing the Prophet Z/aiah gives the Feet 0 
Minifters of the Gofpel, would not ride at al l,eating very litle befid 
Rice we had with us, meeting no Town to furnith us with Pr 
fions ; and the Heat fo violent thatit melted the Wax in our Bo 
without any Shade, but that of Briers, which did us more Ha 
than good, lying on the hard Ground, and drinking ee a 
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| Water, of avery ill Scent, and fometimes but litile ofthat, Yet 

| the greatelt Vexation we had was the Company of the Ciel 
| Divers, who dealt with usmott barbaronfly, and could never 
be corrected by the old Farto above -mention’!, who went 
} along withus, continually craving fomething, and with a De- 
fign to inform his King, what he might demand of us. This 
Man, the Kinder we were to him, the worfe he treated us, ob= 
liging us to maintain, and cook for him, and he would always 
be the firft ferv’d, andifatany Time his Meat wags not {fo foon- 
ready as he expected, he reveng’d bimielf by not travelling that 
Day, and playing usathoufand Dog Tricks, {triking our Men, 
| all which we were fain to bear, for Fear our Goods fhould be 
leftin that Defert, which he would bevery apt todo, becaufe 
he was paid before hand, for the Hire of the Camels, without 
§ which he would not have ftir'd a Foot with us. 

The King of Dancali being inform’d of our Arrival, came fix Reception by « 
Days Journey, from remoter Parts, to a better Country, where jj, King of 
there was good Water, and fent his Brother before to receive, or Dancall 
‘rather to pillage us, for foon after we met; he fentto put usin 
mind, we fhould give him his Prefent, which we could not a- 
void delivering in that very Place, tho’ we pleaded the Things 
wereall difperfd in the feveral Packs,that were to be open’d when 
we came to the King,his Brother’s Camp.To fhow what Difference 
there isin Men’s Fancies, he willingly accepted of all that was 
Clothing, and only rejected, and defir'd us to change hima 
Piittle Cabinet of Dis, curioufly inlay’d, which is worth there 
five'Cruzados, that isabout 13 or 14 Shillings, for a Bit of Cloth, 
worth about eight Pence. The King madethe fame Account of 
fome Curiofities of China we offer’d him, parting with them im- 
mediately, and being extremely, fond of the Cloathing, tho’ of 
very {mail Value; The Reafon his People gave for this was, that, 
he always living in Tents, Curtofities were of no uféthere, nor 
had heany thing worth keepingin them. 

The next Day, the King fent usfour Mules forthe four Prine 
cipal Fathers to comeinto his Camp in more ftate, among which 
one fell tomy Share, becaufe Iwas reckoned the Great Father, fot 
fo they call they Superior.. This Nanie funk that- of Pa- 
triarch, or buna, of which the King had receiv’d fome Intel- 
ligence, brought him out of Erhjopia, by the Afcorifh Comman- 
der, and the Portuguefes, that came fromthence. Seeing usall in 
the fame Habit, which was alwaysthat the Society wear in Jndia, 
they ask’d for the Abana, that camefrom Rowe, and we anfwer'd, 
He dy'd atSea, meaning the Bifhop of Mice, at which the King 
was.as much concern’d as we, thinking hehad lofta rege 
i : rie 
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ble Prize in him. Heprepar’d to receive usina Hall, like thar 
the Poets defcribe the firft King of Rowe had, round, enclos’d and | 
cover'd with Hay, and fo low, thatit oblig’d meto bow lower 
Hit poor than 1 had intended. Nor could the Wind be confin’d in it, 
Eguipace, &ingopen on all Sides. On one of them the Floor, was rais’d about | 
TMP ABE four Fingers above the reft, and on it a {mall Carpet of Larin | 
Perfiaz, worn fo thread bare, that it look’d as ifit had ferv’dall 
his Predeceflors, witha {mall Cuthion of the fame Antiquity, | 
which when he was better provided with what we pre him, he | 
order’d to be laid for us to fit down before him, inftead ofa Lea- | 
ther we had at the firlt Vifits, and we afterwards faw it on his | 
Horfe. His Canopy was a Piece of courfe Cloth, on the right | 
Hand aChair, which was once good, with Silver Plates, and on 
the left two very large Calabathes, full ofa Liquor, he us’d in- | 
fiead of Wine, and took of it often, before his Vifiters, and thefe 
were the Kittledrums that went before him, when he came thither | 
from his Tent, which wasa {mall Diftance, and might for Ane 
tiquity have ierv’d Z/wael, trom whom they boaft they are de- 
{cended. ; am 
His Gravity, and Sedatenefs was well becoming a King, and he | 
pe Beha- fhow’'d it in defpifing a {mall Prefent we carry’d him for Admit- 
foar, _—: tanceas hisServants told us was ufual,referving the reft for another | 
‘ Time, which hedid that we might not think that fufficient ; nor | 
did he fhow much liking of the great Prefent,tho’ it was of confiders 
able Value, nor that he could find Fault with it, but that th 
might be Room for us togive more, and him to crave on, as 
- did during all the 17 Days we ftay’d there, which very mu 
vex'd us, and yet we were much oblig’d to him, for tho’ he fa 
cyd we brought much more than in Reality we had, and bo 
himfelf and his People were very greedy, whichis occafion’d by 
the Country being fo poor, that for above 50 Leagues I travell’d 
through, thereis not one Foot fit to be fow’d, and they live upon 
Flefh,and Milk,and fome Corn brought them out of Erhiopia;yet he 
never order'd our Goeds to be fearch’d, nor fawany of them, nor 
exacted any Duties. The Fathers that went bythe Way of Aa 
ana, and Suaquem {aid we fhould not have come off therefor 150 
- Pieces of Eight. : igh 
Here we began tobe pinch’d with Hunger, for tho’ the Rectors 
of Bazaim, and Tana had furnith’d us with Provifion enough to 
ferve us both by Sea and Land, it was left at Baylur, both for want 
Berd Fare, Of Carriage, and becaufe they told us there was Plenty enoughat 
i the King’s Camp ; but we found fo little, that it wasa great hap- 
- pirefsto mect with halfa Peck of Millet, which we eat by Mea- — 
fue, either boil’d, or roalted, there being no conyeniency ioe 
| grinding — 
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| grinding, and very often we fed upon nothing but Fleth, which 
| they fold us very dear, knowing we mufteat, and they had then 
| agood Opportunity to furnifbh themfelves with Cloa'hing, whict 
J atlength began to fail, and none having Faith enoughso truft 
|} us, we were obligd to fhortenour Allowance, At our taking 
| Leave, the King would have me, as being the great Father, to 
} ride his own Horfé, from his Tent to ours, magnifying’ the Ho- 
7) nour he did ustherein, and telling us, that even hisown Biother ffonour done 
} did not mouat hisHorfe, There was no diflwading him from it, the Pairisrch 
tho we ure’d that the Fathers did not ufe to ride a Horfeback, for 
) he wasrefolv'd the Emperor fhould know he did his Ma/ters that 
‘Honovr, fo that 1 was oblig’d to mount, and went back with 
great noifeof Horfe-bells, and well attended. 
- The next Day, being the 5th of June, we were difmifs'd, 
with more Honour than Conveniency, having but one He Mule, 
befides the Beafts we brought from Baylur, fo that we were litcle 
mended, except my felf, who had agood Mule given ime by Pzal 
Nogueyra, who would never ride in all the Way, alledging he 
could not doit, whenthe Fathers went a foot. Thus we travell’d 
through uncooth Lands, but with Plenty of good Water, the 
WMoorifh Commander, and his Men going along with us, as alfo 
a Renegado Abyfine, who was his Father in Law, — | 
_ The Boundary between the Kingdomsof Dancalé and Tygre, Roch Salt 
isa Plain four Days Journey in Length, and one in Breadth, grows. 
which they call the Country of Salt, for ‘there is found all that 
Wthey ufe in Erhiopia inttead of Mony; being Bricks, almoft a 
‘WSpan long, and four fingers thick and broad, wonderful white, 
WHfine, and hard, and there is never any mifs of it, tho they carry 
flaway never fo much; and this Quantity 1s fo great, that we 
‘imet a Caravan of it, wherein we believ'd there could be no lefg 
‘than 600 Beaft of Burden, Camels, Mules, and Affes,of which the 
‘Camels carry 600 of thofe Bricks, and the Affes 140, or 150, and 
thefe continually going, and coming.They tell many Stories con- 
ficerning this Salt Field, and among the reft, that in fome Part 
lof it, thereare Houfes that look like Stone, in which they hear 
human Voices, and of feveral other Creatures, and that they call 
‘Wfuch as pafsthat Way, by their Names, and yet nothing can be 
‘ffeeo. The Aoorifh Commander told me, that as he went by 
there, witha Lion Ras Cella Chriftos fentto Afoea, three or four 
of his Servants vanifh’d on a fudden, and hecould never hear of 
them after. In one Place there isa Mount of Red Silt, which 
‘Hs much us'din Phifick. This is to be pafs'd over by Nigh: ,becaufe 
the Heat is fo violent in the Day, that Travellers, and Beatts are Red Salt. 
‘#tified, and the very Shoes parch up, as if they were- hid on F< 
ourning Coals. We enter’d upon it at three 1m the Afternoon,

Here weall faw towards} 
our Right, a Star in the Sky larger than the Planet_calld the 
Morning Star, very beautifull and bright, cont nuing fix’d in the 
faine Place, whilit a Man might fay the Lords Prayer, and an| 
five Mary. Ou a fudden it enlightened all the Horizon, and 
reioye’d our Hearts, ae 
Wewere oblig’d to travelall Day, that we might come to 
Water in the Evening, and had another Iron Mountain to pate 
like that of Dancali, where our Portugeefe Companion bid ae 
ftrike offa fhorter Way than the Caravan ‘could go, along 
which we travelld afoot at leaft fix Hours, almolt perifh’d 
wantof Drink, tilla AZoor we met accidentally conducted 
the Water,.and there the Caravan join’d usatNight. We 
buta (hort flay here, being told that the Gallas us’d t6 refo 
that Water, and therefore travell’d on all Night to get o 
great Plain they continually haunt, which we found f{trew’d 
the Bones of 160 Perfons thofe Barbarians had butcher’d, 
friehted us, feeing the Track of their pafting that way the 
Night, and yet we could not get over it, till Eight or Nin , 
) 
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next Morning, when.we took to the Mountains, wherethofe 
ple feldom go, andrefted there all the remaining Part o 
ay. 

The next Night we travers’d another Plainof the Gallas 
ter than the other, and then caine upon the Bank of a River, a 
long which we travell’d two Days, and I think ie may 
reckin'd. one of the pleafanteft in the World, for the Water is 
and cool,and the Herbs growing alongit {weet, as Penny R 
Bafil, and many more we know net. The Banks are cor 
with Tamarind, and thofe Trees they call of the Pagod in } 
befides many others, on which there wete abundanceof Mon 
skipping about and making Faces at us. Here we met a Aa 
who brought us Letters from ihe Fathers, and faid F Bahia 
Barradas would be with us the next Day at Noon. The Rene 
gado told us, the Camels fhould go no farther, unfefswegave 
fomething more for them; and at Night, that we muft liefill — 
all the next Day, becanfe their Houfe was hard by, and they 
would go kill a Cow, in Honour of S. Atichael, whofe Feltival 
is kept in Ethiopia on the réchof Fune, and the AZoors obferve 
it. That Night four or five Men came upto us, fent by F. E+ 
wanuek Barradas, with Provifions.. tg 
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| The next Day, at 9 of the Clock, we catneto the Poot of the 
| Mountain Sanafe where beganthe Command ot the Adoori/h Cap- 
| tain that went for us, and fofar we had hir'd the Camels, who 
could not go up it, becaufe very high, and [teep. Soon after we 
had fet up our Tent, came F. Barradas, with ieveral Brhiopians of Sanafe 
} Quality, many Porteguefes, Mules for all the Fathers, a very fine 24owntain. 
Jone for the Patriarch and a bundance of Provifions. Here F. . 
| Barradas advis'd me to puton the Epifcopal Robes, which when 
the Adorifh Commander faw, he was much furprisd, and begg'd 
my Pardon for not having Known me fooner, to pay thar Ho- 
nour that was dueto my Dignity, and the Renegado hearing of 
it was fo confoounded, that he durftnot fhow his Face.

Two of thefe — 
were murderd in the Province of Cegaade, which is the molt — 
Faltern Part of the Kingdom of Tygre, At thistime was the 
Solemnity of the Dedication of the new Church built at Gorgorra, 
with Lime and Stone, where the Veliry, and Choir being vaults 
ed, and many Rofcs curionfly cutin white Stone, the Aby/fines, 
who had never before feen a Stone Roof came from very far to ad= 
inire this {trange Work. This fame Year 1626, the Kingdom of | 
Tygre fuffer'd by a dreadful Plague of Locults,which are trequnent:

The firft that a famous 
Monk, who had been for many Yeats Jchege, that is General of © 
the Religious Order of Tecla Haymanot, dyd obftinate in his 
Schifm, and was neverthelefs bury’d before the High-Altar ina . 
Church ; which the Patriarch hearing Of, he fenta Reprimand 
to the Priefi that Church belong’d to, telting him, The Church _ 
was defil’d by that Body, and unfit for divine Service. Hereupon 
the faid Prielt took upthe Body, and caft itout, which gave 
greatScanda}, the Peoplecomplaining, that the Portuguefes, un- 
der Colourof propagating the Roman Faith, infulted the very 
dead, and would not fuffer them to lie in their Graves. The 
other Cafewas, that the Patriarch caus'd a Woman conviéted 
of Witchcraft, and who had confefs’d it herfelf, to be impri- 
fon’d for a few Days; but perceiving it gave a Difgult, he dif 
mifs'd her again, withourany farther Punifhment. The Reafon 
why this was fo heinoufly refented-is becaufe it isa pofitive re-

tains of Adem, and as foon as difcover’d, being fure of their 
Courfe, they fteer dire¢tly for the Streight of Babelmandel, whic 
they generally PafS the fame, or the next Day. Formerly mof 
Ships reforted to Adem, without entring the Red Sea, becaufe al 
the rabian Merchants met there, with the Wealth of their fe. 
veral Provinces, and. carry’d thencethe Commodities of /adia te 
feveral Pairs, frequented by Merchants of Damafcus, and all Pay 
ofthe lefler fa, who convey’d them along the ALediterrane 
into Exrope, This Trade enrich’d Adem, and made. it once 
famous, as to vie with the three principal Eattern Marts of G: 
Ormux, and Malaca. . 7

rifon, being asis faid, about five, or 600 Men, only fuch efcap< 
ing as got out of the Sea Gate, into fome Veflels they found there, 
and foto Adoca.

Account we receiv’d in a Letter of F Lorquatus Parifano, an 
ftalian, {ent by our Patriarch, in the Habit of an Englifh Man, 
aboard a Shipot that Nation, from Jsdia to Suaquem, to con- 
duit there, about the Affairs of Ethiopia, with thofe Fathers, 
After touching at J4oca, they made over to Dalet, the largelt

Gadiz, and by the King of Portugal, who fent him feveral Cara- 
vels loaden with all Neceflaries for the Support of Life and War- 
like Ufes)5 the Embafladors fent for: that purpole by Roars:

foliciting for it. The Inhabitants of Sele being excluded the 
Harbour, which the Caftle Commanded, and having ali the 
Country about for their Enemies, hegan to want all things: Se- 
veral Chriftian Merchants brought them Corn, which was land- 
ed on the Coaft between Adamora and Sale, where thofe Mer: 
chants made their Fortunes 5 for they carried off almoft all the 
Gold and Jewels the AZsors had brought out of Spain with them, 
Prince Abdala growing weary of living in a continual Prifon, at’ 
lait contracted with the Captain of an Englifp Ship that was come’ 
into the Road, promifing to make him Maiter of the Caftle, up- - 
on Condition the King of England would give the King his Fa- 
ther a Thoufand Quintals, or Hundred Weight of Powder, and 
the fame number of Firelocks. The Englifh Man readily com- 
ply’d, and was in the Caftle with 200Soldiers he defign’d to leave 
with the Adoors till he return’d from England, Having ftay’d 
there Four or Five Days, and perceiving there were not Provifions 
enough for them, till he return’d from England, ' he told the 
Prince he would go home and tranfaé&t that Affair with his 
Mafter, After he was gone Aboard again, the Inhabitants of 
Sale fammon‘d the Prince to Surrender the Caftle, threatning if 
he did not, to Spring a Mine they had carry’d on in the Rock, 
An Jtalian Captive was the Contriver of that Invention, who 
found means to pierce into the Rock, and perfected that work 
in hopes of his Liberty which had been promis’d him. The 
Prince fent twoof his greateft Favourites to view the Mine, who 
told him what it was, and that it had been carried on by the. 
Direétion of a Chriftian. : 
Abdala perceiving he muft either depart or Perifh, Capitula- 
ted the very next Day,. and had all the Articles he demanded 
granted him 3 among which, was the delivering up of the Italian 
to him, whem he put toa moft Cruel Death, When he was dee 
parted the Caftle, the Axdaluzians kept their Divaz in it: Ha- 
che AbdalaFeniche, and Mahomet de Santiago, affembled there in 
Council to Govern the People, with the Marinos, Ixquierdos, 
Oxaras, Pantojas, Zebedex, Tonfos, Courtebeyes, Valencianos, Blan 
cos, M4eninos, and many more of the Prime of both Towns, 
They order’d a Ditch to be carry'd round the Caftle, at which 
Work above yoo Men were employ’d for feveral Months; but 
being made in the Rock, and very much Money {quander'd about 
it, they left the Work imperfeét, as we fee it at this Day. 
There are at prefent two Caftles at Sale, the old, I have taft 
Spoken of, is direétly at the Mouth of the River Guerou, next 
to which, its Walls, ftanding on Rocks, are very lofty, and fhel- 
ter the Goyernours Houfe adjoyning to them from any Cannon

fhot, There is nothing regular in the ftru€ture of this Caftle, 
for it is neither Square nor Triangular, but they built it as the 
Ground would allow: The Walls fronting to the River, are for 
the moft part of Square Stones, with feveral Towers newly 
built by Afuley Semein. Within this Caftle, and before its Prin- 
cipal Gate, which isalmoft all Rotten, is a Fort rais’d high, and 
on it feveral Culverins that Command the Town. Below, next 
the Sea, on the Point of the Rock, facing the Bary is a Baftion, 
mounted with Five Pieces of Cannon, tofecure the Veflels that 
Anchor in the Road, and cover the Retreat of the Pyrates, | 
when purfu’d by any Chriftian Veffels. The Walls next the Sea 
are low, and very eafy to be Scal’d 5 for as much as within they 
are fill’d up with Earth almoft tothe Top, and without there are 
many. Heaps of Dung and Earth as high as they, which would 
render the entrance very eafy: Onthat fide of the Waly there 
are above Twenty indifferent pieces of Cannon, which ferve 
alfo to defend the Road 3 and there is a Subterraneous Paflage 
from the aforefaid Baftion into the Caftle. Within, it has no 
Water to Drink but what is preferv’d ina Ciftern, which receives 
all that falls on the flat Roofs of the Houfes when it Rains, and 
is convey’d to it by feveral Spouts. There is alfo a Well, but 
the Water of it is brackifh, and only ferves for Cattel. 

The New Caftle, on the South Welt fide, was built by A@dley New Cz- 

 Archy, and is fquare, flank’d with good Towers, and has Baf- /fve. 
tlements like the Walls. There is a Communication from the 
_ene to the other by a high Wall, flank’d with Two Towers, and 
built upon Arches, under one of which the People pafs, to go 
walk on the Strand. When I was at Sale, there were Twelve 
Pieces of Brafs Cannon of feveral fizes in this Place. On the 

eft fide, before the Breach in the Town Wall, on the Edge of 
the Sea, ftands another Baftion on a Rock ; but neglected of late, 
which renders the taking this Raval of Sale very eafy, as well 
-becaufe of this large Breach, which Fifty or Sixty Men may en- 
ter abreaft, as by Reafon the Gates of this Town are never fhut 
at Night. The Proper time for fuch an Enterprize is in April, 
when the Pyrates are at Sea, who take al} the beft Soldiers with 
them, and there are none left to defend it, but old Men, Wo- 
men, and Childres, unfit to make any Oppofition, The Defcent

from Sale, and the way thence to the Townis all plain. 

The Country about Sale is very fruitful for Corn, and: abounds Countyy 
in Cattel and Fruit-Trees.

the King defign’d him no good, was fo frighted, that he became 
like a mad Man, and not knowing on whom to vent his Paffion, 
on the Day before his Departure, he reveng’d himfelf on me and 
my Companions. The firft ftroke he gave a Spamard, broke his

The next Day he fet out for Fez, where @,,; ;, 
the King would have cut off his Head with his own Hand, but fe,, 
fome Cherifs and Alcaydes, that were his Friends, interceeding for 
him, the King fpar’d his Life, taking away his Government and 
Soldiers, and ordering him to fpend his Days in Old Fez, like.a 
private Perfon. - Hereupon he fent his Coufin Hamet Ben Abdalla 
to Sale, toremoveall hisGoods to Fez, He made us fet out about 
the end of Fuly,.only I of feven Chriftians, having Irons on my - 

Feet, with which 1 was fore’d to travel barefoot over the fcorch- 
ing Sands the Road. was full of. 

A Fortnight after.1 arriv’d at Old Fez, commonly Gall MPeR Pebaiicaig 
Belle, the City revolted againit’ Aduley Semein for the Reafons f of Fez. 
mention in my Hiftory, and-having call’d Afuley Hamet Meherez, 

_ the King’s Nephew,who was at Thefa, a {mall Lown, but Figteen 
Leagues diftant to its Affiftance , they fent him fifteen hundred 
Horfe, and five hundred Foot, among whom my Mafter was 
made a.Captain.. He left us in the Cuftody of a Black, who du - 
ring the whole Siege, which lafted fourteen Months, gave us 
nothing but Bread made of Bran, and fome boil’d Herbs, toeat 5 
fothat had not the other Chriftians relieved us with Bread, and 
the Sieur Raymond, Conful at Sale, fent me fome little Money, we - 
had perifh'd for Want, . 
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Of the moft remarkable Things that hapned in New Fez, 


commonly call’d Fez, Gedide, till I was. removd to 


Mequinez mith the other Captives. 


TH E City of Fez Belle, being réduc’d under the Obedience 

of Afuley Semein, all the Slaves belonging to the Aleaydes, and 
other Private Perfons, thar “had fided with. Afuley Hlamet the 
King’s Nephew, of which Number I wass were remoy’d to Fez 
Gedide, to be put among the Kings. I might here defcribe the 


Cities of Fez, but having done that at large in another place, - . 


I fhall not repeat it, bat only infert what I there emitted con- 
cerning the Buildings, and fome other particulars, 

The Houfes in both thefe Cities, and in other Towns of Bar- 
bary, are {quare, and terras’d at the Top: The Walls next to 


the Streets, or other Neighbours, have no Windows, They 


have generally four Rooms below, eight or twelve Foot wide, 
and twenty five or thirty in length, fome more, fome lefS: The 
Doors of thefe Rooms are direétly in the middle, that the Light 
which comes in at them, may equally reach both ends of the 
Chamber : The Courts are in the middle, in which there are 
commonly Wells, or if they be Honfes of great Men, which are 
always very fpacious, there are Marble Bafons, with Spouts of 
Water, and fome Fifh-ponds, about which they have Orange 
and Lemon Trees, with the Fruit hanging on them all the Year 
about. If the Houfes be two Stories high, they have Galleries 
fupported by Pillars of Marble, Freeftone or Brick, with turn’d 
Wooden Banifters on them, painted of feveral Colours. The 
Joifts and Girders are painted ‘after the fame manner, there be- 
ing an Ornament all round the Room three Spans broad under 


them of Plaifter Fretwork in Flowers, after the 4o/zick manner. 


Under that is another Circle, about a Man’s height, of cu- 
rious Chequer Work painted of feveral Colours, and reprefent- 
ing all forts of Flowers. They have Folding Doors which are 
always open, there being colour’d Silk Curtains before them. 
At both ends: of the Rooms there are Eftradoes, that is, a part 
raifed about two fpans above the Floor, made of Fir painted, 
On thefe Eftradces the great Men have their Beds, which con- 
fift of a Mat of painted Rufhes, and feveral Carpets like thofe 
of Turky: On them they lay Quilts not above two Inches thick, 
coverd on the one fide with Silk cut in flips of feveral Clee 
an 
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and on the other with Cotton Cloth, and Pillows ftuffd with 
Wooll. By them they have Harques of Holland, or French Lin- 
nen, which are Pieces of that Linnen, in’ which, after {tripping 
to their Shirts, they wrap themfelves: up to fleep, and for the 
more Conveniency, they make-their Wives Beds at the other 
end of the Room, whither they go to them when they have a 
mind. TheCommon fort have only the Carpets without Quilts, 
and the Poor, whofe Honfes are for the moft part of Reeds, 
like Cottages, lye upon a Mat, with fome Sheeps Skins on it 
in their Aaiques of courfe Wooll. TheHoufes never have any 
Windows, unlefs it be to fome Clofet, where the: Light cannot 
come in at the Door. They have no«Chimneys in their Kit- 
chins, but only feveral little Stoves nyade-of «Brick or Stone, . 
under fome part of the Roof, which is purpofely left open for 
the Smoke to go-out. . The Entries into the Houfes are always: 
winding tothe right and left‘; and there are often three or four 
Doors between the Street and the Court, and as many Paffages, 
which are very dark; . Between thofe Doors the Afoori/> Great 
Men ufually feaft with their Friends, or elfe they have fome - 
Chamber for that purpofe at their Stables. I fhall not here 
treat of their Manner of Eating, having elfewhere fpoken of 
the Kings,.which is much the fame; but the Coufcoufou being . 
their: moit ufual Difh, the Reader will be pleas’d te know what - 
it is, and how they make it. 
| They take agreat Wooden Bowl, or Earthen Pan before them) . 
with a Poringer full of Flower, and another of fair Water, a. 
Sieve and a Spoon: Then’ they put two or three Handfuls of the. 
Flower into the Bowl, and pour three or four Spoonfuls of Wa-. 
ter on it, which they. work well with their Fingers, every now 
and then fprinkling it with. Water, till it all runs into little . 
Lumpslike {mall Peafe, and this they call Coufcoufou. As it rolls - 
np they take it out of the Bowl and put it into the Sieve to fe- - 
parate the Flower: that may have remain’d loofe; and there are 
fome Wonten fo expert at making of it, that it is no bigger 
than Hail fhot, which is the beft. In the mean while, they boyl 
“a great deal of good Meat, as Pullets, Beef and Mutton, in a- 
Pot that is not above a Span over at the Mouth, They have. 
another Copper Pot made on purpofe, very wide at the top, 
and fo narrow at the bottom, that it may fink two Inches within 
the Mouth of the other, the bottom whereof is full of holes 
like a Cullender:. Into this laft Pot they put the Cou/coufou over. 
the other Pot the Meat boils in, when it is almoft ready, lea- 
ving it fo about three quarters of an Hour, clofe cover’d with 
a-Napkin, and a wet Cloth with a little Flower, being wetapp’d 
. abdourt: . 
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about the Mouth of the other Pot, that no Steem may come out 


that way, but all.afcend to pierce the Con/coufsu: «When ready, 
they turn-it out into a Difh, and ftir it about, that it may not 
cling together, but lye loofe in Grains; then they Butter it, and 
Jaftly pour- on. the Broth and all the Meat. 

To return to my felf, having no Acquaintance in New Fez, fo 


- that I muft have lain on the Ground, the RK, F. Gregory: Rippert, 
of the Order of St. Francis, a Religious Man of fiogular Piety 
_and Charity, fince Guardian of the Francifcans of St. Remy in 


rovence, and then-a Captive, with the Sieur Cafel.a Surgeon, 
and Virtuous Perfon, gave megwhat was neceflary to make me 
a Bed of Canes,as the others had. The next Day after my Arri- 
val, 1 was put to the Labour that all the other Captives were 
about, which was Mafons: Work, the hardeft ef.any, for their 
way of building Walls differs much from ours in Europe, Tho 


-never fo high they are made of Earth, temper’d with Lime, 


and they are fo hard to raife, that I admire how it is poffible 


- tohold long at that Toil; befides that the Water is to be brought 


a. great way to mouldthe Earth. The difficulty ftill lies in 


carrying. it up, for that they having neither Seaffolds nor Lad- 


ders, it muft be drawn up by a Pulley, with a fmall Cord, 
_which. burns and cuts ‘the Fingers-of fuch as pull at it. If thofe 
who work-above, ceafe but one moment pounding the Earth 
that is between the Planks with heavy Rammers , the Overfeers, 


-who have quick Ears, throw Stones atthem to continue their 


erpetual Labour; which they dare not give over to eat a bit of 
Bread, but are to hold it in one hand, and to work with the other, 
Thus we toil’d allthe Day till Night, and when the Stars. began 
to appear, the Slaves were conducted back to their Prifon, and 
fhut up after being counted over and over again: The next 
Morning at break of Day we were to return to our Labour. 


" Some time after,.I was awhile imploy’d in grinding of Colours 


under a Painter, who was alfo a Talbe, or-Dr. in the Alcoran. 
“This Talbe, whofe Name was Bougimon, told mefeveral Particu- 
lars concerning the Manners and Religion of the Country, 
which I give an account of elfewhere. Then alfo wasI acquaint- 
ed with the Cruelty of Muley Archy towards the Chriftian 
Slaves, and it being my maindefign tomake known the Mileries 
the poor Slaves endurein that Country, I could not forbear rela- 
ting the Inhumanities of that Barbarian towards them, or men- 


tioning them in the next Chapter. 
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HO’ that Prince, at the beginning’of his Reign, behav’d 
+ himfelf mitdly enough towards the Chriftian Captives, yet 
he afterwards became extraordinary Gruel to them, on the follow- 
ing account, The Soldiers that were in Garrifon in thofe Places Occafion 
the King of Spain was poflefs'd of along the Coafts of the King. of Per/e- 
dom of Fez, being very ill us’d, Deferted in great Numbers to eution. 
Muley Archy : When they came to Fez, they there feon commit- 
} ted many diforders, which on a fudden alter'd the King fo much, 
_ that he chang’d_the Kindnefs he before flew’d to the Chriftian 
Captives, into the utmoft Rage ; fo that he order’d one Ardou- 
an, Son of a Spanifh Renegado, to load them all with Irons, and 
- appoint Guardians who fhould not fuffer them to go any where 
for the future, but make them Work continually : Thus they-all 
receiv'd the Punifhment due to fome few, which is ufual enough 
in thofe parts. | 

The King one Day fufpe€ting a young Spaniard call’d Francis aipten s 

Carrion, was guilty of a very flight Fault, notwithftanding all “47%% 2 
the Captive could fay to clear himfelf, hecaus’d him to be walk’d 
in fhameful manner through all the Streets of Fez, to make fport 

_ for the Boys, who {trove to out-do one another in pricking him 
with fharp-pointed Reeds, which he endur’d with atrue Chri- 
ftian Fortitude; ‘He was carried back half Dead to the Palace 
Gate, where the King order’d the Butchers to Murder him, 
and bring him his Head to fee, his Body being cut into Fourteen 
pieces, and then thrown to the Dogs, 

Another time, the Inhabitants of Tetwav having petition’d him 
to deliver one of their moft noted Pyrates, .call'd Seth Ben Hen- 
don, out of the Galleys of Genoa, he having been taken by thofe 
People ; he fent a em to demand him, offering to give in ex- 
change, all the Captives that were of that Nation in his King-

that he might deftroy themin his Galleys at fz; meaning the 
Works heemply’d them on.. 
oe _ Some time after, he had Thoughts of burning all his Slaves, — 
Villany Of which hapned upon this Account :. A Adoor came to him one” 
aMoor, Day, begging an Alms, and faying, We was _a poor Slave that 
had made his efeape from among the Chriftians, and that in 
Spain, where he had been a long time, they had pratis'd many. 
Cruelties upon him; alf which he invented to put him in a 
Paffion.’ The King pitying fuch mighty Sufférings, cry’d out, 
Js it polfible that my Brethren foould be fa usd in Europe, and that 
thefe Dogs of Chriftians foould live fo eafy ander me! What Lay is 
fe true, aniwer’d the Wicked Fellow, that they knowing very. 
well we have an abhorrence for Swines Flefh, and are forbidden: 
to eat it by our Law 5 they compel us to it by main Force, and 
make us drink the Milk, and lie with thofe Creatures. The 
King eafily gave Credit to all his Relation, and in that Fury 
eall’d the Blacks of his Guard, whom he order’d to’ bring toge-_ 
ther allthe Slaves into a large Square behind his Palace, call’d 
iMechonal , bat before they came, to load them all with Wood. 
All thofe Innocent Creatures being there Affembled, ty’d by two 
and two, and the Fire ready to be fet to the fuel they had brought, 
expedted nothing every moment, but to pafs out of this Wretch- 
ed Life,:to another more Glorious, Blefiing God, who that Day 
call’d them to the Crown of Martyrdom. Some of them who» 
were more fond of Life, tho’ theirs was but miferable, were 
concern’d to dye fo Young ; but refolv’d to fuffer for their Reli-- 
gion. The old Men exhorted’ the young to Suffer Manfully. 
asother Martyrs had done, and after long waiting the Cruel 
Execution, God deliver’d them after this manner: A Cherif,. 
or Moorify Prinee, upon the Report of what was doing, went 
to the King to chi iba the Injuftice of that Execution, tell- 
ing him, He had been above Twenty Years a Captive in Spain 
. without receiving the leaft ill Ufage, that on the contrary,’ 
many Adsbometaws he had {een there, look’d upon their Slavery as 
very fupportable , yet if he defired to be more fully fatisfy’d, he 
might give order that they: fhould let him know all Perfons that 
had been there as well as himfelf, who would convince him how’ 
falfly he had been isform’d by that Agoor, only to get the 
better Alms from him. The King being fomewhat appeas’d, — 
order'd that Impofture to be found.out, that he might confront:

| / However the King ‘fent for all-chofe that had been in Spain, .to 
| “enquire ‘how they had been uled, who affured him, That what 
the Cherif faid was true, fo. that coming alittle to himfelf, he 
was fenfible he had been teo eafily pnt into a Paffion, and 
}. therefore order’d the Chriftians to be fent back, and their Cap- - 
| tivity from’ that time forward began to be more tolerable, 
© “Yhere is nothing more remarkable among the Cruelties. of 
Maley Archy, thanthe Tragical, and at the fame time Glorious 
~é@nd.of Don Pedro Lopez a Spanifh Gentleman: Ke was Com- Bravery of 
mander in Chief of the Cavalry in Azel:la, a Garrifon held bya Spanith 
his Chatholick Majefty on the Borders of Alcaladia, which Captive. 
is at the Mouth of the River AZelwyz, that parts the Kingdoms 
of Fez and Tremecen. This Gentleman making frequent Ex- 
eurfions againft the Barbarians of this Province, had oblig’d them 
to retire for Safety to the higheft Mountains, At lait, having 
laid an Ambufh for him, with the Affifiance of the People of 
| Aiffe, a Neighbouring Province, they took him and his Brother, 
| who was his Lieutenant, after they had both bravely withftood 
all their Power for along time. He might have made his efcape 
if he would, as many of his Men did that were well Mounted s 
but could not think of leaying his Brother who was Wounded, 
and whom he lov’d better than himfelf The Barbarians were 
for Sacrifizing him upon the Spot, but the Governour of Rife 
| 4aterpos’d, and admiring Doz Pedro’s Valour, treated him in his

Slaves in Cloaths, and his Alms were fo private, that thofe

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who. receiv’d them, were a long. time before they knew from 


Brother, with\wonderful Charity , for they fpar’d nothing they. 
had to comfort them; but the lofs of his Brother, who was 
{natch’d from him by a violent Difeafé, troubled hiny beyond all: 
his other Sufferings, At the fame Time, the Barbarians fearing 
left he fhould recover his Liberty,‘ and. do them more harm af-- 
terwards, than he had done before, fent to entreat the King to’ 
deliver him tp to them for a great Summ of Money.. The King . 
was amaz’d at their Fear, and that he.alone fhould be more 
dreadful to them than all Spaz :. However to pleafe them, he 
promis'd to eafe them of their. Apprehenfions, and that they 
fhould foon either fee Don Lopez Dead, or converted to their Re-: 
ligion. From that time, heonly waited an Opportunity to exe- 
eute his defign with fome fhow of*Juftice: Meeting one day. 
with one of the Keepers of his Graneries, Drunk with Brandy, 
he prefently order’d his Brother Afuley Semein, to go to the Pri-- 
fon, and beat Twelveof the firft Slaves he met with, and then 
bring them to him with Don Lopez. The Prince obey’d, and 
having Cudgell’d thofe that came in his way, deliver'd them to 
his Guard to bring along with him to the Palate, Being come 
thither, Atuley Archy told him, he defign’d to put Lopez to 
Death, if he came before him as a Chriftian , the Prince, who 
lov'd the Gentleman,, went out to the Palace Gate to acquaint 
him with it: He, nothing concern’d, lifted up his Eyes to Hea 
ven, offering himfelf up to God, and returning the Prince: 
Thanks with a low Bow, went on at the Head of his Compa- 
nions without giving him time to fay any more. As foon as 
the King beheld thofe poor Cripples, who were fo beaten that 
they could fearce go, he roar’d likea Lyon, and order’d them to 
be ty’d to the Orange Trees that were in the Courts of his 
Palace, Rc: only Lopez, whom he call’d to him and being 
inform’d by his Brother, that he was refolv’d not to renounce his 
Faith, ask’d him, Why he fuffer'd the Slaves to fell Brandy to the 
Moors, fince he bad plac’d him over them? This faid, he gave him 
feveral flroaks with his Cymiter, which laid him Dead at his 
Feet. Then he proceeded to the others, to vent all his Malice, 
and had foon made an end of them, but that Check Louety, his 
Father-in-law, and greateft Favourite, embracing him, took the 
Cymiter out of his Hands. He told him, That if the Newsof 
that Maffacre were carried over into Spain, where there were

Mafter, to bring them before him: There being Nineteen of 
them, ard good likely Men, he fent them fome Days after to 
Fez, with orders that they fhould he fhut up till his Return. 
They were carefully kept at the Palace, and the King’s Com- 
mands fo punétually obey’d, that none of the Captives could e- 
ver come to talk to them. About the end of Ramadan or Lent, 
the King return’d to Fez, to Celebrate their great Feftival, like: 
our Eaffer } and caufing them all to be brought before him on that 
‘Day, Preach’d to them on the excellency of his falfe Religion, 
telling them, They would infallably be damn’d, if they did not- 
follow the Law of Afabomer : Then he promis’, That as foon: 
as they were fufficiently inftruéted in the Alcoraz and Arabick 
Tongae, he would make them all Governors of Towns, and. 
Commanders of his Troops , That he would Marry them.advan- 
tageonfly, give them Rich Garments, fine Horfes, Gold, Silver,..

The very fight of that Devil made 
us quake 5 his Voice put {uch Life into us, that the momentwe 
heard Him in the Morning, cry out .at.the Door, Eoua-y-alla 
crufion, that is, come out quick; every .one throng’d fo bet 
foremoft, for.the hindmoft always felt the Weight of his — 
Cudgel DR Be 
In fhort, our Mifery was fo great, that we refolv’d to make ~ 
away with Him, tho’ it coft usour Lives. He ufing tocometo — 
our Quarters at Night to. get drunk with Brandy, at our Coft, 
-it was refolv’d to make an end of him the firft Night he was — 
there ‘alone; but when it.came to the Point, no Man would — 


his Dagger, fled, and never came again at Night. This Defign — 
failing, we thought of another Way, and got fome Arfenick to 
-give him in his Brandy. We know not whether-he had Notice — 
given him, but from that Time he never drank any, till he that 
gave it him had firft tafted. Thefe Attempts of ours againft 
nis Life, only ferv’d to make him the more our Enemy, and 
to redouble his Cruelty ; befides,that he was put on by the Overs _ 
feer, and rewarded by the Governour of the Place, who -were 
earneft to fee the Works advance. We complain’d again to the — 
King, who was then in the Kingdom of A@orocco, by Letter, 
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of the Plague, which began in the Year 1678, and deftroy‘d the 
one half of thofe Barbarians. 

Some of us were not exempt from that Contagion, which Plague in 
feiz’d about fifty, of about two hundred we were, thethird part Barbary. 
of which searae for tho’ we were all fhut up together, the 
others were all well, whereas when it enter’d any Adoor’s Houle, 
it left no living Creature there, which is a plain Demonftration 
of God’s Goodnefs towards the Faithful, We doubled our ufual 
Prayers at that time, and for eight Days, faid the whole Ro- 
fary, inftead of the third Partwe repeated before 5 befides other 
Prayers during the whole time of the Contagion, which lafted 
three Years, : 

The firft Year 1 was chofen Treafurer of the Brotherhood, ©/47#e- 
that had been ereéted under the Title of, Our Lady of Mercy. “!¢ 810° 
The Defign of this Brotherhood was to relieve the Sick, and the’ herhood» 
) Fund was rais’d out of a Duty taken for every Kettle of Agua 
| Vite we made, and fold privately to the Afoors, and what the 
Brothers begg’d every Night after Prayers. TheCharge of the 
Light in our Chappel was alfo defray‘d by the Brotherhood, 
which confifted of a Treafurer, a Clerk, and twelve Brothers, 
who were chang’d every Year, and the Treafurer was accountable 
to his Succeffor. This Brotherhood began in the Reign of Alu 
ley Archy, after the following manner : 

That Prinee coming one Day to fee fome old Walls beaten 
down, wonder'd that the Chriftians did fo little Work, and ask’d 
theReafon of thofe about him? The Alcayde Cidon told him, “ That 
“ the Chriftians being us’d in their own Country to drink Wine 
¢* and Brandy, and then reduc’d to only Bread and Water, it made 
“ them weak, and unfit for hard Labour: That if he would have 
“ the Pleafure of feeing them work to the Purpofe, he need only 
“ order every one of them three or four Glaffes of Wine, and he 
would fee how they Labour’d. The King fmil’d, and fent for the 
Clerk of the Jews, whom he order’d to bring four great Pitchers 
of Wine, which being diftributed among the Captives, the King 
went a walking, and at his Return, was.amaz'd tofee, that the nee 
Chriftians had done more in two hours he had been gone, than (4 he 
inthree Parts of the Day before. This made him give anOr-7,7,) 
der under his Seal, enjoyning the Jews to furnif every Week gyangy, 
ten Quintals, or ahundred Weight of Raifins, and as many Figs, 
for the Chriftians to make Brandy; forbidding them, at the 
fame time, under fevere Penalties, the felling any of it to the 
Moors. This was atthe Time when he mace Don Pedro oe 
before fpoken of, Chief of the Captives, and laid hold of the Pre. 
 tenceof their having tranfgrefs'd ey Prohibition, to murder him. 
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Whilft the King was at Fez, the Yews continu’d what he had_ 
order’d; but as foon as he took the Field, they got themfelves off, 
by means of .aSumm of Money they gave Ardouan, the Alcayde 
of the Chriftians. However, fome Englifh and French Captains 
and Don Pedro Lopex, having furnifh’d Money to buy Figs and. 
Raifins, they continu’d the making of Brandy, appointing a cer-: | 
tain number of Perfons for that purpofe, and the Keepers, and 
Ardouan himfelf, notwithftanding the King’s Prohibition, for a 
little Money fuffer’d it tobe fold to the Mahometans: The Profit 
of it being confiderable enough, the Brotherhood I have fpoken 
of was ereéted. To advance the main ftock, the Spaniards, who 
were moft numerous, and the Direétors in all Affairs, fet up a 
Table toplay at Dice, and another for Cards , and appointed that. 
the Winners fhould pay the Tenth Penny tothe Brotherhood, — 
all which wasa great Relief tothe Sick; who foon afterreceiv’d 
it otherwife, by means of a Religious Prieft, the Divine goodnefs 
fent them in this manner, . 
Gertain Recolets fettled at Morocco by the Kings of Portus 
gal, went one Day teCompliment Aduley Archy, when he was in 
that City: They prefented him with a little Portable Organ, 
which the King took, without confidering what it was, “At his. 
return to Fez, looking into that Prefent, and feeing it was an 
Organ which no Body knew how to play on, he ask’d a Captive 
Spano Gentleman, call’d Don Rafael de Veras, whether he under- 
ftood_any thing of it, becaufe he play’d well onthe Harp and 
Lute? He told him, He did not 5 for in his Country none but 
Church-men play’d onit. Some of the King’s Guards, who were 
lately come from Teruan, hearing talk of Church-men, faid, 
They had feena Religious Man, who was a Slave in that Town, . 
Muley Archy order'd them immediately to go for him. Theyre 
turn’d Eight Days after with the R. F.Gregory Rippert, a Francif= 
can: The King ask'd, Whether he could play on the Organs ? 
And he anfwering, He could not, was immediately fent to work 
among the other Slaves with aChain at his Heels. When the 
King took the Field, he was exempted from Labour for Two 
Crowns a Month given to Ardouan. He faid Mafs every Night, 
and thofe who would live like good Chriftians, had the opportuni« 
ty of Confeffing and doing Penance, He continu’d in Captivity 
till the year 1674, when the Religious Aéercenarians came to Sale.’ 
and pay d part of his Ranfome, which was very confiderable; the 
reft being fent by his Monaftery. Two years before his depar= 
ture, the Recolets of Adorocco came to fettle at Fez, in our Prifon,. 
and one of them ferv'd us at A4iguenez when we were remov'd this. 
ther ; which continu’d in the fame manner, till the Religious 
; are- 
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Barefoot Trinitartaus of Madrid took their Place, in the year 1676, 
the Recolets returning to Spam, whence they afterwards retired to 
Almina of Ceuta, Thus from the coming,of F. Gregory, till my de- 
parturein 1681,, their never wanted Priefts to Adminifter the Sa- 
crament. : “ 
In Mzy 1678, the King, to avoid the Contagion, retired with his Cruelty ve 
Wife and Children up tothe High Mountains, that run.along the Slaves. 
River Meluya,, and are part of the Atlas: There it was, he medi- 
tated to take all the Slaves of private Perfons, upona Report {pread 
abroad, That the Fathers of the Redemiption would’ foon come. 
In fhort he took up about Two Hundred, whonrhe employ’d at 
his Tents, his Stables, and Artillery, and defign’d they fhould 
ferveas Pioneers, to demolifh the Gaftles of the Barbarians he ex- 
petted totake. Being one Day near.the high Mountain of Ztata, 
which is, one of the higheft part of the Atlas, he fent for. Forty 
Chiftians, who had the Gare of the Tents, to put thenr. to the 
_ Sword 3. among whom was my Coufin Claude Loger la Garde, and 
_ this, becanfe his ordinary Tent was not fet upasitus’d tobe. They 
_ were come to the Place of Execution, and the Blacks were loading 
their Firelocks to fhoot them, when fome Alcaydes fell at the King’s 
| Feet and begg’d ‘their Pardon: :'He-recall’d:-them, but tofatisfy his 
- Rage in fome meafure, took a Mallet, that ferv’d to drive the Tent 
| Pins, and bruiz’d all their Heads, and fome of ‘their Bodies. My, 
Coufin avoided being ftruck, by being clofe to one that was all-over — 
- Gore, with which he'Blooded his Hands, and daub’d all his Face, 
_ fo that the King feeing him fo, Bloody did-notftrike-him: Heafter- 
wards fent thefe Forty Chriftians, and the reft he: had taken from, 
| private Perfons, to Trading, People at ez Belle, who kept them a 
year, exercifing-a Thon find Crueltieson them’; for being moftly 
| Renee do Fews,there is no fort of Torment they donotiinvent to 
| opprefs'a Chriftian. After this, oa ee aly out to return to 
Fex, and thence to Miguenes. He~ pais’d by ALorocco, but enter’d 
not, becaufe the Plague: was there, which fweptaway the greatelt 
parc of thedInhabirants ofthat’ City; the largef? and beaurifallert 
in all thofe Parts.’

There are Abun- 
dance of Lions on thefe Mountains, who in the Day Time with- 
draw into Caves, whence they Sally at Night to feek their 
Prey. The Barbarians being well acquainted with their ways, 
lay Snares to take them alive after this Manner.

Thus Amar Hadouloft his Money for tormenting us, which wasno 
fmall Affliction to fuch aCovetous Man. I havenot given an Ac 
count of this Perfecution, out-of Vanity, becanfe I had { much

Time, and what thofe who ftiil remain there, ateexpos'd to; that 
the Reader may be mov'dto relieve them. 

Before I conclude this Chapter, it will be proper to fay fome- 
thing of Alcaffar, having had Time to view it during my three 
Months ftay there, for there isno Place Ihave more canfe to re- 
member, on Account of my many Sufferings in it: This Town, 
Which is the Capital of the Algarves, was foundéd very long fince 


— by aShepherd, cali’d Backarou Rey’: It ftands onthe North fide 


of the River Leucours, inamarfhy Ground, five Leagues from La- 
racve, Which is atthe Mouth of the fame River; 30 Leaguesfrom 
Sule, 25 from AdLiquenes, 37 from Fez, 25 from Tetuan, 20 from 
Tangier, and 7 from Arziilz, They reckon it 110 Leagues from 
Fez to Taftiet,100 to Morocco, 60 to Tetuan,18 to Fez, 12 to Alegue- 
eX 35 to Sale , from Sale to Azamor 30 Leagues, to/ aladye 40, te 
‘Saphye 60, and to Agader Aguer, or Satta Cruz 90. About Alcaffar 
there are abundance of fine Meadows as alfo many curious Gar- 
dens on both Banks of the River, which overflows them and the 
Town,in the very rainy Seafons. The Walls of it were old and dee 
fencelefs 5 the Inhabitants are all Straglers brought together, who 
have no Refpect for Strangers,and may amount to about 6coo. The 
Houfes are ill built, intermixt with many Cottages of Keeds, in 
which the Poorer Sort live. There isa confiderable Number of Fews 
dwelling about Prince Gaylaza’s Palace, which is now a Store- 
houfe, and the Habitation of the Sieur AZeffonnier, a Merchant Trae 


ding to Cadiz, There is great Plenty of Corn, Sutter, Wooll,Ho-- 


ney, Hides, Wax,Fruit and Flefh.: The Rivers of Taguedar and Alda 
gazsn, are not far from itto the Northward. On the latter of them

} chery of his General, March’d againft him, with an Army from 


}) Zaovias , and in a few Days came upon the Banks of the River 


_ Sebou, where he found Gaylan, Encamp’d on the other Side, and 
expecting him, which oblig’d Ben Bucar to return, without doing 
} any thing. It was Prince Gaylan, who gave the famous A@ault 
_to Lavache, which I fhall fpeak of in the Adventures of Doz 
y Raphael de Veras. He was overcome by A¢uley Archy, after the 
lofs of which Battle, he left him the Province, with the. Towns 
of Alcaffar, Tetnan, and Arzila, retiring to Algier, where he 
_livd as a private Perfon, till the Year 1672, when he was re. 
callf'd by the People of the Country. This was at the time when 
| Maley Semein, King of Fez, was bufy at the Seige of Theza. 
He was receiv'd with much Joy; but Adley Semein marching 
_againft him with an Army, they bafely forfook him in’ Time of 
Battle, where he was flain after having given Proofs of an in- 
-vincible Courage, and 5 Horfes kilPd under him. His Head was 
cut off by a Black, who prefented it to Aduley Seimein, and he 
immediately fent in to his Brother Afuley Achen, Victory of Fez, 
/as an authentick Teftimony of his Vi@ory. Thus ended that 
brave Prince, after many Heroick AGions perform’d. He was by 
Birth an -Andalowz, that is, defcended from the Adcors, who came 
q out of Spain, after the Conqueft of Granada; as to his Perfon, 
well fhap’d, his Countenance pleafant, and his Behaviour affable 
to all Men, wearing large fair Whiskers, was a good Soldier, 
‘and brave Commander, of the noble Family of the Zegris, {0 re- 
nowned in the Civil Wars of that Kingdom, on Acount of 
their Oppofition to the AbemCerrages, thier irreconcileable Ene- 
mies.” .

eqtiO it may feem incredble, 1 cannot forbear inferting in 
this Place a moft wonderfal Accident, which happened fome -

may perhaps look upon as fabulous ; i having been my. felf an 
Eye WitnefS to it, and got it atte red by fo many more then 
prefent, as will appear at the End of the Chapter, it may feem 
authentick to fuch as can be fatisfy’d with any thing they have — 
not feen themfelves; there being nothing in it impo ible tho’ it 
may be reckon’d improable ; but let every one believe as he 
pleafes, the Truth of the Fact is this, 
There was, among the other Captivés, one Bernard Bauffét 
a Youth about 25 Years of Age, of the Family of the Buffets, 
ancient Confuls of A4arfeilles, and born in the Town of Anbaigne, - 
in Provence. He had the keeping of the Kings Pages Cloaths, Be 
Arms, and of the Stores laid up at the firft Gate of the Ser- 
raglio, belides which, he taught two of the King’s Children to 
fpeak Spanifh. That Prince haying taken a liking to, and defiring. 
to raife him higher, than the Chriftian Religion would allow of; 
he try'd all poffible Means to oblige him to become a Aahome- 
tan, and perceiving he could not prevail by fair Means, very 
often had Récourfe to Severity, and ili Ufage. Being one Day 
highly provok’d at his Conftancy, and laying hold of the Pretence 
of two, or three Bits of Straw he faw lying before him, and of | 
Banffer’s negleGing to caufe the way between the two Gates of 
the Serraglio to be fwept; he caus’d him to be ftrippd ftark 
Naked, and two Blacks, with each of them a handful ef Leather —

They generally go down into them bya Ladder 
of Ropes, and draw it upevery Night, The Beds are of Mats, 
made of Rufhes, and have fuch a noifome Scent caus’d by the 
Dampnefs of the Earth, that the Place becomes intolerable, when 
all the Slaves are in, and it grows warm. . Some of the moft 
fortunate have a Sheep’s, er a Goat’s Skin, which ferves ss

of the Dungeon, and their Feet in the Middle, where commonly — 
there is no more Space left, than to hold an Earthen Veflel, to 
eafe themfelves in, cover’'d with a Lamp.

help one. another. We French had 3; Bakers, the Spaniards and 
Portuguefes 6, and the Englifh and. Dutch'4. Our Bread / was — 


made into little Cakes, half. Bak'd’; becaufe the Oven was heated 
only with Bean Straw, or, {mall Reeds. Our Bakers brought us _ 
the Bread.thus bak’d to the Works, where we devour’d it hot, : 
for. it was often 10 of the Clock before we broke our Faft, exe 
pecting the Bread, and having none left from the; Day before; 
for in that Country they. Bake every, Day. We generally eat — 
ten or twelve together,.and fold our Oil, to buy domething to — 
to make us Pottage at. Night, which. was commonly the; Fat.of — 
Salt Beef, or fome.fmall.matter of Meat and Herbs. ‘We had 
two Cooks, the Spaniards two, and the Engliijh two. They were 
like the Bakers, allow’d by the King, at our Choice, continu’d 
in their Pofts, as long as they behav'd themfelves well, and when they — 
were faulty we appointed others. Jt was the Duty of the Cooks, ~ 
to fweep the Bztre, or Prifon, to keep the Pitchers full of Wa- | 
ter to drink at Super, and drefs the Pottage, againft we came — 
at Night. Thofe poor Cooks were fubject to be affronted by : 
all the Gang, becaufe fometimes the Pot was too Salt, or too | 
Frefh, or not well Boil’d, and every one had fomething to fay 
es vex them, fo that fometimes, no body wonld ferve the OF 
ice. : 
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“Our Beds were made of thick Canes ‘interwove together, on 
which we laid fome Mats and Sheeps-Skins, inftead of Quilts. The 
Rooms we lay in being very lofty, and terrafs'd at the Top, we 
made four of thefe Bed-fteads or Ranges, one above another, For 
my part, I was one of the beft accomodated; for when we came 
into the new Bitte at Adiquenes, there were but 3§ French-men of 
us, and they gave usa Chamber, in which there was Room enough 
for above 60 One John Colombet and I plac’d our felves at the 
very Top, and made us alittle Chamber, refting on a fubftantial 
Piece of Timber 1 brought, with fome other Bits of Wood, fo 
that we laid a good Floor, and had a Trap-door to it, and made 


our felves corded Beds, which were fofter than what the others 
} had. That little Room, which coft me much Labour and fome 


little Money, fav'd me feveral Days Work, keeping my felf up 
clofe in it, with fuch of my Comerades as I thought fir to let in; 
for when the Door, which our Keepers did not know, was fhut 
down, there did not feem to be any or the leaft Separation. Be- 
fides Thad a Communication by a Window into the Spaniards Quar- 
ters, whether I. withdrew whilft they fearch’d ours, and return’d 

as foonasthey haddone, tie 
There were Chriftian Surgeons among us, who look’d to the 
Sick, Bleeding, and giving them Phyfick; and moft of thofe that 
were taken at Sea, being fent to the King, we never wanted, | 
was particularly oblig’d to one above the reft, a good, virtuous, 
_ and charitable Man. He got Money enough by his Practice to 
give confiderable Alms, and pay Part of his Ranfom. His Name 
was William, now Fofeph Caffel, generally belov’d by all Men, for 
_ his Goodnefs and Charity. He work’d fome time among the reft, 
_ till having perform’d feveral confiderable Cures, and particularly 
one upon Abdrahaman Fillely, the King’s firft Secretary, whom AZi- 
ley Mimon Amborque, Uncle to, Muley Archy had made an Eunuch, 
~becaufe he lay with a Maiden he committed to his Cuftody; he 
_  gain’d the Favour of the King and all the Great Men, and was exe 
—empted from the Work. When Ailey Semein made his firft Cam- 
ie paign in Morocco, after his Brother’s Death, he attended him, as 
Surgeon to the Army, and faw all that happen’d, whereof he af- 
_. ferwards gave me an Account.. He was ranfom’d by the Fathers 
_ of the Redemption in 1676, and got off in time from Sale, or 
elfe he had been brought back, and never obtain’d his’ Liberty, 
Abdrahaman Fillely, then Prime Vizier and Viceroy of Fez, being 
angry that he had been difmifs’d, and fending after to {top him, but 
by good Fortune he was. gone, Returning to’ France, he left the 
World, and enter’d. himfelf inte the Religious Order of the Afer- 
senariats, to labour for the Redemption of thofe he had ol bane

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Religiovs hind, as he did very ‘effectually. I cannot here but admire the

I went to vifit them, with two of my © omerades, and was im 
formed that the Bifhop of Chartres, a Special Friend to our Family,” 

had promis’ to allow a Sum of Money, if they could aes wie 
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my Liberty, which he paid the next Day after my Arrival in 
France. On the 23d of February, in the Afternoon, the King came 
on Horfeback to our Prifon, where he ask’d the Fathers, what was 


- their Requeft ? Who anfwer’d, they came to ranfom Captives, if he 
pleas'd, Hecall’d our Keeper, andask’d him what Number of Frezch 


Slaves there was ? Who told him 130. Then he demanded of the Fa- 
thers whether they would buy them all ? And they reply’d,

as a Hoftage for the other 10000, whilft they went to France to 
raife them. The King demanded 30000 Ducats, as the Spanifh 


~ Redemption Friers had given for 200 of their Nation. After much 


Haggling it was agreed they fhould have go Slaves for their 10000 
Crowns. His Guards were fent to bring the Frevch from the 
Works, and being drawn up in a Line, he chofe himfelf fuch of 
us as God directed him, defigning to part with thofe that were 
moft unfit for the hard Labour he put us upon: But Benecha, 
whom he had by him on purpofe, becanfe he had taken moft of 
us, pick’d out feveral, who he told the King were Captains and 
Merchants, and able to pay a greater Ranfom. Perceiving he did 
not take me out to be ranfom’d, I made bold to creep on my 
Knees to his Horfes Feet, kifling the Ground, letting him know 
that I had been 11 Years in Captivity, and was of a longer Stan- 
ding than any in the Company, and being poor could expect no 
Relief, but from God and himfelf. He heard, yet order’d me ta 
be put away; yet Ireturn’d again in the fame Manner: Then he 


- eall’d the Keeper, and ask’d him what I did? Who told him 1 


ground Colours and fometimes made Plaifter for the Painters. 
What, fays the King, has he learn’d no other Employment in 11 
Years, he is a Dunce, a new one will do as much in a Week. Go:

When the King had pick’d out thofe he defign’d to part with, 
he made us walk before him to the great Gate of the Caftle, and 
counted us over again, being but 45, tho’ he had promis’d §0, and 
then play’d a pleafant Game, tho’ it put me into a Fright, to fave 
parting with any more. He fet by 5 of us who had begg’d moft 
earneftly, of which Number Bernard Bauffet was one; and faid 


to the Fathers; Reftore me thefe § Slaves I haye made over to 
. yous, 
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you, and are the eldeft, and I will. give you. 10 others for them, 
to make up the §o I promis’d. The Fathers knowing this wasa 
Wile, to avoid delivering any more, told him they would be fa: 
tisfy’d with us, fince he was fo pleas'd. Hereupon he quitted us, 
after asking Banffer to flay, and-he would make his Fortune; for 
which he return’d Thanks, and fo he and. we went with the Fa- 
thers, The next Day the King refus’d to releafe fome others that 
had been well recommended to the Fathers, under goo Crowns a 
Man; and feveral of thofe that were left behind, being in Defpair, 
treated thofe Religious Men very rudely. We departed Miquenes 
on the 25th of February 1681, with Father Jdonel and Brother 
Caffel, F. Adege going with Benefcha to Sale, where he flay'd a 
Month to ranfom 16 Slaves, whom he afterwards carry'd to Te- 
tuan.

The fecond which is 
30 Handfals thick upon the Level, is$ Fadom high and made with a 
Talus, fo that at the Top it is but 10 Handfuls thick, and on the Edges: 
of it there are 2 little Walls, 3 Handfuls thick each, and above

Perfon, whom I had but too much leafure to obferve, as alfo his 
Train. Aluley Semein el Heufenin, King of Fez, Morocco, and 
Tafilet, is thirty feven Years of Age, indifferent tall, but very 
fiender, tho’ his Cloaths make him look more fpread. His Face, is of a 
bright Cheftnut Posnlenictyoaaih and the Features not Ams 
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He wears'a long Beard, a little forked. His Afpect, tho’ feeming: 
ly mild, is no Token of his Goodnefs, for he is cruel to fach a 
Degree, that his own Subjects fay, they never had any Prince like 
him, befides that he is one of the moft Covetous that ever reign’d,. 
and takes himfelf an Account of the Horfe-fhooes, Nails, Spice, 
Drugs, Butter, Honey, and other inconfiderable things that are im 
his Stores, more like.a: poor Trader than a great Monarch. In 
other Refpedts, he is well Skilfd in War, brave in his Perfon, 
always marches at the Head of his Troops, draws them up him- 
felf, is always the firft at charging his Enemies, and never flyes. 
He is extraordinary undaunted in Adverfity, and tho’ he has been: 
feveral times upon the very Brink of lofingall’his Dominions, he never 
faid any thing when talk’d with concerning his Misfortune ; but, 
that if God had appointed him to-be:a King, and to-have a long, 
Reign, no Man could obftrué it. He hasa peculiar Dexterity in 
mounting a Horfeback, and managing a Spear, and [have feen him

Lehache Tomin, Lieutenant to the Alcayde, Halt Ben’ Abdalla eb 
Hamemin, Governor of that Town, who was this Year the Kings. 
Embaflador at Pari, When we had ftaid there three Weeks, 
and bought up all the Fresch of the Governor, that wicked Mam, 

kept us all Prifoners, and would not releafe either Fathers, or 
Captives, till we had paid him’ the Duty of the Gates, after the 

Rate of 26 Crowns.a Head. Having receiv’d that Money, he: 
bannith’d us toa Place on the Shore, call’d A4Zartin, above a League 

from the Town; forbidding both Fathers and Captives to return any 

more upon Pain of being made Slaves. Thus were we expos’d. 

for 20 Days to the Inclemency of the Weather, without-any Shel- 

ter againft the Rain, which then fell in abundance, but only Huts. 

cover'd with Grafs, which were wet through in a Moment, and. 

all that time, we had no other Suftenance, but a very little Bread. 

Fhis covetous Governour, who is Brother to Amar Hadon, came one. 

Day to demand of the Fathers 300 Crowns, for 3 Months they had. 
been in the Country; which they refufing he made us immediatly go-

In order to it, the Reader is to underftand, that 
after Afuley -Archy had made himfelf Mafter of the high Moun: 
_A Spa- tains, being a Part of the elas, he fent a confiderable Prefent 
niard Mil- tg the Chegue of a Part .of them call’d Zaimby. This Prefent 
kert04@ — confifted of 8 Chriftian Slaves, and feveral Pieces of Englifh Cloth, — 
Cheques fome of it Scarlet, and this to affure him. of his Friendfhip. 
Among thofe Chriftians there was a Spaniard, the Son of a Gaf- 
con, who had been Naturalizd at Cordova, This Man was the 
‘Cheques Miller, an Employment not over laborious; however the 
eafieft Servitude being difagreeable, and all Men having a natural 
Defire to.return to their own Country, the. Spaniard refolv’d to 
attempt making his Efcape, which he thought would be the ea: 
fier, in regard that having livd 10 Years in thofe Deferts he was 
perfectly acquainted. with the ways. “ee 
One Day, as he went up to his Maiters Caftle, which wagat 
fome diftance from the Mill, thinking on what he intended to 
do, he met hard by the Caftle a Adorabite or Hermit, who was 
railing in French at fome Dogs that would have bit him, The 
Spaniard, Who underftood that Language indifferently well, as 
being the Son of a Gafcon, was furpriz'd to hear it {poken: in 
thofe Parts, and by a Man that did not look as if he had. learnt 
it there. To. end all Doubts, he ask him. why he offer'd to. beat 
: is: 
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bis. Mafter’s Dogs, and what made him go in that Difguile. The 
Morabite believing him to be fome Renegado, was a little daunted 
but foon recovering himfelf from the Fright conceiv’d, becaufe he 
had been heard to fpeak any Language but Arabick, anfwer'd in 
thefe very Words, A ben queleb liache t'queta lia, anan Morabite, 
That is, Thou Son of 4 Dog, how durft thon affront me who am an 
Anchorite. -No fach Matter, anfwer’d the Spaziard, in French, you 
mutt not think to lurk under that Difguife , | know what you are, 
and unlefs you own it frankly, Pl. caufe you to be punilh’d. You 
‘do not know who I belong to, fince you call me Son of a Dog; 
but vou muft underftand that the Checque of the Mountains is my 
Mafter, who upon a Words fpeaking of what I have feen, will put 
you to Death: Confefs you are but an Impoftor, that wander about 
in that manner to deceive the AZeors; and if you do, I promife 
on the Faith of a Chriftian, as | am, that no Harm fhall come to 
you, which if you fail of, you_fhall certainly die, The Aforabite 
was overjoy’d to. meet with a Chriftian in thofe Defarts, and having 
recover'd himfelf and look’d about, for fear that any Body fhould 
hear, declar’d to the Spaniard that he was a Chrif ian, and then 
they embrac’d. After fome other Queftions on both Sides they 
agreed to fpeak Spanifh, and to tell one another all their Adyen- 
tures; for the better doing whereof, the Spaniard conducted the 
falfe Morabite to his Mill, gave him to eat and drink, and after

Doz Raphael behav'd himfelf 
very bravely in this Aion, and was wounded, whereof he fent 
an Account to his Lady, who made Application to the King for his 
Difcharge, without the intended Effect, becaufe many ‘great Men 
oppos’d it. Finding no Poffibility of obtaining his Liberty that 
way, fhe writ a Letter advifing him to defert to Gayland, and the 
would give his Weight: in Gold for his Ranfom. Doz Raphael ha- 
ving receiv’d this Letter, readily obey’d, and {wimming over the 
River in the Night, was fhot in the Thigh, from a Tower, as 
he reach’d the other Side. The AZoors there drefs'd and fent him 
to Alcazar, where Gayland being defeated by Atuley.Archy King - 
of Fez and Tafiler, he was taken among the reft of that Prince’s 
Slaves, and fent to Fez, wa eat any flopes of being ranfom’d. 

| | a At 
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At firft they put him to work with the reft, till A4uley Archy being | 
inform’d that he could play well on feveral Inftruments took him | 
to Court, to divert him at his Meals and other leifure times, which | 
was then all his Employment. | 
Here he receiv’d a Letter from his Ladies Steward, with the | 
Account of her Death, occafion’d by Grief,.for his Misfortunes, | 
and that there was now no Hope of ranfoming him. He was much | 
concern’d at this News, and refolv'd to attempt making his Efcape; | 
to which purpofe, the King often giving him Money, he difco- | 
ver'd himfelf to a Renegado, he had known at Larache, promifing | 
him 100 Crowns for a Horfe, Arms, and Cloaths. The Renega- | 
do agreed, and having receiv’d the Money, furnifh’d what he had | 
promis’d; but went and gave notice at the Gates to ftop him as | 
he went out. Don Raphael was accordingly taken and carry'd | 
before the King, who ask’d him why he fled, and who had fur. | 
nith’d him with the Horfe and Arms. He knowing the Renega- 
do had betray’d him, accus’d that Wretch, who by the King’s 
Order was immediately hung upon the Iron Hooks at the Blace of | 
Execution. Doz Raphael had no hurt done him, but continu’d as | 
before tillthe Death of A4uley Archy. His Brother and Succeffor | 
Muley Semein being advanc’d to the Throne, and having Conquer'd | 
Morocco, he gave Checque Amar, General of his Horfe eight Chri- 
ftian Slaves, for his good Service in that War. -Ardovan, then 
Alcayde of the Captives allow’d him his cheice, putting Don Ra 
phael among the reit, becaufe he had attempted to make his Efcape. | 
Checque Amar carry’d him to old Fez, where he liv’d fome time — 


- eafy enough; but the City being befieg’d, and he continually — 


working at the Mines carry’d on, to take a Caltle that did the 
Town Harm he thought to fly to new Fez, and was taken and | 
brought back to his Mafter. ae 
Anar being a mercilefs Man order’d he fhou’d receive 3co Ba- 
ftonadoes in his Prefence, and 100 Haye Morning for 3 
Days following, fo that the dead Flefh came off feveral Parts of © 
his Body in bits, like the top of a Mans Finger. Then they — 
walh’d his Sores with Salt and Vineger, and fometimes with Bran-_ 
dy to prevent a Gangrene, there being no Surgeon, or other Me- 
dicines. When he was better, Cheque Amar ask’d ‘him one Day in — 
Detifion, whether he would run away again, and he not valuing 
his Life, boldly anfwer’d, That fince he had usd him fo barbar- 
oufly for fo flight a Fault, God who was jult, wou’d let him fee 
himfelf reveng’d. This prov'd Prophetical, for Amar was kill’d, 
and cut in Pieces by the King’s Blacks the laft Campaign at J4o- 
racce, where Don Raphael then was. | i 
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- After the Rebellion of Fez wai fupprefsd, Don Raphael fell isto 
the Kings Hands;'and was with others employ’d in the Train of 
Artillery, where he fuffer’d very much, there being a great Scar- 
city in the Army ; but he fiill defigning to make his Efcape, and 
Mazagam, a Pertuguefe Garrifon being but 6 Days Journey off, 
he communicated: his Intention with a Portuguefe Captain, who was 
alfo in the Army; and being to Travel at Night and both igno- 
rant of the Way, Doz. Raphael per{waded a Ad4oor whom he had 
known in Spain, and who was willing to return thither to be 
their Guide. The Afcor agreeing, for the greater Expedition un- - 


. dertock one Night to fteal fome Horfes in the Camp, but bein 


taken in the Fact was cut in Pieces by the Blacks of the King’s 
Guard. This did not’ difcourage Don Raphael and his Companion, 
who left the Camp the next: Night, and went to hide themfelves 
at the Foot of a Mountain 6 Leagues off — 

There were feveral Caves with the Mouths toa Brook, in one 
of which they refted themfelves, where hearing fome Noife and 
fearing it might be made by Soldiers fent after them, they went 
farther in; at which time a Fox that kennell’d within, being frigh. 
ted, leap'd over their Heads, they filling all the Space below. 
Don Raphael went out to fee what that might be, and fpy’d the 
Fox near the Brook, whereupon he went in again, and they refted 
till Sun fet, when they travell’d on again without meeting any 
thing remarable'that Night. The next, they difcover’d by the 
Light of the Moon,'a Place where the Kings Army had encamp’d 
on its March, and found feveral 'Granaries under Ground fall of 
Corn. Going'a little farther they heard a Lion roar, that was 
feeking his Prey directly before them, and therefore they ftruck 
off to the left, and had not gon 4o Paces before they heard ano- 
ther on that Side, which fo frighted them, that they thought of - 
nothing but faving themfelves in fome of thofe fubterraneous Gra- 
naries they had left behind.'. The Lions purfo’d, and they both 
leap’d into the fame Place, that they might help one another out 
again. The Mouth of it was cover’d with a thick Bufh, about 
which the Lions walk’d and roar’d till Morning, when they heard 
no more of them. However their Fright ceas’d not, for all the 
Day they heard People moving about, Horfes Neighing, Tents 
_ Pitching, Sheep Bleating,; Cows Lowing, and Men and Women 
Singing; which made them fufpect, that fome Herd of Arabs was 
come to encamp there, and they fhould foon be difcover’d. Whil{t 
they were in this Fright, a young Arabian Maid that Sang very 
well, came near the Bufh that clos’d the Mouth of the Cavern Sing- 
ing fome Couplets, and complaining to one of her Companions, that 
her Parents would not beftow her on a Kinfman fhe was Hee 
. ately 
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ately in Love with. Then they difcours’d of the News, that 
Muley Semein would take, Morocco, and laftly. fhe ids two 
Chriltians were fled from the Camp, and there’ was {earch made- 
after them. When they had ended their Difcourfe, a Flock of 
Goats drew near thefe Maids, who vanith’d in a moment; and 
as they brouzd on. the Buth, one, of the He Geats fell: into, the’ 
Cave and Skipp’d out again, as if he had down, which made them 
believe, the. Alcayde. Bowjauja had. prais'd. fome Piece of Sorce- 
ry on their Cloaths finee they left the Camp. it chro 

It is to be obferv’d, that when any Chriitian’ runs away, his: 
Matter fends for a Talbe, that is, one of their Priefts, who is 
Conducted to’ the Place where the Slave us’d to lye, or has fome 


Garment brought him, that he frequently. wore. ;-He mutters o) - 


ver the Place, or Cloaths, then takes two Yards’ of. Packthready 
on which he makes feveral Knots,’ muttering on. all the while, 
and nails it down to the Place, or faftens it to the Chriftians 
Garment, who they fay is thus bewitch’d and can never get a- 
way. Several Captives againft whom this. has been pra@is’d have 


travell’d all the Night, and found. themfelves;the. next Mornin go 


in the {ame Place they fet out from, This made. Doz Rapbaet 


and his Companion believe, that all they had heard the Night 
before and thac Day was a mere Illufion, Having therefore te. “ 
commended themfelves to God, Don Raphael look’d out, and pers 


ceiving all was clear they help'd one another up, and. travell’d: 
all the Night till break of Day. Haying-'been two\Days without 
Water, they were neceflitated to drink their own Urine; but 
pafling by a Caftle, they there ask’d for fome Drink... The Arabs 
directed them to a Spring they would find on their way, where > 


they only ftay’d to quench their, Thirft, and fill a Bottle they 


had for that Parpofe, and then hafted ont of the way, which — 


was well they did, for the 4rabs believing they were Delerters 


purf’d to ftrip them. Travelling very. falt, the Portugnefe, who of 


was befide himfelf with Fear, dropp’d the Bag. their Bread was 
in, and having ftill three Nights Journey before they could reach: 
Mafagaon, they were two Days without eating any thing, bur 
fome Palm Tree Roots, which they could fcarce get out of the 


Ground, by reafon of their Weaknels.. | 
Hunger obliging them to travel by, Day, they found fome Relief, — 
meeting with a flying Party of Addey Hamet’s,, that was abroad to’. 
Plunder the Convoys going to the King of Fez’s Camp, then about: 
SanitaCruz, I hofe Soldiers being told they wereDeferters from Afye 
ley Semeins Camp, and had eaten nothing in 3 Days, gave them fome 
Raifins and-Dates, and let them proceed ontheir Journey. That 
fame Night meeting fome Adcors of Azamor going te sae | 
. they 
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they Were difcover’d to be Chriffians, fecur’d, and carry’d to 
the Governout ‘of Saphia, who put them into the Dangeon of Cri- 
minals, where they liv’d 11 Months upon Bread and Wattr ; being 
taken but 4 Leagues from AZazagaom, atter fo much Fatigue endur’d 
to no purpofe. Muley Semein having again taken A4orocco, the 
Governour of Sapbia, at histgoing to Court carry’d the 2 Captives 
along with him. The King forgave them, knowing they only 
fled to get into their own Country, atid being put in among their 
Companions, they foon recover'd their Strength, and prepar'd to 
fly again. They did fo, and Ben Fauja who was their Alcayde 
fent Soldiers after, who travell’d with them fome time before 
they knew them, till perceiving they endeavour’d to fhun their 
Company, they began to enquire whether they travell’d. The 
Captives anfwer'd, they were AZoors of Tremezen and had their 
Captains Difcharge, ifitending for Sale to go a Privateering. The 
Soldiers demanded to fee their Difcharge, and none appearing, 
carry'd them back to Morocco as Deferters. At the City Gate 
Don Raphael confefs'd they were the Chriftians that had fled from 

the Camp. You told us you were of our Religion, anfwer’d the 
Soldiers, and now you declare your felves Chriftians again, you 
muft go before the Cady. Having given that Judge their Reafons 
for what they had faid, he difcharg’d them, telling the AZoors 
_ there prefent, that all Chriftians who declar’d themfelyes AZaho- 
metans, and had not made a publick Profeflion of that Religion, , 
but did it to fave their Lives, or gain their Liberty, oughtto be 
allow’d to recant within three Days, and therefore thofe could 
not in Jufice be punifl’d. The Cady having given this Judg- 
ment, fent the Captives to’ the pret where thofe who conducted 
them, gave the King an Account of all that had happen’d, and he 
order’d the Alcayde Ben Fanja to keep them in Irons Night and 
Day, till the Army brcke up. That Barbarian made them ens 
dure much Hardfhip, and more they muft have gone through, 
had not the King, who was going to Fez, caus‘d them to be un 
chain’d. When that Prince fought the Barbarians of Zaouias, 
who had revolted, the Portuguefe Captain, and a Spancard were 
‘killd by the burfting of a Cannon, and Don Raphael returning to 
Miquenex, had the good Fortune to be one of thofe the Spazifh 
Redemption Friers ranfom’d in the Year 1680. 

The Afriean Women are generally incontinent, either naturally 
or becaufe they have but one Husband to feveral of them, Yet 
it is very difficult for them to have any Intrigues with Ad:home- 
tans, becaufe the Men being extraordinary jealous, never fufier 
them to go abroad. However they find more Conveniency with 
their Slaves, whom the Husbands do not fo much fufpect, oe

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that they think the Chriftians blind, or believe that Burning, 

which is the Punifhment inflited on them, when taken with A/a. 
homeran Women, is fufficient to deter them ftom attempting any 
fuch thing, Thus they take all. poffible Precautions on, the one 

Hand, and none on the other, carefully avoiding the lefS Danger, — 
os eafily fall into the greater, as will appear by the following 
tory. 


and the Kings Secretary for Marine Affairs when I was there, 
had a very beautiful Daughter <all’d Fatma, marry’d to Adahomert 
Abdalla Tonfy, a wealthy Inhabitant of the fame Town. This 
Woman was of a very amorous Difpofition, and had usd all her ~ 
Endeavours before fhe was marry’d, to debauch a young hand- — 
fome Ga/con: Captain, who.was her Father’s Slave. The Captive 

being proof againit: all her Allurements, and ranfom’d foon after, — 
fhe itill held en her lewd Inclination, and tho marry’d provd | 
never the more continent. It is true her Husband Joz/y was to | 
blame; for tho’ good natur’d and complying with every thing fhe | 
requir’d, yet he was too fond of Boys and Wine. This caft Fat- | 
gaa into fach a Fit of Melancholy, that it turn’d to a languifhing 
Difeafe, which it is thought would have kilid her: However fhe 
was perfectly recover’d by a French Surgeon, who, was Slave | 
to Cantiilo Reys, her Husband’s Brother in Law, and had been 
Sent for to her, having before given good Proofs of his Skille 
The Surgeon was a handfome young Man, likely to pleafe any 
Woman lefs amorous than Fatma, and therefore no Wonder that | 
fhe foon took Fire, ; ae 
_*He coming one Day to vifit her, and inquire whether the felt 


ariy Remains of her Diftemper, fhe told him her Obligations to him | 
awere fo great,tor the reftoring of her Health, that fhe could requite 
him with nothing lefs than her felf, adding that her Eyes had 
before declar’d her Affection, and bidding him now fhew himfelf 
worthy of the Efteem fhe had for him. The Captive, tho? hehad 
gue’s'd at fomething before, wasa little furpriz’d and ata ftand, cons 
fidering the Danger he expos’d himfelfto, but Love prevailing above 
Fear, he refolv’d to comply. with Fatma, and accordingly after — 
many Acknowledgments of the Favour fhe did him, declar’d fhe 
might abfolutely difpofe of his Perfon- This was fufficient to 
conclude the Match; and from that time forward Farma entirely 
devoted herlelf to the Captive. .He_vifited her frequently when 
the Husband was abroad, without the leaft Snfpicion, on his Side, 
becaufe he bad a’ Kindnefs for the Man, on account of the Cure 

he had -effected on his Wife. No Jealoufy had. perhaps enter’d — 
into his Head, but that fome Yems who had Shops near his Hotes 
ecing 
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feeing the Slave go in moft Days, acquainted him, that every time 
the Surgeon came, a black Woman Slave of his Wife’s ftood Sen- 
tinel at the Street Door. Hereupon Ton/y, the next Day, inftead 
of going abroad, hid himfelf in a Clefet which was divided from 
his Wife’s Chamber by a Wainfcot, thro’ the Crannies whereof 
he could fee all that was done; but the Black Slave, who was 
privy to her Miftrefs’s Offence, happening to hear fome Noife ia 
pe tlace, and fufpecting what ic might be, gave Farma timely 
otice. 
_. When the Chriftian Captive came, Fatma inftead of carefling 
him as fhe was wont at other times, faid, fhe thank’d him for his 
Care in coming to fee her, but that the fear’d her Husband might 
think ill of it, and therefore he. would oblige her in coming on- 
ly when he was, fent for:. That her Obligations made her very 
unwilling to difmifs himsin that manner; yet fhe could dono les 
_ for fear of. difgufting aHusband that was fo dear to her. The 
. Captive who by a Wink fhe gave him, underitood all the Cheat, 
_ anfwer’d accordingly with the greateft Reipe@, and went away. 
| As foon as he was gone, Toz/y came out, and embracing his Wife, 
begg’d her Pardon for giving fo much. Credit to ill] Tongues, as 
to fufpect her Vertue,,and declar’d he was now fully convine'd 
- of it, and therefore the Slave might come as often as fhe pleas’d, 
_ without giving him the leaft Umbrage. She pretended to be an- 
gry that he fhould entertain any fuch Thoughts of her, and he 
_ adding many more endearing Expreflions, they were perfe@ly re. 
| Goncil’d, Two Days after, fhe told the Captive all that -had hap- 
pen’d, and_he having learn’d the Names of the ews. that had 
vaisd the Jealoufy in. Tomys“refolv’d to be reveng’d, and. com- 
pals'd it. thus: He defir’dihis Malter Cantilo to give him. leave to 
_ take fome things of Value out of his Houfe, and fell them to thofe 
Jews, whom he. would afterwards impeach for receiving of ftolen 
Goods, and. Caztillo complaining to the Governour, they would be 
| fin’d and baltinado’d, and this he faid he did to be reveng’d of 
them, for an ill Turn they had done him. Caveillo confented, 
_ and the Goods being found with the Jews, they recciv'd 200 Ba- 
_ ftinadoes,. paid 100 Crowns each as a Fine, and were fent to Pri- 
fon fer 3 Months: Thus were they punith’d for going about to 
_ interrupt the Captive’s and his Miltrefs’s Pleafure, who, held. on 
_ theig Intrigue, till in the Year 1678 they both dy’d of the Plague, 
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ihe Strange Adventures of the Sieur de la Place, a | 
Gentleman of Normandy, and how Juftice is admini- | 
fired in Barbary. , seh |

“TI HE Sieur de la Place was of the Dutchy of Longueville in Nor- 

mandy, and being of a haughty Temper, could not endure 

that his Father fhould fhew more Kindnefs to his Elder Brother, 
who was more difcreet and better qualify'd. His Father fent him 
very young into England, and he at his Return finding his other 
Brothers ftill preferr'd, had feveral Quarrels with the Elder, whom, | 
he one Day unfortunately Shot, as they were abroad a Sporting;. | 
for his Piece only flafhing in the Pan, when he levell’d it at a | 
Hare, it went off as he refted it on his Arm to prime again, his 
Brother ftanding juft before the Muzzle. Tho’ this was meerly 
accidental, he durft not-return home, for Fear his Father fhonld 
think it had been defign’d, and therefore fled to Diepe, where his | 
Uncle who was Deputy Governour, put him aboard the fame Ship |

at the Beginning of this Work. When we landed at Deal, his | 
wild Temper prevailing, he rufh’d into a. Room where he heard — 
fome Women finging, and beginning to be as familiar’ with them). . 
as if he had known them to be fit for his Turn, their Brother |

_ who was prefent, drew and wounded him, and the Women cryin | 


out, fo many more came in, that had he ‘not got aboard b the 
Help of our Sailors, he might have there been torn ia Pieces, 
Yn fine, he was carry’d with us to Sale, where in the Year 1671, | 
Muley Archy took him from his Mater, and gave him to the 
Alcayde Abdalazize Arafe, by whom’ he was carry’d to Morocco, 
Being a good Performer on feveral Infttuments, and having an ex- 
cellent Voice, Lella Rahema, his Mafter’s Wife, us’d often to call 

him into her Chamber, when her Husband was at Court, to hear 
him play, and to make her perfect on the Lute, at which fhehad — 
already fome Skill. She often treated him’ with Dates, Raifins of — 
the Sun, Honey, and white Bread, and gave him Money to buy 
Linnen, that he might appear the better, and perfwaded her Hul- _ 
band to give him a Suit of Scarlet, with a green Silk Girdle, and — 
not to put him to do any thing but carry his Spear, when he 
went abroad with Aduley Hamer the Viceroy of Adorocco. | 
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_.A Kinfwoman of Rabema’s call’d Zayda,.marry’d to her put 
band’s Secretary, was generally with her, and liv’'d in a Houfe 
clofe by. ‘This Woman who was young, beautitul, and very wit- 
ty, being charm’d with the Sreur de la Place’s Voice, one Day de- 
fir'd him before her Kinfwoman to come fometimes to her Houfe, 
and teach her to play on the Guitar. He having nothing elfe to 
do, ‘and being willing to be treated when, Opportunity offer’d, 
told her, He thought himfelf happy in being a Slave, fince it 
enabled him to-do Service to the moft beautiful Ladies in AdZo- 
rocco. Rakema {mil'd at the Compliment, and modettly fignify’d 
fhe was well pleas'd with his good Opinion. One Day he went to 


_ wait upon Zayda at her Houle as fhe had defir’d, fhe acquainted 


him with her Affection, that he might make a fuitable Return. He 


_anfwer’d with his ufual Gaiety, that fhe fhould always find him 
_ ready to ferve her; but.that he fear’d her Hushand who wasold, 
| would grow jealous of their frequent. Vifits; yet if fhe could 
- contrive it, he wonld not fail to pay his Refpedts to her every 
| Day. Zayda being willing, told her Husband what a great Value 
| the Alcayde Abdalazize and Rabema bad for that young Man, on 


account of his excellent Qualities: That he had taught his Miftrefs 
to play on the Lute and Guitar, and fhe was willing to learn, 


that fhe might divert him, but that having propos’d ut to him 
before her Coufin, he anfwer'd he wovld not do it without his 
-Confent; left he might in time conceive fome ill Opinion of thera. 
| The oor believing his Wife was real, commended her for de- 
_ firing to learn to play on the Lute, and to oblige her the more, 


went himfelf immediately to invite the Sieur de la Place to his

Matters being thus order’d, they had the Opportunity of being 
as familiar together as they pleas'd, However, ona Day when Zayda 
was affording him all the Favour fhe cowd, the Black Woman 
Slave that us’d to ftand Sentinel at the Door, happening to go 


into a Neighbour’s Honfe, to {peak to one of her Acquaintance, 


the Husband came in, and catch’d them in the clofeft Embraces. 
He ran immediately for his Scimetar to revenge that Wrong; but 


| whilft he brought it, they had the Opportunity of efcaping; La 


Place getting out of the Houfe, and Zayda on the Top of it, to 
go over that Way to the Alcayde’s, The AZoor purfued the Chri- 
ftian with Sword in Hand; but not being able to overtake him 
before he gotinto his Mafter’s, he return’d home, where meeting 
the Slave as fhe went in, and believing fhe was privy to the Lo- 
ver’s Crime, he cut her in Pieces. In the mean while, the Siewr 
de la Place and Zayda having made their Efcape, as has been faid, 
told Rabema, that as they rate finging, the Husband. rallied ia 
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with a Dagger in his Hand, and would have ftabb’d them; but 
that the Sieur de ta Place holding his Hand, fhe got’ over the 
Houfe, and then he fled Home, where they were both come for 
Sanctuary againft his undeferv’d Fury. Rabema, who was ready 
to burft with laughing at this Account, {till held her Sides, when 
the Alcayde came in and ask’d the Occafion of her Mirth. She 
told him, and he not being altogether fo credulous as his Wife, 
fent for his Secretary to be better inform’d; but the Meffenger 
brought word he was not at Home, and he faw none but the- 
dead Black all bloody. Zayda told the Aleayde that her Husband. 
had certainly taken too much Opium, which is frequent among: the: 
Moors, and difturbs their Senfes. Then the Aleayde believ’d what 
was told him, not queftioning but that the Oprwm had turn’d hig. | 
Secretary's Brain. Juft then came one.of the Cady’s Officers, tor | 
bring him the News that his Secretary was before the Judge, pub- 
lickly demanding Juftice againft his Wife, whom he faid he had: 
taken with his Chriftian. -Abdalazize admiring his Folly, moun 
ted on Horfeback to go hear what he had to fay, and -found hime | 
in Court, telling the Cady before all the Company, that he wasa- | 
Cuckold, and had catch’d-a. Chriftian- in his Wife’s Arms. The. 
Alcayde could not forbear laughing to hear how earneftly the Old’ 
Man fpoke thofe Words; and calling him by his Name, faids 
Zabiney, What are you doing here ? Sir, anlwer’d Zabiney, Behold 
here a Cuckold, the Son of fixteen other Cuckolds (this is anExpreffion » 
the Afcors ufe when ina. Paffion) who am come to complain to the. 
Cady, and demand Fuftice, and if he refufes it, Pll right my felf. Zas- : 
biney, reply’d ‘the Alcayde, you are certainly miftakens the Opiam + _ 
you have taken this Morning has difturbd your Brain: Your | 
Wife is too honeft, and my Chriitian too difereet to be guilty of fo 
bafe an Action, after the Liberty you have allow’d him. Bes — 
lieve me, do not mind thofe Fancies, and forbear Opium for the , 
fature. Then Abaalazize toid the Cady, how the Black had been — 
kill’d, which made him conelude the Man was mad, and difmifsd 
him as fich.. Afterwards the: dleayde and Rabema, made up. the 
Bufinefs , and thus- the Secretary was deceiv’d, and believ’d he had 
been: miftaken.. 

Since we have been before the Cady, who is the chief Judge, 
and I could not find a fitter Place to infert what I am about to 
fay, it will not be improper to ‘give an Account how the A4eors 
decide Law: Suits, and how Criminals.are punifh’d among :them: 
When any Difference arifes between two Perfons or more, whether 
in Civil or Criminal Affairs, the Plaintiff by Word of Mouth 
fummons his Adverfaries to appear at a certain Hour that fame 
Day, or the next, before the Cady, the Governour of the Town, 

or 
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et the Afaguem, who, are three diftind Judges. The Cady tryes 


all Matters relating to the Law. The Governour decides in Civil 
and Criminal Cafes, which regard the King’s Edicts, or Laws ; 
andthe Haguem, in what concerns Municipal Laws, or the Du- 
ties of Families. If they have any Witneffes to examine, they are 
aHo fummon’d by Word of Mouth to appear at the fame Time, 
and when that is paft, the Judge fends his Officers for fuch as 
_ fail, and condemns them to receive 200 Baitinado’s, which are be- 

ftow’d on their Backs; unle/s they can plead fome lawful excufe. 
Th matters of meum tuum, when there are Witneffes, or any 
thing under Hand, the Debtor is immediately order’d to pay what 
he owes, within a certain Time, if demanded; and when that is 
expir'd, if he has not. difcharg’d_ the Debt, he is caft into Goal 
till he fatisfies the Creditor. If there be neither Witneffes, nor 
_ Writing, the Judge fends the Defendant to make Oath, in the 
Mofque, and if he fwears he owes nothing, is difcharg’d without 
Cofts, for none are allow’d, Ifthe Controverfy be about any 
Affront, either the Plaintiff or Defendant, as the Cafe appears is 
adjudg’d to be baftinado’d, to fuffer Imprifonment, and to pay a 
Fine, which belongs to the Judge. 

Theives for the firft Offence, if it be of Value, have their 
Right Hand eut off; for the fecond, the Left; and for the third, 
which muit be done with the Teeth their Head. Robbers, as 
foon as taken, and brought before the Judge, are beheaded, or 


peed by Mules. Adulterers are Ston’d, and Marderers fuffer 


Death. Common Whores,. and Drunkards are baftinado’d, impri- 
fond, fin’d, and even fuffer Capital Punifhment, if found guilty 
in the Time of the Ramadan, which is their Lent. Traitors are 
. either dragg’d, or beheaded, or impal’d, or hung upon fron Hooks, 
which are purpofely fet in the Walls of Capital Cities; and the 
Bodies of all thefe Wretches are expos’d to bedevour’d. This is 
what concerns the two firft Judges. | 

__ As for the third, which is the Haguem, and takes Care of 
Shopkeepers that have falfe Weights, or Meafures, he ftrips the 
Offender naked to a Pair of Drawers, puts fome of the Goods 
he cheated in about his Neck, and with his Hands ty’d behind 
his Back, is walk‘d by the Hangman through all the Streets of the 
Town. The Executioner makes him proclaim his Crime, at every 
erofs Street, where he often Flogs his Back, with Pomgranate, or 
Quince Tree Rods, or witha Handful of Leather Thongs. Then 
he is brought back to the Afaquem, who feizes all there is in his 
_ Shop, for the King, and then fends him to Goal, where he con. 
tinues 3, or 4 Months, and is not difcharg’d till he has paid a 
good Fine, 4 have often {een fuch Shopkeepers walk, and it ‘is 
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certainly 


the Alcayde Abdalazize, retir’d to Fez, with all his Family, Af- 
‘ter that Prince’s Death, AZuley Semein, his Succeffor,. fent him ta 
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certainly a good Cuftom, to prevent Frauds, The Butchers, and . 
thofe that fell Oil and Butter, are oftneft taken, and the Price. 
being daily fet upon the Flefh, the firfi of them are obligd to. 


have the Rates appointed by the Haguem expos’d before their 
‘Shops to publick View, and this is in Scores, or Streaks, each 
Stroke ftanding for a Felov, or Farthing, fo that if there be 


- Nine Scores on the Paper, it ts worth fo macy Farthings a Pound, — 
more, or lel, according as it is in Goodnefs. It often happens 


that the Flefh of the Day before has been better, and confequently 


~ valu’d higher, then they put out the Rates of that Day, which 
‘are very often found out, by fuch Perfons as the Haguenm fends 
on purpofe to examine them. Every buyer may canfe his 

Meat to be weigh’d by another Tradefman, and if he finds. it 


fhort, he may make his Complaint, and the Seller will be pu- 


- nifh’d upon the Evidence of him that weigh’d it. This Aaguem 
fets the Price on Corn, and on all Provifions fold by Retail,ac- 
‘cording to the Seafon of the Year, and the Plenty, or Scarcity 
' there is of every Sort. This may fuffice as to the Adminiftration 
of Juftice, let us return to our Lovers. ; 
__ Tho’ they came off fo well, The Sieur de la Place, and hig 
- MiftrefS durft not continue their Amours, notwithitanding both 
"were inclinable enough; and as they never came together, butin — 
the Prefence of Rabema, who was very modeft, they durf not 
~exprels their Affection before her. Some time after Aduley Ha. 


met, Viceroy of Morocco revolting againft his Unkle Aduley Archy,

govern the Province of Algarve.’ .He took all his Family along 


with him to Alcaffar, except the Sieur de la Place, whom he left — 
in his Father the Alcayde Mahomet Arafes Palace, who had ask’d — 
for him to look to his Stores. That old Man had 3 Beautiful 
Daughters, a_and fourth Marry’d to Aduley Archy. Thefe Ladies — 
had been inform’d, of all that happened at Aorocco, in Relation — 
to the Lovers, by their Sifter in Law, the Wife of their Brother 
Abdalazixe, who highly commended the Slave, They were eager 


enough, to learn of him, to play on the Lute, and ask'd Leave 


of their Father, who confented, and the Sieur de la Place had no-. 


thing elfe to do for 14 Months, the War between the two Towns 


of Fex lafted. Thofe Ladies going ‘every Friday into the publick — 


Baths of the City, to divert themfelves there, with the. other 
Women; that they might have the more Sport, they took along 


with them the Sieur de la Place, difguis’d in Woman’s Apparel, 


‘who whilft they went alone into a feparate Bath, remain’d a- 


mong the other Women, that bath’d flack Naked before him. 
: r wilt 
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whilft he play’d on the Guitarre, expecting the Return of his 
Mittreffes. Hf any thing more particular happen’d in this Recreati- 
on, it never came to my Knowledge. 

It is here to be obferv’d, that the Chriftian Captives after Leave 
once given them, are free to go into all Parts of their Masters 
Howles, the Law of the Country being no way againft it. The 
greateft Men do not diffallow of it, and fhould their Wives, or 
PDaughters happen to bein any indecent Pofture, when they come 
in, they would not offer to hide themfelves; alledging, that the Eyes 
of our Bodies are blind, as well as thofe of our Souls, and therefore 
it fignifies not much if we fee them in any Posture. 

When Muley Semeinhad pardon’d the Inhabitants of Fez Belle, and 
releas'd the Alcayde Abdalzize, whom he had confin’d, during the 
War, becaufe his Father and Brothers were concern’d in the Re- 
bellion, the Sieur de la Place return’d to his Houfe, where he con- 
tinu’d till his Death, which happen’d inthe Year 1675. After his 
Death Aduley Mehberex, the King’s eldeft Son, being inform’d by 
feveral Perfons, of his good Qualities, took him into his Service, 
and grew fond of him, ordering he fhould do nothing but carry his 
Spear, when he went abroad. That Young Prince being Viceroy 
of Fez, had him decently clad, and gave him a Room in the Apart- 
ment of the Chriftians, that ferwd at the Seraglio Gates, which 
is in the Eunuch’s Quarters. That Apartment is old and ruinous, 
very dark, with great Holesin feveral Parts of the Walls, through 
which they may go out upon the flat Roof of the Seraglio, At 
Night, whenthe Arifas, which are the Governants, under the 
Queens, had fhut up their Apartments, and all was hufh'd, they 
came by Confent over the Tops of the Palace, to pafs the reft of 


the Night with our Slaves, who had always Rofa Solis to treat them, 


and fome of the beft Brazil Tobacco, which they are very fond of. 
Thofe Arifas, who never go out of the Seraglio were glad to meet 
the Slaves, being generally Young. handfome Fellows, and fhe that 
took tothe Sieur deli Place, had Charge of the Young Prince, and 
govern’d his Mother’s Seraglio.. Had their Intrignes lafted any lon- 
ger, they muft certainly have been difcover’d , but the King fending 
Muley Meheres Viceroy to Tafilet, that Young Prince took the 
Sieur dela Place, and 10: other Slaves along with him, He writ 
a letter to me from thence, which J receiv’d a Month before my 
Departure from A4iquenez, wherein he acquainted me that all his 
Comrades had renoune'd their Faith ; but for his Part, he was res 
felv'd to de Penance, and perfevere in Chriftianity. 
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Of two Renegadoes, whereof the one was burnt alive at 
Tetuan, azd the other at Sevil. 


ate Spaniards, the one 39 Years of Age, born at A4ucia, 
the other 24 Years old, of a Farm near the Town of Tarifa, 
which is upon the Mouth of the Streights, were for fome Offen- 
ces banifh’d to the Fortrefs of Pennon de Velez, in the Province 
of Riffe, near Tetnax in Africk, Soon after they agreed to de- 
fert to the doors, and renounce their Faith, Being both one 
Night upon Sentinel, they put their Defign in execution, and went 
over to the Enemy. In the Morning being found by the Barba 


“vlans, they were carry'd to Tetuan to be fold. The Governour caus’d 


them to be brought before him, as Well to get fome Informa- 
tion of the Condition the Spanifh Garrifon was in, as to know 
What they intended. Having inquit’d after the State of the Gat- 


rifon, he ask’d them what they meant to do, how they defign’d to 


beftow themfelves, and whether they came to work, or become 
LMoors. 


‘He that Was born at Adurcia being the moft extravagant, im- 


‘pudently toid him, that he was come purpofely into that Coun- 


try, to renounce God, his Baptifm, Kindred, Friends, and Country, 
and to embrace the Law of Adahomer. When he had done, the 
Allcayde ask'd the other whether he faid the fame: But he being 
more confiderate, anfwer’d ; He was come to follow the Law of 
the Alcoran, and to renounce Chriftianity, which he was weary 
of. As foon as he had fpoken, the Governour ftood up, and loo- 
king farioufly on the other, faid , Thou Villain! How coula’ft thou 
be fo wicked in my Prefence, fo freely to renounce thy Creator, but 


for whom thou hadst never hada Being, and who 4s -ftill Jo good as - 


to permit thee to live, after uttering {uch Words againft his Adora 
ble Majefty, and the Santtity of bis Prophet ? Do you think the Moors 


do not ova God and that Mahomet zs his Prophet ? Since you re- 


nownce the firft, who is Author of all things, to follow the feconds 


whe, according te your Saying, caa be no better than an Impoftors 


af it be as you tejtifie by your Words, and that only the Chriftians 
have the Advantage of adoring him you renounce: Why do Oi, 
wretched Creature, forfake their Religion, which muft needs be Ho- 
ly, to embrace another you are a Stranger to, and which you donot 
think has God for its Objet ? You are a miferable Soul; for there 

is 
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#5 no Punifhment on Earth fevere enough to chaftife the Crime you 
have committed: Yet do not believe it thall pals unpunifh’d chetor if 
will be the Avenger, that your Example may inform fuch as may 
come hither hereafter to embrace our Law, that we believe in one 
— God, without any Trinity of Perfens, whofe Power we adore, and 

that Mahomet is his greateft Prophet. 
The Alcayde having fent for the Cady, who came to him, gave 
him’ an Account of the whole Matter, whereof he was Judge ; 
and after examining the Criminal, it was decreed by way of Sa- 

tisfaction, that they fhould fpit in his Face; that he fhould be 
_ dragg’d about by the Hair, till it all came off; that he fhould 
_ be led about all the Streets of the Town; that 12 burning Ta- 
_ pers Should be faften’d on his Shoulders and Breaft, and then he 
_ thould be conducted to the Soc or Market-place, aud there burnt 
_ alive. The Sentence was executed as foon as pronounc’d, and all 
the People _vy'd in carrying Wood to the Place of Execution to 
_ punifh his Impiety. | 

After this Execution, which was not very long performing, 
the Alcayde caus’d the other Renegado, who {till quak'd to fee 
what was become cf his Comrade, to be richly clad, to mount 


on Horfeback, and to ride all about the Town, and round the 


Walls; attended by the Drums, Hautboys, and other Mufick going 
before, and all the Horfe following. When heald of the Cir. 
 ¢umeifion, the Alcayde kept him near his owfPerfon, gave bim 
_ confiderable Pofts, and caus'd him to be inftruéted in ail the princi 
_ Pal Points of his Religion. When the Kings Taxes were £a- 
ther’d, he was always fent about, and got confiderably, fo that 
he grew very rich, His Mafter dy’d at that time, when he had 
gather'd much Wealth, and not-only_ left him his Freedom but 
alfo a fine Houfe to live in, After ‘his Death, being entirely at 
his own Difpofal, he joyn’d in Partnerfhip with fome Inhabitants 
Of Tetuan, to build a Frigat, to go abroad a Pirating, When 
the was fitted, and the Command beftow’d on him, he pat to 
Sea, and acquit’d much Treafure and great Reputation by the 
many Prizes he took, and the frequent Defcents he -made in 
| Spain. All Men refpected, and the Prime Perfons in the Town 
defir’d to be ally’d to him. When it was known that he inten- 
ded to marry, feveral good Matches were offer’d him, and among 
the reft, one with the beautifulleft Maiden in Tetuan, who had 
rejected divers good Offers, being of a very haughty Temper. 
_ He defir’d of thofe that mention’d her to him, that he might fee 
er walk in fome Garden, being himfelf in the next to it, dif 
guis’d like a Woman, the Law forbidding the feeing of her any 
other Way. This was accordingly done, and the Gardens being 
, os parted 
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parted but by very thin Hedges, he had a full View of her, and 
was highly pleas’. Next he fent her a Compliment by his Pi- 
lot’s Wife, whilft he ask’d her of the Father, who gave him a 
Promife, provided fhe confented, and afterwards made her feveral 
confiderable Prefents, till fhe at laft fent him word it was all in 
vain, for fhe would never marry him by her own good Will; 
andif fhe was forc’d to it, he fhould always have a mortal Ene- 
my by his Side; and yet the Pilot affut’d him all this was only 
to try his Conftancy. : 
Some time after this Anfwer, he went out a roving towards Alme- 
ria, on the Coaft of the Kingdom of Granada, in Spain, where he 
landed and took feveral Shepherds he found in Huts, by their Flock, 
among whom there happen’d unfortunately to be two Women 
that came the Night betore with their Daughters, to fee their 
Husbands. Having put them all aboard, he return’d Home _ with 
his Prize confilting of 10 Perfons, and immediately fent the hand- 
fomeft of the two Maidens to ferve his Miftrefs as a Slave. All 
the Thanks fhe return’d was bidding the Meffenger tell him, that 
fhe could {not believe him to be fo much in Love with her as he 


Barbarous_preterided, or that he was areal Mabometan, untels he gave her | 
Propofab of fome undeniable Proof of his Sincerity, without which he muft nes 
aMoorith yer expe to gain her Favour. As foon as the Renegado receiv'd 


oman. 


this Declaration, be fent the fame Perfon back to affure her, he 
was ready to perform whatfoever fhe fhould command. Well, 
faid that Devil of a Woman, tell my Lover he muft never expect 
to enjoy me, unlefS he brings me his Father, Mother, and Sifters, 
who | know are ftill living, that they may be our Slaves when 
we are marry’d: If he does fo, he may affure himfelf I will re- 
fofe him no Satisfa@tion, the very next Day after his Return, 
without which he is to expect nothing from me. 

Having receiv’d. thefe Commands he fitted out his Frigat, putting 
into her 100 of the beft Men in the Town, and fet fail four Days 
after; taking the Advantage of a Fog, that he might not be dif 
cover'd from Centa, which is but 7 Leagues diftant, and where 
there are always Séntinels looking towards Terwaz, to obferve 
whether any Pirate comes out, that they may fend their Galliot 
after them. He ftood over for the Coaft of Spain, which he reach’d 
at Night, and anchor’d at fome Diftance to prevent Difcovery. 
He cloath’d himfelf and 10 more that promis’d to ftand by him, 
in the Spanifh Habit, and landing clofe by the Place where his 
Father liv’d, took four of the Men with him, leaving the other — 
fix to fecure the Boat. When they had_travell’d \about halfa — 
League, he hid the four Men among the Rocks there were by the ~ 
Way that led to his Father’s Farm, and went up to it pena 

cing 
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Being come to the Door, he declar’d who he was, that they might 
open it to him. His Father who was then abed, overjoy’d to 
have his Son again, whom he tenderly lov’d, and had continually 
lamented fince he became a Renegado, had not Patience to put on 
his Cloaths, before he ran to receive and embrace him: His Mo- 
ther and Sifters fhed fuch Tears of Joy as would have mollify’d 
the moft inhuman Heart. After many falfe Embraces, the better 
to deceive them, and Promifes of amending his Life for the future, 
he defir’d his Father to difmifs the Servants, becaufe he had fome- 
thing of Moment to impart. 

_ ‘When they were gone, he told him he had made his Efcape 
from Tetman, with 4 Captives in a Boat, which brought feveral 
Bags of Gold and Silver, and fome Bales of Silk he had left them 
to unlade; and defir’d they would affift him to conceal them there 
by, left the King’s Officers or thofe of the Inquifition thould feize 
them, on pretence of his being a Renegado. His Parents fa‘pe- 
cting nothing after fo many Expreffions of Repentance, agreed te 
_ follow him; the Father hafting forwards with him, and leaviag 
- the Mother and Sifters to follow. When the Renegado came to 
the Place where his Men lay coneeal’d, he caus’d them to bind 
his Father, ordering he fhould be carry'd to the Boat, and mut- 
der’d if he offer’d to make the leaft Noife that might difcover 
them; and then return’d himfelf to bring on his Mother and Si- 
fters. The Father, tho’ his Life was in fuch imminent Danger, 
yielding to his Sorrow gave full Scope to his Voice, rending the 
Air with Cries, which reach’d the Ears of fome Shepherds, that 
were abroad with their Flecks. 

It is to be obferv’d that in Azdalufia and fome other Parts of 
Spain, the Flocks and Herds of Sheep, Kine, Goats, and Swine, 


lye out inthe open Field Day and Night, by reafon of the Tempera-| 


ture of the Air, all the Year about; and the Swains that look 
to them, make Huts in the Plains, where they lye at Night all to- 
gether, to be the better able to defend them, either againft the 
Wolves or Robbers, as alfo to fecure themfelves from the ALsors 
of Teruan, who often land on thofe Coafts. Thefe Shepherds being 
alarm’d by the old Man’s Cries, laid hold on their Firelocks and 
Swords, and fhot towards the Place whence the Noife came. Soon 
after, they heard the Adoors who were loath to. kill their Cap- 
tain’s Father, dragging him along, and threatning to kill him if 
he continued to cry out. At firit they believd them to’ be Rob- 
bers that were {tripping Travellers, or ravithing fome Maid they 
had ftollen from ‘Tarifa, and having enclos’d them on all Sides, 
drew near and fecur’d them, before they could make any Oppo- 
fition. ‘ 
The 
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The Old Man overcome with Joy. for his Deliverance, could 
not {peak at firit, but, as foon as recover'd, told them, how his 
own Son had betray’d him, and was gone back to condudé his 
Mother and Sifters to him, that they might all end their Days 
in miferable Captivity, in| Barbary: “The Shepherds, who knew 
him, defir’d he would be filent, and fome of them lay down flat 
on thegGround, whilft the others led the Atsors bound to-their 
Cottages, where they left them under a Guard of their Fellows. 
It was now paft Midnight, when the Renegado, believing his Fa- 


ther was aboard, prefs’d his Mother and Sifters to make Haft; . 


that they might remove all the Booty, before it was Day; but 
was much furpriz’d, when a little beyond the Place where he had 
celiver’d up his Father, he wasfeiz’d and put himfelf into the fame 


Condition, Thof: who had con lu@ed the A@ors to their Cottages 


returning, they went all together, without any Noile, to the Shore, 
where they found the other AZcors lying on the Sand, to wait for 
their Comrades, and believing they had now brought their Prize, 
inftead of making to. their Boat, they deliver’d themfelves up to 
the Shepherds, cies : 

Thofe that were in the Frigat, perceiving the Day drew near, 
and that their Companions-did not return, fet Sail for Tetuay 
fearing they had mifcarry’d. As foon as fhe came into the Road, 
all Men ran down to the Shore, believing fhe had madea good 
Prize, and the Mufick came to receive them in Triumphant Man- 
ner, but when they underftood what had happen’d their Joy was 
tarn’d into Sorrow, and even the cruel Fair, who had occafion’d 
the Mis‘ortune, could not but lament the Lol of a Man, who 


had. ventar'd all, to gain her Favour. The Tide being out, when - 


the Frigat came into the Road, fhe was oblig’d to Anchor, tilt 
the Flood ; during that Time the Sentinels at Ceuta having dif- 
cover’d her, the Galiot of that Place fet out and foon came up: with, 
and endeavour’d to board her. The Afcors defended themfelves 
bravely, for about two Hours, when having loft above 30:Men 
they cut their Cables, and ran a ground. The Spaviards flew ma- 
ny more, as they got to Shore, and reach'’d fome of the Townt 


men, who came to fee the Fight, rather than affit them. This 


done the Galiot return’d, without being able to do any more, 

The Shepherds, who had-return’d to their Cottages to {pend 
the Relkiof the Night, as foon asit was Day carry’d the Afoors 
and Renegado to Tarifa, where they deliver’d them to the Inqui- 
fitors. Thefle being only fubfervient to the great Inquifition at 
Sevil, gave Notice to the Chief Inquifitor at that City, who fent 
a Guard to conduct them to his Court. The A/vors that appear’d 
to be fuch, and no Renegado’s, as they had been falpected to be, 


were. 


| 


ewere fent to the Gallies; but-the Renegado was kept in Order 
to his Converfion, or Punifhment. That Wretch continu’d fo 
Obftinate, that notwithftanding his Parents Tears, and the Per- 
{wafions of the Inquifitors, he declar’d, he would dye a Afabomeran, 
for the Sake of one of the beautifulleft Ladies in Africk, Then 
he revil’d his Father, Mother, and the Inquifitors, which oblig’d 
them to defilt from all Hopes of his Converfion, and to condemn 
him to be burnt alive. Thus ended that miferable Apoltate, as 
unhappily as his Companion had done about 10 Years before at 
Tetuan. This Story 1 had from feveral Spaniards, and a Freach 
Man, call’d Fames TefJow, born at Havre de Grace, and who. had 
liv’d20 Years at Tetvan, during which Time all that has been {aid 
happen’d. The Names of the Spamards, who had been there near 
as tong, were Francis Garcia, of Tarifa, Fohn de Offuna, of Gi- 
braltar, Matthew Vafquex, of Xerez de la Frontera, James Morales, 
of Cadiz, Dominick Diaz, of Ceuta, and Francis Ortiz Ximenex, 
of Malaga, who were alfo Captives at Teruan, when this was done. 
They were afterwards carry'd to Fez, by Muley Archy, when he 
overthrew Gayland, and oblig’d him to fly to Algier. 


CHa p. XV. 


Of the Trade of this Country. 


Bae being one of the Fruitfulleft Countries in the World, 
and ‘the Kingdoms of Fez and AMorocco, the richeft Part 
thereof, and where Trade may be beft fettled, I believe it will 
be very acceptable to give an Account of all that relates to Trade, 
as being an Affair of fuch great Confequence, and Advantage. But 
before I {peak of the Commodities exported from thofe: Kingdoms, 
and imported from abroad, it will be proper to mention the Sea 
Port Towns, to which Ships refort, and where our Merchants re- 
fide, and to declare what Precautions are to be us'd, as well in 
been of the Governours, as of the Inhabitants of the faid 
laces. . 
I will begin with Tetwan, which ly@s upon the Mediterravean, 
4 Leagues from the Streights of Gibraltar. They go up to it on 
a little River, call’d Aartin, the Mouth whereof is barr'd witha 
Dangerous Bank of Sand, to go over which Barques, and {mall

Arzila, _ Ardila is a finall Town, built on a Rock, at the Edge of the 
Sea, and at the Foot of it 1s a fmall Creek, that ferves inftead 
of a Harbour, to receive fome Fifhing Boats, and {mall trading 
Veffels that refort to it. 

Alcaflar. _Alcaffar, which is 7 Leagues diftant, ftands on the Bank of 
the River Loucous, § Leagues above the Town of Larache, the 
Mouth of the faid River being fecur’d by the Spavifh Garrifon in 
the laft Place. The River Taguedart running 12 Leagues to the 
Northward, and carrying 12, or 13 Foot Water at the Flood, 
brings the Country Barks, and other Veffels trading to the Town, 
whence the Goods are brought on Camels, or Mules. i 

Mamorae  MMamora 1s at the Mouth of the River Sebou, built on an Emi- 
nence, and was taken from the Spaniards, by Muley Semeiny in 
the Year 1681. It is the moft coinmodious Place for Trade, in 

the whole Kingdom of Fez, and_can receive laden Veffels, of 300 

Tun Burden. For the better fettling of Commerce there, the 

King of Fez, as I was told by fome Servants of Hache ALshomer 

Tummin, bis Embaflador, was building two Towns, on the two 

Sides of the River; as alfo that -it might be a place of Retreat 

for his Pyrates, becaufe they will be there near a great noble 

Foreft, and the Province of Algarve, which abounds in all things 

neceflary for the Support of Life. 

Sale isthe Place where the Englifh, French and Dutch Confuls 
refide, with the Chriftian- Merchants, and fuch Fems as come from 
Europe. \n this Town has hitherto been the chief Trade of the 
Kingdom, and _ the Entrance into the River Guerou, on which it 
{tands, is indifferent, tho’ there be a Bank of Sand, which often 
removes, efpecially when the Wind blows ftormy, at Weft, and — 
North Welt. The Confuls, and Merchants I have mention’d, 
chieAy grow rich with the Prizes the Corfairs take from Chriftians 
of whom they buy them at a very inconfiderable Rate, and fend 
them back into Europe, where they get four hundred per Cest, I 4 
mean thofe things that are not of Ulein the Country, as are moft 
of the Commodities fent into America, Wines, Brandies, Beer, 
Oranges, Oil, Salt Fifth and Flefh, and the like. Thefe Mer- | 
chants for the moft Part trade with the Ranfoms fent them to 
deliver Slaves, which is fo%ertain, that I have known Renegado’s, 
who have affur'd me, fome of thofe Merchants had receiv’d 
their Ran‘oms above three Years before they renounc’d their Faith,

Jn regard that the fame thing is ftill practis’d to the Detriment 
of the poor Captives, in favour of whom I have compil’d this 
Work: And becanfe I know the abominable Methods thofe Mer- 
chants ufe among themfelves, I am glad to have an Opportunity 
to lay it open in this Place, becaufe the thing is frequent, and 
| pradtis’d to the Difhonour of Chriftianity , to the end that thole 
who fhall hereafter happen to have any Friends in Barbary, may 
ufe thofe Means I will here prefcribe, and take the neceffary Pre- 
cautions to have them fpeedily redeem’d. When any Men confi- 
derable, or of wealthy Families fall into the deplorable State of 
Captivity, they prefently write home for their Ranfom, which 
their Kindred or Friends immediately pay to Merchants that have 
a Correfpondence in thofe Parts: Thofe Merchants lay out the 
Money on Goods, and fend them to their Factors at Sale, Tetuaz, 
Algier, or other Seaport Towns, where the faid Captives are. 
The Fa@ors being for the moft part poor Scoundrels or Bank- 
-rupts, difpofe of thofe Commodities and buy others, which they 
fend to Spaia and Portugal , and whilft they drive a Trade with 
it, write to their Correfpondents, that they ufe all their Endea- 


too hafty, for fear the Mafters fhould infift upon greater Sums. 
The Merchants in Exrope, who are confenting with their Factors, 
and fhare the Profit with them, fhew the Letters they receive, to 


poflible Endeavours for their Deliverance. The Relations thus 
impos’d upon, write back often tothe Captives, to encourage and 
acquaint them that they have‘fent their Ranfoms by fuch and 
fuch Merchants as they name; but the Letters being deliver’d 
to thofe fame Merchants, they fupprefs them, that the Cap- 
tives may uot, know they have their Ranfoms; and do the 
fame by@thofe they fend back to their Kindred, fo to conceal 
their Frauds and bafe Practices, Whilft they drive this unjuft 
Trade, the poor Slaves overcome by their many Sufferings often 
defpair and renounce their Faith. This is molt frequent among 
the Merchants trading’ to Barbary. I knew feveral that us'd this 
Method when I was there, and among them the prefent Conful

Way of Dealing. is very odd, and it being forbid: to. fpeak a 
Word, I will here defcribe it, as told_me by, divers Adcors of 
Dras and Taffiler, who had been there feveral times. * 
‘When the Arabs have pafs'd the Sandy Defarts that divide the 
Kingdoms abovemention’d, and, are come upon the Frontiers of the 
Blacks, they travel along them till they come to one. of thofe Pla- 
ces, where the Meetings us’d. to be for Trade. That Place ts 
generally about a Cannen Shot from the Dwelling of the Alcair 
or Commanding Officers on thofe Frontiers: There they meet an 
Arab, who is kept by the leair,-and who only has the Privi- 
lege of Speaking, to inform them what they are to do, and how 
they are to trade, without {peaking to the blacks. This, Arab 
writes down the Names of all the new Comers, aid what Quan- 
tity of Salt they bring, that thofe who come firit may {cil before 
the laft. The Exchange is made twice a Day, Morning and Eve- 
ning, the Sun being too hot. all the middie Part of the Day. At 
the appointed Hour the <Alcair fends fome of his Guards, who 
walk along fome Mats that are laid on the Ground. to put the 
Salt on. The Sellers make feveral Heaps, greater and fmaller, on 
-thofe Mats, and thea draw back at a Diltance, that their Chap- 
men may come up: Then the Blacks draw near the Mats, and ha- 
ving view'd the Heaps, leave the Quantity.of Gold they think fic 
by thofe:they like, and then retire. in their Turn. If the Heap of 
Saltsdoes not pleafe. them, however they lay down: their Gold. 
by it, and by a Sign underitood. among ‘them, the Aza) who 
owns it, comes up to add or diminith., When they are agreed, 
the Arab takes a Handful of Salt, and lays it by the Gold: Then 
they make a Signal to the Alcair’s Officers..to come and. meafure 
the Salt, who: take.the twelfth.

The Pavement isin fmall Squares’ of alh Co- 
lours ; and about the Walls up to a’ Man’s Height, it is inlaid in 
_ fall Pieces reprefenting all Sorts of Rofes, and other Flowers. On 
the Right and Left there are Galleries with flat Roofs, the gilded 
and painted Girders and Joyces whereof are fappdrted by lofty 
Pillars. They are pav’d and adorn’d with Carv’d-Work, like the 
Halls, with Abundance’ of Banifters, two Ja{per Shells, anda great 
| sMarble Bafon in the middle, {pouting ‘great Store’ of ‘Water, and 
four Orange Trees are inthe four Corners, On the left of this 
— Court isa fall A4o/que, where the King goes to pray at Night, 
- and when he thinks fit. Next follows a long Entry ‘very dark, 
~~ becaufe the Azoors do not ufe to make any Windows to: their 

wit . Pez Houfles, 
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H oufes, but give all the Light at the Door, which is ‘therefore 
very wede and lofty. Then you come into the laft Square, where is 
a long Fifh Pond, with many Orange Trees on both Sides of it. 
At the Ends are two large Rooms, the one of them fquare, its 
Roof fupported by 12 Columns of white Marble, and in the midit 
a Shell of the fame Stone, with a plentiful Spout of Water. Thefe 
Rooms are painted, gilded and adorn’d* with Sculptures, like the 
former. Before them are Galleries, whofe carv’d, painted, and 
gilded Beams, and Girders are fupported by 12 other’ Marble 
Pillars, on which reft fix Wooden Arches, as curioufly wrought 
as any of thofe already mention’d, In this Place the King ufually 
eat his Meals; gave Audience to thofe that had Bufinef$ with him, 
and committed his Murders, whilft he refided at Fez. On the 
Right and Left of the Fifh Pond are the King’s Stables, and his 
Stores of Arms, and Goods, and the way into the Seraglio is on 
the Right, being a plain Entry, painted at the Top. The Sera- 
glio confifts of enly two fpacious Rooms, painted and pav’d like 
the former, with feveral Marble Columns, of various Sizes fupporting 
Arches which ran round the Court, as thofe do in the Palace. 
In the midft of it works up a Marble Fountain going down-four 
Steps, and in the Shape ofa Star. At the End, towards the left 
as you come in, is a Tower of a wonderful Height, cover’d 
with Glaz'd Tiles, like all the Rooms, and onit are three extra- 
ordinary large Apples of Copper Gilt.

29). being great Fifhermen and greater 
Robbers, About. the middle of ‘this Streight the Tide fail’d us 
and our Veffel drove upon a Parcel of Rocks, where we were — 
in much Danger, and had no lefs Trouble and Fatigue to get off, — 
‘and the Tide foon turning, made our way through. ‘We water'd —

“the Eat, among the Portuguefes, as being a Land Mark for all Ships

Chischeo, Camboxa, Siam, Pate, Patane, Pam, Champa, and other 


Kingdoms, and bound fer Afalaca; as alfo becaufe thisis one of the 
Places where the Needle has no Variation. | 


We 
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We held on our Courfe, amidft almoft innumerable Iflands, afl 
of them Defert, and. in 23 Days we were Sailing from Afalaca 
to Borneo, loft not fight of them only one Day. Nothing remarka- 
ble befel us till our coming to Borneo, tho’ we were not free from 
the ufual Dread of Flats, Shoals, Currents, and fudden Guts of 
Wind, which render that Sea unfit for Ships of great Burden. 
Making the Wefternmoft Point of the Ifland, we Coafted along 
it about 200 Leagues to the Northward, to the Port, which is 
fpacious and fafe, form’d by the Mouth of a mighty River, that 
falls into the Sea there, and feveral Ifands encompaffing tt about. 
_ Borneo is one of the largeft Iflands in the Eaft, but not of the 

moft reforted to. The Inhabitants are AZoors, all of an Olive 
Complexion, well Featur’d, and -particularly the Women. Moft 
of them go Naked, with only a Clout wrapp’d about them, and 
the better fort wear a Bajw, which is a flight half Shirt. The 
Land abounds in all forts of Provifions thofe Parts afford. Here 
is found the pureft and moft excellent Camphir, for its fingular 
Goodnefs diftinguifh’'d by the Name of Borneo, and taken from 
the Heart of the Trunk of a large Tree, fcraping it with Iron 
Hooks, like Rofin, then putting it into fair Water, and often 
changing, till it remains ia its Purity. This fort is not brought 
to Portugal, being fold in Judia at very high Rates. Here are 
alfo many Bezoar Stones, much Tortoife Shell, Wax, and fome 
Gold; but the Ifland on this fide being neither Populous nor 
Healthy, and the People little addi@ted to Trade, belides that 
the Kingdoms of Lave, Matar Adacem, and other wealthy Ones 
are on the other fide, nothing is exported, but what the Portu- 
guefes barter for fome Cloth they carry thither. The Spaniards 
were once poffefs’'d of this Port, and quitted it, becaufe unhealthy 
and unfit for Trade, both by reafon of the Nature of the Country 
and the Ignorance of the Natives. The chief Town, where the 
King and Sovereign of this Port refides, is on the River, the 
Houfes, which are all of Timber, being founded on Beams 
and Planks, and riding at Anchor with Cables made of Withes, 
which is the Rort I mentioned elfewhere. Thus whenfoever the 
King pleafes, either on Account of the Weather, or for any other 
Reafon, the whole City moves from one fide of the River to 
the other, with very little Trouble. This is not to be admir’d, 
for the fame is practis'd at Palinban, Andreguir, and other Parts 
of the farther Coaft of Sumatra, and fome other Iflands thereabouts. 
All the Natives of this Ifiand are theevifhly inclin’d, and the bet- 
ter to praGiice their calling, they go almolt 4oo Leagues in fmall 
light Boats, as far as the Coait of Pegu to rob, where loading 
their own Veffel, and thofe sai! take, with their Booty, they re- 
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turn home, feldom coming te any Damage by the Wind or Wea. 


Name of the Seaof Ladies and when it happens to be rough with 
the fudden Gutts, which often’ rife, and with great Violence, tho’ | 
foon over; they get under the Shelter of the Land, creeping always 
clofe by it, and when it is over, profecute their Voyage. Their 
Weapons are Swords, Cofos, that is Shields made of Rota, or 
Withes, fome Spears, Javelins, a few Muskets, but the moft com- 
mon are the Selibhes, being Staves harden’d at the Fire, which ftrike 
like [ron and are vepy brittle, fo that the Wound being full of {mali 
Splinters, is almoft incurable. Next tothefe they very much ufe Ar- 
rows, fhot out of a Trunk, which being extremely {lender made of a 
fort of Reeds, are pointed, inftead of Jron, with a Tooth of fo 
venomous a Fifh, that the leaft Blood it draws is mortal, however 
being blown out of a Trunk, a fmall matter puts them by, and there 
are very fovereign Antidotes found againft the Poifon, tho’ the 
Portuguefes could never find any againft the Poifon’d Arrows, us’d by 
the Blacks on the Continent of Africk, about MJelinde and Mon. 
baza, along the Indian Ocean, whereof I have feen many die fad. | 
denly, in dreadful manner, notwithftanding their Wounds were very 
flight, without any Hopes of aCure. Thus much may fufficefor Borneo. 
We departed that Port, and running along the Coaft of that 
Iland two Days more, pafs'd by Mount St. Peter on it, fo high, © 
that it is difcern’d at so Leagues Diftance. Then leaving Bore 
neo a Stern, we held on our Courfe always among defart Iflands, 
the moft noted whereof are thofe of Paragua and Malana, bee 
fides almoft innumerable others, where we gave our felves for loft — 
every Moment. At length, on the 22th of Fue we came to an 
Anchor, in the Bay of Cavite, the Port to the City Adaila, 
which is the Capital of the Iflands the Natives call Luzones, andwe 
the Philippines, becaufe fubduedin the Reign of King Philip Il. of | 
Spain, tho’ long before difcover’d by our Portuguefe, Ferdinand de 
Magellanes, after he had found the Streight, which retains his — 
Name to this Day; and he was kill’d in one of them cal¥d Ze- 
bu, 100 Leagues diftant from this Port. Thefe Iflands are many 
in Number, fome of them large, all populous, the Natives fub- 
miffive, tho’ fome call’d locos and Pintados have at times given 
the Spaniards mach Trouble. They are of an Olive Colour, go — 
all naked, only cover’d with Cotton Blankets or Mantles. Some 
of them were Pagans, and fome A¢ahometans, the latter are quite | 
extirpated, and few of the former remain, being moft converted | 
to Chriftianity.

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the Way. Being aboard this Ship, the Captains and Owners’ 
whereof were the Marthal Gabriel de Ribera, and Dominick Ortis 
de Chaboya, both wealthy Men, who had built her purpofely to 
go over themfelves to Mexico, with a Defign to admit of no Paf- 
fenger, and receiv’d me as a particular Favour, we fet fail from 
this Port, which is in 13 Degrees and a half of North Latitude, 
on the 18th of Fuly, and fail’d 100 Leagues, continually among 
populous Iflands, all belonging to that Government, till we came 
to the End of them, which they call the Gulph, or Streight of 
Capul, being the Name of an Ifland, on the 26th of the faid Month ' 
This was great Fortune; for they often fpend 2 Months in reaching 
that Place, and fuffer much by Sicknefs and other Inconveniences. 
Having taken in here Water, Fowl, Swine, and Fruit, which the 
Iflanders ufually bring to the Ships, at our going out of the Streight 
tho’ the Wind was trefh and right a Stern, we were~ detain'd 
12 Hours from Midnibgt till Noon, by fuch a violent Current, — 
that tho’ the Wind blew fiercely for us, we could not advance — 
half a League, till that Tide began to decline; when we got out — 
to Sea fo fwiftly, that we foon loft Sight of all the Iflands, and — 
ftood over for thofe of Fapan formerly call’d -Argentaria, becaufe 
of the great Quantity of fine Silver they produce, whereof the Por-' 
tuguefes usd to carry confiderable Quantities into China. The Great 
Emperour of them in our Days was Taycofana, who of a poor — 
Seller of Faggots, that got his Living by bringing a Burdenof 
Wood on his Back out of the Foreft, and felling it for Bread, by — 
his Bravery and Conduct rais’d himfelf to fo great a Soveraignty, — 
and maintain’d and govern’d it with fingular Wifdom and Juftice, 
compelling the lazy People to till the Ground, and reftraining their — 
unruly Spirits by wholefome Laws; by which means he madle thofe — 
Kingdoms profper more than they had ever done before, and the — 
Neighouring Nations dread his Arms, which he carry’d over tothe ( 


Continent .of Koray, which the Portuguefes, who are acquainted — 
with it, commonly call Corea, a Kingdom adjoyning to China, 
whofe King found enough to do to defend it. 4 ' af | 
Being in the Latitude of Fapan, whofe loweft Part call’d Nangaz, - 
where the Portuguefes refided, is in 33 Degrees North, and the 
Kingdom of Cantoa in 40, when we were near the Iflands by 
Oblervation, we ftood over from thence to the Eaftward, and di-’ 
{covering fome other Iflands not known, fail’d many ‘Days on that’ 
valt South Sea towards New Spain, which we had Sight of in 40 
Degrees of North Latitude, at Cape Atendozino, on the third of 
November. In this Place again the Needle has no Variation. Then 
we fail’d down the Coaft to the Southward, obferving fome Iflands, 
there are along it, At our fetting out from the Piuilippime Mlands 
we 
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qe had recetv’d Intelligence that the Ships from Adexico were ar- 
rivd for none can fail thence till others are come, which re- 
ynain there till the next Year, and that fome Durch Ships had 
pafs'd_ through the Streights of ‘Magellan into the South Sea, and 
therefore we were fo notably well provided, that tho’ our Loa- 
ding was worth 400000 Ducats, there were but 7 or 8 Swords, 
and one feurvy Musket abgard. As we held on our Voyage along 
the Coalt, 2 Leagues from Shore, near California, we found our 
felves in a bright Moonlight Night befet by 3 Ships, the one of 
ithem very ‘near us on ‘the Land Side, the other 2 to Seaward at 
a greater Diftance. It is needlefs to go about to declare the Con- 
dition ‘we were in; for the wifeft and boldeit were quite difpiri- 
ted. The fmaller Ship came up from Landward to hale us, and 
-ask’d us, Whence we came? We anfwer’d, From Chiva, being 
__gefoiv’d to ran aground if they were Enemies. They told us they 

belong’d to a Squadron the Viceroy of Peru, Don Lewis de Vela- 
feo, had fent out from Lima, in Queft of fome Dutch that had 
‘pafe'd into the South Sea, and were then looking out for their own 
‘Admiral Don Sohn de Velafco, who was at from them in foul 

Weather, having 300 Men, 40 Pieces of 
Pieces of Eight of effay’d Silver, worth 13 Ryals each aboard, which 
‘they fuppos’d had founder’d at Sea, and fo it prov’d. We could not 
believe them, notwithftanding all thefe Particulars, looking upon 
them as meer FiGions, and continued all the Night in this Dread 
and Fear, till the others coming up in the Morning, faluted us; 
and fome Prefents and Compliments paffing between us, we cheer'd 
up, bleffing God, who had turn’d our Sorrow into Joy. Thus 
we held on our Courfe, paffling by the Mouth of the Streight 
of California, which is like the Red Sea, and where an excellent 
Pearl Fifhery has been lately found. Having fail’d above 700 
Leagnes along the Coaft, on the firtt of December we arriv’'d at 
| Acapulco, ‘the Seaport Town in New Spain, on the South Sea, 
> for this Voyage, lying in 16 Degrees 4o Minutes of North Lati- 
tude, and is one of the moft fpacious, the cleaneft, and fafeft from 
-all Winds of any I have feen in the World. We had been four 
Months and a half at Sea, which was a good Voyage enough. 
Having refted here a few Days, and difpos’d of my Affairs, I fet 
out for Mexico, which is 80 Leagues thence, all a dreadful dan- 
gerous Way, over prodigious high craggy Mountains, with abun- 
‘dance of Streams of pure and excellent Water, and thick Woods, 
“the Country thinly peopled, and the Natives heavy and mean fpi- 
rited. There are three noted Rivers to crofs in_this Road, that 
‘they call del Papagayo, or the Parrot’s, very confiderable, and has 
a Ferry Boat: That nam‘d de las Balfas, or af Floats, a the 
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Tagusin Portugal, its Current very ftrong, which they crofson, Floats, 
made of Canes faftned on dry Calabafhes, drawn over by Indians 
Swimming, at both thefe Rivers Paffengers pay for going over: 
The third is call'd of St. Francis, and tho’ broad and carrying muck 
Water, is forcable in feveral Places. Here I gave my {elf for loft, 
having mils’d the Ford, and under God was fav'd by the Goodnefs 
of my Horfe, The greateft part of this Way is infelted with a 
Plague of Mo/quitos or Gnats, fo dreadful and troublefome, that 
there is no Defence againft them, and they, almoft kill’d thebeft 
Slave | had. Thus travelling with the ulal Inconveniences, and 
crofling the Aarquifare del Valle, or of the Vale, { enter’d Afexico 


at twelve of the Clock on Chriftmafs Night, and ftay’d there till — 


the fecond of Aday, when I departed for Spain. 1 pafs’d over the 
Mountain they call @olcax, which is a troublefome Pafs, and. tho’ it 
continually exhales a thick -Smoak, is ever cover’d with Snow, 
which is worth obferving, becaufe lying between the Tropick and, the 
Equator. I pafs’d through the City de los Angeles, of Angels, com- 


‘monly call’d la Paebla, and others of -lefs Note, till I came to St: 


Joka de Ulva, a new Port and Town inthe Jvdies on the North Sea, 


the common way. This is 
the only Seaport for many Leagues on that Coalt neither eafy of Ac- 


cefs nor fafe, and what little good it has, is rather from Art than 


Nature, 
I fet out thence in the Flora, or Fleet of Merchants, on the laft 


Day of A¢ay, and coaiting along to the Northward, we had all like 


to have perifh’d for want of Water, in the Bay of Tortugas, or Tor- 
toifes, by reafon of a Calm, which kept us forty Days, ona Paflage 


that is ufually perform’d inten, At length wearriv’d at the Havana, 


a Port well known, and much. reforted to in the Ifland of Cuba. 
Here the Ship I was in had like to be caft away, and efcap'd ina 
manner miraculoufly, being oblix’d to lye out, becaufe it was too — 
date to get into the Harbour At Night the Wind role fo Violent- — 
dy, that we loft four Anchors. and Cables we had out, and were © 


driving afhore, having never another left, which oblig'd us to hoifk 


out Sail, relying only on Providence, as having neither Water, Provifie 
ons, nor Anchors; and tho’ we fir’d fome Guns, they neither heard — 
us, or if they had was there any poflibility of Relief, as the Weather — 


was. In fhort we ran along the Ifland, rill it pleas’d God, who ne- 
ver forfakes thofe who confide in him, that the Wind .abated about 
Morning, fo that we made back for the Harbour, and being. come 


near it, met the Vice-Admiral of the Fleet coming out ina Boat to 


meet us, with Anchors and Cables. In the midi of the Mouth of | 


the Harbour is a great Flat, on which our Ship ftuck, through the 
Inadvertency of the Pilot, but it pleas'd God: the receiy’d no great 
Harm, 
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Harm. We departed Havana on the 15th of July, and pafling 
thro’ the Channel of Bahama, and along the Coaft of Florida 
and Bermudas, {ail’d up to the Banks of Nem-found-Land. Thence 
we ftruck over for Spaiz, and fpy’d Land on the 28th of dx- 
gut, in 42 Degrees Latitude, whence we ran along the Coaft as far as 
Algarve, and the Weather calming there, had enough to do to fave 


out felves from the Pirate Afurat Arrays, who ply’d thereabout 
with fome Galliots, and took fome Men belonging to the Fleet, 


that were going afhore in Boats. The Wind coming up fair, 
we held on our Courfe till we Anchor’d at St. Lusar, on the 
6th of Seprember, and on the 8th I enter’d Sevil, whence I 
paras to Portngal, taking a great Compafs, on account of & 

romife made to a Friend, and arriv’d at Lisbon on the 8th of 
Ofteber, a Year and a half after I deft Adalaca. I do not men- 
tion all the Particulars of this Voyage, which are remarkable 
enough, becaufe I have often told them to my Friends; and my 
Defign being only tesgive an Account of my latter Journey over 


| Land, I fhall be mofe diffufe in it, to fatisie thofe Friends I 


cannot tell it to by Word of Mouth. When I depa:ted Afala- 


| ca, | had left a Sum of Money with my Acquaintance, for them 
to fend it after me to Portugal in the trading Ships, confiding in 


them as | had done at other times, but was now dilappointed , 


_ and nothing coming, I refolv’d to return to India, which 1 had 
| not before intended. I embark’d on the 28th of March; and 


pafling by what happen’d in this Voyage, that I may come to 
what 1 propofe to write, arriv’d at Gos on the 14th of Ofober. 
Being now weary of fuch long Voyages by Sea, and thinking 
to cut fhort this other Way, and at the fame time egg’d on b 


| fomething of Curiofity, I refolv’d to undertake it by Lgnd, 
- whereof this 1 have mention’d was the Occafien and Motive;

the Ormuz. 
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Left Goa the Metropolis of the Portugue/e Dominions 
dia, at the time that Ayres A Saldanha was Viccroy, on 
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oth of February, 1604, and having {pent two Days along the Rie’ 
ver, embark’d onthe 71th in the Morning: We fet fail mmmediate-' 
ly, ahd fteer’d ‘Our Courie-for the Coaft of Asadia, which we 
difcover’d on, the 2d of Adarch; having had a fair Windiall the 
Way. The firit’ Land’ we {aw was near:the Bay uf Udexina, 
which the Portrguefes ca) A4acéeira: Then we itood to the 
Northward, and ran two Days along the Coat, till we came to 
Cape Roxalgate,. in. the fame Country of Arabia, and having 
turn'd’ it; ‘enter’d the Perfian ‘Gulf, which hes between Perfia 
and ‘4rabia, where we-ftill coafted along, difcovering many Ships’ 
that ‘ftood otr famé Courfe: One of thefe, mew, and of great Bull 

bound from Bataim to Ormuz, ot Harinuz, for fo it ought more 
properly fo be call’d, through the Negligence of the Steerfman, fell 
fonl of ours, and being much larger run her Boltfprit and Sprit+ 
(ail Sail ‘againft ott Main Malt, and lying athwart us, brought 
our Veffel’ fo low Japon her Side, ‘that -we were in great Dan 


get, and Dread. ‘The Parfer of sour Shagwho valu'd himfelf- 


pon his Bravery, thinking our Honour Jay at Stake, fnatch’d 
up two loaded Hatd Granadoes, and giving Fire, threw them 
into the other Ship, and had we: not hattily prevented him, 
would have. caft in’ more till fhe had been barnt’: ‘It pleas’d God 
the Firé did fot’ take, which if it had, we mult have all pe 
rifh'd inevitably : We labotr’d°to ungrapple the Ships, ‘cutting 
much of the Rigging on both Sides, and being clear, held on 
our. Courfe, till the Wind ‘coming -ap againft us, we anchor’d at 


Syfa, a, Port in Arabia, Two Days after, the Wind being fair, 
we fail’d ‘as fat as AZz/eate, another Port on the fame Coalt, 


which has“moreé Harbours in’ this Part, ‘tho’ fome' have writ the 
contrary. Here we again’ {pent two Days,:to Wood and Wa: 
tet, and departing’ thence, fail’d to Orns, 60 Leagues ‘diftant, 
where we anchor’d on the 17th of -AZarch, a Month after we 
left Goa.

Boy fhew’d it me, and 1 acquainted the Officers, who laying hold, 
brought it aboard.

My fecond fetting out from Ormuz, and reaching the 


Bottom of the Golph of Perlia, where entering the 
Rivers Tigris asd Euphrates, I came to the City 
_ Bazora. 


Aving refitted and laid in Provifions at Ormuz, we fail'd 

again on the 17th of June, in Hopes of a better Voyage, 
being affur'd by fuch as knew thofe Seas, that the North Welt 
Wind was not then fo conftant or violent, and fome Difference 
we found, but not fo much as they gave out. This time we kept 
without the Ifland Queixome, and running along the fame Coaft 
as before, pafs’d the Flats of Kane, and beyond them the Fort 
of Rexel, famous for the great Plenty of Corn and Fruit its 
Territory preduces. It belongs to the Xa, or King of Perfia, 
ftanding on the Edge of theSea on his Side, and well Garri- 
fon'd. Farther on to the Northward is Regh Coles that is, 
the Strand or Shore of Ceyfadin, inhabited by Arabs, as is moft 
of this Perfian Coaft, and they Tributary to the Xa, tho’ fome 
for their Security in Sailing about, own the Portugnefe Autho- 
rity, and take Paffes from them to trade, without which they 
would bein Danger, from the Portuguefe Veffels cruzing in that 
Streight. Thofe of Regh Ceyfadin were at this time at Variance 
with the Portnguefes, on Account of tia a, from them 
as was {aid above, and therefore all the Inhabitants of the Iand Karg 
Karg, which is 3 Leagues from the Continent, were fled for é/land. 
Fear of four Galicts that were with us. This Ifland is about two 
Leagues in Compas, affording good Shelter againft the North 
Welt Wind, is Stony and Mountainous, has good Waters, fome 


- Palm Trees, and fmall Cattle, and produces mighty Quantities . 


of Onions, whexeof whole Loads are carry’d to Bazora ane Oe 
‘ther 
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ther Sea Ports; the Inhabitants are almoft all Arabs. Here we 
anchor’d on the 2jth of Fuly, and ftaid fous Days on Account 


‘of the contrary Winds. Thus far ran the uncooth Mountains of 


Perfia, along the Edge of the Sea, and from this Place. itrike far- 
ther up the Country, till out of fight from the Sea, near to which 
the Land is fo low, that it cannot. be difcern'd. at a very {mall 


Diftance. Near this Place two mighty Rivers come down from 


Perfia to empty themfelves, the one at Rever, and the other at 
Regh Ceyfaditte mo aiispiatke Soebeaacs a estise ese 1S 
Hence we directed our Courfe Weftward, quite without Sight 
of Land, tho’ we were very neat it, by reafon of its lownefs, un- 
der the Condu@ of a Meorifh’ Pilot we took in at Karge, who 
tho’ reckned the ableft in thofe Parts, was very near fetting usa 
Ground, ina Channel call’d Kara, which fignifies broken on-rnin’d, 
they having a Tradition, thata great City itood in that Place, and 
was overwhelm’d. by reafon of the lownefs of the Land. This 
Channel is about four Leagues in length, with many Flats, fo that 
they always found all the way in pafling it, and keep the Boat a

all. very cheap. The Wind being contrary, and blowing hard, 
we went, up, the, River very. lowly, and having Sail’d up about’ 


eight or nine. Leagues, came'to a Place where it divides into two 


equal. Parts, one-whereof ftriking tothe Southward, enters 4rabia 
and runs into thefame Gulph of Perfia, at Katifa near Barhew, 
making an. Ifland of that Spot of Land, above eighty Leagues in 
Length. The other Part is that we Sail’d on, and from thence 
upward, being all united it is wider, deeper, and more rapid. A 
little farther.on, we founda {mall Iffand inthe middle, a League 
long, and about half. in Breadth,, pleafant. enough, and full: of 
Palm-trees and Orchards, which dividing the. Waters makes two 
ways, whereof that next to Arabia is deepelt.. Holding on our 
way, onthe fixth of dugu/i, by eight in the Morning we reach’d 
Serrage, fifteen or fixteen Leagues from the Bar, where the greater 
Veffels ufe to Anchor, till.they unload, .as. we did, oppolite toa 
Fort the‘ Turks have on’ the Brink of the River, and the Lands of 
Monbareka, as they have others, both above and below it, to 
fecure the Country under their Protection, ,from the. Incurfions 
of the Arabs. Ileft the Ship and went up a Creek, that has about 
two Fadom Water, when the Tide is out, and above three at the 
Flood, which reaches above this Place, yet changes not the Tafte 
of the Water.

Affairs; a Cuftom-houfe, the Duties whereof are very confiderable, 
fo that they defray the Charge of the Garrifon and all other Ex- 
pences, and there is much to fpare. Inthe Arfenal are many good 
Pieces of Canon and fome Galleys, but thefe few, fmall, and ill 
fhap’d. One of this fort was launch’d whilft I was there, and they 
have them not againft the Portuguefes, as a certain Author has writ, 
well knowing they can do them no Harm, butto ferve in the Ri- 
ver and Parts adjacent, to curb the rebellious Arabs, from whom 
they gather great Tribute. Thefe Galleys, tho’ fmall, are ex- 
ceflive coftly, becaufe the Country is quite deftitute of Timber, 
and it is chargeable bringing it from other Parts, A Bridge of 
eight Boats lyes acrofs the Creek, and in other Places the People 
pafs over in Boats they call Danequas, made of any {mall bits of 
Wood, for want of larger, and tho’ built in that manner and not 
caulk’d they are very ftaunch , being daub’d inftead of Tar with 
a fort of Bitumen they call Quwir, which I thall {peak of hereafter. 
Bazora abounds in Provifions, and particularly Dates, which are 
very good, and fo plentiful, that great quantities are yearly fent 
thence to Bagdar, and the Ports of Perfra and Orvmz, being the 
chief Suftenance of the common People. The Land produces all 
fortsof Grain and Greens, Wheat, pee Rice, Pulfe, in great 
Plenty, and very cheap, which things bei 

Rexer, Regh Ceyfadin, and Dorek, the Price is muchabated. There 
are heey numbers of great and {mall Cattle, and all forts of 
Fowl. The River has much Fifh, but not good. Hereis a Trade 


with Ormuz, which furnitfhes all Jzdia Commodities ; as alfo with 


Barhen, Catifa, Lafan, Perfia, Bagdat, and all Arabia on that fide. 
The wortt thing here is an infinite number of Scorpions, fome of 


ng alfo brought from 


them as big as {mall Crabs. The Air is unwholefome, the Wea- 


ther exceflive hot, the Inhabitants Turks and Arabs, molt of the 
laft being the Natives, and thefe generally well Featur’d, efpecially 
Women and Children, the firftot them reckon’d Unchaft. They 
make ufe of Camels, Mules, Affes and Horfes, of which laft there 
are great Breeds, and being very numerous and good, they are 
{ent to Ormus and thence to India. 

When I came to Bacora, there were many Houfes ruin’d, both 
within and without the Fort, and then rebuilding with much fpeed. 


‘This Deftrution was occafion'd eight or ten Days before my Ar- 


rival, 
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rival, by the blowing up of a Magazine of Powder, 
and odd Skins full of it were burnt, with fuch a d 

that they thought the whole Frame of the Univerfe 
in Pieces, doing incredible Damage throughout the greatelt Part of 
the City, which has now ftood about 200 Years in this Place, 
_ being the third Situation ithas had. It is above go Years fince 

it has been poffels’d by the Turks, by whom an Arabian Tyrant 
was fupported, who {eized and put it into their Hands. ‘It is 
needlefs to fpeak of the Cuftoms, Habit, and manner of living of 
the Inhabitants, for being Turks and Arabs thofe things are well 
_ known. All forts of Goid and Silver Coins are Current in the 
_ Country for their value; but what isCoin’d there in a Mint is of 

Silver and Copper. The Larines areof Silver, being a long Coin

Structure of Note inthe City ; but there are fome publick Baths, 
very decent and well ferv’d, where the Method is, that Men go 
in till Noon, and Women from that time till Sun fet, which is fo 
religioufly obferv'd, that any Man would be moft feverely punifh'd 
that fhould attempt to invert this Order. That Cut of Water, 
which as] have faid was made by Hand, runs far up the Country 
fertilizing f{pacious Fields, and watring abundance of Palmtrees, 
Some old People affir’d me, that it was formerly Navigable as far 
as a Town thirty Leagues diftant, of which it now falls very 
fhort, and is ftill remarkable to be cat by Hand. I was carry’d 
about three Leagues. up it one Day, to fee a Yegue, or Lord, who 
is poffefs'd of many of the Lands | afterwards paf'd through. His 
| Nanae was Xeque Atahamed Eben Raxet, a Man for his Prefence 
and Afpect, worthy of a greater Polt. He difcours’d with mea 
long time, by means of an Interpreter, and feem’d to be well pleas’d 
becaufe he had never feen any Frank, fo they call the European 
| Chriftians, and he admir’d my Garb, Language, and Behaviour, 
} curioufly obferving vey thing. After many kind offers, and be- 
] ing treated with fome Goats Flehh, ill boil’d, which was no {mall 
' Favour, J took my Leave; and going back down the River, which 
is very pleafant, I faw the Adzbometans that were in the Boat 
with me, rife up at a certain Place, and Pray with much Atten- 
tion. I fook’d towards the Place they fac’d’to in praying, and 
difcover’d a Houfe like an Hermitage ftanding on the Banks of 

_ the River, and asking what Place that was, they anfwer’d it was 
Dedicated to: za Ben Mariam, that is, ¥ ES US the Son of 

} Mary, thewing me eas Quantity of Land, and Palm- .

My Departure from Bazora through the Defert, and a 
Diary of my Fourney, till I came to Mexat Aly, a 
City in the fame Defert. 


T my coming to Bazora I took up my Lodging in the 
A Houfe of one Santo Fonte, a Venetian’ Merchant, with whom 
I came from Ovmuz, in order to undertake this Journey with 
him, and a Criollo, or Indian born Gentleman, call’d Fames de AAelo 
de Sam Payo, as alfo another Portuguefe, whofe Name was Yohn 
Pinto, a very worthy Man, both of them more deeply engag’d 
and concern’d with the aforefaid Fovte. Coming to Difcourfe of 
our proceeding on our Way, I uuderftood we muit ftay there 
Vi four or five Months at leait, beeanfe the River Tygris had not 
cH then Water enough for the Barks, which us’d to carry Goods 
ne to Bagdar, and there would be ftill lefs till Chriftmas, when it 
begins to rife with the Rains, and there is no Sailing without, 
by reafon there are many Shoals, and the Robbers have the Op: - 
a | portunity of fetting upon the Barks, as they often do; befides that 
a when the Water is low they are not able to toe, or draw along . 

Bt the Veffels, as they do almoft all the way, which when the — 
Water is deep enough lafts between thirty five and fifty Days, 
and when fhallow, almoft twice as long, as it hapned toa parcel 
of Boats that fet out from Bazora twenty five Days before we . 
arriv’d there, and was three Months on the way to Bagdat with: 
much ‘Trouble and Charge. Whilft I was thus perplex’d, a 
Cayavan began to fit out in order to go by Land, through the 
Defert of Arabia, a Way before not frequented and uncertain. 
Defpairing of an Opportunity in any time by the River, I pro- 
pos-d to go with this Caravan, and confulting aboutit with{uchas 
were capable to advife me, they ftarted a thoufand Difficulties ; 
notwithitanding all which I refolv’d to go in this Company, fince 
I had no Bufinefs of Moment to ftay me, and might thus fave 
Time, For the better compafling of it, I contracted with theCap- - 
tain 
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tain of the Caravan, who was an Arabian Mahometan Inhabi- 
tant of Bazora, his Name Agi Adahamed Benfalab Arfani, by 
the Interpofitionof one AZuftaphe, a Renegado Jew turn’d Turk, 
in whom-the Portuguefes and Venetians trading there, repos’ 
much-Confidence. He made the Bargain that he fhould carry 
me, my Bed, and fmall Equipage, to Bagdar, for 5o Ducats, and 
find me Attendance and Victuals, which was all the Way, as 
ufual with them, very little, nafty, and at unfeafonable Hours. 
Some Amends was made by a Sack of choice Bisket and fome 
Boxes of Marmalade, which he help’d me to fpend more hafti- 
ly than ’tis likely he wou’d have done, had they been his own. 
© T took with me 3 Bales of /zdigo to defray my Charges, which 
| he was alfo oblig’d to carry, clear of all Duties and Impofitions ; 
' and this [ found the cheapeft, not fo much for the Charge, as to 
fave the Trouble I faw others put to, about paying the Duties 
for themfelves and their Goods, When | was ready to depart, 
Fames de Melo refolv'd to go with me, without waiting for 
Santo Fonte, who could not difpatch fo foon, by reafon he had 
abundance of Goods to difpofe of; fo that he agreed with AZy- 
ftapha aforefaid, and we fet out, I being much oblig’d to ano- 
ther Venetian Merchant, whofe Name was Ferome Bon Tempely, 
who did me many Favours. 
On the South Side of Bazora is a large open Plain, where a fourney by 
_ great Market and Fair is kept, and on Fridays the Adahometans Land to 
who are numerous and good Horfemen, meet on Horfeback to Bagdat. 
folemnize that Day, which is their Feltival, and only dittin- 
guifh’d from other Days in this Ceremony, and more punctual 
Meeting in the Mofques; for they make no Scruple of Wor- 
king or following their common Bufinefs on it. Having taken 
leave of our Friends, on the 2d of September, we went to this 
| Place, whence the Caravan fet forward, and lay there that 
Night, which was the firft of the may bad ones we afterwards 
had, waiting for our Captain, who had not yet difpatch’d all 
his Bufinefs. The next Day being Friday the 3d we follow’d fyitds of 
the reft, I on a Camel,. and my Companions on Horfeback. sy. 
We rode about half a League thro’ Palm-Tree Groves,and then 
enter’d upon defart Plains that us’d to be overflow’d, and at this 
time were cover’d with Salt, made by the violent Heat of the 
Sun, of the Water of the Perfian Gulf, which tho’ above ten 
_ Leagues diftant, fometimes drowns them; fo that very much 
} Land before fruitful, is quite loft. We rode along a Bank rais’d 
} by Hand, 6 or 7 Spans high and g§ in Breadth, for 4 Leagues, 
} till we came to a Place call’d Drabemya, where we took up our 
} Lodging, in the Ruins of the sey Bazora, whereof se are 
2 ome 
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fome Remains to be feen, as the Walls of a great AZofque; part 
of thofe which inclos’d the City, and of the Ditch,- and it: ap- 
pears to have been a great City. There are fome Wells of 
gootl Water, and the Land is cultivated, and yields Wheat, 
Barley, and Herbs. Thus far we travell’d to the Southward; 
and continued here all Saturday and Sunday following, beginning 
to feel the exceffive Heat of the Sun, which is intolerable at 
that time. On Afonday the 6th of September we mov’d, after 
mach contending with the Arabs intralted by Xegue Adahomer 
Eben Raxet, Lord of thofe Lands, whom I faid before, ] was 
carry’d to vifit, about fome Duties to be paid by fuch as travel 
that Way with Merchandife. The Ufage I now and at other 
times faw many met with, made me think all I had given> the 
Captain well beftow’d, to eafe me of fo much Trouble. Here 
we began to advance Welt North Welt, thro’ Defarts wonder- 
ful plain, leaving a very high Mountain 6 or 7 Leagues off, on 
our Left Hand, which I judg’d might be 2 Leagues in Length, 
call’d by the Arabs, Gibel Sinam, being that Sizam, where for- 
merly the firft Bazora ftood. They fay it has Plenty of Wa- 
ter, which is there taken by the Caravans that go from Bazora 
to. Adecca, that being their Way. All thefe Lands and the reft 
about are fo very level, that the Mountain look’d like an Ifand 
in the midft of the Sea, Having travell’d little above 2 Leagues 
we halted at. Noon near certain Wells of good Water, in a: 
Field full of Cologuintida, which the Arabs of the Defart make 
ufe of to cure their Difeafes, infufing it in Camels Milk, The Arabs 
call this Place Bragacya er Cobrocya, fignifying A Place of Duc. 
cats. Here all the Caravan was. together, which tho’ fmall, 
confifted of 150 Camels, 03 Affes, and 12 Horfes. Here we 
found fome People, whe as foon as they faw us made away, 
and we were inform’d they were wretclied: Beduines, that is, 
miferable poor 4rabs,.who: range about thofe Defarts by Fami- 
lies, naked, or clad in Skins. of Beafts they hunt for Food, as: 
Deer, Wild Goats, and Affes, Wolves, Foxes, Hares, and the. 
like. We broke up from hence about. 4 in the Afternoon, tra- 
vell’d thro’ Plains like thofe before mention’d,. full of many 
Wells of good fweet Water ; pafling by the Ruins of 2 great. 
Houfes, formerly the Dwelling of thofe who till’d the Fields, 
which are all call’d Choa Bade and having advane’d about 2. 
Leagues farther, took up: our Quarters in a barren Field, with- 
out any Water, to {tay for one of our Camels, that fell under: 
his. Burthen, and was left behind. | 

Tuefday the 7th we fet forward before Day, and travell’d: 
thro’ a: mighty plain Couvtryjand exceflive dry, the Sun. sae 
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hot, and a ftrong South Wind, which feorch’d like Fire. Our 
Journey was long; for ae with no Water, we went till 
Noon above 5 Leagues and a half, and pitch’d our Camp in a 
Plain the Arabs call Reamelah, where were 3 Wells of dirty, 
thick and brackifh Water; but much Thirft made it go down 
very well. This Day 2 Camels-fell three Times under me; for 
which reafon the Captain to accommodate me the better, bought 
a good Camel and an Afs of one of our Company, which he 
_ afterwards paid very ill for, This Journey was to the North 
| and North Welt. Wednejday the 8th we fet out before Day 
Weltward, riding over fandy Fields and dry Defarts, ti one 
in the Afternoon, for about 7 Leagues, and refted in a Plain 
call’d as well as the other Choa Bedeb, exatly like a Threfhing 
Floor, and about 2 Leagues in Compals. In the midft of it were 
8 Cottages of Bedwsines, like thofe before mention’d, cover’d 
with thick Cloths made of Goats Hair. Here were fome Wells 
of filthy itinking Water, drawing fome out of one of which, 
we pull’d up a great Poifonous Snake dead. All this Day there 
was a mighty thick Smoke to the Northward, which they told 
us was on the Banks of the River Expbrates, where the Arabs 
inhabiting thofe Parts, burnt the Reeds in order to Sow. That 
was about 2 good Days Journey from us; and all the Waywe 
faw many Hares and Field Mice: Thefe laft are about as bigas Fi/dMice>- 
our common large ones, their Hair fad Colour, with an Eye of 
white, their Ears, Fore Feet, and Tails, are like a Monfe, but 
the End of the Tail, the Eyes and Head, are like a Rabbet, 
and the Hind Legs refemble thofe of a wild Goat: They are 
very fwift at a fort of leaping Run, make Burrows under Ground, 
and there are great Numbers of them in that Defart, which 
- the Arabs eat, and fay they are good Meat. We left this 
Place at 4 in the Afternoon, and proceeding-3. Leagues farther, 
thro’ a fatter Land, and not fo plain; took up after Sun-fet in 
a fort of Vale without’ any Water, yet had fome .wither’d 
Weeds, and Abundance of large. Snakes. This: is alfo compre- 
hended under the Name of Choa Bedeb. Thurfday the oth we 
got up with the Dawn, and march’d about 6 or 7 Leagues over 
Sands and troublefome Defarts till Noon, when we came toa 
Well that was pav’d, the: Water of it clear and frefh, but of 
fach a noifome Scent, that there was no coming near it. I 
thought it might be occafion’d for want of the Sun’s Coming. 
to it, and not Rane ftirr'd, becaufe about 30:Fadom. deep; but 
was undeceiv’d by feeing a Snake with Feet, drawn out of it 
in a Bucket; being 4 Spans in Length, and almoft one in Breadth 5, 
a hideous Creature, by the -drabs call’ Eheun and Hhywnas 
ANG : 
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and Alben, all which fignifie Eyes. On the Way we found a 

Gazelle or Bealt like a Roe, newly dead, without any Hurt we 

could perceive, but guefs’d it might be bit by fome Snake. At 

a {mall Diftance were abundance of Oftrich Feathers, which 

the Camel drivers carefully pick’d up, being mnch valu’d in thofe 

Parts. We faw very many Hares and Field Mice, and tra- 

vell’d Weftward. Going on again at 4 in the Aftérnoon the 
- fame Way, at the End of 3 Leagues we pitch’d our Tent in a 
great Plain, ftrew’d with Salt, and without any Water. 

Friday the 1oth we fet out two Hours before Day, through 
Lands like the laft, towards the Welt South Welt, and at 3 
Leagues End came among great Mountains of Sand, with fome 
Shrubs, a very bad Way, infomuch that what with that and 
what with the Heat of the Sun and Want of Water, fome Ca- 
mels and Affes perifh’d, and the Men almoit fpent, at one in 
the Afternoon, came to a plain S 
Sand, full of Cologuintida, and call 
Here was a Parcel of Arabian Robbers, who feeing the Cara- 
yan wake ready to ftand on its Defence, went away. There — 
were feveral Wells, but all of them ftopp’d up with Mud. — 
When a little clear'd they all yielded Plenty of good pure Wa- 
ter, fome at a Fathom, others ata Cubit, 2, or 3, in Depth; 
fo that we fill’d our felves and took Provifion, praifin 
that he had afforded us that Relief when we were almoft dead. 
This Day we travell’d about 8 Leagues, which might be rec- 
kon’d 14, confidering the Badnefs of the Way, the Heat of the 
Sun, our Hunger and Thirft, and the Dread of the Arabian © 
Robbers that generally infeft the Defarts and wait where there _ 
is Water, in hopes ef a Booty, and {pare not one another 
they are of different Families or Tribes, and therefore 
ravans always hire fome Arabs of thofe Hords they may meet — 
with, that they may be fpar’d for their Sake, as we did; and 
they ferv’d us to this Purpofe, and as Pilots to fhew us the — 
Way and Waters; for there is no travelling without: Nor were — 
we more afraid of Strangers, than of thofe we had with us, bes 
caufe they are a faithlefs, unfteady, and extraordinary covetous — 
People, and being perfwaded that the Francs, which are the Eu- 
-ropean Chriftians, are all very rich, they never ceafe medita- 
ting to rob, and on that Score fometimes kill them. God be — 
praisd that he deliver’d us from them; for they had fome Pra- — 
Gtices againft us, and particularly againlt Fames de Adelo, who 
was in the Company, becaufe they faw he carry’d himfelf haugh- 
ected much Attendance, which caus’ him Trouble 
e¢ Way; a thing he who defigns to travel 
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ought carefully to avoid, that he may be as little as poflible 
ebferv’d by the Arabs, who rarely take Notice of Men for any 
Good, without fome Hope of Profit. We were in fach a Con- 
dition when we came to this Place, that we durit not venture 
any farther, and therefore lay there at Night, fome Jews that 
came in the Caravan being gone before the laft Night, in Com- 
pany of an Arab, the Captain ufes toallow them upon fuch Oc- 
cafions for their Guard, for which they give him fome Confi- 
deration at the End of the Journey. They go before, that gain- 
ing fo much Ground, they may reft on Saturday, when they muft 
not travel without being left behind the Caravan. Saturday the 
mith having refted moft part of the Day near the Wells, we 
mov'd at § in the Afternoon 2 Leagues to the North Welt, 
and halted before Sun-fet to ftay for a loaded Camel that lage’d 
behind ; for this they are fubject to, who travel with Caravans. 

Sunday the 12th we fet forward 3 Hours before Sun rifing, 
to the Weft North Welt, through avery Plain Country, with 


__ only fome fmall Hillocks, all good, Land, butdry. Having gone 


a League and a half we found fomeé. Wells of good Water, but 


| owent on, and at 11 in the Morning came to a dry Channel, © 


which in Winter they fay has much Water, and I thought it like- 
ly by the Nature of its Situation and Capacioutnefs, Over it, 
on a rifing Ground is ftill an ancient fquare Fort, with 12 Baftions, 
3 on each Side, made of burnt Brick and Lime, {trong and well 
built. Without it at about 60 Paces Diftance, isa fmall Alcoraz 
or Tower ten Cubits high, tho’ it appear’d to have been higher, 
of the fame Structure, all decay’d with Age; yet it appears to 
be a Royal Fabrick, by its Goodnefs and the Place it. ftands in, 
where it could not be rais’d without mighty Coft and much La- 
bour, and Difficulty. Ie was done by an Arabian King, Grand- 
father to Xegue Mahamed Eben Raxet, whom \ {aid before I was 
carry’d to fee, to fecure the Caravans going that way before the 
Turks, poffels’d themfelves of Bagdat and Bazora. The Arabs 
call it Alcayzar or Kayzar, which fignifies, a Palace or Cefar’s 
Houfe,, for fo they call all that belong to Kings or Princes. This 
they reckon the half way from Bazora to Mexat Aly, whither 
we were going. We found fome Wells in this Channel, the 
Water of them clear and frefh, but of an intolerable ili Scent, 
yet Neceflity prevail’d, This Journey was about 8 Leagues, and 
- here we ftay'd till four in the Afternoon, when we advancd three 
Leagues farther and halted at Sun fetting. This Day five Camels 
dy’d with being over wrought, whofe Fleth all the Caravan ted 
on, and invited us to do the fame, but we did not, tho’ our 


Provifions began to fall fhort. Adonday the 13th, the Caravan 
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‘yifing through a Country like the laft_mention’d, and having 
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mov’d three Hours before Day to the North Weft, over plain 
Grounds, apt to be overflow’d by the River Exphrates, when it 
fwells, being a {mall Days Journey from thence, and they are full 
of Salt Peter, Stony, and have fome wild Shurbs, Having tra- 
vell’d about 7 Leagues by Eleven in the Morning, we halted on 
an uneven fandy Field, to expect fome Camels that were left be- 
hind, one of which dy’d, and being oblig’d to fend another to 
fetch his Load, we lay there all that Night. The Water was 
on our Right Eaftward, a little above half a League diftant, which 
when brought was not very. pleafing to us, for tho’ clear and thin, — 
it wasasSaltasthatinthe Sea. by 
Tuef(day the 14th we held on our Journey, an Hour before Sun

travell’d about fix Leagues by 11 of the Clock, fettl’d in a Plain, 
half a League from fome Wells there are among the Ruins of an 
ancient large Town, whereof only the Rubbith now appears, | 
andthefe Wells, with fome Palm Trees. The -4-abs now call | 
the Place Hayun Sayda, that is, the Springs of Sayde. The | 
Water was not very good, yet better than the Day before, At 


three Leagues farther. Wednefday the 15th we began our Jonrney 
two Hours before Day ‘towards the North Weift, and_ havin 
travell’d about an Hour, faw a great Fire to the Eaftward, whie 
all the Company faid was made by Arabian Beduyn Robbers, 
The Country was not plain like that before, but Hilly, and ha- |. 
ving gone fix Leagues, we took up at ro in the Morning, in a. 
Place the Arabs call Kalb alfor, that is, Cows or Oxes Heart, — 
where was a Well of dirty ftinking Water. Here, upon Infor; 
mation given by one of the Pilots of the Caravan, an Arab was 
feiz’d, being pofitively reported to be a Spy belonging toa Tribe | 
or Hord of Arabs hard by, and had bore us Company from Bazora, 
to goand give Notice from that Place, for them to come androb _ 
us; and tho’ he confidently deny’d what was charg’d upon him, 
however to prevent all Danger, they carry’d him bound to Afexar — 
Aly. The fame Day we proceeded four Leagues farther, and incamp’d 
after Sun fet, in a convenient Place, more orderly than before, 
intrenching our felves about with the Loads of Goods, the Men, 
Camels and Beafts in the middle, all the Arms in Readinefs, and at 
four Men the Caravan brought for that Purpofe keeping Guard 
all Night very watchfully, with Fires, as well for Fear of the- 
Robbers there are about that Place, as of the Lions, and the more ~ 
for that one had the Day before attack’d a Man in our Com- 
pany, but it pleasd God he was not hurt, and it was a yes 
i er, 
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der, that fo many being in thofe Parts, we faw very few; and 
thofe not near. Of big ) 

Thurfday the 16th, fetting out three Hours before Sun rifing, 
after two Leagues riding we came.into a large Brake, through 
which in Winter runs a’ Rapid Stream, by the Arabs call’d 
HAhanega, fignifying, the drowning Place; periaps the Name 
might be given it from the Misfortune: of fome People or Beaits; 
along this Brake there-were fome Treesand Green Grafs. After tra- 
velling about 8»Leagues North Weit, we refted: at Noon, in a 
pleafant Place, fomewhat Shaded with Reeds and Shrubs, having 
Wells of good Water, and cail’d by the Arabs, Semat. From 
three ‘in the Afternoon till ten at Night, we march’d about five 
Leagues farther through an uncooth, cdry, flony and) uveven 
Gountry ; having all this Days Journey feen many » Flocks of 


wild; Affes... Friday the 17th, having advane’d: two Hours before 


Day, we were >alarm’d,.as the Light appear’d, by so Arabian 
Robbers, who pals’d before us on 25 Camels, for they commonly 
traverfe that Defert by two and two on a Camel; and when 


they refolve to fall on, they. alight at fome Diftance, where they 


bend one fore Foot of each: Camel, and tye it up which. makes 
them rot: ftir out ef-the Place,.and then they give the Attack. 
Their ufual Weapons are Spears, Bows and Arrows, Swords, 
Bucklers and Caziales, which are like great Broad Daggers bow’d. 
Many ‘of them alfo-ride about the Defert on Horfeback. The Ca- 


vavan, that.is; the Company of Travellers flood to their Arms, 


there being: among us. about 40 Archers, 12° Mufquetiers, 4 Horle- 
men with: Spears, befides fome other Hand Weapons. The Rob- 
bers pafs'd by without flopping, we fufpecting they durft not 
attempt'us, being fo few, and were gone to call more, but the 
did not return. However we kept upon our Guard, travelling 
in the beft Order we could: Thofe that were beft arm’d, 
march’d in the Van, Skipping and Singing aloud, to encourage 
one another to fight the Enemy in Defence of themfelves and 
the Company. We perform’d this Journey, being between 3 and 
4 Leagues at full Speed, in Sight of a great Lake form’d there 
by the Water of the River Euphrates, of which I fhall fpeak 
hereafter. Being fo fearful of Robbers, and fo fpent with Ri- 


_ ding, the Heat, Hunger, and Thirit, that every thing difturb’d 


and alarm’d us; fo that making up to a Water to reft, as we 
afterwards did, and perceiving fome. People about it, we con- 
cluded they were Robbers. All the Company made ready to 
engage them: but ene of the Arabian Pilots or Guides, clapping 
Spurs to a Grey Mare he rode; for they rather make ule of 
them than of Horfes, Bee ghiine Tee are more Heet, fafer, and 
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eafier to be kept in the Deferts, came up with them wonder- 

ful fwiftly in a Moment, and having view'd them, return’d to 

inform us they were Bedwin Hunters, who had their Cottages 
Utcet, there for the Sake of the Water, which ran in a great Stream, 
vo by the Arabs caliid Utcela, The Water was plentiful and good, 
‘the Place cool and fhady, with Trees, Reeds, Rufhes, and other 
Plants, and we came to it at one in the Afternoon, having tra- 
veli’d 6 Leagues. At three we held on our Way, leaving the 
‘ems there, becaufe the next Day was Saturday, when they 
could not travel, and advancing 3 Leagues farther, took up our 
Lodging in a Plain where there was no Water. Saturday the 
18ih we mov’d 2 Hours before Day, over a plain Country to 
the North Weft, about 2 Leagues from the Side of the Lakes. 
and having travell’d about 8, came to the Head of it, or North 
End, at one inthe Afternoon. All the Lands we rode over this . 
Day are fow’d with Wheat, Barley, Cotton and Greens, being 
water’d by a little frefh Brook that runs acrofs them. 

We had fight of the Town of Afexat Aly ever fince Morning, 
as being feated on an Eminency over the Lake, to the Eaftwarth 
and that Scituation deceived us, making it appear nearer than it 
was. But particalarly Fames de Melo thought fo, and: being 
defirous to reft, he rode before, his hafte coft him his Horfe, 
which dy’d with the Heat and Fatigue, and he himfelf fell fick. 
In this Place there was frefh Water and green Grafs, but no: 
fhelter againft the Sun, whofe Reflection was violent. We made 
the beft fhift we could, but I far’d worfe than many other 

Notable becaufe I could not prevail upon my felf to eat of a Dith o 
Cookery, Rice my Captain had caus’d to be drefs’d, with much of the Fat 

and Greafe of a Camel that dy’d by the way, and my Wallet be- 
ing very low, I was forc’d to have Patience till Night, when 
Provifion was not much more plentiful. We left this Place at 
three in the Afternoon, travelling apace along the fide of the 
Lake, between itand the Foot of the Rock adjoining to it, fome- 
times dire@ting our Courfe North, fometimes Eaft, and fometimes 
South. Haviog travell’d about fix Leagues we came to Mexdat 
Aly, an Hour after Night, going up a high and fteep Hill to it 
from the Lake, at the Foot whereof many Men and Children came 
and falated us all in general, and particularly their Kindred and 
Acquaintance. 
_ Being this Day, whilft the Caravan refted at the Head of the 
Lake,in the Hut of one Xegue Alaby my great Friend, he come 
plain’d thata Camel he rode on was much hurt in his fore Foot, 
and that being an eafy Goer it would trouble him if the Beaft 
could not hold. out the Journey. The words were f{carce out ‘a

the Arab took up his Foot, to fee what it ail’d, and founda large Camel.

Pain, He cleans’‘d it with an Iron, picking out abundance of {mali 

Stones and clammy Earth; when well clear’d, he {top’d it up 

with Cotton and burnt Rags, then took a Piece of Leather, big 

enough to cover the Foot and fow’d it on, giving one Stich in 

the Foot, and another on the infide of the Leather, juft as they 

fole a Stocken, fo artificially that I was amaz’d at it, and thus the 

- Beaft could go and grew better, without receiving any other 

| Harm. This Ihave mention’d to fhow how able a Mittrefs Ne- 

ceffity is, even among the moft barbarous People. 

The Lake before mention’d, comes from the River Expbrares, Rahemals 
whofe Waters when there are Flouds run off that Way, by rea- rate at 
fon of the Difpofition of the Ground, and many others flowing MexatAly. 
in from other Parts of the Defert, they form that which is likea 
Sea; and this appears by the Marks the Water leaves, which is 
fifty Spans higher at the time of Inundations, than when I faw 
them, which wasthe time they aré lowelt. This Lake has no re- 
gular Shape, but runs out into feveral Eays, and extends more in 
Length than otherwife, the Circumference being between thirty five 
and forty Leagues, and the wideft Place fix Leagues over. About 
the middle of itis a Pafs that may be forded by Camels, when 
the Water is loweft, which was atthe time | was there, all other 
Parts are deeper. The Water comes frefh into it, but becomes 
{alt there by reafon the Land is full of Sait-peter, fo that abun- 
dance of Saltis made of it, only by the violent Heat cf the Sun, 
and ferves the Towns about and Bagdat. The Water is not fo 
| fait when the Lake fwells as when it declines. It Bas abundance 
of Fith great and fmall, which make it reforted to by infinite 
Numbers of Water Fowl, feeding there, and refting in the many 
{mall Iflandsit contains. The Arabs call this Lake Rabemah. 

Wearriv’d at Afexat Aly, as was faid before, on Saturdaythe 4 Cara 
18th and an Hour after Night, and it being folate, all the Caravan, vanfera de- 
went tounload at a Khan, or Karoancero, fo they calla Houfe /cril'd. 
built to entertain the Caravans and Paffengers, being like the 
Cloifters of our Monafteries in Shape and Figure, with very little 
difference, divided into Chambers, each of them with a Door and 
Lock, and a Place to drefs Meat, asalfo acommon Privy. Some 
have a Well in the middle, others a Place for Cattle, Thole a- 
broad in the Country are not thus divided. Some are able to 
contain three or four hundred Men, and fome are given out of 
Charity, being built for this pupae by wealthy ee gata 
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where only a {mail matter at Will is beftow’d on thof who have 
the Charge of looking to them; others are hir’d, but at avery 
low rate, There are of thefé in Ivdia, where they call them 
Chales , but they are neither fo well built nor fo. cleanly. In this 
Khan we took up our Lodging, becanfe it was Night. _The Honfe 
was large, and tho’ decay’d, appear’d to have been a curiousand 
coftly Structure. There we lay, no better accomodated than 
before, the Place being foul, itony, uneven, ill thelter'd, andun- 
fit for Reft, efpecially for us who came fo much Fatigu’d, that 
fome of the Men fell fick and no {mall number of the Cattle dy’d. 
Oar Supper confifted of Dates, fower Milk, and Water, being a 
Prefent fent my Captain, and no great Collation, for one. that 
had fcarce broke his Faft all the Day, becaufe my private Stock 
of Bifcuit. was then juft ended. There was no Remedy but Pati- 
ence, which is one of the moft neceflary things a Man ought to. 


make Provifion of upon fuch Journeys. Fames de Melo and his | 


Companion Afuffapbz, who came before, and had taken a good 
Lodging in another Khaz went to find me out in the Morning, 
and after Saluting and Embracing, as if we had not feen: one 
another in along time, they defir’d me to go to their Quarters, 
which I would not do without pofitive Leave and Orders from 
my Captain, to_avoid giving him I defir'd to.pleale, any occafion 
to complain. They beg’d it of him, and when obtain’d I went 

along with them, and we continu’d together till our Departure, 
Mexat Aly, or Mam Aly, which is all the fame, and fignifies 
Allis Mofque, or Honfe of Prayer, isa Town founded’ almoft 
a thoufand Years ago, for it is near fo much fince he dy’d. He 
was Nephew to Afabomet_and his Son in Law, ‘commonly call’d 
Mortz. Aly, of whom his Conquetts and Valour the Followers of 
his Seét, who are mortal, Enemies to the Sunis, profefling that 
of the Turk, tell fuch Feats and Miracles, as are worthy tobe 
laugh’d at, or rather lamented. Not. to mention them, as foreign 
from our Parpofe, and deliver’d by many, I will. fpeak of the 
Town, the Inhabitants whereof fay that Aly being bafely mur- 
der’'d by a Servant that had belong’d to. him fince he*was a 
Child, at Kufa, a Town not far from this, now quite gone to 
Decay, the dead Body being wath’d and anointed after their 
manner, was, as he had order’d. before his Death, made faft on 
a Camel, permitting him to-go whither he would, but ‘follows 
ing to fee where he made a Stand; and after “many Turnings 
and Windings, he came to reft in that Defert, which’ is as fos 
litary as may be. Thofe who follow’d came up, and made a 
Grave for the dead Body’ in the fame Place, ‘which in Procefs 
ef Time, thro’ the Affection and Concourfe of his Devotes and 
ee) eee ee Pee tae Followers. 
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Followers, was fo enrich’d with Offerings, Gifts, and Prefents, 
that a ftately Afofgue and Alcoran or Sreeple of curious Stru- 
Gure was erected to him, tho’ now that Set declining, the 
Number of the Offerings and Vifitants is fmaller, and the Buil- 
- ding has loft much of its Beauty and Grace. The Ground being 
reputed Holy on account of that Pody, there was fo great a 
Refort to it, that by degrees it grew up into a Town, which 
when in its flourifhing Condition, about 50 or 60 Years fince, 
contain’d between 6 and 70co Houfes, moft of them large and 
well built, as ftillappears by the Ruins. At prefent there are not 
above soo inhabited, and moft of thofe poor and ill furnifh’d. 
Some of the Inhabitants told me the Town had utterly declin’d 
“fince the Death of Xa Thamas King of Perfiaz, who had been 
avery great Friend to it It was inclos’d with a Wall, which 
_ is now broken down in many Places; the A4ofgue and Houfes 
all built with Brick. It has no Water but of Wells, and that 
is falt; fo that thofe who will have frefh, are faid to bring it 
from a Trench, Sultan Selim the Great Turk drew from the Ri- 
ver Enphrates, to 3 Leagues Diftance, with immenfe | abour and 
Charge: We could not drink of it when we came thither, be- 
caufe the Trench was foul and chok’d up, and they were clean- 
| fing it as they do every Year. Here is great Scarcity of Wood, 
and all Neceffaries are brought from abroad, as Sheep, Fowl}, 
Wheat, Barley, Fruitand Greens; but the common Food of the In- 
habitants is Dates, four Milk, and Cakes of ‘Wheat and Barley. 
There is much Fith in the Lake, bat they make little Ule cf 
| it. Moft of the People are white, but of a perverfe Difpofition.. 
| No Chriftian or Few ever fettles in this Town, becaufe they are 
mortally hated, as are all AZahomerans who profels not their Sect. 
They value themfelves upon’ being fri@ Obfervers of it, info- 
much as to look upon it as a Sin to talk or converfe with the 
' others, and are mighty nice, and perform many Ceremonies up- 
on receiving any thing they have touch’d. There are fill to be

When the Company had refed 4 Days, and left fome of the 

Inhabitants of this Place that caine in the Caravan, we fet out 
again on Thurfday the 23th of the fame Month, 3 Hours before 
Sun Rifing, travelling Northwards thro’ extraordinary plain but | 
barren Fields, yet along a beaten Koad, on which we met Tra- 
vellers on Horfebaek and on Foot, and Gangs of Camels and | 
Affes. Having travell’d about 7 Leagues, by half an Hour after 
11, we refted in a Khan or Karoanero, which was old but fpa- | 
cious and well built, and near it in a curious Plain was a fine | 
Well, and about 2 Musket Shot from it 1§ Cottages or Tents of | 
Arabs, with many-Camels. Three Leagues fhort of this Place, | 
and about half a League from the Road, we faw a great Houfe 

with a high Tower, where is the Tomb and Body of the Pro- | 
phet Ezekrel, call’d Ezkbel by the Fems and Atfoors, and held | 
in great Veneration both on account of his Life and Sandtity, and 
for the Miracles they fay God works there for his Servant’s Sake. | 
in this Khan where we refted, by the Arabs call’d Efegel, Fames 

de Melo found himfelf ill of a Fever, which he had before fore | 
Symptoms of at Aly. He was oblig’d to travel on a Camel, as 
Well for his Eafe as becaufe his Horle was not able to carry. 
him ; and he not being us’d to fuch Fatigues, as bred daintily, 
which generally they are in Jwdia, was very impatient, It 
pleas’d God he mended upon twice bleeding and fome Phyfick | 
prefcrib’d him, We went thence at 3 in the Afternoon, and trae 
velling over a hard Sand and very plain Country to the North.

was a large Well of clean and good Water, Friday the 24th 
we proceeded on our Journey haftily at 2 in the Morning, over 
a _moft barren Country, and at Break of Day difcover'd the Town 

of Mexat Ocem, yet did not reach it till 9 in the Morning, 
travelling tothe North Welt. This Journey was about 7 Leagues 
when entring the City, we took up our Lodging in a Khan there 
is, very Well built, which is allow’d for Charity. 
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| The Defcription of Mexat Ocem; our croffing the Coun- 
try of Mefopotamia, and Rivers Tigtis and Bu- 
phrates, ad coming to Bagdat on the former of them. 


Mx Ocem, or Mam Ocem, that is, Ocem’s Mo/que, isa ope 

: . Town of above 4000 Houfes, fome of them well contriv 
after the Country Fafhion, but all of a mean Structure. It is 

inhabited by Native Arabs and Turks plac’d over the Lands be- 

longing to it, none of whom were then in the Place, being all 

gone to Bagdat to the War; for which reafon many Agemis or 

 Perfians refiding there had alfo left it, not thinking themfelves 

fafe whilft the War.continued between the Turks and Perfians. 

All the Natives of AZexcat Ocem are Rafazis or Xyalis, that is, 

| of the fame Sect with thofe of AZexat Ali abovemention’d, and 
confequently hate any other Religion, whether of Adarometans, 

| Chriftians, or Fews, of which two laft none live there, and fuch 

as only pafs thro’ are ill look’d upon, All the Markets are built 

with Brick, and good Stru@tures. The great Concourfe of Tra- 

ding People from all Parts, makes it abound in Provifiens and 
Merchandize. Here isa A4Zofgue, and an Alcoran or Tower de- 

| dicated to Ocem the Son of Al, who is bury’d in this Place, 

and died in it for Thirft, it being thena Defert; for which rea- 

) fon all the A4ahometans, and particularly thofe of this Sect, look Mahome- 

upon it as a very meritorious Act to give Water for God’s Sake, tan Chavi- 

| to fuch as ask it and many go about the Streets with Skins full 

"of it, and clean Brafs Cups, giving all that are adry to drink, 

without requiring any thing for it, yet refufe not what is free - 

“ly offer’d them. The Aofque and Alcoran, confidering the Place,

" very near as ancient as the Father’s, being as well as that, foun- 

ded and increas’d by the Devotion of the Xyais, it flill appears 

much more fightly and beautiful. The Materials are Lime, Brick, 

and curious painted Tiles like thofe we call Dutch, and fome 

| Mofaick Work. Provifions are here very plentiful and cheap, as 

| Wheat, Barley, Rice, Greens, Fruit, and F leith. The Air is more 

temperate and pleafant than in thofe Countries we have lait {po- 

+ ken of. Here are fome publick Wells of very gooi Water, 

| pleafant Trees, feveral forts of European Fruit. The Land is fers 


| tiliz’d by a Trench from the River Evphrares, which is 8 ar ay 
J iftant 
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-and. many others of the Caravan, took up our Lodging in a 
Khan or Karoaneero, whence my Captain carry’d me fometimes ’ 
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diftant, and fupplies it when fwell’d with the Rain. There 


is Plenty of great and fmall Cattel, feeding on the Pafture a- 
bout the Town, efpecially in certain Plains, which being flooded 
in the Winter, are full of Grafs all the reft of the Year, At 
the end of the Town, towards the River Euphrates, are 2 great 
{quare Pools, which feem to have been formerly made for Re- 
creation, by the Ruins of Ledgings and Galleries there are a- 
bout them. They are very largé, and now ferve to receive the 
Water-brought by the aforefaid Trench, which is generally usd 


When they. want other. This Town, and that of Afexgt Al, 


are both fubiect to Afi, Nacer an Arabian King, paying Vafla- 
lage to the Turk, who devours thofe Lands; and yet whilft I was 


there, the Horfes, Furniture, Velts, and Arms ‘of 34 Turks, a 
Troop of Arabs belonging to this fame Town had murder’d and’ 
itripp’d, were publickly fold; for ail things being in Diforder, 
by reafon of the War between the Turks and Perfians, and the’ 


Turkilh Garrifon, to whom thofe Lands were diftributed, being. 
abfent, the Natives had nothing to ftand in awe of. They ge- 
nerally make ufe of Camels, Horfes, Affes, and Oxen, to carry 


Burthens. The People are white, of an. indifferent good Afped, | 
not coftly in their Expences, and moft of the Men ride on Horfe- 


back. This Town, as well as that of Adewat Ali, is very {carce 
in Wood, inftead whereof they burn much Cow’s and Camel’s 
Dung. . $i. 

My Captain came to be marry’d in this Town, to a Woman 
of hisown Family or Tribe, being of the beft Quality there, and 
went directly to lodge at his Bride’s Houfe, which was new 


built, pleafant enough, and had much Conveniency for his Ca- 


mels and Servants. ames de Alelo, his Comrade Muftapha, I, 


to his Houfe, to dine with his Kindred and Friends, upon thofe 
Danties they had at the Wedding, being courfe fweet Cakes of 


Bread, ill made, not over cleanly, nor well bak’d; fome Rice, 


Flefh God knows how drefs’d, in Pottage, Dates, and indiffe- 
rent Fruit: All this on around Skin fpread upon the Ground; 


but the genteeleft Part was, that every Man did eat with a Spoon; 


for. it is frequent among the Country Arabs to have but one 
Spoon among 10 or 12, and every Man takes his Spoonful, 
waiting till it comes to bis Turn again: The beft of it is, 
that what, they give is with a good Will and much Sincerity ;' 
for the Arabs outdo many other Nations in freely offering what 
they eat to any one that comes in or paffes by, were there not 
other Abufes that fpoil all.

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Whilft we were in this Town there came Cuftom Houle OF. 


_ ficers from Bagdat, with Orders to oblige the Merchants to go 


thither with their Goods, which many did, much again(t their Will. 


| However they fet out upon Wednefday the 29th of September, on- 
_ ily very few remaining behind, and we among them; becaufe our 
Captain did not furnifh us with Camels, for his were in fach a Con- 


dition, that Five of them dy’d foon, and the ret were unfit to 


. travel, and he being very covetous would not then hire others. 


After we had been there 8 Days uneafy enough, for feveral Reafons, 


_and chiefly on Account of being log’d in a Khan, where was a 


Captain with 40 Segmenes, being Musketiess belonging to the Turk, 
tho’ not Turks, who we dreaded might commit any Infolency, as 
being a loofe, rude, boifterous People, without any Confcience, 


| Honour, or Difcipline. When thefe were ready to depart, be- 
ing only quarter'd there in their way, a A%shomeran caine to 
_ me, and I know not why to me, more than any other of us 
there, and in the Perfian Tongue faid, we muft be watchful and 


{tand upon our Guard, for the Segmenes defign’d when they went 


| away, to take the Horfes belonging to my Companions, or at leaft 


one of them. I return’d many Thanks and gave Notice to my 
Comrades, removing them to our Captains Houfe, where they 


_ were fafe, and we continu’d upon the Watch in the Khaz, till 
_ thofe Men were gone, Thofe few of us that remain’d of the 
| Caravan fo earneftly entreated our Captain, that yielding to us, 


he prepar’d to bear us Company, attended by a Brother in Law 
of his own, a Man of Note and much honour’d with fome of his 
Friends, 


Being all met and furnith’d, we fet out from AMexat Ocem for 


| Bagdat, on Saturday the 24. of Ofober, at 9 in the Morning, in 


much Dread of Robbers, that Road being as much Frequented by 
them as it is by Travellers. A great Part of our Day’s Journey 


Was along that Trench I have fpoken of, whofe Water {fpread 
_ abroad, fertilizes all thofe Lands, which are very confiderable. 


This Canal is about three Fadom and a half over, and one and 


half in Depth, along the Bottom whereof, being then dry, there 


were fome Wells of good Water, and near them in the Sides of 
the fame Channel were dug watering Places for Cattél. There lay 
alfo fome Boats like thofe they call Danecas, at Baxora, all daub’d 
with Qui, which isa Bitumen flowing Liquid, from two Springs 
at Ayt,a Townon the Bank of the Euphrates, and afterwards srow- 
ing very hard, In thofe Boats they run along the Canal when it 
has Water. This Day’s Journey was through plain good Land, 
moft Sow’d, efpecially with Cotton, whereof they have much 


the 
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the Afternoon we came to a Khan, that is ftrong, fpacious and 
cleanly, a Majeftick Structure very capacious, and feated onthe 
Bank of the River Euphrates, which runs there very {mooth, and 
at that time being the End of the Summer, carries litthe Water. We 
did not crof that Day Becaufe it was late, but lay at Night on 
the Shore, keeping ftriét Watch for Fear of Robbers, whereof there 
is no Scarcity. Seyi: 

Sunday the 3d of Ottober, as foon as the Sun was up, we crofs’d 
the River in two Ferry Boats there are, paying a AZaydina Head 
or Pack, this being a Silver Coin worth 11 Maravedies, that is, 
about three Halfpence. Notwithftanding all the Haft we made, 
the Company and Baggage was not all over till ten of the Clock. 
This River, which is full of Windings, runs here North and South, 
f that we crof’d to the Ealtward; the Water was very muddy, 
and the Ferry Men affur’d me that it was above 30 Fadom deep 
in that Place, ftor’d with Plenty of good Fith, The Arabs and 
Perfians call it Forat, and the Hebrews, Parat, the Breadth of it 
was there at that time about 200 Paces, but much more in the 
rainy Seafon, for it rifes from four to fix Cubits and upwards, 
and its Water reckoned moft pure, is made ufe of to fertilize 


many plow’d Fields and Orchards. Being in Adefopotamia, which | 


is juit over the River, and going up a Hill, we came to ano- 
ther Khana, there is on that Side, above the River, not fo ftrong, 


fpacious and well built, as that on the other Side oppofite to it, 
yet convenient enough; feated on the Ruins of an ancient Town, — 


call’d A¢exayebb, whereof nothing now remains but the Name — 


and fome old Walls; but many Orchards abounding in Greens, 
Palm Trees and fome Evropean Fruits, all good and plentiful, fed by 
the Water drawn up from the River, running very low under 
thofe Lands. This is done with an Engine confifting of Skins, 
which is drove by Oxen, an Invention of little Charge, eafy and 


advantagious ; tho’ thofe are better which being drove by the 


Stream of the River, throw up the Water as high and in as great 
Quantities as they pleafe, asare us’d all along the Bank. Going 
up the River againit the Stream, there are many Towns, the mo 


Noted of them Gedida and Hyr, this laft famous for the Quir, 


Towns. on 
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being the Bitumen-above mention’d, which the Porruguefes im fn- 
dia call Quile, and ufe it to ftanch the Gifterns of Water they 
have in their Ships inftead of Cask, Next follow Hadyra, Halux, 
tuba, full of beautiful Women, Adamura, Ana, and many others 
as far as Byra, near Aleppo. Down the River a little above two 
Hours Travel, is Hela an aneient Town, in the way the Children 
of Ifrael pafs’d through going to Babylow, about which the Fields 
being in Adefoporamia, near the Enplrates, are all crofs'd be 

; ~ —-vinletsy, 
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| -valets, on which many Fruit Trees grow, and thofe were the Ri- 


versthe Royal Pfalmitt {peaks of 1m his Pfalm. 

Having refted at Moxayebb, till two in the Afternoon, we went 
up the Country of Mefopotamia, vatioufly feated, but without any 
Mountain or notable Hill, our Courfe to the Northward, leaving 
the Place where the ancient Fzbyloa ttood, two Leagues from 
us, on the left Hand, and that is the moft unfrequented Part of the 


- Country, according ‘to what was Prophecy’d of it. Tvavelling 


on a great Pace, at five in the Afternoon we pafs'd by a New 
Khan, hancfome and ftrong, feated ina Place molt convenient for 
Robbers, becaufe many little Hills lying againft one another, it 


| is well contriv’d for Ambufhes and Surprizes. This Khana was 


built out of Charity, at the Coft of a Turkifh Lady, Wife tc an 
Officer of the Grand Sigaior’s Revenue at Bagdat. We made no 


Stay, but going on with much Speed, came two Hours after Night. 


to another Khan, call’d Berenus, that is, the half way Houfe, be- 
canfe it is fo between the two Rivers, a noble Stru@ure, itrong 


_ and capacious. In it wete 10 or 12 Turifii Troopers, who gene- 
rally refide there to aflift Travellers upon any Occafion. Oppo- 


Fre to this is another ancient Khaz, inhabited by a few Families 
of poor People, who till fome Grounds thereabouts and in it are 


certain Wells, the Water whereof is not very good, butit ferves 


them, the Caravans and Paffengers, there being no other without. 
A Musket Shot from this is another oid’ Kban or Karoancera, 
gone to Ruin. It is about § Leagues from the River Evphrates 
tothis Place. AZonday the 4th of Ocover, we fet forwards very 


haftily, attwo in the Morning, to the Northward over Variety: 
of Lands, fome barren, others abounding in Pafture, which feeeds 


numerous Flocks of great and fmall Cattel, Camels, Horfes and o- 


 dher tame and ferviceable Creatures, which drink of the Water 


of feveral Wells, efpecially of two we faw well in Repair, Brick’d 


about, with each a Stone Trough or Ciftern, which were the fir it 


Stones | faw in all the Way from Mewar Aly hither, and to 
Bagdat. When the Sun was up we difcover’d that Part of Bagdat, 
which is in Aefopotamia, and the firit thing of it the Alcorans, 


becaute they being very high, and the Couitry not uneven, they 


appear four Leagues off, Having gone two of the four we found 
all the Way on both Sides, up to the Town Abundance of burnt 
Bricks, fquare and decay’d with Age, fome above Ground and others 


in Caves under it, This 1 take Notice of on Account of what I 


fhalifay hereafter of Bagdat.

Having often Occafion to fpeak of thefe Alcorans, I will here Alcorans 
defcribe what they are, for the Information of fuch as know it not, what they 
As in our Churches we ufually have Beltreies, fo the Mahometans are. 
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build thefe to their A4o/gues, which tho’ not all exactly alike, are 
generally fhap’d like the Maft of a Ship, being upright round and 
equal tothe Round Top, and that is a Balcony, or Walk round 
it, from whence upward, like the Topmaft it is fhorter and flen- 
derer, Within it are winding Stairs to go up to that Balcony, ~ 
where the Ad¢ulas being Men appointed for that particular Ser- 
vice, at the ufual Hours, that is, thrice a Day, and twice in the 
Night cry out as loud as ever they are able, uttering thefe Words. 
The great God, who has no equal, is caly one, and I believe, and 
teftify it and that Mahomet is bis Adeffenger. To this which is 
the effential Part, never to be omitted, they add. other Expref- 
fions, ftirring up the People to praife God’; and in regard that 
the Book of A4chomet’s Se& is call’d Koran, or Alcoran, the fame 
Name has been given tothe Place appointed for proclaiming of it, 
Some of them in thofe Parts are very majeltick and cofily. 

I enter’d this Part of Bagdat, which is in Mefopotamia, at one 
in the Afternoon, but was before met by a German Youth T had 
known in Jndia fome Years, who had been inform’d that the 
Caravan was coming and I with it. He was here call’d Fames 
Fernandez, born at Hamburgh, where his right Name was Soachinm 
Ozemkroch, being come thither 7 Days before from Baxzora, it be- 
ing three Months fince he left that Place by Boat. One Safar 
a Renegado, who had gone before the Caravan from Ocem, ha- 
ving told him I was coming, he fent me a Letter thither which mifs’ 
of me, to advife me to be cautious what Way I took, the Renegado 
thinking I had defign’d for fhortning of the Journey, to take an- 
other not fo much us’d and more dangerous, and therefore he gave 
me Notice of the many Difficulties and Hazards,'there were then 
on the Road, by Reafon of the War at Aleppo. We met at the 
Entrance into the Town, and he condu@ed me to_ his Houfe, 
where, and on the Way to Aleppo, on which we were Comrades, 
he oblig’d me with many Favours. This fhows how advantageous 
it isto do good, when in our Power; for now after fo long a 
time this Young Man requited the little Service I had before done 
him. TI crofs’d the River with him, and at three of the Clock in 


the Afternoon enter’d the City on the other Side, having travell’d 
10 Leagues that Day. 
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The Defcription of Bagdat. 


ares [as call’d by the Inhabitants, and by us Bagdat] a 
City of much Note, is feated on the River Tigris, which 
the Natives name Digilab, or Diguylab, as Sevil and Triana are on 
the Guadalquivir, The River runs thro’ it North and South, ve- 
ry little inclining either Way, and when loweft, as at the 
time when I went thither, is about 230 Paces over. It has a 
Bridge of 28 Boats, with Timbers laid athwart; and there is as 
much Diftance between every 2 Eoats as the Breadth of ene of 
them, being 4 Paces, and the Ends of it are made faft on both 
Sides to the Walls and Houfes, with large Iron Chains. Every 
Night it parts in the Middle, one half remaining on each Side, 
and the fame is done at any time, when either the Wind or 
Water are too boifterous, when there are Ferry Boats to crofs it, 
and as foon as calm, the Parts are joyn’d again. It is alfo divi- 
ded every Friday, whilit the Baffa and People are in the A4ofgue, 
at their Salah, or Prayer, and_when they come out united again, 
In Winter the River rifes 6 Cubits, or more, and fometimes en- 
ters the City, ftanding on a Bank rais’d little above it, The Wa- 
ter of it feem’d to me much more clear, pure, thin, and pleafant, 
than that of the Euphrates, and it breeds Abundance of good Fifh, 
which the A¢ahometans make their Advantage of. A A4Zaydin, that 
is, the Value of 11 Maravedies, or about three Half Pence, is 
paid Toll for every Load of Goods, imported, or exported. Thofe 
who come from Aefopotomia, as we did, to enter Bagdat, firft 
pafsover thro’ the Part that lies Weftward of the River, crof- 
fing a broad and deep dry Ditch, of the Earth taken from which 
is made a high Trench or Bulwark, ferving inftead of a Wall, 
to fecure the Town from any Attack of the Arabs, who only can 
attempt it on that Side. ‘There are 2 {tanding Bridges over it, 
almoft at theEnds, This Ditch wasmade in the Year 1601, by 
Acen Baffa Wazir, who in the fame Place alfo erected a Market, 
a Khan, and a Houle of Kaoah, that is, a Coffee-Houfe, moft beau- 
tiful Structures, {till call’d by hisName. {do not remember to 
have feen any Stone in all the Stractures of that City, except the 
Gates of this Khaz, and thofe of a new AMofque, which {tands on 
the Left Hand as you come off the Bridge into the City. Thefe 
Stones are white and very hard, but no Marble: and are Breen 
‘ait rom 
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from AZoful, lying up the River, and {uppos’d by fome to be N;- 
i000). 

Suburb This Part of Bagdat ‘contains about 3000 Honfes inhabited, with 
next Me- the Succos, or Adarkets, Caroanceros, publick Baths, and all forts 
fopotamia of Handicrafts us’d among the AZabomerans, and is as plentifully 

: fupply’d with all Neceffaries as. the City, and even more of fome 

Sorts, becaufe moft of the Provifions come from that Side, 
Coffee. _ Among the other publick Structues is the Houfe of Kaoah or 
Houfe. Coffee Honfe aboyemention’d,. The Kaoch, which we call Coffee, 
is a Berry as big asa {mall Bean, brought out of dyabia, which © 
they grind, boil, and fel! in publick Houfes, built for that pur- 
pofe, where all forts of Men of every Degree meer to drink, and 
fitting in Order, have this Liquor brought them in Chia Dithes 
that hold 4 or Ounces, very hot, and every Man taking his Dith, 
blows and fips.. It is black, and- almoft infipid 5 and ‘tho’ they 
aflign it feveral good Qualities, it has none certainly known, and 
only Cuftom prevails with them to meet there to talk and divert 
themfelyes, The more to attract the People they Keep «beautiful 
Boys, richly clad, who wait and take Money, befides Mufick and 
other Diverfions which invite the Company, the greateft Refort 
being at Night in the Summer, and by Day in the Winter. This 
Houle is on the Bank of the River, and has feveral Windows; and 
. two Galleries over it, which make it a very pleafant Place. There 
are fome others like this in the City, and many throughout Tuy. 
ky and Perfia, On this Side without the Ditch and Trench, are 
the Ruins of ancient Struétures, which {ufficiently demonftrate: 
the former Magnificence of that Town. Here flood firft’ the 
great Sagadad, but not Babylow, ast thall oon thew. 

Fort for Proceeding hence into the City, over the Bridge of 28 Boats, 
the Bafla's We enter it at a great Gate, befides which there are ¢ other 
Refidencee Pofterns to the River. It is a large Mile in Length along the 

River, and on the North Point whence theStreamcomes, ftandsa 
Fort where the Bafa lives, being more large than ftrarigs an 
oblong Square, about 1500 common Paces in Compals, inclos'd with: 
a Ditch 8 Cubits deep, and 12 in Breadth. The Walls and Ba- 
{tions are of Brick, with fome Embrafares at which there are: 
Pieces of Canon. Within it) refides the: Bafz, with the principal: 
People belonging to him, being. between 1¥00 and 2000 paid-and. 
maintain’d by him. To this Fort, theGate whereof looks to the: 
Southward, joins the Cit Wall, with ‘a Gate leading towards Pert 
fia, without which all the Country is extraordinary ‘plain and! 
good Land, till’d and fow’d, free from any Mountains or Hillsto 
terminate the Sight ; and therefore is. fome Years ioverflow’d in 
Winter, fo,that they go over it in Boats, and when :this-hap- 
pens, 


pens, they lay a Bridge from a Loophole of a Baftion there is in The Wall. 

the Middle of the Wall, for the Service of the publick. The 

Wall isa League and a half in Compals,; the other End reaching 

to the River,after making a half Circle, but with feveral Saliant An- 

gles in it for the better Defence. There are 2 other Gates to 

the Laniward, one in the Middle, and another at the other End. 

About itruns.a deep Ditch, and the Wall is of Brick, with Bat- 

tlements, Saliant Angles, and feveral Baftions, among which are 

4 gteat ones, {trong and well built, to bear the Weight and 

Shock of the Artillery planted on them, which is numerous, hea- 

vy, good, and all of Brais. a . 
‘The Baffa here has the Supreme Authority in Civil and Mili- Prote@our 

tary Affairs, but the Strangers have aProte@or appointed by the % Sta 

Grand Signior, who ftands up for them and the Merchants in Op- 8°" 

pofitio? to him and all other Officers, when they offer them any 

Wrong, undertaking their Defence with much Integrity, as hap- 

pen’d whilft I was there, in an Affair of much Moment, by which 


| I underffood how far this Protection extended; for he went fo 


far’ as to put the Great Turks Officers into Irons, and oblig’d the 
Baffa to defift from what he had intended. 
The Forces appointed for the Defence of this City and the Coune = Forces, 
try depending on it, are generally 14000 Men, Horfe and Foot, 
Turks and the other Nations they employ, of which Number be- 
tween 4 and 4000 refide in the City, and among them 1500 Fa- 
nifarves. The reft are divided into feveral Governments and 
Pofts, and thefe are befides, what we faid before, belong’d pe- 
culiarly to the Bajfa, and were with him in the Caitle. 
There are Ruins in Bagdar of fumptuous Buildings, fince the Ruins 
time the. Perfians were. poffefs’d of it, fuch as the AZofque, they %4 Stru- 
call the Calefaha’s, or of the Calif, and others on the River , the “7 
Madrafa, which Was an Hofpital, the Vaults in the Markets, and 
fome old Alcorans which decay with Age. Befides thefe Remains . 
of what was, there is no new Structure worth. taking notice of, 
excepting 2 AZo/ques, one of them on the. Left Hand, entring the 
City at the great Gate, built bya Bafa forhis particular Devotion, 
in Honour of a peculiar fort of Saint of jhisown. This is a coftly 
Work, as may be judg’d by the Outfide; for it is not allowd 
to any that are not A¢sbometans to enter their Mdofgues, efper. 
cially thofe moft reforted to, without imminent Danger of Death, 
or being oblig’d to renounce their Religion, but this. is not exe- 
cuted with the fame Rigour in all Parts, The other A4o/gue itan-. 
ding at the End of the City, near the Palm-Trees there are be- 
tween it, and the Wall is very remarkable, as well for its.Fa-. 
brick, as on account of an Aqueduct that.conveys the Water % :

it from the River; a very coftly Work, and no lefS ufeful to the 
2oooHou- People, Notwithftanding one third Part of the Space within the 
fes. Walls lies waite, or full of Palm-Trees, there are in Bagdat a- 
bove 2000 Houfes, moft of them large and fpacious, but of a mean 
Structure, few well contriv’d, all flat roofed, moft without any 
Windows to theStreet,and the Doors very fmall. They are all of old 
Brick, taken from the Ruins of Ancient Buildings, and very many 
live only upon digging, and carrying it about to fell. For this 
Reafon 4 or § Miles about the Town on the Side of A4cfoporamia, 
the Country is full of Holes, fome of them very deep, the Brick 
being continually taken out from the Ruins of the ancient Edifices, 
w hich {ufficiently teftifies the Grandeur of this Place in former times, 
inhabit. _Moft of the Inhabitants are civiliz’d 4rabs, the reft Turks, 
sants. Curdes, and Agemis,or Perfians, which laft were not fo nume- 
rous at this time, becaufe of the War, and yet there were ma- 
ny. There areabout 2 or 300 Houles of Fews, 12 or 15 where- 
of they affirm to have been ever fince the firft Captivity. Some 
of them are wealthy, but the greater Part extremely poor; they 
live in a feparate Quarter, with full Freedom of their Kavis or | 
Synsgogue. There were 10 Houfes of Armenian Chriftians, and | 
80 of the Nefforians, The Natives of Bagdat are generally white, 
handfome, of a good Difpofition and Affable. The Men for 
the moft part go on Horfeback, being clean and coftly in their 
Apparel, as are the Women, many of them beautiful, and gene- 

rally they have good Eyes. They all go cover’d in the Streets, 

with Cloths like Veils, which they call Chandales, but not black, 
and over their Faces a fine black or fanguine Colour Gauze, 
fo that they fee all without being feen, tho’ they are willing 
enough, and therefore purpofely uncover themfelves fometimes. | 
Baths- There are many very curious Baths, fome only for Men, and | 
others for Women, all being, much addi@&ted to the Ufe of them. 
In the midft of the City towards the River, there are 7or 8 
Streets of Shops of all Goods, and Handicrafts us’d among the 
Mabometans , befides as many Khans where Merchants refide, 
and they are much frequented. They are all fhut ap every Night 
with great Iren Chains, and at the End of them is a Pals, which 
they call Pange Aly, that is, the Hand, or Fingers of Ali, becaufe 
as they give out, Al’s Hand appear’d there on the Wall, and 
Ridiculous left its Impreffion ; wherefore they have there a {mall Oratory, 
evetion. before which they light many Candles at Night. In this Place 
generally fits a Bolwgo Baji, that is, a Head, or Chief of Muske- 
wiers, from Bolugo, a Musketier, and Bax, the Head, whence al- 
fo I fuppofe is deriv'd the Word Baxa, or as we {peak it Baffz, 
as it were a Head or Chief in Government, fo Cazel Bax, Red 
lead, 
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Head; and Cara Bax, Black Head, the Names of Tribes and Mar- 
tial Men among the Turks and Perfians. This Bolugo Bali fits 
there to attend all thofe Succos, or AZarkets, and fecure. them, 
| that neither Buyers nor Sellers may be wrong’d, or any Violence 
committed ; and he makes up all Differences or Difputes. happen- 
_ ing between Parties verbally, either by fair Means, or Severity, 
_ according to the Nature of the thing. And\ in. cale he cannot 
_ wholly reconcile; -he:turns them over to the Cadi, who is the 
_ Civil Judge, for him to adjuft the Difficulty. This [ think, is 
an excellent Method, and fo effe€tual, that tho’ there were fo 
many Soldiers, and they fo infolent, as in time of War, I do 


not remember duting my Stay there, which was two, Months, 


to have feen or heard of any Violence committed in thofe.Streeis, 
_» Bagdat enjoys a moft ferene, temperate, and wholefome Air, 
faving that being very fharp, thofe who are not careful of them- 
| felves, are apt to take Cold. The Summer. and Winter are as 
_.in Exrope, with only this Difference, that the' Heat is exceflive, 
and the Cold moderate. They commonly make ufe of Camels, 
| Horfes, Mules, Affes, and Oxen, to carry Burthens, there. being 
great Numbers of them all; The Gountry about yields much Cot- 
ton and Silk, which is all wrought and us’d. in the City, where 
there are above 4000 Looms for Woollen, Linnen, Cotton, and 
| Silk, and none of them ever idle. All the People of. Bagdar ge- 
nerally {peak three Languages, being Turkifh, Arabick, and Age- 
| mi, ot Perfian, but the commoneft is the Turkifh, In, time of Peace, 
and even in War, Merchants: refort thither, with Abundance of 
_ Commodities from Perfia and India, by the Way. of Bazora, up 
_ the River, or thro’ the Deferts, on both Sides of it, and fo from Ha- 
| ramit, Alepps, Damafcus, Tripoly, and feveral other. Parts; for 
| clearing of whom there are 3 Cuftom Houfes, one for thofe of 
_ Syria, which they do in their Paffage, on the other Side of the 
| River, and 2 within the City forall the reft. Here is.a Mint, 
where they coin Gold, Silver, and Copper; and two. Houfes to 
.exercife Shooting with the Bow and Firelock, Tho’ fo diftant 
from the Sea, it abounds in Salt, brought from the Lake I {poke 
of at Mexat Ali. Among other things-I faw and obferv’d in this

Hi order’d our Affairs and the Camels being come, we 
went over the River from Bagdat, to the other,Side in 
Adefopot smia, on Sunday the rath of December 1604, at five in 
i} the Afternoon, and lay that Night in the Field, between the 
i Trench and the Houfes, A4onday the 13th at nine inthe Morn- | 
iz ing we fet forward with 130 Camels, and 75 Affes, and having 
| gene a League and a ‘Half, halted to pay the Duties there re: 
ceivd for Adtir Nacer, an Arabian King of the Hord,or Tribe | 
of Eben Emana, being the fame that is Lord of A¢exat Alyand 
Mexat Ocen, This was done with much Trouble and Vexation. 
Bax Dulab The Place iscal?’d Bax Dulab, that is, the firit watering Wells, 
or the Head of them, becaufe there were fome of foul tine | 
king Water to fapply the Orchards. Before my Departure from 
Bagdat, | had advisd with fuch as I thought could dire@ me, 
about what Beaft I fhould. chofe to ride that Jounrney, an 
a tho’ they were of feveral Opinions, yet the moft agreed, that in 
TAP Regard the Winter was then coming on, and to fave all Trou- 
il ble, the beft way was to go in a Cradle. I thought the Advice 
good, and accordingly follow’d it, as did Sames Fernandez. and 
travelling Fames de Adele. A Cradle is.what the Name implies, being a- 
Cradles. — bout four, Spans and a half in Length, and two and a half in 
Breadth, cover’d with an Arch, and fo lin’d that a Man may be 
init defended againft the Cold and Rain. It is laid on as half 
a Camels Load, that is, one on each Side of him, as ames Fags 
2) nanaer 
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nandez. and J went, or elfe fome other thing to ballance, as James de 
Melo had a Box, or Cheft. ‘Thefe Cradles frequently have a 
private Place in the Seat, which commonly ferves to hide fome 
things of Value. In thefe a Man travels warmer and quieter, 
without any Care of a Horfe, or his Meat, both which 
are always expos'd to every fancy of the -4rabs, who per- 
haps borrow your Horfe, and return him, if they pleafe, 
and if fo it is when they have run him out of Wind, which 
they do without any Refpect of Perfons, whenfoever they 
pleafe, and I have feen it done to Turks, for whom they have 
no Manner of Regard, if they meet them abroad alone. Befides 
it is ufual with them to take away your Horfes Barley, for 
their own, if they want, which is as good as killing him, be- 
caufe there is none to be had on the Road at any Rate. I will 
not fpeak of the Hazard of a Horfe’s ‘alling Lame, as happen’d 
to Fames de Melo, All this is fav’d by going in a Cradle, for 
if one Camel tires, or is lam’d, they give you another, the 
Owners always ine fome fpare ones, to carry the Burdens by 
Torns, or to fupply the Defe@ of any one that dies, or is dif: 
abl’d; and it is the Cultom, when any Merchant hires Camels, 
to allow him to every ten that carry Purdens, one gratis, for his 
own Equipage. We therefore confidering the Seafon, and to fave 
Trouble, made Choice of Cradles, and went in them to Aleppo. 

_ Tuefday the 14th, ae Sun rifing we departed the watering 
Wells, and.travell’d Weftward over good plain Lands, with only 
fome {mall rifings. Having gone about three Leagues, we came to 
the Ruins of a great City, whereof there now remains {tanding 
a high Alcoran, and two Pieces of a thick and ftrong Wall, of 
Brick and Stone, which Place the Arabs call Karkuf. Next we 
enter’d upon excellent Lands, but defert and untill’d, excep- 
ting fome fmall Part a few -drabs fow for their Maintainance, 
which anfwers plentifally. In this way we faw many Flocks of 
Sheep, Abundance of Wild Swine and Gazeles, being like Roes, 
and thefe were purfu’d by Companies of Beduyu Arabs hunting 
them. We went on without halting, till fourin-the Afternoon, 
when we ftay’d ina Field the Arabs call Aflayah, fo the whole 
Territory is Nam’d, from a Town of the fame Denomination. 
All along this Way, being about feven Leagues there are Trenches 
gone to decay, which formerly brought Water from the River 
to refrefh thofe Lands, and the Expbrates and thefe overflowing 
drowned them all. Wedzefday the 15th, we mov'd before Sun 
rifing to the North Weft, over mighty Plains, where we faw 
fome Gazeles and Swine. Having pafs’d half our Days Journey, 


_ We went a confiderable way alonga dry Channel, lying on 1 
i rg 
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right of us, which when it Rains carries very much Water, and 
what had already fallen had made fome Puddles in it, much re- 
forted to by Herons, and other Birds, I was affur’d, that in the 
Rainy Seafon, the, vent on it in fmall Boats as far as Sagdat. 
Having travell’d fix Leagues we came againft a Ridge, lying on 
our Left, about three Leagues diftant, on which there appear’d 
two high Agonaras. or Alcorans, and at the Foot of it, on the 
farther Side next the Bank of Exfrates, is a Town of Arabs, 
who are great Robbers, At four of the Clock, after travelling 
feven Leagues, we pitch’d in the Brake of a Channel, a Place 
pleafant enough, by the Arabs call'd Avhenbat, that is, bring Eyes, 
or Springs, there having been fome in certain Wells, which were 
then dry, and oblig’d us to go far to fetch fome bad enough, 
from other Wells Weftward of us. 

Thurfday the 16th, we fet out an hour before Day to the North 
Welt, through a very plain Country, but the Land various, and 
travell’d feven Leagues by four in the Afternoon, when we fet- 
tl’d in a Place that had no Water, nor any particular Name, 
but from the Neighbourhood of another fo call'd, goes under the 
Denomination of Om errus. All the Water we found by the way 
was thick, white, filthy and ill fcented, and had a loathfome 
Taft, and were the Weather hot it had been worfe, for then we 
fhould find neither good nor bad. Friday the 17th, we march’d 
a little before Sun rifing, ftill to the North Weft, over extraor- 
dinary plain and good Lands, and having gone two Leagues, faw 
about the Diftance of three from us on the Left, a AZof/que, with 
a high Alcoran, which the Arabs call Afexar Sandabiah. About 
five Leagues farther we came to the Side of a dry Channel 
with fome Wells, whofe Water was like thofe before, whereof 
the Camels and Affes drank, and we tock fome with us to ferve 
farther on, This Place the Arabs call Qgolee Xeque Aahameds 
that is, the Wells of the Top of Xegue Adzhomet’s Leg, thole 
People naming the Diftance between the Foot and the Knee Ogeler. 
perhaps fome one of that Name dug them. We. had travell'd 
about eight Leagues, when a great Rain oblig’d us to encamp, 
at four in the Afternoon, in a Place deftitute of Water, call’d 
by the Arabs Ogolet el Kelb, that is, the Wells of the Dog’s Leg, 
from fome there are above a League diftant. It is wonderful to 
fee how plain and good thofe Lands are, and no lefs Pity that 
they fhould lye defert and watt. he 

Saturday the 18th, we moy'd after Sun rifing very wet with 
the great Rain in the Night, our way to North Welt, through 
a plain good Country, leaving the three Wells of dirty ftinking 
Water, which I faid gave Name to the laft A4gzel, on the ight 
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hand, not far from the Road. The drabs call the Place, where 
the Caravan lyes Adcnfel, and is the fame as the Latin Afanfiv. 
Next we came upon uneven Ground, Brakes and ftony barren 
Hills, along which we travell’d a confiderable Space, till we came 
to a great dry Channel, all of it, and the Ground about of a 
white, fcaly, brittle Stone, fhining like Borrace, We pitch’d up- 
on the Bank at three in the Afternoon, becaufe there was a Weil 
of Black, thick, foul and very ftinking Water. The Days Jour- 
ney was above fix Leagues, and this Manfel, or Station the 
Arabs call Gomegme. This Night fuch a heavy Rain fell, that 
we and our Goods were well foak’d, notwithf{tanding our Tents. 
Sunday the 19th, we began our Journey when it was Day, keep- 
ing ftill to the North Welt, over an uneven, craggy -and ftony 
Country, like the laft, fometimes lighting upon {pacious Plains, - 
fome of them clean and good Land, but moft foul and full of 
Flints, Having gone about eight Leagues by four in the After- 
noon, we ftay'd in a pleafant, tho’ dry Vale, by the 4rabs 
call’d Abu regemo, that is, the Father of him that was ftomd, 
from a Heap of Stones gather’d in it by Hand. The Water 
here was poylonous. 

Monday the 20th, before Sun rifing, we advanc’d to the North 
Welt, through various Sorts of Lands, fome good, fome Stony, 
and went about eight Leagues, by four in the Afternoon, when 
we halted by a dry and uneven Channel, by the -drabs call’d 
Seylat, leaving about half a League behind us a Well of Water 
that was bad enough, yet tolerable in Refpect of what we had pafs’d. 
Here about the firft Part of the Night fix Arabs fell in among us, 
and we being furpriz’d, they put all the Caravan into Confufi- 
on, We ran €o Arms, and two of them being taken, upon Ex- 
amination appear’d to be Shepherds, who having left their Cat- 
tle to others, were going that way to a Village, with fome Ca- 
mels, and eight or ten Sheep, fome of which we bought, and 
kept ftri@ Watch the reft of the Night, Our Company was 
now divided, fome being gone to Ayr, others to Hidyr, and o~ 
thers to. fuba, Towns lying along the Bank of the River Ex- 
phrates. Tuefday the 21th, we got up with the Day, and pro- 
ceeded North Welt about two Leagues over uneven {tony Land, 
till we came to a Brake under which lyes a deep Channel full 
of Water in rainy Weather, but then dry. Pailing this Place 
we went on through fpacious Plains of good Land, with fome 
mixture of Hills and Roughnefs, and being over thefe Flats, a 
great Part whereof was till’d and fow’d, came to the Bank of 

ne Euphrates, where we refted at four in the Afternoon, over 
againft an Mland there is in the middle of the River, Ore a 

arm. 
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Farm, about 30 Palm-Trees, fome watering Wells, and fow’d 
‘Grounds, call’d by the Arabs, Zawyhe, but the Place we were. 
in, and ali the Territory about it, they name Nazeria, Here 
the River runs North Eaft and South Weft, and is about 400 Pa- 
ces over. The Palm and other Trees hereabout, were the firft 
we had feen fince our Departure from Bagdat. The Soil on both 
Sides the River is very fat. All this Way we found much O/- 
ganum, very tall and grown, and of an extroardinary Fragrancy, 
The Day’s Journey was good 6 Leagues. Here we underftood 
there was a Caravan at Ana, bound for Aleppo, which wasa great 
Satisfaction to us, believing we fhould lofe lefs time; and here 
we kill’d a Sheep we had bought of the Shepherds, which was 
fome Refrefhment, having eaten no Flefh in all the Way from. 
Bagdat. | 

Heaven the 22th we fet cut with the Sun along the River 
Side, following its Windings, which are many, on a narrow 
Way the Arabs call ALedyk Nacerya, that is, the Streights of Na- 
cerya, from the little Way there is between the Mountains and 
the River that was on our Left. Being pafs’d thefe Mountains 
and Streights, along which we had Sight of fome Towns, Groves, 
Palm-Trees, and watering Wells, on the farther Bank of the Ri- 
ver, we fell into open, plain, and good Grounds, cultivated, 
{triking off a good Diftance from the River, becaufe there it 
takes aTurn. Then we return’d toit, and after fome little bad Way, 
follow’d on over the fame Plains North Welt and Weft,North Weft 
as far as a dry Channel, where the Caravan took up at 3 inthe — 
Afternoon, without any Water, but what we had taken at the 
River, when we left it, in Skins always carry’d for that Purpofe, 
without which it were impoffible to pafs that Defert and others 
much lefs. In thefe Parts, along the River, there are many Farms, 


Mills, and feveral great Wheels, which being drove by the 


Ved Ga- 
rabah. 


River, bring up Water to moiiten thofe Fields, which are 
moft of them till’d and fow’d. From henceforward almoft all 
the Land near the River is Mountainous. This Place, where we 
lay at Night, the Arabs call Ved Garabah, that is the Channel 
that is Boun dary to theCity ; for I fuppofe, the Liberty of Azza, 
whither we were going, extended fo far. Our Days Journey 
was about 7 Leagues, This Night 3 Men on Horfeback pafs’d b 

us, being Merchant Curdes going to Anna, ,where their Goods 
were, and had been making their Complaints to the Amir, who 


. is Lord of thofe Lands, of Wrongs done them by his Officers. 


Before Break of Day a Thief got in among our Company, and 
took away an Afs belonging to a A4ahomeran Inhabitant of Anna, 
without being obferv’d by any but the Owner, who tho®he a 

im 
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‘him lead the Beat away, had not the Courage to cry out, and 


the Thief to get off the fhorteit Way,-cut fome of the Cords of 
Fames de Melo’s Tent. 

Thurfday the 23th we were going before Day, over various 
forts of Lands till Noon, when we went down high and cragey 
Mountains towards the River Evphrates, that runs at the Foot of 
them, and on both whofe Banks, the Town of Ava we were 
defign'd for ftands. This half Day's Journey was about 5 Leagues. 
When we began to defcend from the Mountains, Fames Ferian- 
dex, my Comrade, and I, came out of our Cradles, I took the 
Ridge of the Hill, the better to obferve the Situation of | the 
Town, and what elfe is thence to be feen, which is a confide- 
‘rable Diftance. Having done it I follow’d the Company, which 
Was then near the River, on whofe Bank, ftill of the Side of 
M<efopotamia, we continued that Afternoon and the next Night, 
which was very troublefome, keeping ftri@ Watch for fear of 
Robbers, but glad it had pleas’d God to bring us fo far in Safe- 
ty. My Comrade, as foon as we reach’d this Place, crofs’d the 
River, to procure Leave for us to go over, which cannot be 
done without it, and tho’ he took much Pains, could not obtain 
it; but after he was return’d tir’d and vex'd, two of the Amir’s 
Officers brought “it him at Night, by the Procurement -of a Few, 
to whom Fames Fernandex was recommended, They would -have 
had us go over immediately, but we forbore becaule it was dark, 

- fearing fome Trouble or Milcarriage, fo that it was put off till 
Morning, and the Officers went away, but not without being 
well paid ‘fer their needlels Trouble. Friday the 24th in the 

Morning we pafs'd over the River which the Arabs cail’d Xam, 

leaving M4efoporamia, by thofe People nam’d Fazirey, that is, The 
“ Ifland,| from its lying between the two Rivers Tygris and Enphrates, 
which the Name A4e/opotamia denotes. Having landed all our 

‘Goods and Equipage, we fet up our Tents on a rifling Ground, 
with much Rain, and refted our felves, but not much, the Rain 
and Bafenefs of the People obftru@ting, The Way we took from 
Bagdat hither, is not the fame the Caravans ufually go; for 
they ftrike -higher to the Northward, which is farther about ; 
and for this Reafon, as alfo becaufe this is fate, as lealt frequented,

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The Defcription of Ana on the River Euphrates. 


NA, which in Arabick fignifies Paiy or Trouble, feated on. 
ete the Banks of the River Forat or Euporates, is a Town of 
f Kae Y great Antiquity, according to the Tradition of the Inhabitants, be- 
of Ana Fass which the Scripture moft certainly informs us of it; for in 

the 2d Book of Kings, Chap. 19, we read that Sennackerib King 
of Afyria threatning Hezekiah, ask’d of him among, other things. 
in his Letter ; Where is the King of Hamath, and the King of 
Arpad, and the King of the City of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and 
Jvab. [Thefe two lalt are fo written in the Ezglz/h Tranflation 3. 
but the Latin calls them Ava and Ava] Which plainly demon- 
Grates its Antiquity, and this clearly appears to be the fame 
with that there mention’d, becaufe he could not well pafs out 
of Affyria into Pale/tine, unlels he had firft fubdued thefe that 
lay in his Way, which is my Opinion under Correction, not que- 
ftioning but in fo many Ages it muft be much chang’d from what 
i+ was. Aira is feated on both Banks of the Euphrates, upon a 


Winding that runs North Eat and South Weft. At the North 
End of this Turning is an Ifland (befides many other both above: 


and below, all cultivated) abont a Mile in Compafs, with a Wall 


_ xound it, but decay’d with Age, On the North Point of it ftands. 
Fortin 48 aFort, kept by aGarrifon of 100 Turks, with fome Cannon ; and. 


Iflatd. without it are Houles, Palm Trees, Gardens, and a Market, and 


there was a publick Bath, when it belong’d to the Cazel Bax, or 


the Perfians, who were Matters of all thofe Lands and Bagdar. 


The River here runs between uncooth and high Mountains, and 


on the Side of A4efopotamia there is but 10a or 2c0 Paces of 


Land between them aud the Water, and to the Weltward of 


the River, at the Place they call Xam, from 2 to 500 where 
The Tom wide. On this narrow Spot ftands the Town, confiiting of on- 
ly 2Streets, oneon each Side of the River, of which that on the 
Side of Aefoporamia, being about 2 Miles in Length, is neither 
very Populous, nor inhabited by any but labouring People. The 
other on the Side of Xam, is above 2. Leagues in Length, .and 
there is the beft of the Town. The Street runs directly along. 
the Middle of that Slip of Land, the Houfes built on both Sides, all 
of them one or two Stories high, fquare, and flat roof’d, tho’ {mall5, 
only the Adlo/gue is-til'd, and the Water fall is but one Way, nor fe 


| 
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I remember to have feen any other Houfe til’d in all thofe Parts, 
Every Houle has its little Spot of Ground, or Outlet, fome to- 
wards the River, and the others to the Mountains, and in them 
Abundance of Palm, Orange, Lemmon, Citron, Pear, Quince, 
Fig, Pomgranate, and many other Sorts of European Trees, be. 
fides Abundance of Olive, as large as great Cheftnut Trees, . The 
Soil is fo good, aflifted with the River-Water, that it produces 
all things in great Plenty andExuberance, generally each Palm Tree 
Root brings forth 4, 5, or 6 molt fruitful Trunks. Where the Plain 
is proper, they fow Wheat and Barley, which always thrives well. 
The Air is moft ferene, the Houfes all of Stone and Plaiiter of 
Paris, or elfe of Lime, Stone, and Clay. Between the Mountain 
and the Grounds belonging to the Houfes, isa moderate Ditch, 
which in Winter ferves to receive, the Water, and divert it from 
overflowing them, and in Summer to hold the Water drawn up 
with Wheels from the River to reirefh them. The whole Num- 
ber of Houfes on both Sides, may amount to 400, of which 120 
belong to Arabian Jews, whe are not rich, but live decently, 
and are well look’d upon bythe Lord of the Place and his Off- 
‘cers, tho’ they pay for it according to Cuftom. Thefe have Hou- 
fes and Lands of their own, as well as theAZahomerans, towhom 
all the reit of the Town belongs. Thefe are divided into 2 Fa- 
Gtions, the one defcended from the ancient Inhabitants of the Coun- 
try, and thefe are A¢ahometans in Name and outward Shew, and 
in other Refpects look upon A4ahometanifm as it deferves, bnt are 
ne’er the better themfelves. Their Anceftors worfhipp’d the Sun, 
and | believe they ftill retain this and other Superftitions in pri- 
vate, which befides its being told me by many, I conjectur’d, by 
one whe came frequently to our Tent, whilit we were there, 
and always difcours’d about the Sun, asking me what I thought 
of him, and what Opinion the Chriftians had of his Beauty, Mo- 
tion, and Effects, highly extolling his Excellency. The other, 
Malomerans ave Strangers that have fettled here by degrees. The 
Lord of this Place is an Arab, call’d Amir Hamed Aburixa, the 
moft potent of all that Part of Arabiftam, and yet fubje& tothe 
Turk, who has beftow’d many of thefe and the other Lands a- 
bout upon his own People, The Duties of all Goods and Com- 
modities pafling that Way, are paid to the Amir, befidesa {mall 
Acknowledgment to the Turk. It is fet at fo much aLoad, and 
not by Number, Meafure, or Value 4 and each Load pays about § 
Ducats ; but reckoning the Frauds and Extortions of the Officers, 
they will amount to 10 and better. This is to be underttood of 
valuable Commodities, as Silk, Cloth, Jzdigo, Spice, and the like; 
{or Galls, Dates, and fuch others, they pay a Ducat a Load, much 
0 UAE Ska eer wit 
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with the Evactions may b: two. This Country affords an infi- 
nite Quantity of Dates, carry’d to Aleppo, Tripoli, Damafcus, and 
other Parts to fell. The common Sort of People live on them, 
and other Provifions are not dear, except Rice, that is brought: 
from Bagdat, to whofe Government this Town is fubje@. Yet 
here is one great Inconveniency for Strangers and Travellers, and’ 
isthat they have no publick Market to buy any Necefflaries in, 
except Mutton, which was not to be had when wecame. It is 
by the Amir’s Order that they have rio publick Market to eafe 
the Inhabitants from/Trouble; becaufe the Country Arabs are fo 
infolent that they fear neither God nor the King, when they 
have an Opportunity to rob; however, thofe who want any thing 


may buy it ia private Houles. About 30 great Barks belong to . 


the Town, and ferve to tarry Paflengers, and trade to other 
Places up and down the River, in the midft whereof there are 
many Mills, and it has Plenty of good Fith, whereof the AZaho: 
metans make {mall Account. The Natives are generally white 
and fome of them live decently. They commonly wear great 
loofe Garments of Sheep’s Skins down to their Heels, open be- 
fore from the Neck to the Breaft, and from the Belly down- 
wards, with very wide Sleeves. When it rains they turn the 
Wool outwards; but when the Wind blows or it is cold, they 
turn it in; and this Habit over their other Cloaths, is ufual 
throughout the Country. Here is Plenty of white Salt, brought

This Place-is the common Road for the-Caravans, going: and: » 


coming to Aleppo, Tripoli, by them call’d Tarabolis, Damafcus, 
end Bagdat, tho’ they may go other Ways, paying the Duties, 
At our coming hither we found 2 Gangs or Companies, that had 
been 2 Months waiting for an Opportunity of going to Aleppo, 
One of them was of Curdes, carrying Silks; the other of Afo- 
filis, being Merchants of A4Zefnl, a Town of Diarbeh or Karae-. 
mit in Mdefopotamia, on the River Tygris, trading in fine Stuffs, 
whereof there is Plenty, as alfoGalls, which are fent thence eve- 
ry Year to Aleppo, Tripol’, Damafcus, and Bagdat, from which 
lait above 12000 Camel Loads go every Year to Bazora, thence: 
to India, and as far asChina. They ufually bring the Camelsto 
feed here onthe Side of A4Zcfoporamia, becanfe there is-little Pa- 
fture on the other Side, and that far off and dangerous, and’ 
fetch them over the Day before they fet out. To ferve them on 
the Road they carry Sacks. of Barley Meal, and Cotton Seed, and’ 
other things, which they work up with Water into Balls as big’ 
as Oftriches Eggs, andgive them at’ Night. befides. their eres 
or. 
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for tho’ they are Creatures that endure much Want of Food and 
Water, yet not fo very much as fome have writ of them; nor do they 
carry fogreat a Burden, 600 W eight beingthemoit that is laid on 
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. the ftrongeit and foundeit of them, with which they only travel 8 or 


9 Hours, and very often fall lame. There is much Diference 
between Camels, for thole of Hot Countries are more fit for 
Labour, than fuch as are of Cold. The Camels have a Bunch 
in the middle of the Back, which is a great Conveniency for 
carrying the Load; and there are fome that have two, forming 
as it were a Saddle between’ them; thefe are properly call’¢ 
Dromedaries. They all fhed their Hair every Year in Winter, 
and it grows again in the Spring. Some are very {wift in travel: 
ling, but they are few. Theyall load and unload lying on’ the 
Ground, and there only needs tying up cither of their Fore 
Feet bow’d, astliey lye on the Groundto make them quiet. To con- 
clude it is a Creature that expreffes its Pain with doleful Cries, 
and perfeét Tears, In all thefe Countries the Men Spin 
much Woel. with Spindles, and the Women with Wheels; 
pote do not remember to have feen fo many Men at it any where 
as here. 

Some Mahometan Merchants Inhabitants of this Town came 
in our Company from Bagdat, and intended to go on with us 
to Aieppo. They being come to their own Honles, and thinking 
it more Difcretion to fpend the Depth of the Winter in them, 
than without Shelter in the Deferts, would not proceed any far- 
ther at that time; but made us ftay, to bear them Company 5 
when it fhould fuit their Conveniency to travel. Thus the Du- 
ties being adjufted on the 28th of December, and we very well 
pleas'd expecting to be gone in two or three Days, the Air's 


Officers hinder’d us, not permitting the Camels to pals, at the. 


Requeft of the Merchants of Aza, pretending that Dewdal lay in 
the Way to rob us, he being a Nephew of the Amir’s, and 
rightful Heir to thofe Lands, from whom the Unkle had ulurp’d 
them. We difprovd this Fiction by the Teftimony of fome Per- 
fons that came from thofe Parts, and affirm’d, that Dendal, and 
a Brother of his were gone with their Followers towards Egypr. 
This Fraud being detected, they invented. another, that Aleppo 
was again befieg’d; but perceiving that neverthelefs we were 
refolvd to venture, they defir’'d us to wait for 60 Camels 
that were fending to fetch the Amir’s Dates, to be carryd to 
Aleppo with: us, which would retarn-in eight or ten: Days, and 
then we fhould prefently depart. ‘We were therefore oblig’d to 
ftay here all the dead of Winter, in the Cold, Rain and snow, 
under James Fernandex’s Tent, without. whofe Kinduels nip Af- 
a iltance, 
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fiftance, I fhould have far’d very ill this Journey. We lay by 
the River Side, looking uponthat Place as fafer than any Houfe 
in the Town, being jealous of the Avarice of the Arabs, which 
made us very watchful, for we were expos’d to the Importunity 
of all the Beauyres, that would call at: the Tent to eat and 
drink, and none of the Arabs, from the higheft to the loweft 
think this any Shame, if they cannot {teal, which they like bet- 
ter. The worft is, thac they beg as if it were their due, and 
take what is given, as if they did you fome Honour and Favour ; 
and the more yon give them, the more, they crave, all which 
muft be managd with Patience and Dileretion, and after all it is 
hard to avoid Trouble, 

Whilft we ftay’d here many Turkymans pafs’d over with 
great Flocks of Sheep from Jaxirey to Xam, driving them to 
fell at Damajcus, Tripoli, Aleppo, and even as far as Conjtantinople. 
They here pay 20 Ducats Duty and Paffage, for every Thoufand 
Heads. There alfo came fome Camels from AMoful loaded with 
Galls. This delay troubled us very much, feeing all Hopes of 
our Departure put off, and our felves confum’d with Cold, con- 
tinaal Watching, Frights, Oppreffion, and the Importunity of 
the Arabs. This muit have made an End of us, had it laited ; 
but it pleas’d God that the Curdes and Mofuli Merchants, grow- 
ing weary of fo many Delays, agreed to go with us, notwith- 
itanding the New Obitacles rais’d by thofe of Ana, which oc- 
cafion’d much Contention; but all Difficulties being overcome, 


we caus’d the Camels to be brought over from Fazirey, in Mefo- - 


potamia, to Xam, where we were, on Wedvefday the 12th of 
January 1605, and the fame Day in the Afternoon, came the 
Camels, with the Amir’s Dates, that had been fent for. | 
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Our Departure from Ana, and Fourney through the 
) Defert to Sukana. 


Hurfday the 13th of Fanuary 1605, after frefh Contefts 
and Debates, we departed from the River at 9 in the 
Morning, and leaving it behind us, went up a Mountain, not fo 
high as craggy, and having travell’d about a League of bad Way, 
enter’d upon a fmoother, but not more fruitful Country, where 
we 
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we fiay’d, for alt the Caravan to join. The Arabs call that 
| Place Tel alyud, that is, the Fem’s Hill, becanfe they have their Te!alyad. 
~ Houfes at the Foot of the Mountain, on the other side, in the 
_ midift of the Town, next the River, and from them thatDiftri@ takes 
_ Name. The Robbers had the Night before, in this fame Place, 
fallen upon {ome Turkyman Shepherds, who were there feeding 
three great Flocks of Sheep. Thele feeing us fet up our Tents, 
drew up clofe about us with their Cattel, which put us upon 
our Guard, fearing fome Villany, which they, tho’ Shepherds 
are apt to commit, when they meet with a fair Opportunity, 
and are bold and refolute. The firft Watch fell to my tarn 
that Night, for during this whole Journey either by Sea, or 
Land, in Towns or Deferts, I took my Turn of ftanding Sentinel, 
— unlefs it were in great Cities. Having perform’d my Watch, 
_ with much Difficulty, as being in a Fever I went in, and lying 
_ down in my Cloaths on the Bed, which was a Blanket laid on 
a Cheft, with feveral Knots of the Cord that bound it; as fon 
_ as I had laid my felf, and began to feel my Fever and Head 
| Ach encreafe, [heard my Comrade, who had taken my Poft 
calling me in Haft. I got up, laid hold of my Arms, and ftood 
at the Door of the Tent, with my Firelock prefented. The Oc- 
cafion of it was, that the Robbers had fallen in among the Cat- 
tel very foftly, and. the Sheep making fome Noife, the Shepherds 
and others ran out, and put them to flight, fo that they carry'd 
but one off. | 
Saturday the 15th, we continu’d in the fame Place with much 
Vexation, becaufe thofe we had agreed with did not follow US, 
_ being hinder'd by Difficulties, thofe of i4ya ftarted after our 
Departure, perfwading the Drivers of the Camels belonging to 
the other Merchants to delay their Paflage, on Pretence that 
Aleppo was again. befieg’d, and the Road infefted by Dendal, and 
| Fyad, the Amir’s Nephews. Whilft we were under this Affli@i- 
* on, without any Remedy but Patience, and our Confidence in 
God, there came this fame Morning a Caravan from Damafcus, 
_ which pafling by the Place where we were, in the way to the 
_ Town, certainly inform’d us, that Aleppo was clear, andthe Road 
fafe ; which was fo certainly true, that 8 or 10 unarm’d Men, 
had brought 100 Loaded Camels all that Way, without any Mil- 
_ fortune... This News fomewhat fatisfy’d us, and rais’d our Hopes 
_ of departing fpeedily. AZonday the 17th, 80 Camels more came 
_ to the fame Place from Yuba and Haddyt, loaded with the Amir’s 
_ Dates, to go along with us; and this fame Morning. the Curdes 
came out of Aza, with Part of the Adofulis, fo that things began. 
_ to be dilpos'd for the Departure of the Caravan, 


Friday. 
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Friday the 21th of Fanuary, it began to move about 8 in 
the Morning, we being the firft, whom fome others follow’d, all 
that march'd at that time making 120 Camels, We travell’d al- 
molt four Leagues to the Weltward, over Mountains, uncooth 
and barren Lands, and then fell into others that were plain and 
full of Pafture, on which many Flocks of Sheep were feeding. 
In the midf of this Plain, are two high and round Mounts, fe- 
parated from one another, which give Name to all that Territory, 


Ruman therefore by the. Arabs call’d Ruman ben, that is, two Pomgra- 


nates, a Name very proper confidering their Shape. Having pafs'd 
them, and advanc’d three Leagues, we halted at four in the 
Afternoon, in a pleafant Meadow, full of green Grafs, but with- 
out Water, the reit of the Caravaz not ollowing us, being de- 
tain'd by the Cuftom Houle Officers, becaufe fome had not paid 
the Duties, putting it off till that Day, for to avoid Confufion 
they ufe to do it in the Field, when the Caravan is fetting out, 
The Payment being by the Load or Bale, is eafily adjufted, and 
there is a much better Method obferv'd herein among the Ad¢aho- 
metans, than in Envope among Chrittians,’ Saturday the 22th, we 
departed thence, and travell’d Weitward, with a very high Wind; 
and cold Weather, fometimes‘over good Plain Fielas, and fome- 
times through Brakes and Vallies, and over Hills. We had gone 
about five Leagues, when we came to a Manfel, where the Ca- 
revans ule to ftay, but we pals’d on, becaufe there was no Water, 
and to fhorten the next Journey, that we might reach the River, 
for all the way to it there isno Water. That Afanzel is call’d 


~ Jubab and Fubab, fignifying, Wells of Water. At five in the ‘Afternoon, 
eae we encamp’d ina Field without Water, by the Arabs call’d Me- 
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caxar ‘fuoab, having gone five Leagues. All along this way there 
were many Flocksof Sheep Grazing, ~ | 

Sunday the 23th, we mov'd at Sun rifing toward the North 
Welt, over various Sorts of Land, till wecame toa mighty’ Chan- 
nel, then dry, the Bottom whereof, as faras wé ‘could fee, was 
all of folid white Stone, as hard as Marbley and’ as {mooth, as 
ifit had been pav’d by Art, along which there were Abundance 
of little Caves, or Hollows, which the Arabs faid were made 
by the Rain, of which Water they were full, Men and Beafts 
drank of it, and the reft was put up in Skins, there being no o- 
ther thereabouts. As foon as ever we had taken it,two Tyrky- 
mans come up a Horle back, with their Bows and Quivers, be- 
ing lufty likely Men, to fee whether there was any Water for 
their Cattel, and we were not pleas’d at the Sight of them, becanfe 
it is beft and fafeft to fee no body along thofe Ways. | We would 
willingly have reach’d the River this Day, but one of the Crudes 
x obfiructed 
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obftru@ed it, becaife he waited for the Caravan. Therefore 


leaving that Channel, we proceeded a little farther, to lie at 
the Foot of one of two Mounts, which like the laft mention’d 
ftand in the Midit of great Plains, and give Name to them, be- 
ing call’d by the Arabs, Aden then, that is, The two Ears, a Name 
very proper. I went up to the Top of one of thefe Mounts, 
which are equal in Height and Shape, whence, the Country. being 
fo plain, a great Extent round about is difcover’d. We halted 
here’ at one'in the Afternoon, and it was fo cold this Night and 
the next Morning, that at Break of Day we found the Water 
frozen in the Skins. This Days Journey was § Leagues. 

Monday the 24th we march’d at Break of Day Weitward, the 
Lands like the lait as far as the River, which there glides very 
gently. That Place is a Adenzel for the Caravans, by the Arabs 
| tall’d- Kahem, from a little Tower or Tomb: ftanding on the 
_ Bank of the River, either built by, or containing the Body of one 
_ of the Name of Kabew, which is the fame as Cain among us. 
| The Arabs have a Tradition, and moft of the Company aflur’d 
me there had been a great and noble City in this Place, which 

they highly magnifie, and ftood on both Sides of the River; but 
_ noFootiteps remain of it at prefent. We had travell’d about 6 
Leagues to this Place; moft of the Camels which carry’d the 
Amir’s Dates had left us, and were gone another Way 2 Hours 
| before, the Owners of them, who were Inhabitants of Sycana, 
| being gone thither to reft them, whilft the Caravan came up. 
| Only we and the Mofuls, who could not make up 40 Camels, 
came to this Place, and not thinking it fafe for fo fmalla Com- 
| pany, as being much frequented by Robbers, we refolv'd to go 
find out the reft, and keep them Company. The Afofi/s. were 
for expecting the Caravan, being afraid, and with good reafon, 
}. to crofs the Defart, which commences there, with fo {malla Num- 
ber 5 fo that both Sides perfitting in their Opinion, we came to 
hard’ Words, and were not far trom Blows; but my Comerade 
| Fames Fernandez, who was chief of the strangers and Merchants, 


| was pofitive, and inSpite of the A4ofuls, made us move towards 


the others, whom we found after travelling 2 Leagues, juft at 
Night Fall, in a Place the Arabs call Telul mana hyat, that is, 
| The Hills of the Wells of Water, from one we found there fall of 
} Rain‘Water, which is dirty and loathfome enough; but Want 
} made it appear clean and pleafant. The A~Zofidls, who would 


) have made us ftay by the River, perceiving we were gone, fol- 


} low’d, thro’ Fear againit their Will, and join’d us far in the 
] Night. EIS 
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Tuefday the 2th we advanc’d at Sun-rifing, towards the North 
Welt, over feveralSorts of Land, till § in the Afternoon, when 
we enter’d upon fpacious Plains, and. in the midit of them found 
about 40 Houfes of Tirkymans, with their Families and Cattel, 
Sheep, Camels, and Mules grazing about. The Houfes are all 
round, the Roofs convex, the Frame within of Poles or Canes, 
and the Covering without of Felts. They are all moveable, and 
fo contriv’d, as to be rolfd up together, and carry’d on Ca- 
mels from Place to Place. Some of them were very cleanly andi 
curious, hung within, particularly the Xegwe’s, which was large: 
and handfome. Thefe Turtymans are true Turks, of the firft that 
came out of Turkeftan, and being pleas’d with a Country Life, 
they ftay’d in thefe Fields, before poffefs'd’ by the Arabs, with 
their Families and Cattel, in Tayffas, fo they call thofe the A- 


~ yabs name Cabiley, and we Tribes, and the Tartas, Orda, or as | 
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we fay Hords, which is the fame. They are brave either on 
Foot or a Horfeback, well Limb’d, ftrong, patient of Labour, 
and refolute in any Undertaking, living on their Breed of Cat- 
tel; but if they meet with any Opportunity of robbing, will not 
let it flip. Whilft the Ewes graze, they keep their Lambs fhut 
up ina Houle; and in the Evening, when the Dams come home, 
let loofe their Young, which all prefently find out and know 
one another, as well as if there was_no Number of thems, when 
they are together they tie the fore Feet of the Ewes, that they 
may not ftray, and the Lambs may fuck quietly. When we 
came thither, I faw above 600 Lambs let out of a Houle, and it 
was pleafant to fee them and_the Ewes meet. When full they 
fhut them up again, and theEwes go back to graze. I thought 
this a good, fafe, and advantageous Method of Breeding. The 
Men live upon Milk, and fuch things as they make of it, and 
tho’ they had fo much Cattel, would not fell us a Sheep, unlefs. 
it were fome, faited and hung Carcafesof fuch as died naturally, 
or by fome Misfortune, which we would not have, andthe Ow- 
ners of the Camels bought them. We being apprehenfive of fome 
Trouble from thofe wicked People, A4uffapha, who went with 
ames de Melo, pretended he was the Amr’s Chaus, that is, his 
Envoy, or {pecial Meffenger, and that be who carry'd the Dates 
was his Servant, putting me into the Number, alledging that 
had Skill in Phyfick, and was fent by the -dir to chufe fome 
things they were to buy at Aleppo, This Fiction made them fhew 
us fome Ciuility and Refpect, treating us with fome of their 
Sheeps Milk, which was no fmall Dainty. Their Women do not 
conceal themfelves, but are of a very fturdy Difpofition, they 
generally look after the Cattel. They are clad almoft sn the: 

Manner 
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_ Mamner of the Galiczans in Spain, all of them wear Neat’s Skin 
| Boots, fhort Petticoats, clofe Doublets, and very long Cloths 
wrapp’d about their Heads, in the Shape of a Pyramid. The A- 
rabs call this Place Afceenah, and it has no Water. 
| Wednefday the 26th we left this Place at Break of Day, and 
travelling about 3 Leagues North, came into a Plain as f{pacious 
_as the Eye could reach over, almoft all inclos’d with a Ridge of 
- fat Land, like a great Trench, Quite acrofs it ran a Channel, 
no lefs level and even, about 0 or 60 Paces over; and tho’ then 
dry, fhew’d it mult look very pleafant when full of Water. 
In this Place was another Hord of Tribe of Turkymans, with 
_ great Flocks of Sheep, many Camels, and other Beafts, the People 
lecent and cleanly, but not fo éafy and civil as the laft. They 
_ ask’d for fomé Dates, and were told none couid be given, be- 
_ caufe they were the 4yir’s, but if they would take them they 
_ might, Vhey made no Anfwer ; but it plainly appear’d, thata 
little Matter would. have perfwaded them to take the Dates and 


| @ 
| all the ret; nor weré we well pleas’d to fee their Greedinels. 


- Near the Channel were 3 Wells of Water, where their Cattel 
_ drank 5 and our Camel Drivers fila their Skins and other Veffels, 
andfo we went on. “The Arabs call this Plate Muy al Aecenth ot 
Methenah, that is, The Water of Niefnah. We proceeded over 
feveral Sorts of Lands, moft of them extraordinary good and 
plain, meeting fome more Shepherds and Camels, and feeing ma- 
ny Hares, till ‘having gone about io Leagues, we fettled in ave- 
ry plain Field without Water, call’d by the 4rabs, Tabakt Seguer, 
_ where we endur’d much Thirit, the Water we had brought be- 
ing fo foul. and ill fcented, that there was no drinking of it. , 
_ Thurfday the 27th we mov’d at Break of Day, over extraordi- 
nary plain good Lands, towards the North Weft, and having 
eg ne about 3 Leagues, palsd thro’ a dreadful Channel then dry, 
y the Arabs cal’d Sebel, and the ufval. Azenzel of Caravans. 
There were fome Wells of good. Water, at which we partly 
quench’d our Thitit, and” travell’d. on till about ¢ in the After- 
noon, When we encamp’d in a very plain Field of hard Sand, in 
_ which there were fome Wells of good Water. The Arabian 
~ Name of this Place is Fzbeba, and our Days Journey was Leagues. 
Friday the 28th we proceeded ,as foon as it was Day to the 
Northward, over very age clean, and good Lands, only here 
and there fome Stones. We met a great Flock of Camels, belon- 
ging to Turkymans, grazing; and having march’d 7 Leagues, en- 
camp'd about Sun Setting, in aPiace without Water, call’d by the 
Arabs, Ragem al Kayma, that is, The Heap of Stones of the Pa- 
 vilien or Tent, from one Bee ae for a Land Mark, seat 
a3 that 
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that Shape. In all this Way we faw no Mountain, Hill, Emi- 
nence, or uneven Ground, but only when we took up our Quar- 
ters at a great Diftance from us, a Moantain the -drabs call 
Gibel el Bexar, that is, The ALountain of Bexar, the Name of a 
Fford ox. Tribe of theirs living on it, and perhaps it was in 
Memory of this, that the Arabs gave the Name of Bejar to the | 
City in Spain, which is the Title of a Duke. We faw many 
Hares, and hunted fome, with a Dog my Comerade brought, 
call’d Aterzoko, which in Arabick figniftes Good Fortune or Good. 
Luck, but he never had any fo good as to catch one. The 
Truth is, | think none I ever faw in any Part of the World, 
ran fo faft as thefe. ; Lae | 
Saturday the 29th we got up half an Hour after the Sun, and - 
advane’d North Welt, over very plain good Lands, with the 
Mountain Bexar on our Right; and having gone 7 Leagues, took 
up at Sun. Setiing, among 10 or 12 Houfes of Turkymans, who 
fed their Cattel thereabouts. Here as we were unlading, began, 


®a bloody and dangerous Fray, between our Camel Drivers and 


fome of the AZofuls , for falling from Words to Blows, there were 
fome broken Heads, and we had enough to do to appeate’ them, 
which. coft us much Trouble, rather for our own Sakes than 
theirs. The Occafion of it was about going toSucana,a Village’ 
where thofe who carry’d the Amir’s Dates liv’d, and they would 
wait there, as was faid before, till the Caravan came to Tayba, 
which is another Village in the Way; and it being inconvenient 
for us to part from them in thofe Defarts,; we were oblig’d to 
follow whither they pleas’d, contrary to ours. and the filings, 
tions of the AZofuls, whom they had before promis’d to bear us. 


‘Company as far as Tayba: Now the AZofuls contending that we 


ihould perform our Journey without them, and our Men oppo- 
fing, becanfe they would not break rompany, and expofe: them- 
felves to Danger, they fell together by the Ears, fo that fome of 
them carne off with bloody Nofes, and at length our Men pre- 
vail'd, and we were obligd to keep Company with thofe that 
carry’d the Dates, This Place is call’d Keref el Hel, and has no 
Water, for which Reafon we had provided before; faw Abun- 
dance of Hares, and great Flocks of wild Affes. MPABM 

‘Sunday the 30th, at Sun Rifng we fet out. towards the North 
Welt, over .plain good Lands, having high Hills and Mountains in 
Sight, from half a Day’s Journey backwards. In thefe Plains we 
faw many great Flocks of Cattel belonging to. Turkymans, and 
many of their Houfes, but all feparate and remote from one ano- 
ther. Thefe were of the Tribe call’d Beghdely, which alone, a- 
mong all thofe that graze upon the Plains, does not acknowle 
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the Amir, becaufe it makes 8000 Horfe moft Archers, with fome 
Fire Arms, fo that they are above any Vaffalage. Still we found 
very many Hares and wild Affes, and about an Hour anda Half 
before Sun Setting began to -godown Brakes and craggy courfe 
Land, yet good, and came an Hour in the Night to fome Wells 
of very bad Water, where the Turkymans were giving Drink 
to their Camels and Cattle. This Day’s Journey was about 9 
Leagues, to this Place by the Arabs call’d MNaguid, fignifying, 
the Deputy to any Mafter. Here we lay all Night with little 
Safety, and many Apprehenfions, having fomewhat higher on our 
Left a Channel famous in thefe Parts, tho’ then dry, call’d Gadyr 


before Day, the Night extremely Dark, and mov’d on North 
Weft, over a very plain and fpacious Vale, between Hills and 
_ Mountains, making all poflible Hait, as fearing to be fet upon 
thereabouts by Robbers. Thus we went till 9 of the Clock 
with much Rain, and then reach’d a Village, call’d Sukana, feated 
on a Neck of Land, between two Mountains, where we took 
wp in an ancient, but {pacious and ftrong Khaz, about 100 Paces 
fhort of the. Town, which ‘confifts of 150 Houfes, all of them, 
fall, poor and mean, made. of unburnt Bricks, Mud Walls, and 
{mall Stones, and inhabited by Avabs and Turkymans. 
This Town deriv’d its Original from a Fort, ftill ftanding in 
the middle of it, but much decay’d, built in that Place for the 


Bagdat and Bazera, or. returning thence; as was Taybab, for 
thofe of Aleppo, which usd to be convey’d thus far by fuch a 
| Number of Soldiers as was thought requifite, who having brought 
_ them fafe to-this Garrifon returnd home. This Method has been 
_ broken ever fince thofe Lands fell under the Dominion of the 
Turks.

dry'd. The Air is unwholefome, the Provifions fcarce and wa 
favory; and yet as bad asthe Town is, I faw fome Women like 
Angels in it. Here we ftay’d five Days, not without Trouble 
from the Inhabitants, for there isno Town without a Mayor, Bailiff, 
or High Conftable, and every one of them fancies himfelf as great 
~ as a King, that being as ufual there as among us. We kept itri@ 
Guard, being as much afraid of the Inhabitants, as of thofe abroad. 
Here James de Adelo, forgetting where we were, that it was not 
in Jndia, where Paflion has fome regard to Reafon, fell into a 


Rage with a Camel Driver, threatning him with his Sword, which -| 


might have coft him dear, had not much Intreaty and Comply- 
ance prevail’d, He met with fome other Croffes in this Journey, 
for want of confidering and weighing the Difference of Times arid 
Places; for thofe who either cannot, or will not do fo, had bet- 
ter flay at home. We waited here for ‘Advice of the Arrival 
of the Caravan at Taybah, having a Man there on Purpofe te 
bring it-us, that we might, go join it, which being brought on 
re sth of February in, the Morning, we immediatly leaded and

GAiede the gth - of February we left Sucanay at 9 in the 
J Morning, and having travell’d about two Leagues Weltward, 
along the Foot of a Mountain, {truck . up it to. the Northward, 
for two Leagues more of uncooth and dangerous Way, which we 
were forc’d to travel a Foot, and then. came into a very {paci- 
ous Vale, abounding in Pafture, enclos’d with Hills, aad at, the 
Foot of one of them, which lyes'to the Northward, on a sling 
above the reft of the Valley, ftands a Town of above 256 Houfes

Taybah founded onthe Ruins of an ancienter that belong’d to French 


Town. 


Chriftians. There is ftill ftanding a Yower or Belfrey built 
with Lime and Stone, which ferves for an Alcoran,and under 
ita filthy AZo/gue, {upported by Pieces of ftately Marble Cole 
whic 
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which did belong to the Church inthat Place. Hereis a Tolera: 
ble Fort of Earth, on the Ruins of an ancienter, which was of 
Stone, and the Remains fhows it.to have been a good Structure 
and confiderable Place. The Town is clofe built, the Houfes of 
Clay and Mortar, the Walls of them Square, but the Roofs of 
the fame Materials and Pyramidal. They call it Taybah, that is, 
a healthy Place, from the drabick Word Tayb, fignifying Health, 
or good Piteontien, becaufe the Air and Temperature is ferene. 
At afmall Diftance from it is a fulphureous Spring, like that of 
Sucana, but much more tolerable, and better kept, as are fome 
Gardens and Orchards on one fide of the Valley. The Inhabi- 
tants are Arabs, living on their Cattie and Tillage. This Town 
and Sucana are alfo fubject to the Amir, who is Lord of Ana, 
who holds them as a Sangiach, under the Turk, andas the Ca- 
ravans of Damafcus and Tripoli pafs through Sucaza, fo is Tay- 
bab the Road for thofe of Aleppo, and in both of them a Duty 
of about §0 cr 60 Maravedies being under eight Pence is paid 
for every Camel, either loaded or unloaded, for there are Ca- 
mels carry’d to be fold at Aleppo, but the Extortions of the 
Subaxyes, which are the Tax Gatherers, make this Duty much 
greater. 

We came to Taybab, where the Caravan was in the Field 2 
little before Sun fet, having travell’d fix Leagues. I bad fcarce 
time to fee the Town, in Company with a Ad¢ahometan who was 


| my Friend; yet made a Shift to take a View of it, and return’d 


into. the Field to the Caravan, which now with ours made up 600 
Camels, befides fome Horfles and Affes) This Night we lay 
fomething more quiet, becaufe of the Strength of the Company, 
which amounted to about 200 Men, of feveral Nations, yet all 


this could not prevent that which afterwards happened, 


Sunday the 6th of February, we departed Taybah at Sun rifing, 


and travell’d Northward, over very plain and good Lands, aboun- 
_ ding in Pafture, with Mountains on both Sides, at a great Di- 


ftance. This continu'd two thirds of the Day; and after that 


— uneven Mountain Grounds till Sun fet, when we pitch’d in a Place 


without Water, by the 4rabs call’d Alahe Oje, that is, the crooked 
Way, our Journey having been 8 Leagues, In thofe Plains we 
pafs'd over, the Inhabitants of Taydah ufe to hunt the Gazeles, 

reatures like Roes, which they do after this Manner. They fet 
up two Rows of {mall Rods about a Cubit high in the Midft of 
the Field, forming a long and wide Lane, and to every Rod they

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or Companies, they put up the Game, and drive it towards the. 
Rods, The Creatures being in fear of thofe that purfue, and ter- 
rify'd by the Motion of the Rags faften’d to the Rods on both 
Sides, fall into the Pits, where they are taken dead or alive. 
Monday the 7th the Caravan broke up before Sun Rifing, and 
having marchd 7 Leagues to the Northward, over various Sorts 
of Lands, both as to Goodnefs and Pofition, till Sunfet, lay that 
Night at the Foot of certain Mountains, near fome Wells of very’ 
bad ftinking Water, by the Arabs therefore ‘call’d Abumemten, 
that is, The Father of the ill Waters. All the Fields from Taybah 
hither, were full of feveral {mall Tufts of Buthes, moft of which 
were Rofemary. gels : 

Tuefday the 8th the Caravan mov'd after’ the Sun was up, to. 
the Northward, over very plain good Lands, with a Ridge of 
high Mountains at a great Diltance on the Left, on one of which’ 
fill remain the Ruins of a great City once inhabited by Chri- 
itians, which i faw far off, cho’ not diftin@ly; but“all the AZahe- 
merans and tome Armenian Criftians affirm’d it as a moft certain 
Trath, affuring me there were Altars, ftone Croffes, and Pieces 
of Buildings of a wonderful Structure, {till flanding. “Having ad- 
vanced § Leagues, wetook up our Quarters, by. reafon of a hea 
vy and continual Rain, which began in’ the Afternoon, and la- 
fted all the reft of that Day, and the following Night, with 
mach Cold till Morninz, when we were all well foak’d, no Tents, 
or other Coverings being fufficient to defend us; and yet we 
Were very thirfty, there being no Water in the Place. Wedzef- 
day the oth the Day came on very cloudy, clofe, and foggy 5 
for which reafon the Caravan did not ftir till 9, and having 
travell’d little above half a League, was fuddenly fet upon by 


Caravan about 200 Arabiay Robbers on Horfeback, arm’d with Spears, and 
afulsedby giving loud Shouts, for by reafon' of a thick Fog, we did not 
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fee them till they were in the Midft of ‘the Caravav, out of which 
they prefently cull’d 200 Camels, which they could’eafily do, be- 
caufe they ufually travel in feparate Gangs, to avoid Confafion. 
We prefently alighted from our Cradles, and handling our Arms, 
fome Firelocks, and others Bows and Swords, foon gather'd all 
the reft of the Caravan in one Place, and fac’d them, fo that 
they durit not break in again, tho’ they attempted it, It was 
difmal to fee, when we were almoft at our Journey’s End, after 
fo many Fatigues as I cannot exprefs, fume robb’d’ of their Ca 
mels, others of their Goods, and many of their poor wretched 
Cloaths; for tho’ of fo little Value, they ftripp’d them naked, 
with wonderful QuickneiS and Inhumanity, It pleas’d God they 
touch’d none of our Gang, and being convine’d that there was 
no 
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no more Booty to be got without imminent Danger, they went 
away with what they had, leaving us melancholy and tearful, 
left they fhould return ftronger. By good Fortune, the greatelt 
Part of what they ftole, confifted of Camels and Dates, - belon- 
ing to the Amir, who is Lord of that Country, of whom I have 
Goken before, A Servant of his, who had Charge of them, be- 
ing much concern’d at this Misfortune, reloly'd to go to them; 
and having fecur’d himfelf and his Horfe, by a certain Oath and 
_ Ceremony us’d among the Arabs in fuch Cafes, and religioufly 
 obferv'd, he went to them, and underftood that the Robbers 
Were of two Hords, or Tribes, the one of Ebvenkaiz, and the o- 
ther of Eben Rabyab. Thole of the latter were commanded by 
a Brother in Law to that very Servant of the Amir, who feeing 
him, and confidering what had happen’d, was very much con- 
cern’d ; and being about to restore the Camels, for there was 
no returning the Dates, which had all been diftributed in a Mo. 
ment, thofe of the other Tribe would not confent to it, They 
fell to Blows about it, and thofe of Eben Kabyah got the better, 
from whom they took fome Spears, and molt of the Camels, 
_ which being deliver’d to the Ayiz’s Servant, he return’d with them 
to his Company. Upon his Return, the Galls that lay {catter’d about 
the Ground were pick’d up, the beft that cou’d be; for. as foon as 
thofe Robbers have taken a Camel, they rip up the Sack the Loa- 
ding is in, and if it be Cloathing, or any other thing for their 
Turn, they carry him away loaded, if not, they leave the Lead 
and carry away the Camel, which is what they value moft. 
Thos we waited till the Afternoon, when as I have faid, the Adz- 
bometan return’d, and we ftay’d there that Night, to put Thinzs 
in Order, Two Arabian Merchants, Father and Son, being both 
of them wounded with Spears. That Place is call’d Garra or Se- 
rige. We kept good Watch all the Night, and I being upon it 
in our Quarters, near Midnight, heard fome mighty hafty Groans, 
towards the farther Part of the Caravan, which alarm’d the whole 
Company: The Occafion was, that a Thief at Night, flily gec- 
| ting into the Caravan, made up to fome Camels, and having un- 
_ ty'd one to carry him off, was dilcover’d, and being fore’d to 
y, would not go without fome Booty, and laying hold on a 
Mahbometan Merchants Turbant, who lay afleep clofe by, ran a- 
way with it, The Merchant. waking, made that Noije, which 
avail'd him very little. Such Tricks the Arabs often play, and 
fometimes they prove coftly. . | 
Thurfday the roth at Sun Rifing, the Caravan advanc’d North- 
ward, over good Land, tho’ not plain. We march’d all that 
Day without ceafing, and having travell’d 8 Leagues, encamp’d

a little before Sun Set, becaufe it began to rain, not that it was 
much, but by reafon it made the Camels flip and fall, which 
oblig’d us to lie there all Wight. That Place is call’d Drabem, 
the Name of a Fort formerly erected on a Hill hard by, which 
Gill retains that Denomination. There was no Water, and the 
great Want of it obligd us to go for it two Leagnes off, upon: 
Affes by Night, with much Dread; however it was brought, and 
we quench’d our Thirft, which had fatigued us very much. In 
this Place came up to us an Armenian, whofe Name was Facob,

whom we had known at Bagdet, whence he came 16 Days be- ~

Value of its Water, which joins with the Rain in that fpacious — 
Place, and by its Nitrous Quality and Difpofition makes it Salt, 
and in Summer the Heat of the Sun turns it almoft all into Salt, — 
fo hard that it may be pafs’d over either on Foot or on Horfe- — 
back. It belongs to the Grand Signior, who farms it for a great 
Sum of Money, whence it is carry’d to Aleppo and other Parts, — 
Holding on our Way, we came into narrow dangerous Paffes, 
between the Lake and the Mountains, and fome fo flippery with~ 
the Rain, and difficult, that feveral Camels fell, and coft much 

Trouble to be got up, and what ftill made worfe for us, it rain’d’ 


Ruins of and was very cold and foggy. By the Way we faw the Ruins 


of fome Towns, and fome Houfes ftanding, but empty, and onthe — | 


Sivrudures» Top of ahigh Mountain, the Foundations and Part of a great and 


curious Structare which appear’d to have been a Church; for all 

thefe Parts were inhabited by Chriftians. We halted not all the: 
Day, and at Sun Setting came toa defert Village, call’d Acle, - 
feated at the Foot of a pleafant Hill, in a delightful Plain on the: 
Bank of the fame Lake. It contain’d about 100 fmall Houses, 
bot well built of unburnt Brick, all of them vaulted ia the Shape:

Aleppo or A Leppo, fo call’d by the Chriftian Franks, Armenians, and | 
Hhaleb. Cele and by ie Moors and Turks, Hhaleb, is the fame 
City formerly by the Fews nam’d Aram Sobah, Capital of the Pro. 
_ vince of Comagena in Syria. It is a Town of very great Antiqui- 
ty, feated between 4 Hills, and taking up fome Part of them. 
It enjoys a temperate Climate and pure Waters; for befides thofe 
brought to it by Aqueducts from the Enphrares, which is2Days 
Journey diftant, and are diftribated throughout the City, into mae 
ny publick and private Fountains, fome of them of curious Work- 
Singa Ri- manfhip,; it is wath’d round by the River Simga, by the Nati 
were call’'d Kekan, and by the Hebrews, Kikanos, which improving 1 
natural Goodnefs of the Soil, renders it extraordinary fruitful, 
and therefore for a confiderable Space about, it is befet with Gar- 
dens and Orchards, forming a pleafant and delightfal Profped 
their Number and various. Situations. However it is fometi 
fubject to the Plague, whether occafion’d by the Air of the Co 
try, or brought from other Nations trading thither, among w 
ae Venetians, French, and Englifh, of whom J thall fpeak he 
after. eth, | 
suburbs, . Within the Walls its Figure is round, and they are ancie 
built after the A4oorifh Manner but without them the Suburb 
are longer and larger than the City within.

Places or Squares, all faut up, built with Stone and vaulted, ve- 
ry {trong and handfome, full of Shops of all Sorts. 

In the midit of the City, the Streets whereof are all pav’d with | Fort buiis 
Marble, is a high Hill, equally divided on all Sides from every 4 Joab. 
Part of the City, as round as a Heap of Corn, on which ftands 
_aFort, which the A¢ahometan and Fewifh Tradition fays was foun-

The People are generally fair and beautiful; and tho’ the Wo- Beautifuy 
men keep their Faces cover’d in the Street with a Sort of Gaufe , Women. 

- fo that they can fee without being feen; yet the Beanty of the 
Children is an Argument of theirs. They generally are weil drefs'd, 

as are the Men, moft of whom ride about on Horfeback. There 

are many curiots and cleanly Baths about the City. All Neceffa- 

ries for Life are very plentiful except Fifth, becanfe it is remote 

from the Sea; and yet [ have feen Venetian Gentlemen make extra- 
ordinary {plendid Entertainments of it, brought from Sconderon, 

At the time I was there all things were dear, becaufe it had en- 
dur’d a clofeSiege for a long time, laid by the Bafa then gover- 
ning, who coming with the Grand Signior’s Commiffion, was re- 
fus'd Admittance by his Predeceffor, for a Politick Reafon, which _Turkifh 
Was not out of the Way. He alledg’d that the Perfon appointed ? 94. 
to fucceed him, had Lands of his own clofe by, and it was not

if Had been near 2 Months at Aleppo, waiting for a Ship to care 
ry me to Venice, for they are not to be met with at all 
times; when we were inform’d that one, which was then loa- 
ding at Seanderone, had near taken-in all it was to carry from 
that Port. Upon this Intelligence, we who defign’d to take our 
Paflage in her, made ready, and having provide all Neceffaries, 
departed that City on Holy Tuefday, the sth of April, 1605, ha- nepersuse 
ving join'd Company with 2 Venetian Gentlemen, which were fromAte 
Peter dal Ponte and Dominick Calegary, from whom I receiv'd ma- po. 
ny Favours, both at Aleppo and during our Voyage, ares de 
Melo went alfo with us, as did feveral other Fravks, who were 
not of our particular Gang, all defigning for Venice in the fame 
Ship. We left the City at 4 in the Afternoon, attended by afl 
the Venetian, and moft of the French Nation, of whom we took 
leave in loving Manner, at a Village 2 Miles diftant, that being 
the Boundary of fuch Courtely, they fhewing a Concern, pro- 
ceeding from their Goodnefs, worthy my perpetual Remembrance, 
and laying on me an Obligation not to be requited. We tra. 
vell’d thence to the Northward, and pafling by many Villages, 
lay that Night in one call’d Nibul, well pleas’d but ill accommo- 
dated. This Place is 4 or 9 Leagues from the City. 

Wednefday the oth we were going before Break of Day, be- 
tween uncooth, ftony, and barren Mountains, along which we 
faw the Ruins and Remains of feveral ancient Towns and Caftles, 
and of fome Churches. Thus we held on till Noon, when we 
came down from the Mountain to a deep but fpacious Plain, 
where we alighted to reft a while and eat a Bit, for we had 
not yet broke our Faft, but the Place being without Shelter, 
made us foon break up and go on. We crofs'd a River of good 
clear Water, call’d Afriz, about 70 Paces over, running Eaft and 
Welt, fordable in fome Places, and fo we almoft all of us pafe’d 
it on Horfeback. A He Male pafling laft, that carry’d my Bed 
and a Basket belonging to Sames de elo, mifs’'d the Ford, all the 
Loading was wet, and the Beaft had like to-be drown’d. James 
de Melo had fome Papers in the Basket, which he faid were of 
Confequence, and feeing them ‘3 the Water, he ran up roaring 
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and crying they were worth mighty Matters. The Venetian Gen- 
tlemen, as being well acquainted with the Country, had hir'd 2 
Segmens at Aleppo, one of them an Officer and the other his Bro- 
ther, to bear us Company to Scanderone, becaufe there is little 
Safety in travelling that Country, efpecially for Chriftian Franks, 
without fuch a Guard. One of thefe feeing fames de Melo fo 
much concern’d, leap’d into the Water, and took more Pains for 
the Basket than he ought to have done, fince it caus’d us as much Trou- 
ble as we enjoy’d Satisfaction before ; for the Segmen having fetch’d 
the Baskee out of the Water, faid the Owner of it had declar’d 
it was worth 10 or 12000 Ducats, and therefore he would be 
paid for his Labour ee, There was a long Debate and 
much Uneafinefs about it, which was at laft compounded for 
Money, that being the ready Remedy in all Places for fach Evils, 
when rightly apply’d. We were afterwards inform’d, that the 
Chief of the Segmens had faid at Aleppo, that 20Ducats we gave 
him for conducting us were too little; but he would find fome 
Opportunity by the Way to advance his Wages, and fo it prov’d ; 
for the Controverfy yielded him above as much more. I was 
not furpriz’d at that manner of Proceeding, remembring I ‘had 
feen greater Wrongs, by fome People in our Parts, 

When this Controverfy was adjufted, we held on our Way, 
and went to pals that Night in a very fpacious Meadow, where 
a great Number of Horfes were grazing ; the Turks ufing to put 
theirs to Grafs in the Spring, before they take the Field. We 
fettled by 2Streams of Water, the one Sulphurous, the other 
Frefh and perfectly Good, and yet there were not above 4 Pa- 
ces Diftance between them, keeping a good Guard all Night, 
Thurfday the 7th we got up two Hours. before Day, travelling 
over very good Land, to others Uneven and Mountainous; after 
which follow’d fome Boggy, and the Water there is on it breeds 
much Fifh, look’d upon as unwholefome; and in the Fields there 
are Abundance of wild Boars, which not being eaten by thofe Peo- 
ple, are not hunted, and confequently multiply very’ much. Next 
we came into another very {pacious Plain, which we crof’d, in 
Sight of a very long Chain of exceflive high Mountains, and paf- 
fing over 2Stone Bridges, built pee neceffary Paffes, the one of 
good running Water, and the other of Mud and Mire, came at 
Noon to reft us under the Shade of the Wall of another great 
and {tately one, call’d The White Bridge, giving Name to the Rit 
ver that runs under it, the Breadth whereof is about 50 Paces, 
but deeper than the other before, tho’ not fo pure and clear. 
Both of them breed good Fith. Having refted there till two in

‘The Tops were bury’d in deep Snow, and being fo lofty girt 
round by the Clouds, over which their Heads reach’d, and among 
the Brakes, which are many and dangerous, there arefome Vales 
of good grazing Land. Travelling up the Mountain, we had a 
full Profpect of all thofe Plains and what was in them, as if they 


jhad been lay’d down in a Landskip, and difcover’d that the two 
‘Rivers, the Springs, and Streams we had pafs’d by, ran all to

_ Our Departure from Scanderone, and Arrival at Cyprus. 


} N Tuefday the 12th of April we embark'd in a Venetian 
O Ship that had been there 10 Months, being detain’d by 
the War at Aleppo; and had it fail’d af its proper Time, I 
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muft have ftay’d fome Months longer for another, unlefsI would — 
have gone on board a French or Engligh Ship, fome of which are 
always there; but that was not for my Purpofe, becaufe befides 
their being unfafe for Paffengers, I had Bufinefs that oblig’d me 
to goto Venice. This Ship was call’d La Rizarda, by reafon the 
Owner was one Francis Rizardi, a Citizen of Venice; the was a- 
bove s00 Tun Burthen, this her firft Voyage, well Arm’d and Offi- 
cer’d, and carry'd 23 good Pieces of Brafs Cannon. We fet Sail 
at the End of the 2d Watch; but the Wind proving contrary, 
caft Anchor again immediately ; and Wednefday the 13th weigh’d 
again in the Morning, plying about with a contrary Wind and 
calm, till on Friday Morning the Wind came a little to Eaft- 


ward, fomewhat favourable, with which we ran along the Coaft 


of Syria, as far as Cape Canzir, or, Of the Swine, 70 Miles, or 
24 Leagues diitant from Scanderone, being all vaft high Monn- 
tains, cover’d with Abundance of Snow, Caramania lying on our 
Right Hand, about 20 Miles from us, a Mountainous Country, 
whofe Hills are inhabited by many Sorts of People. It was plea- 
fant at Night to behold the many Fires they made about their 
Dwellings. There, on the Edge of the Sea, ftands the Fort and 
Town of Layaza beforemention’d, formerly great, and now in- 
confiderable. The Wind did not ferve as we ftood, for which 
reafon the Pilot tack’d, and we held this Courfe, till he guefs’d 
we were between the [fland of Cyprus and the Continent, and 
then fteer’d to the Southward, which Rumb we held a Day and

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and each of them weighs at leaft 20 Spanifh Arrobas, which is 
500 Weight, befides 3000 Packs of fine Wool, for which the 
Venetians trade thither, and have a Conful there, as have the 
Englith, French, and Flemings. It yields fome Silk, Sugar, very 
much good Wine, Abundance of Cheefe, and other things, which 
formerly brought a good Trade to it; but it is much decay’d, 
fince poffefs'd by the Turks, The Natives of it are Greek Chri- 
ftians, but after the Greek Manner. This is the only Place in 
which I faw Chriftians fubje& to the Turk wear Hats on their 
Heads 5 for in all other Parts pafs'd thro’, they are only allow’d 
to wear aCloath great Hood or Cap, generally lin’d with Furs 
or elfe a blue or ftrip’d blue Linnen wrapp’d about their Head, 
this for the Greek, and the Armenians red, and the Yews in fome 
Places red and blue round Caps; but here nearer the Court, 
' Marrey or Violet Colour Caps, almoft like thofe the Secular 
Priefts wear in Portugal, and this inftead of the yellow Linnen 
_ Cloath they formerly wore. None of thefe Nations is allow’d to 
| wear a white Turbant, bat only the Turks and Afoors, among 
_ Whom the green is permitted to none but Xarifes, being the De- 


_ fcendants of AZabomer, whofe peculiar Privilege that is to be known 


by, and if any other flhould prefume to wear it, he would be 
feverely punith’d. Such of thefe as cannot afforda green Tur- 
bant, may put a Bit of green Silk on the white one, {o that noo 
thers may ufe green except Soldiers, for they are lawlefs. 

To return to Cyprus, the Natives in their Tongue call it Chi 
pro, as the Portuguefes doy the Sralians from the Lain Cipro; the 
Turks and Moors Kobros ; and hence the Gold Cruzados f{eem to 
be call’d in thofe Parts Kobro/?, On the South Side of it are 
fome Ports, among which this of Salinas is the belt, fo call’d 
from the many Salt-Pits it has, whereof much is carry’d to /e- 

nice, on the States Account, for no private Perfon may carry any, 
and in the Fraight of it is difcounted the Loan of 10000 Ducats 
the Seigniory or Stare allows to thofe that build any Ship of soo 
Tun Barthen, or upwards. This Harbour tho’ open, is good and 
deep. Great Ships anchor about half a League from Land, in 12 
or 1§ Fathom Water. The Capital Towns of the Ifland are N’- 

. cafe and Famagofta, now nothing like what they were; the reft 
. Of it 1s fall of many Towns and Villages. When we came to 

_this Port of Salinas, the Baffa of the Ifland was there, building 

a Fort on the Edge of the Sea, being apprehenfive of fome De- 
{cent from the Fleets of Spaiz and Adalea, then in thofe Seas. 
The fort was not large but ftrong, and well contriv’d to {e- 
cure the Harbour. About haif a League up the Country from 
the Port,-is the Town of lanai where the Francks trading

thither refide, confifting of about 300 {mall Houfes, flat roof’d,

confiderable Place before the Turks had it, and has ftill'a {quare 
Stone Tower Standing, which now ferves for an Alcoraz, he- 
of St. Francis, of the Cloifter 
whereof there is fill one Side, with the Columns and Cells, now 
ferving for Cazerns, to quarter Soldiers. O 
Ruins of a Palace, where the Magiftracy refided, 
As foon as we came to an Anchor the Vezetian 
landed, and ames de Adelo with them; but I ftay’d aboard for 
more Safety; becaufe Spaniards can never be fo free in the Ture 
hifh Territories, being oblig’d, if they are wife to be always upon 
their Guard, and very cautious, for Fear of being known and 
falfly accus’d, efpecially fuch as cannot temporize and comply like 
that Gentleman. In fhort, his own Companions oblig’d him as 
foon as they were a fhore, to return to the Ship, fearing be might 
be taken Notice of, for his Behaviour and bring them into Trou- 
ble, efpecially confidering the Baffa was upon the Place, fo that 
he went a fhore no more. Two Days after they fent mea Note, a 
importing, that if I pleas’d to partake of what little was thereto 
be had, I might Land, they then expecting me on the Strand. I 
did fo, and went with them to -Arziqua, where we took up in 
the Houle of one Fob Baptift de Francifco, their Friend, who 
éntertain’d us during cur Stay, with much Civility, Affe@ion and 
Generofity. ‘When they all met to fpeak with the Bafa, who was 
then on the Walls of the Fort he erected, I bore them Come 
pany, took particular Notice of the Work, and of the Baf- 
fas’ Difcourfe, which by his Anfwers difcover’d his ill Inclina-

The Venetian Gentlemen had a Chappel there, and for their 
Chaplain a Francifcan Frier, a Godly Religious Man, as appear’d 
by his Behaviour, who without any Defert of mine, merely’ out 
of his Goodnefs and Humanity, Exprefs'd his Affection a thou- 
fand Ways to me whilft I itaid, and at my Departure made me ~ 
fome Prefents of Relicks and Refrefhments out of a Garden he 
cultivated with his own Hands. Difcourfing with him upon fe- 
veral Matters, he told me, that upon the Information of the Na-

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On the Shore I faw feveral Heaps of a very fine Earth or Earth for 
Clay, of feveral Colours, Dark, Green and’ Red, dug in fome dying. 
Parts of the Iffland, whence they told me the Dutch carry’d it 
~ to the Low Countries for dying. The Land produces the true 
Turpentine Trees yielding excellent Turpentine. Here 1s much 
extraordinary good Laudayum, coming from certain Plants like 
wild’sage, and the way to gather it, is by running a ftraight Rope 
- over them, to which the Gum flowing from them clings; fot 
| they fay they wither and decay, if touch’d with the’ Hands, or 
| any® other Inffrument. There 1s alfo a confiderable Trade of 
Calamint, Opium, Agarick and Saffron, all brought from the 
- Continent'of Caramania, which produces them good and in Plenty. 
Tho’ that Ifland is naturally fertil, plentiful and cheap, we found 
it very fcarce and dear, by reafon of a general Mortality’ there 
had: been among Cattel, fo that the Ground’ could'not be till’d'as 
it usd tobe. This Country is very hot in Summer, and the Sun 
hurtful, to fach as are not usd to it,

Our Departure from Cyprus, and Voyage as far as 
| Zant. 


Hen‘ our’ Ship had! taken in her Loading and was ready, 
we that were a fhore went aboard; for thofe Gentlemen 
would not fuffer me to return to the Veffel when once landed, till 
they went themfelves. We embark’d on Swaday the firft of Afay 
in the Afternoon, and fail’d on Adonday the fecond, in the Morning 
Watch; when leaving the Port of Salizas,-we met with uncer- 
tain’ Winds, rather contrary than’ favourable, till on the rut 
Day of the Month in the Morning, we difcover’d, to the North- 
ward very high Mountains of Caramania, all cover’d with Snow, 
‘oppofite’to Caffel Roffa, which is reckoned half Way through. 
The fame Day: holding’ on our due Courfe Weftward, with a 
Levant’ Wind, we difcover’d about the Length of the [fland of 
Rhodes; near five in the Afternoon four Galleys. The Ship made 
_ ready, being well furnifh’d: with Canon and’ good Gunners, plen- . ' 
_ ty,of Ammunition and other'Fire' Arms. The Galleys were foon 
_- upwith us, and'tho’ known to be of AZalra, the Mafter would 
not faffer them to'come aboard, knowing that other Venetiar 
i M 2 Ships« 
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Ships returning from Syria, as we did, had at other Times faffer’d 
from Chriftian Ships and Galleys, coming up as Friends, The 
Galleys mace a Smoke, which was a Signal. of Security, but. be- 


ing fulpected of no good Defign by their Manner of approaching, 


they oblig’d them to keep off. Which they. perceiving purfu’d the 
Ship in 3 Line all the reft of the Day, right a Stern, firing at 
her in that time 24 Shot from their Long Head Guns, but with. 
out doing any Harm ; being anfwer'd by 2 of 6 large Canon, 
we had a Stern. Night came on, the Wind ftiffned, and held 
til Morning, during which Time we ran about 80 Miles, and 


the Sea was high, and yet, the Galleys chas’d us till Day, when 


the Sun rifing, the Wind calming, and being near us they flacken’d 
Sail, which they had not done before, and made another Signal, 
and were anfwer'd, Then taking a better Method, they fent 2 
Boat aboard with a Knight of alta, and the Commodor’s Pilot 
in her, who having askd Leave, were admitted. They defir’d 
the Purfer would go {peak with the Commodore of the Galleys 


who could not, becaufe he was Sick, but fent his Mate, as thofe 


Ships generally have. He there made his Excufe, alleding they 
did not know the Galleys, and had Orders not to. truaft any, 


becaufe of the Frauds and Deceits practis’d by the Turkifo and 
fmall Prefent — 


Moorifh Pirats, as was true enongh. This, and a 
fent him, of Piftachoes and Wath Balls fatisfy’d him, and he gave 


us Notice of fome Corfairs there were in that Sea, and Particu- 


larly of .a great Ship commanded by one Spinola, a Genoefe, and 


Knight of Adalra, who had fitted out in Sicily, whence Ships — 


frequently go out a roving, againft the Confent of their Order. 
James de Melo {tay’d in thofe Galleys, having been: aboard the 
Ship till then, and went away difgufted, 

Friday the 13th, we difcover'd the Ifland Scarpanthus, and the 
next Day the Eafternmoft Headland of Candia, which is60 Miles 
from the City, and they reckon 400 from the Weftermoft Point 
of Cyprus to this. We coalted along the South Side of this Ifland, 
at 20 Miles Diftance, plainly difcerning the famous Mount [dz 
and others of equal Height, all. cover’d with Snow, with crofs 
Winds, till the 23th of Ad¢ay, when we pafs’d them. This Ifand 
is almolt as big as Cyprus, has Harbours on both Sides, bat more 
to the Northward, inhabited by Greeks, fubje& to the Venetians 
[They were fo when the Author writ, but now tothe Turks} who 
there keep a good Garrifon, and daily fortify it more and more, 
fearing to lofe it to the Turks as they did ‘Cyprus. Fhe Con. 
trary Winds and Currents, put us fo much from our Courfe, 
that we were almoft drove upon Barbary, whence the Wind 


veering ftrongly to the Welt, we ftood again to the North. 


ay . ward. 
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_ ward for 3 Days, till on Saturday the 28th we made a {mall I- 
fland, about 5 Miles in Compafs, call’d Srrival, plain and with-  Strival 
out any other Habitation but a Monaftery of Caloyers or Greek Ifland. 
_ Religicus Men, withfome Cattel. It has good Water; and there 
the Chriftian and Turkifh Galleye ecncrally furnifh themfelves. As 
the Day clear’d up we fpy’d the Ifland of Zant we fteer’d for, 
being about so Miles North from the aforefaid fmall Ifland. We 
made up to, and rounding it on the Eait Side, caft Anchor in the 
Northern Port, at 6 in the Afternoon, 
Zant is 60 Miles in Compas, girt almoft round with high Zant /- 
Moontains, in the midit whereof is a molt {pacious Plain, all land. 
full of Vineyards, Olive Gardens, and Corn Fields, which laft af- 
ford only 4 Months Provifion, the reft being brought from abroad ; 
for which Reafon, the State of Venice, to whom the Ifland be- 
longs, has always great Stores of Millet in it, to EPpy the Peo- 
_ ple at any time of Want. It is almoft incredible how much is 
exported from the Vineyards and Olive Gardens, confidering the 
Narrownefs of the Ground; for they every Year, one with an- 
other, make between 19 and 20000 Arrobas, that is, 200 or 250 
Tun of Currants, 16 or 18000 Pipes of Wine, and above s00 
of Oyl, and the Wine is extraordinary good; for which reafon 
the Ifland is reforted to by Fresch, Englifh, and other Ships, 
The Air is not very healthy, but the Soil produces much excel- 
lent Fruit, green, wholefome and fragraat Flowers, and Abun- 
dance of Honey; yet it wants Wood, which is imported from 
abroad, nor has it Plenty of Fifh. In the City and about it there 
is much Water, but the other Parts of the Ifland are {carce of 
it, and I was affur’d they moulded their Bread in fome’ Places 
with Wine at times, for Want of Water; I did not fee it, but 
| was told fo by Perfons of Credit. It has 2 Harbours, the beft 
} of them on the North Side, where ftands the chief Town, con- 
| taining about 3000 Houfes, built with Lime and Stone, and til’d, 
the Structure reafonable good, at the Foot of a high Mountain, 
on which is a Fort, where the Governour refides, a Place im- 
~pregnable by Art and Nature, furnif’l with mach good Can- 
non, a ftrong Garrifon, and all other things requifite tor its De- 
fence. The Natives are: Greeks, and among them in the City, 
there are about 30 or 40 Families of traling fews, befides others. 
difpers'd in the Towns and Villages, wherof the Ifland has {ome 
few, to one of which call’d Gayeran, 1 was carry’d one Day to. Greek 
fee the Feltival ot a Greek Saint, reforted to by almolt ail the Feftivaly 
Inhabitants of the City, from which itis 3 Miles diitant. As foon 
as we came into,the Town, we found great Fires in che Streets, 
at which they were roaiting between 3 or 400 whole >heep, 
whereof, 
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Whereof fuch as go to the Solemnity, buy to eat. Then the 
Men and Women of the City and’ other Places, join with thofe 
of this fame Town, and dance to the Vocal Malick of one fins 
ging certain Verfes, and all the Dances anfwering by way of Cho- 
rus, After which they have Tilting and other pleafant Diver- 
fions. The other Harbour on the South Side, ¢ Miles diftant from 
this, crofling over the Plain, is calf'd Chery, having a Town on it 
of the fame Name, and near by aLake,; whence continually flows 
a great Quantity of ablack thin Bitumen, like the Naphiba of Ba 
bylon, They alfo make Salt in. the Ifland for their own Ufe, and 
fome is exported. Thofe who trade here, befides the Produ@ of 
the Country, export Silk, Wax, Hides, Zafran, Galls, and other 
Commodities, imported in confiderable Quantities from the AZs: 
rea, formerly call’d Pelopennefus, lying oppofite to the Eaftward, 
bat 10 Miles: diftant, on one of whole Mountains appearsa ftate-. 
ly Caftle, vulgarly call’d Ca/tel Torneze. All that Country was. 
conquer’d by the Turks [and is fince recover'd by the Venetians.) 
The Night after° we put into thisIfand, a Turkith: Galley came 
into the Harbour, flying as they faid from 2 Chriftian Galleys 
that had chas’d’ her; and the next Morning 7 arriv’d, belonging 5 
to. theState of Venice, which were afterwards join'd by 3 morey. 
As foon as the Turkifh Galley was in the Harbour, Enquiry, was: 
made whether fhe was free or forfeit, and after. many. Debates: 
they difeharg’d her, fo that fhe fhould immediately “depart. the: 
Harbour; becaufe it appéar’d that the King. of Argier Was going.

are they in this Particular. ! was amazd to fee what Abun. 
dancé ‘of Prefents and Refrefhments were fent Peter dal Ponte, 
whilft we were fhut up there; for tho’ we were near 4o of 


us, and.did nothing but eat and drink allthe Day, there was caough: 


Ieft to give the Guards they had fet over us, tho’ we did not 
pay them, as is us’d among us. This Obftacle being remov'd, 
Peter da) Ponte taking me and Dominick Calegary along with 
him, went to wait upon the Proveditor of the Navy, and then 
to the Governour at the Fort who both entertain’d him very Ho- 
nourably and with extraordinary Affection, The relt of our 
time we fpent otherwife, whilft our Ship took in fome more 
Loading, her Arrival being very difpleafing to others that were 


in the Port, becauwfe it isa Rule in all thofe of the State, that 


no other Ship fliall load till every Venetian is ferv'd. : 
There is a remarkable Fifhery in thisPort, which as fuch I no- 
ted down. In fuly and Augu/f avalt Multitude of that Fith they 
call Savalos, and we Olaves, ufes to come from within the Ar- 
chipelago, to this and other Iflands, of which they takea Female 


| alive, and tie her fo with fmall Cords made of Horfes Hair, 


that fhe cannot flip away. Then fixing a Pole or Cane in the 
Bottom of the Bay very faft, they tie her to it, leaving Line e- 
nough. The Males prefently flock about her, and thofe who 
laid the Bait, lof no time in killing of them; yet fuch is the Ea- 
gernefs of thofe Fifhes, that the others are not at all fcar’d; fo 


that feveral of thefe Baits being fet up, they take an infinite 
Quantity, the Flefh whereof they falt, and of the Rows make 


Botargo, much valued in all thofe.Parts. I faw many black Slaves 
in this Ifand, fome of them brought out of Barbary, but molt of 
the Exelifh, who took them from the Portuguefe Gui- 
Angola Ships. Twelve Miles to the North Welt of this 


and 20 Miles to the Northward are the {mall Iflands call’d Scorzo- 
lari, near which was the great Battel [we call of Lepanto] be- 
tween the Turks, and the Confederate Chriffians under the Com- 


mand of Don Fobn of Auftria. To conclude, the Women of this 


Tfland are generally beautiful, and whicn they go into the Coun- 
try, ride aitride like Men; both Sexes being very like the Lore 
tupuefes of the Province between the Rivers Duero and Minho, in 
their Way of Living, Songs, and Dancing.

Our Departure from Zant and Arrival at Venice. 


E ftay’d here 8 Days for want of a Wind, which we would 
W not lofe when it offer’d, but fet Sait on Sunday the sth 
of Fune at Noon, but were forc’d back upon the Winds veering 
about; fo that we could not make through the Channel we were 
in, which is between Zant and Cephalonia. It is very remarka- 


ble that from Ormux to this Place, I was always fore’d back to. 


every Port J fail’d from, and could never make my Voyage till 
the 2d time. The fame Wind that drove us back into the Har- 
bour, brought thither a /enetian Ship coming from Naples, which 
among other things inform’d us of the Birth of the Prince 
of Spain, and the Promotion of Pope Paul V. The fame Day we 
were told that the Pyrate A@wat Arrays, was in the Guif of 
Venice with 7 Galleys, 

Wednefday the 8th the Wind began to (pring up a little favoura- 
ble, when we fail’d again in Confort with 2 other Ships, the one 
a Venetian from Cyprus, the other a {mall nn Veffel bound for 
Venice, and believing this laft being the lighteft, would bethere 
firft, I deliver’d a Packet of Letters for Venice to an .Acquain- 
tance of Zmr, that went aboard her, but the Sea is very un- 
certain, for that Veffel being forc’d into Corfu for want of Wa- 


ter, after many other Hardfhips, reach’d Venice about 20 Days 
after us. We had not fail’d above 12, Miles with a fair Wind before _ 


it came about, and brought us back to the Harbour again; fo 
that having no Hopes of making our Voyage that Way, we would 
not enter the Port, but rounded the Iland to the Southward,and 


having run upon a Bowling 3 Days, itrugling with crofs Winds, © 


on Thur{day the 16th we difcover’d the Ifland of Corfu at a great 
diftance to the Northward. The next Morning we were 15 Miles 
from Cape S. Mary, and thencame up with that of Otranro, both 
of them in the Province of Apulia in Italy, at the Mouth of the 
Gulf of Venice. When we were 12 Miles within it, the Wind 


came contrary again, which kept us tacking up and down for —

Caravel, we 
put out our Boat for Information, and found only 7 Portnguefes, 
whom we brought aboard our Ship, and. then fold. the Caravel 
at.Cabo Verde, with all that was inher, to Don Diego Vax a 
Portuguefe, refiding at the Port of Ruffgue, where he had a 
Ware-houfe, and gave 2g000-Livres for her. We alfo: barter’é 
all the Goods that were in the firft Spawifh Caravel, taken at our 
firft fetting out for other Commodities, and left all the Prifo- 
ners. A Caravel faysOforius lib. 2 isa Veffel that has no round 
Top, nor any Timber acrofs the’Yop: of the Mait, but-the ¥ard 
is made faft a little below the Top. The Sails are triangular, 
and their-lower Points. are but. little above the Deck. On. the 
Sides of the Caravel there are fmall.

We continued 15 Days at the Port of Rufifque, to refreth us, 
where there is a large Village. of the fame Name, the Inhabitants 
whereof are all Blacks with thick Lips, tying up their Woolly. 
Hair like a Steel Cap, and cover no Part but. their Privities wit 
a Cotton Clout. Their Commander wears a pair of Cotten Bree: 
ches hanging down to his Ankles, and as it were a white Sur- 
plice, of very. fine Cotton pleited, with a-Hat on his Head, and 
Sandals on his Feet they call him Arguere. The Porsuguefes are 
fettled there, and acceptable to the Natives, In. thofe Partsthere.

Toth of Aday, where we met 5 Dutch Ships, the leaft ofwhich carry’

our Refulal defifted and came aboard us, and the Weather being 
calm, the Captains fpent the reft of the Day in treating one an- 
other, and firing their Guns. when they drank Healths to the 
King and the.States. At parting they gave us three Guns, and

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A Voyage to Madagafcar, 


On the 25th of Fume we came up with the Ifland of Diego 
Ruiz, lying in 20 Degrees of South Latitude, about 40 Leagues 
from Aadagalcar. We landed, and fet up the Arms of France — 
on the Trunk of a Tree, our Ship keeping out at Sea, not being 
able to anchor, by reafon of the Depth; fo that as foon as the 
King’s Arms were fix’d, thofe who had done it, return’d aboard 
in the Boat, as they went. : 

Thence we made for the Ifland Mafcarenbas, fo call’d from 
one of that Family in Portugal, who firft difcover’d it, about 30 
Leagues diftant from the laft, and 2 Degrees from the Tropick 
of Capricorn, where we allo fet up the King’s Arms, It is unin- 
habited as well as the former, tho’ it has good Water, and a. 
bounds in Wild Fowl, Fith, and Fruit. 

After 24 Hours Stay in that Ifland, we went and anchor’d at 
that of St. -Apolonia, one Degree nearer the Line, defigning to 
fettle there; but coming into the Port which lies to the South 
Eaft, we found the Place taken up by the Dutch, who were buil- 
ding a Fort, had made Huts, and call’d the Ifland long before, 


Prince Maurice’s. They gave us leave to comne in to fhoot and bs 


fifh ; but the next Day we left that Port, and anchor’d at the 
oppofite North Weft End of the Ifland. That Port was defended 
by 6 Hollanders, who lay in a neighbouring Hamlet. “An Englifh 
Weffel of 28 Guns lay there at Anchor, carrying aSt. Andrew's —

ming from Bantam, laden with Spice. The Crew offer’d to af- 
fit us in expelling of the Dutch, which we would not confent 
to, becaufe of the Alliance between them and us, This Ifland is 
4 Leagues in Length, and one and a half over. I wonder the 
Dutch, in their Printed Voyages of 15§9§, fhould tell us this I- 
fland was call’d Cerne, and by the Latins, Cignea, none but they” 
having given it that Name. It lies in 21 Degrees of South Lati- 
tude, The Dutch anchoring there on the 18 of September, 1598, ) 
gave it the Name of Maurice, Prince of Orange. Its Shape and 
Ports are defcrib’d at p. 3. of the Second Book of the aforefaid’ 
Voyages, Printed at Amfterdam by Cornelius Nicholas, An. 1609, 
Bantam is a City in the Mand _of Fava, feated on the Sea Shore, — 
next the Ifland of Sumatra, The Houfes there are made of Canes _ 
only the main Props of Timber, the Tops thatch’d, the Infidehung 
with painted Calicoe or Silk, Its Latitude between 7 and 8 Degrees 
North.

—cover’d the Bottom of his Belly, his Buttocks, and half his Thighs 
‘On his Shoulders he had a Square Cloak, or Mantle, of the fame 
as his Breeches, which ferv’d infteadof a Shirt, or Tunick, withe 
out Sleeves, girt about his Waft, and hanging down a little bee 
low it, with a String or Chain of Coral, like a Scarf athwart. 
His Hair was long and cut round at the Bottom; whereas the 
Blacks attending him, had theirs ty’d up underneath with Cot- 
ton Fillets, after the Manner of a flat Steel Cap. He was very 
tall, well thap’d, his Countenance bold and beardlefs, his Tongue 
and Teeth as black as Jet, and fo were all his Followers. In his 
Hand he held a Sort of Partifan, 
and a half in Length. His Retin 
Darts or Javelins five Foot long, 
Thicknefs of a Man’s little Finger, and the Spear 4 Inches long, 
and jagged on the Sides. The Whites were habited like the 
King, with this Difference, that his Garments were red, and — 
pes of red Silk, which the Country 
produces, and they call the Silk Zazde, and {pun Cotton Foule. The 
Blacks, for there are fome of an Olive Colour, between white 
and black, were not flat nos’d, like thofe on the Continent, 
their Lips proportionable as ours are, and they wrapp’d up in

Some of them were arm’d as well as the Whites, with 
a Quiver of § fmall Darts, and in it 3 other larger Javelins, the 
Staves of them an Inch thick, and the Spear fhap’d like a Neat’s 
Tongue above, and adorn’d at the Bottom with a hollow half 
Globe of Iron.

weighing 16 Pounds, 12 Capons like ours, and as much Rice as 

8 Blacks could carry. 

He then took his Leave, inviting us to go vifit him at Fanzaire, 

the Place of his Refidence. Thofe who have fancy'd Cities and 

Towns, have carry’d them fo far as to give them Names, and de- 

{cribe their Situations, impofing on our forefathers; whereas there 

are none but Villages enclos'd with Palifades, Cofmographers 

tell us of feveral Towns, as Axtabo/ta, Fambole, Antipara, Bugi, 
Torumbaia, Abandola, Mamaula, and others, of which Belleforeft 

and Mdagin tell ftrange Stories without any Truth. The Village Fanzaire 
of Fanzaire is one of the beft, and well feated at the Foot of Village t 
a Hill, 16 Leagues from the Port of St. Lucey, and ftands on the Country 
Bank of a River, that lofes it felf to the Eaitward in the Sands, shout it. 
which rife above the Land near the Sea, from whichthe Village 

is but 4 Leagues diftant, with large Valesall about it, abounding 

in Roots and Rice, above 16 Leagues in Length. The Ways are 

fhaded on both Sides, the biggeft of the Trees as thick asa Man’s 

Thigh, like Plumb-Trees in their Branches and Leaves, bating that 

they are flenderer and longer, but of the fame Verdure, The 

Fruit they bear is round, and as big as a Penny Loaf; the Shell 

~as thick as a Nut, all clofe, the Rhind on the Shell of a light 

Green, and withinis an excellent Juice fomewhat fharp, good to 

quench Thirft, and running of it felf. In the Pulp, which is taw- 

ny and very watry like our Melons, there are Abundance of 

Seeds or Kernels. We play’d at Bowls with them, and made 
drinking Cups of the Shells. They call this Fruit Uvonenne,

After fome fuch Difcourfe, as is ufual upon the like Occafions, 
the King in the Portuguefe Language, which he learnt in 4 Years 
he had refided at Afofambique among the Portuguefes, offer’d us 
his Apartment, which was but 6 Fathom in Length and 3 in Breadth, 
incumber’d with many Hampers made of Rufhes, We did not 
accept of his Offer, being fatisfy’d with the Houfe of his Son in. 
Law Andianferon, who gave it us with a cheerful Countenance- 
and extraordinary Tokens of Affe@ion. There we were well 
treated for 4 Days, drinking a Liquor they call Sic, made of Ho- 
ney boil’d in Water, like our Mead or Metheglin, and lying in 
Hammacks, being Beds of Cotton like Nets, hung by the Beams 
that went acrofs within the Planks, which we had brought from 

Their Hou- ont Veffel, being usd to lie in them at Sea, Ardianferon’s Pa-

when laden, that were it not for pounded Glafs and Cows Hair, 
usd in the Sheathing, our Veffel had funk, however Rottennefs

William Read, the Mafter Gunner, and Elias Vafaque, to view the 
Vale of Axgoule, a Province abounding in Cattel, 16 Leagues 
from Port'S¢. Clair, to the Left of Fanzaire. That Vale is en- 
compafs'd all round with Mountains cover’d with Woods, con- 
taining 7 populous Villages, which acknowledge no Prince or Gor | 
vernour. Onur Defign was to barter fome of our Commodities 
for Gattel’; bat thofe People thought of nothing but murthering 
and- robbing us, which being difcover’d by us, we demanded 2 
Convoy from the Mafter of the firft Village we enter’d, who 
came with fome of the Inhabitants, to the Houfe where we were 
promifing to quell that Difturbance, or to die with us. He went 
to them, and return’d to us, endeavouring to adjuft Matters be- 
tween us; but thofe Villains attacking us in his Prefence, and I 
having laid one of them flat with a Masket Shot, the Storm grew 
higher, and we were fain to turn back. to avoid it, The worft 
of it was, that we mufi go up into the Woods, to get out of. 
that Vale, and, they befet the Ways, fecuring the upper Grounds, 
whence they threw Stones at us, biding us leave our Goods, pas 
mends. 
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Amends to the Widow and Children of the Man I had kilfd, 
or not one of us fhould efcape them. Then William Read fir’d 
his Piece at them, and ¢ of them falling by that Shot, the reft 
were fo daunted, that we had Lelfure to get into the Country 
of Axdianramac, whither they purfned ; and he underftanding 
how the Matter ftood, reprov’d and call'd them Robbers, fen- 


ding \them away with Threats of Puniflhment. 


The next Day we return’d to our People, who were at Port 


St. Clare, where was alfo a Dutch Ship of 300 Tun Burthen, co- rhetrenck 
ming from the Bay of Avtongil, where they had bought Blacks, part. 


to ferve them in the Ifland of Prince Adaurice. They came to 
vifit us in our Habitation, to fee how it was with us, and, what 
we Had done with the People of Afadagajcar {mice our coring, 
They took 25 of our Men, our Bark being able to carry but 20, 
thofe that went aboard their Veffel, enter’d themelves in their 
ie Maurice Wand, and proceeded thence to the Afolucce 
Hlands. 

When they were gone we fheath’d our Bark, becaufe of the 
fhining Worms abovemention’d, and made 2 Cables of ‘one preat 
one that had belong’d to our Ship, ¢ach of them 120 Fadom long, 
for our Bark, which was ballafted withEbony and 18 Casks of ° 
Water, each Cask being. near a Pipe; and Wood to burn. The 
Lading was 600 Ox-Hides, a Quantity of Wax, and that Country 
Guns, and a good Part of the Commodities we had brought from 
Francey with 2 Iron Guns, carrying a Ball of 4 Pounds, and two 
Brafs ones of the fame Bore, which were ftow'd down at the 
Bottom of thie Hold, till they pafs’d the Capé of Good Hope, 
becaufe of the frequent Storms in’ that Pare. vamos Solas, who 
had! beer Mafter of the great Veffel cad St. Alexis, went a- 
board the {aid Bark with to Men. . 


He departed Port St Clare; by the Natives call’d Yeapere, a- The Bark 
bout the End of Afarch 1640, after having continued in that departs for 
Port a whole Year. During that time, a Veffel of Diep coming France. 


from the Red Sea, under the Command of one Digart, there hap- 
pen’d fome Difference between them and us. That Veffel being 
of 200°Tun Burthen;,was returning for Fravce, with molt of its 
Crew fpent by Frnger. and Sicktiels, their Provifions being {poil’d, 
their Water flinking, and Having loft their Boatin a Storm, 
with20 Metin her. Wefupply’d them with Provifionis and Refrefh- 
ments, atid after much vain Contefting, it was refolv'd, they 
fliould také aboard a confiderable Part of the Goods that -were 
in out Warehoufe, to carry them back into France to the Mem- 
bers of our Company, refiding at Paris and Roan, the chief where- 
of were Berrulier, and Des sop upen condition that thofe i 
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the Veffel call’d the AZargaret, commanded. by ‘the faid Digart, © 
fhould fhare what they had equally with our faid Company, .at 
their Arrival in France. This done they fet Sail, taking atong 
with them our Captain Alonfo Goubert, who took his Leave ofus 
with Tears in his Eyes, and died fix Months after, at the Ifle of — 
Rez, before he reach’d home. Bie >a phe oe 
Another He left the reft of the Goods that were in the Warehoufe, 
Ship car- in charge with me and Seba/fian Droward, on condition. that we 
riesoff Should be accountable to the Company, and deliver them to fuch 
fome of the Perfons as they fhould fend within two Years; and in cafe no 
Men. Ship came from France within that time, to carry them off, then 
they fhould be my own, to difpofe. of as I thought fit. The 
Veffel that was departing for France being full enough, and there 
being fome Men, who had no Kindnefs for our faid Captain Gone 
bert, there remain’d in the Ifland, by their own Confent, Fames:

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At Mannbale that great Man gave us his Mother’s Houfe, 
whom he remov'd to his own, till we could Build one to our 
Mind. We were five-of us, who put ‘equal Shares of Commo- 
dities into a common Stock, to Live and Trade together. I /aac 
— Meldron went to Traffick towards Fanzaire, and 1 towards the 
Tapates and Adachicores. We brought home Provifions, Beeves, 
‘Sheep, Kids and Capons living lovingly together for fix Weeks. 
But underitanding that feldron had hid 40 Pounds of Wax in 
a Black’s Houfe, to make his private Advantage, we parted the 
Goods we had before made a common Stock of. The a‘orefaid 
Meldron and Fames du Val withdrew to Fanzaire, the chief 
Village belonging to Avdianramac, who was Sovereign in thofe 
Parts. Sebaffian Drouart, Abraham le Gaigneur and | ftay’d at 
Mannhale, | 

I being refolv'd to Travel by Land along the Coaft on the 
Eaft Side, from one End of the Ifland to the other which is to 
the Northward, Drouart and Gaigneur Condu@ted me 4 Leagues 
beyond Port St. Lucy, where they bid me farewel, leaving with 
me 20 Blacks, a Matter of a Village, anda Servant of Andian- 
machicore, who had given me all thofe Men to fecure my Perfon, 
and the Goods carry’d by his Servant, whofe Name was Diambo. 
Being at a Village belonging to one Diamboule, a Subje& to An- 
dianramac, 1 was told J had four Days Journey to Travel with- 
out meeting any Village, which oblig’d me to provide Meat be- 
fore hand for my Self and Followers. 

At the End of thofe four Days, we came to another Village 
Govern’d by a Black with long Hair, whofe Name was Dianzore. 
There was great rejoycing in that Place for the Execution of two 
Cow Stealers, whofe Hands we faw fix'd to the Points of the 
Stakes that enclos’d the Park, whence they ftole the Beeves, 
Every Body had made Wine of Sugar, and having drank plenti- 
fully, Dianzore having lodg’d us ina Houfe of his own, told us. 
ke had drank too much already, and: would talk to us the next 
Day, and caus'd all his Men to be difarm’d, left being Drunk they 
fhould quarrel withus, The next Morning he order’d’ us Wine 
made of Roots, Gapons and Rice, and came himfelf to eat and 
drink with us. 

Taking leave of him, we mov'd towards the Province of the 
Matatanes, ftillalong the Sea Side, and reach’d it in three Days, 
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paffing through three great Villages, about five Leagues diftant nes Pro- 
from one another, and being at the fecond Village, we were a- virce. 


maz'd to fee thofe that came to us, having Notice of our coming 
brought us abundance of Provifions from Andiampalola, their me 
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which we receiv'd for fear it fhould be took’d upon as a Contempt 
to refufe them, tho’ we had no need. 
My Company, and thofe that had been fent to me, came two 
Days after to a great River, call'd Wixangue, which is the Boun- 
dary to the faid Province of the Adataranes, and from the Place 
where we were could be feen 17 large Villages feated on the Banks, 
fhaded by abundance of Banana Trees, and furrounded with 
Plenty of Sugar Canes. Ss bs ) 
Immediatly upon our Arrival, the greatelt Prince of the AZz- 
Meeting tatanes, before faid to be call’d Andiampalola, came to us ina Canoe, 
of K, An- which are call’d Lsegue by a Name common to all Boats, but 
diampalo- thofe that have eight Oars, as this had, bear the pecular Name 
la. of Lauejare. It was row’d by Blacks ftanding, Andiampalola hot- 
ding an Oar at the Stern with which he fteer’d. On the Prow 
ftood 17 Javelins, and as many Bucklers, belonging té thofe in 
the Boat. They all Landed as foon as they faw us, handing 
their Arms, and tying the Canoe tothe Trunk of a Tree there 
was on the Shore. The King drew near me, faying, Sdlame, 
that is Good morrow, taking me by the Hand, and asking how 
I did, in thefe Words, Anew farraco. Then fiting down on a 
Mat his Men had brought, he made me fit by him upon it, asking 
who had Condu&ted me to him? I anfwer’d him, by the Interpo- 
fition of the Mafter of the Village, who came with me, that the 
Ship } came in from France to the Ifland of A4adagafcar, being 
gone back and not able to earry_any more Lading than it had, 
I ftay’d. behind withfour of my Companions, whom | had tefta- 
mong the Adadagaffes, to: come kifs his Hands, and prefent him — 
with fome Commodities I had. He then took me by the Hand, 
made me rife, and put me into his Canoe with my Mafter of the Vil- 
lage, and my Company was immediatly fent for in another Canoe 
which follow’d us, Every Man took: his Place; the King ordering 
me tofit by him in the Poop, and: the Mafter of the Village at 
the Head, whence difcovering fome Water Fowl, and having 
given me Notice of it, 1] went over to him, meg the Men to 
give over rowing, as foon as I was within Shot, TF gave Fire at 
the firft Aim, and kill’d two Dacks, a Teale and a Wigeon, my 
Blacks who follow’d us, leap’d immediatly into the Water, and 
taking up thofe Fowl! prefented them to Azdrampalola, who view’d 
their Wounds, admiring the Effet’ of my Gun, amd telling his 
Men, it was eafier for me to kill Men than Birds, and therefore 
it was convenient to be in Friendfhip with me. Then changing 
the Difcourfe, and having heard’ me Play on the Flageoller at 
the River Side, when he came'over tous, he’ defir’d me to Play 
again, which I did with great Applaufe from al thofe that were

this River is above 300 Paces over, and at lealt 7 or 8 Foot 

deep, yet it has no Paffage into the Sea, tho’ near it, but like River joft 
others we have already {poke of, is loft in the Sands the Sea has in thesands 
long fince thrown up on the Shoars of this Ifland. 

Being landed at Andiampalola’s Village, he Conducted us to his 

Houfe, and thence to another belonging to one of his Wives, 
whom he took home to his own, and fent us thither Pullets 
and Kids, This Houfe was at the Entrance into a large Clofe, 
encompafs'd round with Trunks of Trees, pointed at the Ends, 
in which there were three Rows of Houfes, with each its Store- 
Houfe, with the Provifions belonging to thofe they were inha- 
bited by, that is, as many Women as Honfes, with every Wo- 
man her Man and Maid Servant. Ardiampalola had Marry’d 
them all, according to the Cuftom of the Country, and went 
fometimes to lye with one, and fometimes with another, as he 
pleas'd, the Blacks having as many Wives as they are able to 
maintain. | 

“When thefe Men defign to Marry, they go ask Parents for Marriage:. 
their Daughters, or elfe the Kindred, if the Fathers are Dead. : 
When the Parties are agreed, he that is to be marry’d gives the 
Maidens Father or Kindred, Bullocks, Cows, Sheep, Collars, 

Chains, and other Baubles. If the Wife is caft off, fhe returns 
to her Father’s Houfe without any thing; but if fhe quits her 
Husband, the Father or Relations are oblig’d to return him all 
he gave upon the Marriage. 

Being often with the Wives of Axdiampalola, | enguir'd of them pyiyes jos 
whether they were fatisfy’d with their Husband, and were not goqicys, 
Jealous one of another. They told me they were not, that it 
being the Cuftom of the Country to obey their Lord, they were 
-oblig’d fo to do without any Contradiction.

Leaving this Province, we entet‘d upon that of the Antavarres, 
Antavat» after four. Days Travel, having crofs'd fix Rivers on Floats made - 
res Prov of Trees, not daring to Swim for fear of the Alligators, which: 
we’. are there very numerous, This Country is Marfhy, confifting 

of Plains near the Sea, and the Mountains at fifteen: or fixteen — 
Leagues diftance, being thirty Leagues long, and twenty in Breadth, 
and has twelve Villages, the Way that 1 went, befides thofe on 
the Mountains, which are cover’d with Ebony. Teees, by them 
call’d Azeminthe, fignifying black Wood. I view’d this Province, 
having made but a fhort Stay at the principal Village. I never 
faw fo many Bee Hives, made of the Trunks of Trees, for no 
Inhabitat is without a Namber of then. I taught them to make 
Wax, promifing, when return’d to take a Qnantity of itin Ex-. 
change formy Commodities. Before that time they. us’d to eat 
it with the Honey. I made them melt, and caft it in hollow. 

Honey anes as thick as a Man’sArm. Some Perfons having prefented 
Wax and me withtwo Pounds of a tawny Gum, by them call'd Quizs-miente, 
Gums. that is, black Gum, Iafterwards when I return’d to our Veffel- 

_ caus'd a Surgeon to make Tryal of it,, and he found it of the 
Nature of Scammony, but. a gentler Purge. Tshey have. another 
fort of Gum, they call Fouche, that is white, like that which. 
comes from Arabia, and another yellow. They make ufe of 
thefe..two forts to light them at Night, putting them into little 
Earthen: Pots like Lamps; thofe bits being ftill foft take Fire at: 
the firft touch, and it isa pleafant and very {weet one. I have. 
feen the Trees they draw the yellow Gum from by Incifion, which 
they call Afongne Afongue, that is, yellow, They refemble the 
Fir Tree in the Trunk, having fix or feven main Branches at the 
Top, full of little Boughs, fhooting out Leaves like the bane 
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baiting that they are narrower, without any Scent, and their 
Green darker, * 

Having ftay'd a Fortnight among the Antavarres, who are all Amboit 
Black, arm’d with large Bucklers and long Javelins, Jike our fmene. 
Pikes, I proceeded ftill along the Sea Coaft, towards the North Province 
Part of the Ifland, till I came with my Company into a Province, 
inclos’d. on the left Side by high red Mountains, which have 


big the Inhabitants the Name of Amboit{inenes, Amboits figni- 


‘ing Mountains, and Mene, Red. Thefe People have Plenty of 
ttel, Grain, and Roots. Being come to the Mouth of a great 
River, on whofe Banks there was a Number of Plumb-Trees, 
we nam’d the adjacent Harbour, Port aux Prunes, or Plumb- 
Port. The Mouth of it is {topp'd with feveral Rocks, which is 
the reafon that only Boats can come into it. A Quarter of a 
League above the Port is a Village, the chief Man’s Name where- 
of was Diawangay, who came over to our Side, to take us into 
Bis Canoes, andi carry’d us to lie at his Houfe, where we con- 
tinued 8 Days. Moft of the Inhabitants of this Province, as welt 
as thofe of the -dvravarres, are clad in a Sort of Stuff, well 
wove, of feveral Colours, made of the: Threads. they draw from 
the Rind of the Aahaulr, before defcrib’d, after -it is well bea- 
ten, whereof they make their Mantles or Cloaks, by them call’d 
Lambes, and their Girdles 8 Inches broad and a Ells long, call’d 
Quilamboue. It is full 35 Leagues Journey from this Village to 
another that is in the Province of Azton Gil, by the Portuguefes 
call’d Angoada, and 16 large and populous Villages in, the Way ; 
but ‘the Inhabitants are ill clad, only the richer Sort wearing 
Cotton Cloth; ‘not that the Earth is ungrateful to them, affor- 
ding a fufficient Su(tenance, but becaufe they are lazy, and will 


not trade. . 

In this Village of goada we found 2 Hollanders, left there Angoada 
by their Captain, who as was faid above, came to vifit us at Village. 
Port Ss. Clare, to buy Blacks, and tranfport them into ALzurice's 
Iffand, and into Brajle, when any of their Ships came for them.

Goods, 
becaufe of a. Rumour there had been {pread abroad .of my. being) 
kill'd , but’ he -oppos'd. her, alledging it would. bé-a Breach of 
the Laws of ‘Holpitality.

fection, as fatisfy'd me for’ all the Fatigues I had endur’d in my.

me to'learn more than |, had done by travelling the Length of 
the Ifland of Afidagafcar,.1 refolv’d to crof it, to take a View 
of the midland Provinces-.and. thofe_on.the. other Side, oppofite to 
BOWS CE ee Via nA nnn ie abe ben Aote Pinicat 
© Tho! Ardianmachicore. difwaded , me, alledging that,thofe.Peo. 
ple were barbarous and faichlels, I could nor .be diverted. from 
my Refolution, but fet’ out, attended by a Mafter.of the Village 
of Raznefouche, whofe, Name, was Diamber, and, 19 Blacks. Ax: 
diaamachicore had le me as Servants; befides. whom <1; took ae, 


lang with me 4 of my Servants, Cae dowith, my Baggage, Axms) 
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and Commodities. Paffing thro’ the Borders of the AZachicores, 
to enter upon thofe of the Tapates (in the Mdaps they are .call’d 
Manapates) a plain Country, we went to take up our Lodging 
in a Village, whereof one Andianmarropene was Lord, who trea- 
ted us well, and would have diverted us from going among the 
Machicores, telling us they were all Murderers and Robbers. I 
ask’d him how many of them there was, who .anfwer'd Roariuec, 
that is, 2000, to which I reply’d, that I and 4 more would beat. 
them with my Guns and Putols, which aftonith’d him, putting 
his Hands before his Mouth, that being a Sign of Admiration .a- 
mong thofe People. Then holding on the Difcourfe with him, | 
inquir’d how far it was from thence to the Village of Aydian- 
marophate, Who was a Lord in the Country of the Tapates. ‘He 
anfwer’d it was 3 Moons Journey, which he did to put me_ by 
my Defign ; for proceeding on my Journey, I came with my Com- 
pany in 6 Hours to Azdianmarophate’s Village. That Great Man, 
contrary to the Information we had receiv’d, entertain’d us very 
kindly, and gave us Guides to conduct us to the Bay of Sr. An- 
guftin, which 1s at the End of the Province of the ALachicores. 
When I was about fetting out fromthat Village, all thofe thathad 
been commanded to attend me by Andianmachicore, return’d, be- 
lieving what had been told them of the Cruelty of that Nation. 
I was going to with my 4 Servants. ahha 

We {pent 5 Days after their Departure before we reach’d the 
Bay of St. Auguffiz, and at length, after pafling through feveral 
Villages, came to the River that falls into the Bay, being forked 
at the Mouth, by ‘reafon of a fmallIfland that cuts-it into two. 
It is in the Latitude of 23 Degrees and a half, juft under the Tro- 
pick of Capricorn, Down the River there are 4 Villages, 2 on 
the Right, and-as many on the Left, below the latter, on the 
midft of a Neck of Land, which runs acrofs the Port, there are 
fome Remains of aFort and a Burial Plaee, in a little Mland clofe 
by, there being ‘large Stones, fome lying, and fome rear’d up on 
the Ground, This Fort was built by the Dutch in 1595, who 
alfo made a Burial Place for their Dead, that were taken away 
by the Scurvy and Fevers. On the North Angle of the Bay there 
were alfo Footfteps of another Fort the French had formerly rais’d 
againit the Iflanders, who are there more barbarous than in any 
other Parts, and this to feeure themfelves with their Sick, few 
that coaft along the Kingdom of Guinea efcaping Sicknefs, before 
they ‘reach Afadagafcar, where ae are oblig’d to make fome 
Stay, to take:in Refrefhments and fearch their Ships, which have 
faffer’d by the Length and Difficulty of the Voyage. See Pyrara’s 
‘Yoyage in 4601 and 1602, where he fays, that near this little 
iS Fort 
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‘Fort they bury’d yo .of their Men, that died therein 3 ‘Days, 


and therefore they-call’d it, The Buxtal'Place of the’French. 
(he River Water .is;unwholefome, and full of Alligators and 
feveral Sorts of Fifh. The \Natives are {warthy, ill dilposd, Natives 
beardle(, with Jank hanging Hair, except in time of War, when and Cli- 
 athey. bread-or .twift.it, that it -may snot incaumber them ‘in Fight. "4. 
| “The Air sis very intemperate, the Men, large, well ‘fhap’d, ‘ar- 
.cumcis'd, -and yet never heard .of the Jaw of Adahomer, there 
being, no Temple .or Mofque, thronghout ,all the Ifland. They 
_ dnow no more .of God, het that they fear, without adoring 
_ orpraying to him,;.and (ay, the. Devil fends Difeafes, but God kills 
them. However they believe the Immortality of the ‘Soul, and 
fay Heaven was made to receive them all promifcuoufly, when 
they leave their, Bodies. 

Whilft we .were in.a :large Village on the Right Hand coming, 
- down:the River, which is call’d Dulce, three Quarters of a League 
from the Bay, 7/Mafters of the Neighbouring Villages of the A4a- 
schiceres, attended by 50 Men, brought us so Beeves, whofe Horns Bee» 
“were 2 ‘Foot high, with an Excrefcence between the Shoulders, 

‘and twice as big and tall as ours. They alfo brought us Cot- 
‘ton Cloth firip’d with Silk, offering to exchange for my Commo- 

dities ; but they feeking ;for nothing but long Cornelian Stones, 

or Venetian Garnets of a Lemmon Colour, which they call /a- 
-gues,-and the Tiapates, Ets:Ets, which I-had not, we-drove no 
<Breat Trade, having only purchas'd_.1§ Beeves, which they parted

- ferted me :with 6 Pieces of Dragon's Blood, each of them 3 In- ragon 
ches long, like Ends of Black Puddings, marbled jike the Alicant Blood.

which I gave them fome {mall Coral , and they faying thofe Pieces of °°

That Man being on the Top of the Houfe, 
knelt with one Knee upon the Ridge, and put the Pole under the 
other ; then, his Right Hand being free, he took into it the Knife

Darts, and began to gaze on the Sun then juft rifing, crying hi- 
deoufly, with horrid Poftures and Threats , then beating the Air, 
as if he had been fighting with him for an Hour together, he 
let himfelf fall plum from the Top of the Houle to the Ground, 
lighting on his Feet before the Door, over which hung the Basket, 
| in which the Pallet was conceal’d, and into which he look’d fe- 
veral times, rolling his Eyes in a frightful manner, the Drum bea- 
ting all the while without Intermiflion... Prefently after he ran 
like a Madman throughout all the Village, putting his. Head jn- 
to every Door, as if he. would. fee what was doing within, of- 
ten changing his Pofture, taking his Knife into his Left Hand, and 
then again into the Right, and the fame he did. with his little 
Darts, ftill theeatning the Sun. As he pafs’d by my Door I ask’d him 
whether he faw any thing in the Air, fince he look’d up fo often? 


Yes, faid he, 1 fee Cive, in the Shape of a Man, and will kill 
him, ‘Then putting himfelf in a. Polture-to.do as he faid, he 
} beat the Air with the Knife in his Hand... Them refting a little, 
| he ask’d me for fome Tobacco; I took my Pipe, fill’d ir, lighted 
} and -gave it him. He took it, running like -one diftracted ; then 
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ftooping, drew the Smoke, and blew it out towards the Sun, 
never ceafing to cry outand threaten him. Pine 
He continu’d a long time running and Smoaking Tobacco, | 
Skipping and Jumping, then Refting a while, till being ont of 
Breath, having run about the Neighbouring Villages, he return’d to — 
Mannhale, and to Andianmachicores Houle, before which the 
good. Old Woman Andianrafe was {till beating her Drum. 
He put his Head into the Houfe three times, without going be: — 
yond the Door, over which was the Basket, and the Pullet in. 
it. He took hold of it, and after dafhing it violently againft the 
Ground, prefe’d it with his Arms and Knees, till both the Basket. 
and the Pullet in it were bruiz’d flat. Then he told the Stan- 
ders by that by thus ftifing the Pullet, he had at the fame time — 
ftifled the evil Spirit that poffefs’d the Children who were to — 
be Circumcis'd. ‘This Piece of Mummery being over, the Fa-- 
thers thought it was time to Celebrate the Feftival of the pub-— 
lick Circumeifion of their Children, which fell on the Eighth — 
Day of the Afarch Moon. That Day the Fathers and Mothers — 
carrying their little Ones on their Hips, caus’d their Servants 
to follow them leading as many Bulls, and carrying as many 
black Pallets in their Hands as there were Children, thofe being 
Forty three. Being come to the Place, they ty’d the Bulls to 
as many Stakes drove into the Ground. Then the Fathers fat 
down upon Mats, holding the Pullets in their Hands, the Mo- — 
thers and Servants going farther up into the Village. Azdian- 
machicore hearing of their coming, appear’d at his Door, and told 
them he put off the Feftival till the next Day. Two beat the — 
Drum all the Night without ceafing before the Houfe appointed 
for the Circumcifion, whilft a wretched Mufician play’ on his | 
Mufcal Infrument, and Sang before the Lord’s Houfe. His Violin was 
Inftrument 5 Eoot anda half long, having only one String wound up with 
a Peg above, and running through a Box three Inches about, 
cover'd on both Sides with a Skin well ftrain’d, and above it a 
Bridge half an Inch high, which held up the String, made faft _ 
at the other End to a Pin, which turn’d as well as that at the other _ 
End to wind up, or flacken the faid String, as the Mufitian thought 
fit, he \having a little Bow in his Hand, wherewith he touch'd 
the middle of it, at the fame time moving his Fingers on the fall 
End, which was made of a curious fort of Wood. The Fiddle 
String was made of Aahault, that is, the Bark of the AZangrove 
Tree, and the Bow String of the Herb unknownto us which the _ 
Natives of AMadagafcar call Abetzy it is whiteand like HorfeHaiy, 
They call this Inftrament Sawly, and the Mufician Adchay Sanly, 
Mebay fignifying a Player, who refting the Foot of his Inftro- 
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ment on the Tip of his Toes, with a hoarfe and flow Voice, 
adapted to his Mufick, Sang as follows, without any Verfe or 


Rhime, the Mufes having never adventur’d to crof§ the Seas inte 
thofe Parts. 

Manne Voullamene, Voullafouche, Hangue, Hares, Angombe, 
Varres, Ampe embes, Vinoemgembes, Ounifouches, Ouniares Ouni- 
cambares, Ouuimentes, Adauuondres. Adding before every one of 
thefe Words that of Manne, fignifying Rich, the reft being to 


‘this Effet. Lord rich in Gold, rich in Silver, rich in fine Coral, 


in Bracelets,in Kine, 1 white pounded Rice, in Honey, in Beans, 
in White, in violet Colour, in ‘ajh Colour, in black and yclow Rests. 


_ To this he added every other thing the Hand afforded, either 


for Food, or Ornament, and at lait he put me and my Compa- 
nions into his Song, faying, Reuuou rangandrie, oule vara, tommoive 
antanex, andri, res manne voulafouches, voullamene, angue, barex, 
Puoures, hofafhots, oulemabae, mialle, Onlematte toutoue empounare 
empaguinere toutmoive andre, Which is interpreted Word for 
Word as follows. Yow rejoyce, Sir, becaufe the Chriftians refide 
in your Village, they ave rich in Silver, in Gold, in fine Coral, in 
all forts of Beads of feveral Colours, in falfe Pearls, ina little Gilt, 
and Silver’'d Chains, rich ia Wit and Invention for Working, if 
they fhould dye all their Wealth would be yours Sir. That Muf- 
cian Sang all the Night long before the Lord’s Door, the two 
Drums at the fame time making a mighty Noife before him, at 
the Entrance into the Circumcifion Houfe, at the Ealt End 
whereof was Erected a little Chappel, like thofe us’d at Funerals, 
four Foot high, allof Wood, without either Nails or Pins, the 
Pieces only holding together by the Mortices, the Arch, or Dome 
cover’d with a Prece of Stuff made of Silk and Cotton of feve- 
ral Colours, under which was a fine Mat, and on the Mat a 
Cufheon of the fame Cioth, ftuff’d with Cotton, on which Az- 
dianmachicore, came and feated himfelf at Break of Day, where 
he receiv’d the Prefents made him by the Mothers of the Chil- 
dren that were tobe Circumcis'd, being only Skaines of fine white 
Cotton, curioufly fpun. As every one prefénted her Skain, he 


- pat on the firft, like a Scarf, hanging: from the right Side to 


the left, the fecond from the left to the right; then the third 


| from the right tothe left, and fothe others fucceffively. When 


there was no more to receive, he rofe up from his Place, and 
went to feat himfelf on another Cufheon, provided for him in 


the midit of the Chamber, where the Fathers brought him their Circumsi- 
Children one after another, placing them ona fquare Stone there fiov. 


was betwixt his Legs. The Child’s neareft Kindred held his 
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Then Axdianmachicore cut of the Child’s fore Skin, at three. Strokes 
and fo he did tothem fucceflively. I being prelent at. that Cere- 
mony, and imagining that Cruelty was occation’d, by .the Knives 
not E 1 MY, 
Pocket, which he took, and then I perceiv’d there was fome 


Myitery in it, and that the Fault was not in the Knife, fince . 


he cut off the Foreskins of the laft at three Strokes, as he had. 
done by the others. before. .I was. yet. more. furpriz’d to fee, 
that athe Andiannachicore had cut it off, and deliver’d it to. 
the Kindred, the ‘fharpelt of them fnatch’d it out. of his Hands 


and. fwallow’d it, As {oon as the Wound was given the Child’s 
Father kill’d his Pallet, and let the Blood run on it, and then 
binding him to his Side, as before, carry’d him to his Mother; © 


who was among the others in 4 Neighbouring Houfe, weeping 
and lamenting what their Children endur'd, and as foon 
as brought gave them Honey and Eggs, which when. they had. 
eaten, they took more of the Pullet’s Blood, mix’d with that 
of the Buils flaughter’d before the Houfe of Circumcifion, and — 
apply’d it to the Infants Cods, binding fome Cotton over it, When  - 
the Circumcifion was over, Andianmachicore role and fate.down 
again on a’ Mat at the Door of his own Houfe., On his right 
Hand, on other Mats fate the Fathers of the Circamcis’d Chil- 
dren, and the Kindred on the left, all of them crofs legg’d.. 
That Lord defir'd me to divert the Company with my Bag-pipe;, 
which I didto the great Admiration of all that heard it, who. - 
faid there were Spirits, {hut wp in it, or Menthat fpoke when. 


I pleas’d, and that Andianmachicore was happy in having me; 


to Divert and Enrich him; all of them -earneftly entreating me 
to go fee them at their Villages, with my Inftrument, and they 
would give me any thing they had. When I went home they. 
fent me four Pieces of the Bulls they had Sacrifiz’d, the reft, 
being divided’among them, and his Perquifites fent to the Lord, 
being the Chines of them, all. They fpent the Night in Dancing, 
the Men’ following. one another by two and two, without hol-,

to. Andianramac, whom Meldron attended. The Village was 77 of Mel-

|. Paflage. . W4eldyon being inform’d of: my-Joutney to PortSt. Ay:

| lous by reafon of my Return from. the. Bay of Agton Gil, re- 
folvd to perform the like, «without, acquainting, me.) .:‘That 
| Wretch, who Debauch’d Andianrazo’s Wetec; was fo ill advis’d, 
| as to make ule of hior for. his Guide, without any other Com- 
pany of his own, but only a little Black, and his Comrade Yames 
_ du Val, whereas Andianrazo had-four Servants, and his Brother 
in Law with him, When they came to the Mountain Amboule 
which is three Leagues high, Avdiazrazo-communicated his De- 
| fignof Mardering AZeldron to. his Brother in Law, for.the rea- 
fon aforefaid.. He not confenting .to it, perfwaded AZeldron to 
undertake fome other Enterprize inftead of going to’ Avton Gil, 
becaufe of the Difficulty of the Ways, which were very bad, 
/ and troublefome to pafs, befides that the Provinces he was to pafs 
through, were at War with their Neighbours. , 
 Hereupon they turn’d away towards the Province of the Tapates, 
| and went to lye atthe Villageof AZazabarre at the Hou'e of -Avdian- 
mouffe, one of the Lords, who was above an hundred Years of Age. 
Departing thence they went to Dine at the Village of Ravefouche,. 
_ where they found a Man, who having born me Company in all my 
Travells, offer’d to Conduct them, which Azdianrazo would not 
confent to, for fear that Man fhould obftruc his Defign of making, 
away with MMeldron, who being gone three Leagues farther, as he fat 
fmoaking Tobacco under fome Trees, was ftuck through the Neck 
with a Spear Azdianyazo’s Servant darted at him, by his Matters 
Command. Another Black would have done the fame by du Val, 
but he being near Adeldro#, and hearing the Noife, ftarted up and 
receiv'd the Stroke of the Javelin defign’d to kill him on his Hat, 
He drew immediately, puriu’d A4:/dron’s Murderers, -who fled be- 
fore him a long way, and not being able to overtake them, return’d 
to the dead Man, whofe Sword he took and brought it me to A4ann- 


hale, where having told me this difmal Story, 1 complain’d to Andi- 


anmachicore, who immediatly fent away a Man Exprefs to his Father 
in Law. Andianramac, to demand Juftice of, him, for that Murder. 
That was fo readily executed,that at cur return from burying the dead 


Body, we found the Murderers Head, feparated from his Pody it

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Executioner, for as there is no Prifonin that Country, foneither is 


_ftinction of Rank, or Quality, that can catch him who is declar’d — 
Manner of guilty, looks upon it asan‘Honoor to be the Executioner, which he _ 


Condemn’d, as doing it with the Spear of his Javelin, which is not 
proper for cutting off a Head, as being too narrow and light; fo 
that they rather faw than cut it off, two Men holding the Crimi- 4 
nals Body under their Knees: / s 
- Not being a ae with this Execution, we went to make our a 
Complaints to Andianramac, demanding of him to deliver up tous 
Andianrazo, eho had caus’'d Meldren to be kill’d. We found him 
at home with Tears in his Eyes, bewailing his Misfortune, and faid 
he gave us leave to fhoot him that had been the occafion of that Mare 
der; asking what Death we put him to in France, who had causd 
a Man to be murder’d.’ We anfwer’d, that great Men were be. 
headed, and thofe of the meaner fort hang’d, or broke upon the 
Wheel. When we had fo faid, he fhow’d us the Head of the Pers 
fon Executed, asking, whether we were fatisfy’d. ‘We anfwer'd, 
he muft add that of Andianrazeo,. Take him faid he, and do as you 
pleafe. Then he fent us to lodge at his Mothers, where we had all 
that was requifite provided for us. The next Morning we went to 
the Houfe of the King’s Son in Law Azdianfeyon’s Mother,to demand 
Meldron's Trunk of her, which was in her Cuftody, that we might 
make an Inventory of all that was in it. All was fold by Outcry, 
every Man buying what he had _occafion for : I bought ‘his Books, 
Charts, and other Inftraments for Navigation, which J afterwards 
paid for to his Kindred at Dieppe, when I return’d home. 
Having after this taken leave of the King, I went home to my Houfe, 
where wanting fomething to do, I refolv’d togo vifit Andiamboule, 
Amboule Lord of the Province of Ambonle or Azamboule, attended only by 4 
village and Blacks. At our entring into that Province we found feveral Villa- 
Province. oes burnt by their Enemies. It was 2 Hours in the Night, 3 Days 
after my Departure from A¢apnhale, when I came to the Village, 
which gives its Name to that Province and to its Lord. It was like 
all other Villages in that Ifland, inclos’d with Palifadoes, and the En- 
trance ftopp d up with Faggots of Thorns. The Sentinels and Guards 
potted there underftanding that a Chriftian and fome Blacks defir’d 
to be admitted, the Lord came to meet and condud us to his Houle, 
where he gave us to eat. We were fcarce fettled before feveral 
Trumpets, which they call Antfives, made of fuch Sea-Shells as the 
Poets aflign to the Trirons, began to found dreadfully upon the Sig- 
nal of a Fire, the Neighbouring People made from one Mountain to _ 
another, to notifie the Enemies Approach. The Inhabitants Bie 
7 lately — 
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diately ran'to Arms, the Lord ask’d me whether I would go to 
_ the War with him. I told him, that fince I and my Company be- 
long’d to Andianramac, it was not reatonable for us to take up Arms 
againft his People. He was fatisfy'd with my Anfwer, and bid his 
Women treat us well. Then he arm’d himfelf, or rather cover’d his 
Head with a Straw Cap, to which hung a great twifted Tail of the 
_ fame Sort, reaching down to his Battocks. This, I fuppofe, was to 
appear the more dreadful to his Enemies. Then having fnatch’d 
up his Lance and little Darts, he caus’d the Barrier to be open’d, 
march’d with his Men, being about five hundred fron ep 
four in aRank. I was amaz’d two Hours after, to {ee three of 
Andiamboule’s Soldiers bring as many of their Enemies Heads on 
the Points of their Spears, which they threw down in the mid( 
of the Market-Place in the Village, where they were abus’d by 
_ the Women and Children, who pull’d out their Eyes, tore off their 
Hair, and after trampling on them, burnt them without their Vil- 
lage of Amboule. The Vittors returning, the King caus’d 3 Beeves 
to be flaughter’d and diftributed in Pieces among them. I did 
not {tay any longer there, but knowing that Asdisnramac’s Sub- 
jects were Andianboule’s Enemies, took my Way along the Moun- 
tains, on the Tops whereof I found 4 Springs, fo exceffive hot, 
that there was no holding a Finger in them a Moment without 
{calding. The Natives are all Smiths, who having got the Iron 
out of the Mines, eafily run it at the Fire, it being much fofter 
than ours, whereof they make Pigs or Bars a Foot and a half long, 
and 4 Fingers broad, each of which is reckon’d worth a Cow, 
Being come down fromthe Mountains, I went to wait upon 
Andianramac, at his Village of Fanzaire, and told him what I 
had feen at Amboule. Thence] return’d to Afannhale to _Andian- 
__ machicore, where] was intorm'd by Abraham le Gaigneur, one of 
-my Companions, that the Afachicores bad kill’d 9 Mannbalians, 
and carry’d off 400 Beeves, 14 of which belong’d to us. All the 
Country was in an Uproar... Asdianmachicore immediately fent 
Notice to ali the Villages under his-Command, each of which 
form’d its particular Band with their Shell Trumpet. I had one 
made ofa Bull’s Horn, two Foot ta a half long, bow’d like a Hun- 
ter’s Cornet. Andianmaclicore led the Van ; lfollow’d him with6 
| Blacks, loaded with my Mufquets and Firelocks, and a 7th that 
. carry’d my Provender. Qur Soldiers being in good Cafe and for- 
_ ward, as excited by the Defire of Revenge, march’d fo fait, that 
I had much ado to follow them, having outftripp’d me half a 
League in lefs than an Hour. By the Wayl found 2 of our Men, 
wounded by the Enemy, the one in the Arm, the other in the Bel. 
ly, all the Rim whereof was cut, fo that ‘his Bowels apgeard. 1 
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drefs’d them both, fewing up their Wounds, and clapp’d an Aftrin- 
gent over them, till had leifure to do better: Thefe Mentold 
me, that the Adachicores advancing their Van-Guard, which drove — 
the plunder’d Cattel, except 60 they left with their Rere, confi- 
{ting only of 30 Men, being overtaken by our Men, had halted — 
and itood the Attack, till all’ their little Darts and Javelins were | 
Spent againft us, had betaken themfelves toFlight, and that they 
were left wounded: where’ l found them. | ee | 
Having heard this News, ] follow’d the Army by the Track, 
__ i, through Ways almoft inacceflible. About an Hour before Sunfet | 
Stirmif | met 8. of Andianmachicore’s Servants, who brought a little Bier, 
to carry me on their Shoulders, ‘by their Mafter’s Order, to t 
Place where he was. I refus’d’ that Civility tho’ extraordinar 
weary, and follow’d them through the Woods, till coming to the 
Top of.a little Hill, 1 found our Army, weak and fpent: Havit 
wilh’d Andianmachicore a good Night, he embrac’d me,and wi 
Tears in his Eyes faid,: he repos’d more Confidence in me thant 
his own Men, who would not fight, unlefs he was alwaysat t 
Head of them. This faid, he made me fit:down by him, and caus

they, had. deftroy’d all thofe that fledsios! 02 <C> ne 
_Thefe Words wrought upon one of thofe Mafters of Villages, who 
flarted up, beating the Ground with his Feet, and faying 1 was 
in the right, and that he was ready to lead on fuch as would fol- 
low him to Battel, whilft Azdianmachicore in Safety beheld fro 
the Place where he was, how he.would behave himfelf. Sev 
Matters, follow’d him with about. 200 Soldiers, detach’d from our — 
Troops. Yet, notwithftanding this mighty Kefolution, not one of 
them ‘had itirr’d, had not I, after taking leave of Azdianmachicore, 
Another advane’d with my Men tolead the Van. I had fearce march’d 1000 
Aion — Paces before I diicover'd a Party of the Enemy, who were ata : 
lying on the Ground between 2 Hills, upon 3 of our Beeves' they ha 
killd. I contrivd to farprize them behind; flipping throught 
Wood that furrounded them, and being near, fir’d my Mufquet tip 
en 10 of them that were at Supper together, then taking my Fire- 
Yocks from my Servants, | fir’aat the reft, who left 4 of theirCom- 
panions dead uponthe Spot and fome wounded ; the reft fled'a 
owt Men perfud without doing: much Execution, as only killi 
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thofe 1 had wounded. Our Booty confifted in 60 Beeves, of the 
Number they had taken from us, and the Remainder of their {mall 


Supper. 1 caus’d all to be convey’d to the Top of a neighbouring 


| Bill, where there was good Pafture, the Wood being above a Mile 


diftant on every Side, for fear left the 2Zachicores, who were fled 


- 4nto it, fhould come and furprize us. 


When the Night was fhut in,I pofted advanc’d Sentinels to fecure 


all things, and fome Corps de Garde to fuitain them, whilft the reft 


fopp’d andiflept. At Break of Day we return’dtowards Adunnhale, 


- canfing 8 Heads of our Enemies to be cafry’d before us on the Points 


of Spears. Nothing but Shouts of Joy was to be heard all the Way 
we went. .About Noon we met Andianyvamac, who hearing of our 
Defign, was coming to our Affiftance with 600 Soldiers and a great 
Number of other Men and Women, carrying the Utenfils belonging 
to the Kitchen. Several Blacks that follow’d them, leaded with Rice 


cand various Sorts of Roots, drove 60 Beeves. This King was fuppor- 


ted by Andianferon and Andianradame, bis Sons inLaw, Andianma- 
dombe, his Brother 5 Azdianradame, Finare, and Andiamboule, his 
Nephews; and by Andiambel, his Brother in Law, who all came to 
the Afliftance of Andianmachicore, tho’ at that time Andianramac 
was at Variance with him but the publick Safety was the Occafion 
of that fpeedy Succour. Andianmachicore being a.good Man, thank’a 
his Father in Law and all his Kindred, whom he entertain’d at Sup- 
per, as allo the Auxiliary Soldiers, when we came to the Village of 
Manabale. The next Day, after many Expreffions of Refpec and 


“Affection, Adianramac went home, and I follow’d him, with Az- 
| diaamachicore, who would not forlake me. Being at Fanzaire, 


the Refidence of Andianramac, | was prefent at the Ceremony I thall 
now defcribe. 

Andianramac’s Houle had been burnt in the Year 1637, ever fince 
which time he had liv’d in another, no better than what has been de- 


. ferib’d above. His Subje@s built him another, in the fame Place 


where the firlt ftood before. They remov’d all the Remains of it, 
levell’d the Ground, cut Timber on the Mountains, which were 4 
Leagues from thence, with {mall Hatchets, which they call Fe/gues. 
They carry the Bodies of the Trees, after {tripping‘them of the Bran- 


ches, on their Shoulders, to the Place appointed to build on. As for 


Planks, they at that time having no ufe of Saws, fquar’d the Trunk 
with. their Hatchets, hew'd them with Iron Knives a Foot long, 
which they call Hanches, and others a Footand a half in Length, 
eall’d Hanches Syllabes, and laftly plan’d them with little Planes, the 
Iron whereof is an Inch long, thus briaging the Plank to what: Thick- 
nefs they thought fit. Their Wood is hard and of the Colour of

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. As foon as it was finifh’d, the King. notify'd. to all his Subje@s, 
that he would go intoiton the firft Day of the Moon of November, 
of our Year 1641. Every Man brought Andianramac his Prefent ; 
fome Baskets full of Mats made of fine Rufhes, others in Baskets 
_ made of Canés whole Rice, Roots, Fruit, and Pulfe.-. Vhe Poor 
_gave bim Earthen-Ware, Difhes, Wooden Spoons, ‘others Bamana 
or Palmito Leaves, toferve inftead of Table-Cioths, Napkins; Dith- 
es, and Plates. The Rich brought him Bullocks, Cows, Sheep, 
and Goats, nor were the Hens and Pullets forgot. No Pérfon 
came empty handed. Several brought little Baskets of green Gin- 
ger, by them call’d Sucauirre, which was thrown into a Ditch near 
that new Houle, andimmediately cover’d with Earth, All thete 
Prefents were receiy'd by. a Man {tanding near the King, who fat on 
a Lapeftry, Cuthion-at the Principal Gate of his new Houfe, with 
the Great Men abovemention’d about him, fitting on Mats, 
crofs Legd. He who recetv’d the Prefents, every time he 
took one, faid to the King , Such 2 one has brought you fuch a thing, 
to make good the, Lols you fuftain’d in your Houfe § Years ago. The 
Blacks were the firit that offer’d, and then the Whites. Some gave 
othe King 30 Beeves, fome»go Sheep, and fome 100 Goats. Every 
Village came in order ascall’dy the Trumpet going before, follow’d 
by a Jar of Liquor made of: Honey, carry'd by 2 Men on 2 Coul- 
‘fiaves. on their Shoulders; then follow’d the other Inhabitants of 
the Village, with the Prefents-we have mention’d ; all which are put 
|. into 4 Store Houfes, erected to. that purpofe before the King’s Pa- 
lace, and committed to as many of his Servants, who only may go 
into them; and under their Chargeis aSort of Cellar, into which 
|. they put the Wine prefented to the King. ie 
_. Two whole Days were fpentzin receiving thofe Prefents, and on 
the 3d before Sun rifing, :all thofe People went and wath’d in the 
_ neighbouring River, and when they.came out put oa new Cloaths, 
Brongis to the Bank by their Servan?s,or themfelves, Nothing was 
left in their Hampers at home, all that could ferve as Ornament be- 
. ing brought out to makethéir Appearance that Day, the King fet- 
| ting the Example, who went firlt into the Water, came out firit, 
and drefs’d bimfelf the fineft he was able. His Wife with her Reti- 
nue, confifting of the Wives and Daughters of the Prime Men, 
chofe out a Place in the fame River, at.a Diftance from the Men, 
where they bath'd, and then drets’d them(etves in their fineft Trin- 
kets, putting a little Cap made of black Silk and Cotton on their 
_ Hair, which falls in long downright Curls on their Foreheads, the 
_. reft hanging on their Shoulders. ‘he Holes in their Ears werefill’d 
up with a thick flat Piece of Wood, to which is faften’d a Bit of

Shouts were feconded by others, given by all the Peopte in general,

The King had order'd me to contrive fomething of my own to — 
add to the Feftival. I erected a fmall Stage 4 Foot high, beforethe — 
Door of theHoufe,cover’d with Leaves,plac’d aChair inthe midft of 
it,and fate down on it,fometimes playing on the Hautboy, and fome- 
times on my Bagpipe,which I blow’d under my Arm, and washighly 
pleafing to the People. I had plac’d my Muskets,Firelocks andPiftols,. — 
by two and two, under the Leaves that cover’d my little Stage, 
with a Match fo order’d that it gave Fire'to the two firft, as foon 
as the King, Queen, Lords and Ladies were got into the Houle, and | 
fo to the reft from time to time, to the great Amazement of the Peo. 
ple, who fell down when they heard the Report.’ In the mean while 
one Andiamber of the Village of Fanzaire, where this was acted, 
flaughter’d 4 fat Beeves, that had their 4 Feet ty’d together, in the 
King’s Prefence, having put on his'Girdle, after the manner of our ¢ 
Stoles, about his Neck, then crofling on his Stomach, and made faft 
to his Hips. ‘That Man took fome of the Blood of thofe Bullocks _ 
in a wooden Difh, and fomeof their Honey Liquor in ageurcelan 4 
Veffel, which they call Fivgue, and -prefented it to the King, who ~ 
fate at the Eaft Gate of his Houfe.

Every Matter of a Village had two Ballocks given him, 
with a Veflel of Liquor, and 4 Baskets of Rice, to be diftributed a- _ 
mong his People. The King order’d me and my Men to let them — 
drink, without upbraiding them with their Sottifhnefs, dep 
tinu’d 
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tinu’d the two firft Days, promoting it with Tobacco, without eat: 
ing any thing; but the third Day they laid on upon the Beef won- 
derfully, which they {pit upon a Stick, and place it before the Fire, 
turning it when one fideis roafted., 

When thefe Ceremonies were ended, we were to part at laft, 
and leave Andianramac, to return to our Houfes. I had not been 
long at Mannhbale, before Andianracaze Andianmachicore’s Wite 
fell fick, they faid it was out of Jealoufy, having been told that her 
Husband when at Fanzaire, fellin Love with another of Azdianra- 
_ mac’s Daughters, call’d Andianramife, and that he intended to mar- 
ryher. She languifh’d fome time, till a Fever ceafing her, fhe was 
oblig’d to keep her Bed. -Azdianmachicore, who lov’d her fent for 
the Phyfitian, in their Language call'd Afarabou. On his left Side 
he had a {quare Piece of Wood, which ferv’d inftead of a Cafe, 
ty’d with a String tohis Wafte. There were feveral Gimlet Holes 
inthe thicknefs of the Wood, which was about half an Inch. In 
one of thofe Holes there was a bit of Horn, in another an Alligatot’s 
Tooth, in a third fome yellow Wood, in a fourth fome Powder, and 
in the reft the Oy] they call Avly and Sand. Being near the Patient, 
he took out a Pallet, like thofe our Painters ufe, this being alfo ty’d to

his Girdle with a Packthread on the fame Side as his Cafe, from | 


which he drew a little Horn full of Oyl, and pour’d it on the Pallet, 
mixing it with Sand with his Thumb, and fpreading it to the Edges; 
then with his Fingers he drew unequal, and an odd number of 
Lines on the Oy! and Sand to 27. This done, the Phyfitian ftood 
motionlefs and penfive above a Quarter of an Hour, confidering what 


he was to do. Then he order’d the fick Woman's Servants to go . 
‘fetch him nine feveral things, viz. Earth taken up in fach a certain . 


Place, a Pot fhard, the Bark of fuch a Tree, the Root of fuch a 
Plant, certain Leaves, abit of Wood that had been long ftuck in the 
Ground, a Pigs Tooth, they call a Tooth ozs, the Parings of Nails, 
and fome of a Bullocks Horn. 

All this he mix’d and laid it on the Head of Andianracafe faying, 
Is, Ros, Tail, Eef Lime, Ene, Fit, Vaal, Sive, which fignifies, one, 
two, three, four, five, fix, feven, eight, nine. Then he took all the 
things he had laid on the Patients Head, and gave them toa Servant 
to carry out of the Village, and bury them in a certain Place he 
appointed. Such was the judicious Practice of that able Phy- 
- fician upon this Occafion, believing be had done Wonders for 
recovering of Andianracafe, who fill drawing towards her 
End he applyd another fovereizn Remedy, which is usd to 
none but Perfons of Diftinction. He caus’d a Bullock to be 
kill’d by a white Man, and receiv’d the Blood into a wooden 
Difh, into which he dip’d his middle Finger, and touch’d a mek 
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Perfons Face in five Places,who was ne’er the better for all thofeFop- 
peries. Yet he had Caufe to be fatisfy’d, for he had a Cow, and 
two Loads of Rice inthe Straw given him for his Pains. The Dutch 


‘in their Ea/? Indian Voyages of the Year 1595, when they were at 


Madagafcar, name the above mention’d Numbers thus, Zz, Roue, 
Tello, Efad, Lime, Enning, Fruto Vvoulo, Syday, and Foulo. — 

One Day Aadianmachicore carry'd me to fee his Wife,I bled her 
twice, but it was too late, and fhe dy’d a few Days after. They 


bury’d her in avery fine Mat, over which they few’d a Silk and - : 
_ Cotton Cloth, then put all together into two Pieces of Trees hal- 


low’d, bound about with Cords, inftead of a Coffin. * She was la. 
mented all the Night by Men and Women, with loud Cries. Iwas 
inform’d by them that fhe was gone to Heaven, and asking, why 
they lamented her, they anfwer’d, they were concern’d for 


having loft fo good a Miltrefs. The next Day the Body was car-_ 


ry'd from her Apartment, Azdianmmachicore attending it, but as foon 
as he came out of the Village, being overcome with Grief, he fain- 
ted away. J and three more carry'd him to my Houfe, and laid him 
‘on my Bed, where fometime after he came to himfelf. In the mean 
while the Funeral Pomp attended the Corps, to the Place of Burial. 
Four of the neareft Kindred carry’d the Body, the Men and Women 
following, till being come to the Bank of the River Raveuat, which 
fignifies of Rocks, they halted totake Breath, There wasa Canoe 

nade of ‘one fingle Trunk of a Tree, into which went the twelve 
neareft Relations, with the Body, placing it in the middle. Other 
Canoes carry’d the Company to the Ifland in the middle of the Ri- 
ver, by them call’d Nore Raneuat, that is, the Ifiand in the Rocky 


‘River, where Landing, they went into a Houfe built like our 


Chappels, where was a Treffel, under which they had dug the 
Grave for the dead Body. Under the Treffel were two wooden 
Porringers, with fome Rice in the one, and the Roots they call Auly 
in the other. The Rice to feed the Soul after’ its Separation from 


the Body, which had been foftain’d by it whilft living. The Roots — 


alfo to preferve the Soul, that it might continue frefh, and free 
from Dileafes; for the 2Zadagafcar Women and Maids, extrad the 
Juice from thofe Roots, with which they rub their Foreheads, to 
preferve them againft all Diftempers, and appear more beautiful. 
Without the Chappel, on the Eaft Side ftood a Stone upon one End, 
12, Foot long, and on it two real large Bullocks Horns, and the Fi- 


- gares of two Curlues, whereor there are great Numbers in the 


Tdand, hofe were the Arms of Azdianmachicore, and his Wife 
Andianracafe, The Monament had no Infcription, and the Cur- 
lues were cut in Wood, witha Stone Foot tofupport them, there 
were feveral other Chappels in that Ifland, being the peculiar buri- 
al Places of feveral of the beft Families of Whites, there pelt 

another 
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another Place for interring the reft of the Whites without the Vil- 


lage, where ftood feveral upright Tomb Stones, at the End of the 
Graves, and fome little Huts mace of Boughs to cover them, In thisBu- 
rial Place there is a great Number of tall firaight Trees, all prickly 
from the Stem to the Head, bearing neither Fruit nor Leaves, being 
the Symbol of Death, which when it comes is irkfome to us, and 
having once feiz’d renders us incapable of any Production. To 
which I add, that the Bark of this Tree is black, asif it mourn’d for 
thofe that are buryd by it. The Figure of this Tree may be {een 
in the Dutch Eaft India Voyage, An. 1595. chap. 7. where they add, 
that it is of the Height of a Pike, and the ThicknefS of a Man’s 
Wrift, having a prickly Ball on the Top, bigger than the Body of 


the Tree. As for the Tombs of the great Men, which are in the - 


aforefaid little Ifland, they are all Erected before the Chappels, 
and there is not one but what has wooden Birds of feveral forts on 
it, with great Bullocks Horns. The Ceremonies of Andianracafe’s 
Funeral being over, the Company return’d to the Village, and came 
to my Houle, where Andianmachicore was, who would not go to 
his own, for fear left it fhould refrefh his Grief. When every Man 
had taken his Leave, and I forbid the Lamentations of the Wo- 
men Servants, who came at Night to bewail their dead Miitrefs be- 
fore my Habitation, after four Days, Azdiamoufe, who had never 


forfaken his good Friend, my Companions and I Condutted Azadi: 


anmachicore to his Houle. 

Some Days after, a Black fent by Azdianramac brought me the 
News that a French Ship was arriv'd in the Port of A¢anafia, which 
we call St. Lacy, the Captain whereof’s Name was Coguey, and the 
Mafter’s Sohn Regimon. They brought Men tofettle at ALadegaffe

under the Command of Fames Proni and Fohu Forcombourg. Ufent . 


Sebaftian Drouard, with the aforefaid Black, to know what the new 


Comers intended, who 4 Days after brought me word, that there - 
were 40 Men befides the Ships Crew, who defign’d to build a Fort - 


on the faid Harbour. That 6 ef them came with him to Avdianra- 
_ mac’s, to ask bis Leave to build it, which was eafily granted, Andi- 
anvamac being no way _concern’d at it, as knowing how fmall their 
Number was, whereof feveral were Sick, Dvouard having given 

me an Account that thofe Deputies were at Fanzaire, and what was 
_- doing there, | fet out to vifit my Country Men. ames Proni and 
3. of his Companions bore me Company at my Return, to fee what 
I did at AZaynhale, defiring me to quit that Refidence, and to retire. 
with my Companion, to that he intended to build at Port St. Lucy. 
He and his Companions fiaid § Days at my Houfe at AZanmhale, 
~ where we agreed, that he fhou!d allow me 6 Months to difpofe of

my Goods, ‘after which J fhould not Trade for any more than _ 


Food and Cloaths. Proni 
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- Pyoni return’d to his Men, whom he found ina wretched Con- 
dition, Sicknefs having carry’d off 12 in lefsthan 12 Days, and the 
reft being cefperate, | Comforted them with fome Retrefhments, 
and yet of the 4o that came to fettle with the fatd Prowi at 2 Months . 
End, only 14 remain’d, who are {till Inhabitants of that fame Place 
in Madagafcar. In the mean while, Coguey and his Ships Crew, 
call’d the St. Lewis, they not being defign’d to fettle there, loaded 
with Hides, Wax, Gums and Ebony, in order to return to France, 
having gather’d all thofe Commodities in feveral Parts of the Mand, 
particularly the Ports of the Afadegaffes and others, as far as the 
Province of the AZatatanes; in its return from whence by a fadden. 

The Ship Guit of Wind the Ship broke her Back, in fuch manner, that only 
loft . the Planks above the Surface of the Water fav'd them all from 
perifhing, and at lenth with much hazard, they Lanced at the Port 

of Galeons, Where having unloaded and left the faid Ship, after fa- 

ving the beft of the Guns, Sailsand Tackling, to the Difpofal of the 

Natives, they hatted,with their Sails fupported on forked Staves, to 
wait for their Bark, which was 14 Leagues lower, at Port St. Lucy. 
At the fame time, that is on the frft of A4zy 1642. came into that 
Port another French Ship, belonging to oar Company, with Orders 
to take in all that bad been bought or barter’d by thofe fent before 
in the Ship St. Lewis, or purchas’d in the new Colony of St. Peter, 
by thofe fent to fettle there at the aforefaid Port St. Lacy, 

The Ship that came laft, built at Dieppe, with a Delign to bring 

another Colony into the Ifland of AZadagafcar, was call’d the St. 

Another Laurence, carrying the fmage of that Saint on her Stern; the Cap- 
French tains Name was Giles Regimond, a Liegois Inhabitant of Dieppe, and 
Ship and the Mafter Giles Regimond, Son to the Captain. The Veflel car- 
Colouy. yd 20 Guns, and brought 60 Men to be left in the Ifland, befides 
her Crew, with all forts of Tools for Building and Tillage, As 

foon as they Landed, 1 went to them with my Companions, told. 

them the Misforteneof the Ship St. Lewis, and invited the two Re- 

gimonds, Father and Son, to Sup with usin Fames Proni’s Hut, who 

was to treatus. During our Entertainment the faid Regimiond en- 

quir’d of me into the State of the Ifland, and what bafinefs there was 

for Merchants, he being a Member of the Company, and told be- 

fore, that during my Refidence there I had travell’d into all Parts, 

and obferv’d what might be ufeful for Commerce. I inform’d him, 

Commodi- that in the Province of. Matataz, Neigbouring on that of the Adal- 
ties of the legalfes or Madegaffes, where we then were, ftood 700 Ebony Trees, 
} n ind. and and that the Prince of that Province was Ardiamp ilola, with whom 
Puts.  Lhadagood Correfpondence, That I went thence into the County. 
of the Avtauvarres, {abject to Azdiantalac, where there was alfo_ 

Ebony, but not eafily to be convey’d tothe Sea. That belides Re- 
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_— frefhments I knew nothing worth exporting from the Ifland. That 
as for Ports and Rivers fit to carry Barks, I had obferv’d but 2 on 
the Eaft-Side, from the Place where we were, tothe Bay of Ajtoz 
Gil. That the firft he would meet with in his Way thither, was by 
the Natives call’d /tolazhare, and not being able to learn the Name of 
the other, we call’d it La Riviere aux Prunes and Port aux Prunes, 
that is, The River and Port of Plumbs, from the many Plumb-Trees 

The next Day Regimond the Elder fent Sebaftian Drouard, with 
my Information,. containing the Situation of the Place and the 
Names of thofe in’ Authority there, to caufe the Ebony to be cut 
down, and trade withthe AZaratanes. ‘I was fent with 6 Men to the 
Tapates, toexchange fuch Commodities as he gave mé, for Bullocks, 
Fowl], and other frefh Provifions. I went tomy own Houfe, where 
Andianmachicore, underftanding what I defign’d, gave me 10 of his 
Men to conduct me to the Tapares,'among whom I ftay’d 3 Weeks, 
during which time [ent Regimond above 200 Bullocks, abundance of 

Sheep and Goats, convoy’d by the ‘Men he fent with me, and fome 
Blacks. Returning my felf with 80 Bullccks, and taking my way 
thro” AManmnbale, where I ftay’d 2 Days in my Houle, I was told that 

a’ Ship appear’d under Sail in the adjacent Road. I fent my Catte! 
‘before to Port'St.- Lucy, and went my felf immediately to view that 
Veffel, going into:a Canoo with fome Blacks, ‘and pafling out at the 
‘Mouth of the River of Rar Fouche, enter’d the Port of Galeons, 
whence advancing a League intothe Sea, I went aboard the Veffel, 
upon the Commander’s Parole for my Security, who perceiving I was 
a French-man, call'd me up to him. This Veffel had the Arms of 
Denmark on her Stern, ‘with 2 Lions for Supporters ; the Colours 
all abroad, the red for War onthe Poop, the white for Peace, 
atthe Main Topmait Head, and thofe of Deamark on the Boltfprit. 
Having inquir’d of me about the Country, where he was afraid to 
touch, tho’ in much Want of frefh Provifions, tho’ he had anchor’d. 
at the Cape of Good Hope, which is 600 Leagues from the Place where 
he was ; and being inform’d that. the neighbouring Port of Galeons, 
by ‘the Natives call’d Jtolangare, was fhelter’d from all Winds, ex- 
cepting the Sea-Side, he anchor’d there and ftay’d 2 Days, till he 
could find a better Harbour. His Men having fearch'd the adjacent 
‘Parts in a Boat, came and told him that 2 Leagues to the North- 
ward they had found a Port fhelter’d from all Winds except the 
South Eait, which is the leaft- dangerous of all, and that it had 8 
Fathom Water. Immediately they weigh’d Anchor and made thi- 
ther, where they continu’d 6 Months, expecting the Seafon to de- 
‘part, which is in fanuary, February,’ and March, “ie 

I was ftill aboard that Veffel, but landed as foon as fhe came in, 
and lay half‘a League thence, at a Village call’d Rompre, whither 
two of Andianmachicore’s Blacks, by my Order, brought me 6 Bul- 
locks, 2 Sheep, and 2° Kids, fome Capons, and hacaatat eae 
, k ented 
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a 
fented the Commander, who gave mea Letter in Portwguefefor Re+ 
gimond, wherein he defir’dto fee him. When I came to Regimond, 
he was angry becaule J had ftay’d fo long, ,and acquainted the Danes. 
with the Ports and State of the Ifand.. 1 told him, that as I did 
not belong to his Ship, he had nothing to fay to me, and that asa 
Chriftian I was oblig'd to relieve other Chriftians. Three Days af- 
ter, 3 Danifh Factors and 4 other Men came in their Boat, and one 
of the Factors fpeaking French, faid, they came to defire him toex- 
change fome Commodities proper for that Country for fuch as they - 
had in.their Ship, or to fell them for ready Money. Xegimond an- 
{wer’d he would go. fee their Commander, and fupply him and his, 
with all he could, difmiffing them very well fatisfy’d, with fome 
Prefents. Five Days after Kegimond mann’d his Boat, and put into 
ita Bottle of Ros Solis, whichis a Water diftitl’d with Cinnamon 
and Sugar, very comfortable for the Stomach , fome wet and dry 
Sweetmeats, Bottles of Spanifh Wine, Gammons of Bacon, a Bar- — 
tel of Salt, a hundred thoufand of all Sorts of String-Beacs, 4 Tun, 
of Rice, anda Barrel of Beer. I wentin the Boat with 16 others, 
of which Number were Regimond himfelf and Fames Proni, Com- 
mander of the Colony of St. Peter. The fame Day we departed _ 
from Port St. Lucy. we came to that of Jrelangare, they being but 4 
Leagues diftant from one another, The Damifh.Ship prepar’d to in- 
gage, hanging out their Fights, even onthe Round Tops; but when 
they knew us, all was turn’d into Joy, Embraces, and Feafting. 
The Commander treated us with Pigs, Ducks, and other Fowl, he 
had brought alive from the A4Zolucco lands, and after the Entertain- 
ment prefented fames Proni with a Stag, and a Hind bothalive 
brought from the fame Iflands, and like ours, to breed in the land 
of Afadagafcar, where there were none, keeping two Stags and two _ 
Hinds to thew in Denmark. Regimoad prefented the faid Captain 
with all that was mention’d above, 6 Pieces of Ebony, each of them 
6 Foot long and half a Foot fquare, and 2 Barrels of French Bread. | 
Tn return He Dane gave hima Perfian.Jar, bound about with Cane 
Hoops to carry it by, containing about half a Tierce, and full of — 
Sagar-Candy. Another full of white Citron Peel; another fome- — 
thing fmaller, of preferv’d Ginger , 2 others of little preferv’d O- — 
rangesand Lemons , aBag of Pepper containing 2 Meafures, a Bag: 
of one Meature of Cloves; athoufand of Nutmegs ; a Pot of pre- 
ferv’d Orange-Flowers; a Bag of Cinnamon ; 2 Pieces of Damask, 
25 Ells long each, the one of a Violet and the other of a Rofe Co- 
lour ; 2 Pieces. of China double Taffaty as long asthe others, one 
of white Sattin and another of black Grogram; 6 Pair of colour’ 
Silk Stockings ; 6 fine Calicoe Shirts, 4 Cotton Night-Caps ftitch’d 
with white Silk; 2 Pair of Perfiaz Breeches, which reach down | 
to the Ankles; 2Bundles of Zzdiaz Canes of feveral Colours and — 
Shapes, great and fmall, being ahout 100, a whole Service of China- 
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Ware,and an Earthen Pitcher, made of Clay taken up near A4ahomet’s 
Tomb, with a Grate over the Mouth to pour Water through, which 
being expos’d tothe Sun, cools inftead of growing hot.‘ 


Having ftay’d 2 Days in that Place and view’d it, we thought it 


convenient for us to fettle our Habitation in. Timber was immedi- 
ately cut down on the neighbouring Mountain, and a Houfe erected, 
the Danes helping us, who had hutted about the fame Port, Retur- 
ning to Port St. Lucy, wecaus’d fome of thofe that were at St. Pe- 
ter’s Colony, to remove with their Effe@s to that of /rolangare. 1 
ftay'd not long in the former of. thefe Places, Regimond having pro- 
mis’d the Danifh Commander to fend me back to him prefently, te 
trade with his Factors, bartering Cattel for the Strings of Beads pre- 
fented him. I did fo; and paffing through the Village of Ramac, 
faw the two Hands of one of the Wives of Diamboule, who was 
Matter of that Village, cut off by a Black that was Servant to the 
Husband, whe had condemn’d her tothat Panifhment, having taken 
her in Adultery. They were cut off with the Spear of a Lance. 
She muft have bled to Death, had not one of our Surgeons happen’d 
tobe there, who fear’d the Veins with a Hot Iron, and then apply’d 
an altringent: Plaifter. | ! 
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_ Proceeding thence to Fanzaire, Hawan Act of Civil Juftice per 


fere’d by Andianvamac. The Maftersof Villages being met before 
his Houfe, the Whites fat on his Right Hand dpon Mats, and the 
Blacks on the Left. The Trial was about aSpot of Ground, con- 
tefted for by 2 Men, who were ftanding, each of them having.a 
Calf tied to the Stump of aTree;, both which, when the Cafe was 
decided, ‘Andianramac had for Fees of the Court. . If the Sute be 
more confiderable they muft be Bulls, He tries Criminal Caufes af- 
ter the fame manner in the Affembly, and by the Advice of the faid 
Matters of Villages, but receives no Fees. There are no Prifons, 
the Criminal, whether prefent or fed, cannot efcape; for as foon as 
ever he is condemn’d to Death, every Man looks upon it as an Ho- 
nour to cut off his Head before Witneffes, not enduring that any 
Perfon condemn’d for his:wicked A@ions, fhould live among them. 

In this Village 1 found one of the Denifh Captain’s Factors waiting 
for me, and went with him all over the Province of the A4alegaffes, 
where we bought 80 Bullocks, which he took away, with 6 Barrels 
of Rock Salt, carry’d by Blacks. The(e things were had in exchange 
for Strings of Beads. At the fame time Sebaflian Drouard and Giles 
Regimond the Younger, with otherstothe Number of 12, went to 
the Antauarres and Amboimenes, to cat down the Ebony I had told 
them of. It was their Misfortune that Bonuallotone of the French-men 
and a bafe Fellow, being inrag’d onaceount that a Black had ftole 
fome Matter of ftnal! Value out of his Hut, cut off his Ears and nail’d 
them to the Trunk of a Tree. The Black thus abus'd came in the 
Night witha lighted Fire-brand ene to the Hat, which ie 
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made of and cover’d with the Leaves of JndianCanes. “Boruallot per 
ceiving the Fire, difcharg’d his Gun, which broke the Black’s Thigh, 
notwith{tanding which Hare the Black dragg’d bimfelf to the ih 
bouting River and {wam it. The next Day be was found on the 
farther Bank by the French, who tied a Pedrero Charger with two 
rrench Pounds of Powder in it to the Wretches Feet, and giving Fire to it, | 
flaughter'4 he died immediately, and they threw the Body into the Riv | 
for com- ver. Adiampalola, Lord of that Provinee, hearing of the Murther, —_ 
mitting e arm’d his Men, and meeting the Murtherers fome Days after in the 
Murther.

Regimond the Elder hearing this difmal News, had Thoughts of 
taking Revenge on the Barbarians 4 but confidering that if he un- 
dertook it, he might mifearry, and that whatfoever happen’d, they 
would deftroy all thofe that were at the Colony among the Aatasavi 
nes, he defifted. . Thole Iflanders did really defign what he imagin’d, 
and bad executed it; but that the young Man who efcap’d, retir’'d = 
to Sebaftian Dronard, left at the Ebony Ware-houfe upon 
the River, near the Dwelling we had among the Adararanes, having 
then a fore Foot. » Droward prefently gave Notice to one-of our.Fa. 
eters, who. was at’ Ardianpalola, his Name Herault, whocameto 
him immediately, leaving behind all the Powder, Arms, and Goods 
we had inthat Place. At that time our Bark, which had carried E- 
bony to Port St. Lucy, return’d very fortunately for the. young 
Man, Dreuart and Herault, who got into it and.wentaway with 
on thofe that were-in her before:to Port St. Lucy. . Andianpalola took 
ye hk it ill tobe fufpected of that Crime, and fent6 of his Mento Andian- — 
‘enti Yataac to.clear himnfelf, whom they prefented with 2 Gold Bracelets, _ 
‘andian- 4 Silver ones, a great Necklace of § Strings, intermix’d. with fmalk 
ramace Gold Pipes, round and hollow Grains of Gold, fine Coral, Jong 
Cornelians, and red Strings of Beads. all threaded on Cotton, 
They added. Sugar Canes, Ricein the Straw, Beans, Lupins, Peafe: 
and two Garments, the one for Andiauramac, theother for his Wife, 
which Garments they call Lambes; two Quilambes, or Girdles, one 5 
Sarvauai,or Pair of Drawers, all of Cotton and Silk. Among thefe 
fix Meffengers was a Gold{mith of that Country, who follow’c his 
Trade fome time in this Province of the Adadegaffes. He had Cra. 
cibles of browa Glay, whereof they make their Utenfils, into them 
he put the Country Gold, whichis very fine, and melted it without ~_ 
| $ any 
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any other Ingredient, blowing with his Mouth throu ha Cane, the 
Fire his Crucibles {tood on. The fame he did by the Silver. He 
carv’dor cat’ on foft Stones, as our Goldfmiths do on Cuttle Bones, 
whatfoever he fancy’d, then pour’d his melted Metal upon it, which 


receiv’d the Shape and Figure he had cut, to which he afterwards r 


added other Parts to finifh his Work, making ufe inftead of Borace 
for Soldering, of fome {mall Peafe of that Country, {teep’d in Lem- 
mon Juice, into which he dip’d the End of the Feather of a Hen’s 
Wing, and with it rub’d the Pieces that were to be joyn’d together, 
and with a Pair of Pincers clap’d them into the Fire, covd quite 
over with Coals, which he blew through his Cane, and it folder’d 
immediatly: All the People of that Province admiring his Secret, 
brought him what Gold and Silver they had tobe wrought. He 
weigh’d what every one trufted him with, and return’d the fame 
“Weight. They call the Scales Lanzaye, and the Weights Adilanzaye. 
However all thof Prefents and this rare Workmanthip did not 
divert Andianramac, who was troubl’d for thofe that had been 
crueHy murder’d among the Aztauarres, and particularly Giles Ke- 
gimond the Younger, anda Painter who had promis’d to draw his 
Pidure by the Life. He went himfelf to comfort the Father, and 
fent forme to come to him.’ At the fame time Regimond writ to me 
- to pack up my Baggage, for he intended to Sail in a few Days, and 
to take me along with him. ‘It wasto mea very difagreeable Par- 
ting, being to leave my Houfe, my Garden and part of my movea- 
bles, and what griev’d me molt was to leave Anadianmachicore, who 
Tov'd me entirely; but my Comfort was, that I left what I could 
not carry away. He kept me Company as far as Fanzaire, where 
I took leave of him to. go attend Azdianramac, who was with Regs- 
‘mond at our Refidence of St. Perer’s. After much Grief and La- 
mentation, we prepar’d to part. We loaded by way of Ballalt 200 
Fun of Ebony, from 6to 7 Foot long, which was convey’d in the 
~ Country Canoes, call’ Loagues, to the Ships Side, as well that of 
the Province where we were, as that of the Adataranes, Antanarres 
and Amboimenes. Then we Shipp'd our Provifions and Merchan- 
dize, after fitting the Bark we had brought in Pieces aboard 
our Ship. She was of 20 Tun Burden, and put to Sea with 
her Crew, confifting of 25 Men, and having left 6o Men under the 
Command of Fames Pron and ames de Fouquembourg of Rochel, im 
our Colony of St. Peter.at Port jSt. Lucy, we weigh’d:Anchor on 
the 1gthof Avgujt of the forefaid Year 1642, making for the Red 
‘Sea, witha Defign to take fome good: Prize, ©» ' 
We took our Courfe Southward, and being pafs’d the Point of 
MadagaJcar that way, ftood to the Northward, betwixt that land 
4nd the Continent of the lower £Erhiopic, where are the Kingvoms 
‘of Cepbala and Mozambique. After three Days we difcover'd the 
Wand of Comora, lying between 12, and 13 Degrees of South aan 
~ tuae, 
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tude. We Landed in the Port of the chief of them, which has gi- 
venits Name to the reft, and were receiv’d by the Governour, who 
wore a Turbant on his Head, and had a pair of Breeches that hung 
down to his Heels, and alittle Shirt girt about him with a large 
Scarfe, in which ftuck a Poinard broad at the top and fharp pointed 
at the bottom, witha full bowing Handle all fet with Diamonds, 
and other precious Stones; Here we exchang’d Linnen for Provifi- 
ons. Among the Iflanders there was a number of -Arabs and Perfians 
who fettled there, and others that came only to Trade, this Ifland 
and the others about it abounding in Fruit, Coco Nuts, Cotton and 


’ Cattel. We would have gone into a A4o/que that ftood open, being 


_ all of f{quare Stones, the Walls and Pavement within cover’d with 


Turkey Carpets, but were refas'd Entrance. At the End of it was 

an Altar cover’d with a Carpet, without any Picture or Statue. 
From this Place to Cape Guardafuy by the Ancients call’d Promon- 

torinm Aromatum, which on the left fice Guards the Mouth of the 


Red Sea, or Gulph of Afecca, we faw no Land. TheRedSeais 


alfo call’d the Gulph of Arabia, becaule Arabia Felix lyes on the 
right Hand entring intoit; and in the midit of it near the Shere is 
the City of A4ecea, byProlomy cail'd A¢Zouchtura, and famous for the 
Pilgrimages of the Turks thither, becaufe A¢abemer was born there, 
en‘ which alfo,as has been faid gives its Name to this Gulph, formerly 
cali’d Adare Evythreum, from an ancient King of Arabia call’d Ery- 
tirus, as fome imagine, and becaule Erytirus in Greek fignifies Red, 
it has fince been call’d the Red Sea; and not, as fome have preten- 
ded, from its Red Sands, or from Red Marble among the Rocks, 


which are both falfe. The Truth after all is that this was call’d 


. originally the Sea of Edom, from Efan, Abraham's Son, and Edoy: 


fignifying Red, the Greeks in their Tongue call'dit Erythreon, the 
Latines Rubrum, and we the Red Sea. The Defeription of A@ecca 
may be feen in Belle Foreft, {peaking of Arabia Felix: its Portis 
call’d Zedem. See Strabo lib. 16. Ptolomy lib. 9. ¢. 11. 
Being come to this Place, we fent out our Bark, which brought ys 


“Water, Lemmons, Oranges, Rice, Fowl and Gums, and then 


ftood over to the right Side of the Gulph, towards Arabia Felix, 


to difcover fome Ships, whilft our own coafted along the lett Side, 


leaving the Ifland Zocoeora behind us. The ancient Name of Zaco- 
tora was Diofcuris, or Diofcoria producing abundance of excellent 
loes. Our Bark meta finall Veffel coming from the Afalabar Coatt 
loaded with Cotton, Cloth, and Wool, with only 12 Men aboard, 
who furrende:’d without any Refiftance We were fatisfy’d wit 
the Goods, difmiffing the Men and the Veffel, which was made of 
Planks few’d together witha fort of Withes, that held the Joints 
together, they being fill’d up, or caulk’d with Flags and, Ruthes, to 
keep out the Water. It had only one fquare Sail, made ot Ruthes 
wove together, ‘without: one Nail or Pin, throughout al! of ber. 
| - e 
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The Figure of the A4falabar Veffels may be feen in Afori/or's Orbis 
Maritimus, lib. 2. c. ult. The Atalabar Coaft above mention’d ts in 
the lower Jndia, on this Side Ganges, beginning at Cape Camorin, by 
the Antients-call’d Cory, and reaching to the River and Town of 
Cangeracon. The Cape runs out into the Sea to the 8th Degree of 
North Latitude, between the Provinces of Decan and Narfinga. It 
contains the Kingdoms of Cananor, Calecut, Cochin, Caicolam, Cou- 
lamand Travancor. See Magin’s Defcription of the Eajr Indces. 


Proceeding onward in 23 Degrees of North Latitude, near the- 


Tropick of Cancer, and before Adecea, we met g Duteh Ships. Af- 
ter the-ufual Salates they made out to Sea, and we ran up in fight of 
Suez, which is.at the bottom of the Gulph. Pafling betwixt Z:did, 
an open Town.on the Coaft of the Kingdom of Abiffiaia, under the 
Tropick of Cancer, andthe Ifland of Sabega, which is on the other 
Side of the Gulph, above AZecea in sAbabio, we difcover’d an Ezx- 
glifh Frigate Convoying the Merchants that traded from one Side to 
the other. They of the Frigate would have pick’d a Quarrel with 
us, threatning to deliver us up to the Country People, as Rovers, 
but feeing us prepare to fight, they let us pals. At length, after 
ranging all the Gulph, we {teer’d about towards the Mouth of it, 
and being in 15 Degrees of North Latitude, near the Ifland Zeban, 
which is between Zibit in Arabia and Adazua, on the Coatt of Abif- 
finia, our Bark met a Malabar Veffel, built after the fame manner as 
the other above fpoken of, but much larget, having 30 Men aboard, 
befides the Paffengers going over from Abrabia to Arguico. It car- 
ry’d 12, Pedreroes, and was loaded with Scarlet Cloth, Gold and 
Silver, befides a quantity of Money, moft of which belong’d to an 
Abyffin Lord, who had been marrying a Wife in Arabia Felix. 
She was aboard the Veffel, Beautiful and Young, wearing a Tunick 
of white and red ftrip’d Satin, with a fort of Mans Coat of the fame 
Silk reaching down to her Hams, a little red and white Tur- 
bant on her Head, and under it a white Coif of very fine Muflin. 
The Husband’s Garment was of Crimfon Velvet with Gold Loops 5 
and his Servants being 12 in Number, had all Cloaths equally ftrip’d 
black and white from top;to bottom, as alfo Turbants and Scimiters. 
The Sails of the Veffel were made of Rufhes, as are thofe of the 
Mealabars and Faponefes, but longer than thofe before mention d, the 
Commanders Name was Lalo, As foon as our Bark difcover'd them 
fhe hoifted the red Flag at the Topmaft Head, and fird a Gun, to 

ive notice to our Ship that we {py’d'a Sail; and then chas’d the Vel- 
al till we came up, which-as foonas we did, fhe prefently fent to 
order the ftranger Veflel to firike her Sails and difarm; and they 
refufing fo todo, the Bark fir'd 4 Guns, That daunted them, but 
much more when our Ship laid her aboard, they demanded to Ca- 
pica, and farreader’d upon Condition, that no Wrong fhould 


edone, either to the new marry’d Lord, his Retinue, or the dey 
: 1, 
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fél. This being granted, we made Lalo come aboard our Ship, and 
brought with him all the Money we found aboard his Veffel, with 
forme Pieces of Scarlet Cloth, and 8 Cows, leaving them 4 wit® 
their Provifions and Water, which was ingreat‘Jars, as alfoa con- 
fiderable part of their Goods. The ready Money amounting to 
above 20G0c0 Crowns, fatisfy’d our Captains Avarice, which made 
him undertake that Voyage. SCUBA Se . 
Having taken leave of one another, we held on our Courfe to re- 
turn to France, but Fortune which favour’d us beyond our Withes, 
brought into our Mouths:a Merchant Ship, bound from Cape Guay- 


dafufor Xael, without anyDefence, which having poffefs’d our felves’ 


of ‘without any Oppofition, we took out moft of the Goods being 
Silks andCallicoes of all Colours, with raw Silk and Cotton, leaving 


the Ship and Merchants. to go where they pleasd,» 


We iteer’d our Courfe thence to A4adagafcar, and without mee: 
ting any thing worth obfeérving, Anchor’d at Port St. Lucy, at the” 
beginning of November 1643, and’Landed at our Colony of St, Pé-' 


rer, which we found weakned by the:Lofs of 14 Men, and all the’ 
reft fick of Fevers, through the Temper of the Air, and the Va 
pors rifing from the Marfhes all about it; for no Man Lands to go 
toit without wetting his Feet, it being feated on a Jow Ground, over’ 
which the Sea Water fpreads. We were furpriz’d at our coming 


thither, to find a Woman of the Ifland at Pvoni’s Houfe, Dref’d at. 


ter the French Fathion, whom he according to the Opinion of the 
Natives kept as his Wife, but according to the French Notion, as 
his Concubine. _Azdianramac had pertwaded him to that Match 
thinking by this Alliance to be the fafer from him and his Men. 
That Woman whofe Name was Azdianramariueile, was Daughter 
to the Deceas’d Andianmarual, a great Lord in thofe Parts, Neice to 
Andi anramac, Sifter in Law to Andi anmachicore, and Sifter to Ane 
dianbel, allof them Powerfal and eur Good Friends, ' 

In fine, we departed the Mland of Afadagafcar for France, in the 
Month of Afarch 1644, leaving 36 of ourMen to fettle there.Having 


pafs'd Cep>Agulhas or Needles, where abundance of greatReeds are 


feen Hoating on the Water, and many Sea Dogs {wimming, we put in 
near the Cape of Good sal to.a {mall Ifland encompafs’d by a River 
of frefh Water, call’d Table Bay, and by the Dutch Baij Van. The 
French call the Ifland, a /a Biche. All Ships that touch there, ofiwhat 
Nation foever, flick aStaff into theGround, tying aBottel to the top 


of it, and in it a Paper giving an Account of the Day they came thi- 


ther, from whence, and fome particulars of their Voyage ; fo that 
here we found News of Digart’s Veffel and of the Daze, We went 
about 4 Leagues up that River with our Ship and Bark, and taking the 
Opportunity of the Flood, brought them both aground, where we 
broke up the Bark to ferve for Fuel, that Bay being enclos'd on all 
Sides with naked barren Rocks. Then having cleans’d our Ship, we 


fet 
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Oe 
fet her afloat again at Anchor, the third Tide, and in 15 Days furnifh’d 


our felves with Water, Sea Wolves, as big as Calves 4 Months old, 
Sea Dogs, other Fifh and Foul. The Cape of Good Hope above men- 
tion’d, was by Ya/co de Gama, who firlt Sail’d beyond it, call’d Tor- 
mento(o, or Stormy, becaufeof the frequent T empefts Ships meet with 
there, and having acquainted King John the fecond with it, at his re- 
turn into Portugal, he finding that way the /idies were laid open for 


his Ships, gave it the Name of Cabo de buena Efperanza, or Cape of 


Good Hope, inthe Year 1497. The Figure of the Cape of Good Hope, 
of that of Agulhas, or Needles, and of the Table Bay may be feen 
in the Dutch Eaft Indian Voyages of the Year 1595. 

The Cafres inhabiting thofe Parts, came down to the Shore to fee 
us Fifh, arm’d with Spears and Darts, fome of them quite naked, 
others wearing a Sheeps Skin on one Shoulder like a Cloak. To pre- 
vent their doing us any harm and make them familiar, we threw them 
fome Sea Wolves, we had. kill’d with Staves, ftriking them on the 
Nofe, there being no other way to kill them. Thofe Barbarians im- 
mediatly broil’d what we gave them and eat it all, without any clean- 
fing. They have hideousCountenance, fcarce any ufe of Reafon, and lef 

Religion, living in little Houfes cover’d with straw, and mud Walls, 
Being at length fomewhat familiar with us, for feme Strings of Beads, 
and Coral they gave us a Quantity of Fifh, two Bullocks, two hairy 
Sheep, with large -Tails, yellow, black, and white Land Tor- 
toife Shells, the upper fide figur’d with Lozanges and little Squares. 
The rareft of them were no bigger than a Goole Egg, the others like 
a’ Man’s Fift. We alfo got two Oftrich Eggs and Feathers, with 
Eleaphants and Sea Horfes Teeth, in Exchange for Copper and Brafs 
Plates: 

Five and twenty Days after our Departure from this Place, we an- 
chor’d in the Road of the IMand of St. Helen, focall’d becaufe firft 
difcover’d on the 21th of Afay, which is that Saints Day. It!yesin 
16 Degrees of South Latitude, the Airis very wholfome, and the Soil 
no lefs fruitful, for Oranges, Lemmons, Goats, Swine, Geefe, Turkeys, 
Salt and Fifh. It is water’d by feveral Rivers, which fall into the Sea, 
in the middle of which it lyes to refreth, and relieve ail Sailors. Here 
we found 3 Dutch Ships, and the Exglifh Frigate above mention d. 
We Landed, and made merry with thofe that came in the other 
Ships, for befides what I have already faid it aboun‘s in, we there kill'd 
a Number of wild Boars, Patridges and Queefts, gathering great 
Store of Purflane to pickle with Saltand Vinegar, for the reft of our 
Voyage, and then being ingood Condition, we fome Days after ict 
Sail, for the Ifland of the Ajcenfion, where we ftay’d but 6 Hours, to 
take Sea Tortoifes, whereof there are great Numbers. Having 
brought 60 of themaboard, we turn’d thofe upon their Bellies which 
we had before laid on their Backs, to chufe them, for if we did not 
they would dye, not being able toturn themfelves. Sailing chence we 
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atlength pafsd by Huefaet, the Weltermoft Cape of the lower Bri:

4 Dutch Ships to Dieppe, where we arriv’d, through the Goodnels of 


} Aving given an Account of my Voyage, it will be proper to de- | 


fland, I could not difcover any Religion thofe People had, there being | 


no Temple, and having never feen them pray or call upon any Gods,

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This Contry abounds in final fpeckled Lizards like ours, which 
they call Annobis. 


Tortoifes being alfo of an amphibious Nature fhall have a Place 


here. They float on the Water, or Iye on the Sand to bask in the 
Sun. Their Shells are fo large, that one of them might ferve to cover 
a fmall Room that could hold ten Men, and fo hard, that to take out 
the Flefh within, they mutt be cut open with a Hatchet on the Side,

Here is a fort of Birds they call Muourres fouches, that is, white 
Birds.

long Neckand Legs, as are their Wings, the Feet like our Geelé, their 
Feathers red on the Back, and white on the Breait and.

Their Ducks ars as big.as our Geefe, having an Excrefcence of black 
Flefh between the Beak ang the Head, flat and round, like a Spanifh 


-mii?’'d Royal, baiting that,1t bends a little on the Beak, fomewhat like — 
_their Hatchets,,and therefore the Natives call that Excrefcence Feigue, 
fignifying a Hatchet, and the Birds Vuourres Feigues. .They are Fea-

Birds of In Prince Adawrice’s Mand | have feen Birds bigger than Swans, with- 
Nazir-tit oat any Feathers on their Bodies, which are cover’d with a black

‘Down, their Breech quite round, the Rump adorn’d with curl’d 
‘Feathers, asmany in Number. as the Bird is Years old. Inftead of 


Wings they have Feathers like thole laft mention’d, black and bowing. 


They have no Tongues, the Beak thick, bowing a little downwards, — 


long fcaly Legs, with only three Claws on each Foot. They makea 
Noile like eGoole, and are not fo well relifh'd as the Fouches andFeiques 


above mentiou’d. They lay but one Egg, as big as a Penny Loaf, — 
‘by which they place a white stone, as big asa Hens Egg, and that 
on Grafs they bring together for the Purpofe, and build their Neits —

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inthe Woods. If the young One be kill’, there is a grey Stone 


found iv its Guizard. Wecall them Birds of Nazareth, perhaps for 
having been found in the Ifland of Nazareth, which is above that of 
Prince Afauvice, in 17 Degrees of South Latitude. The Greafe of 
thefe Birds is of excellent Ue to fupple the Nervesand Mutcles. 

The Pheafants of thefe Ilands are larger, and more beautiful than 

ours, having very high Copple Crowns on their Heads, like Pea- 
cocks, their Wings red underneath and brown at top, their Necks 
of the colour of a Pigeon, 
' Their Patridges are alfo. bigger than ours, their Bills red, fome 
of them tawny, fome black, and the Natives call them Vuourres 
Maherres, ftrong Birds, becaufe they fight and kill one another, 
‘as ours do at their Coupling time. 

In Prince Afaurice’s Wand and Afadagafcar, there are white, 
black, and red Turtle Doves, Wood Pigeons and Stock Doves; as 
alfo red Hens, with Woodcocks Beaks, to take the which they 


. need only fhow them a Piece of red Cloth, and they will follow 


and fuffer themfelves to be taken by Hand. They areas big as our 
Hens, and excellent Meat. 

Befides the common Hens, like ours, there are Piztados, by the 
Natives call’d Acawgues, their Heads like a Sparrow Hawk hooded, 
their Beak ftrait, fhort, and ftrong, their Feathers fpeckled Grey, 
Black, and White, very fmooth, wherein they differ from the 
African Hens, whofe Beak is bowing, and their Breech is Downy. 
I brought 14 of them with me, when | return’d home, but fav'd 
only one alive, which J gave toa Friend of mine at Dieppe. The 
Figure of the Africaz Hen isin Afarcgravius p. 192. . 

The Herons in this Country have great thick Beaks, bowing 
gently downwards, like the Poli Cutlaffes. Their Feathers are 
of a Violet Colour, their Wings reach as long as their Tails, 
their Thighs down tothe Joint of the Leg are cover'd with finall 
Feathers, the Legs long and flender, of a light Grey, as is the 
Beak. Their Chickens are at firft black, when grown bigger of 
an Afb Colour, then white, next red, and taftly- of .a Violet, or 
Dove Colour.

There are Penguins, only differing from thofe at the 
Streights of A/agelfon, in that thefe have their Beaks bowing, and the 
others ftrait, like a Heron. They are as big as a Goofe, weighing about _ 
16 Pounds, their Back cover’d with black Feathers, their Bellies white, 
the Neck fhort and thick, with a white Rim about it; their Skin is 
very thick, having little Wings as it were of Leather, hanging like lit- 
tle Arms, cover’d with harfh fmall Feathers white and black, which 
they ufe in Swimming, and not to Fly, being feldom on Land, unlefs it 
be to lay their Eggs and hatch them. They have fhort Tails, and their 
Feet fat and black. They hide themfelves in Holes they make on the

In the fame little Ifland there were other Black Fowls, as bigas a Hen, 
which fly high, building their Nefts on the Rocks, have Yellow Beaks 
longer thana Hen’s. We call’d them Cormorants, In fhort that Ifland 
is full of Birds and their Eggs. Inlefs than an Hour we gather’d our Boat 
full of the former anda Pipe full of Eggs. 

When we drew near the Ifland of St. Helena, which is 200 Leagues 
from the Continent of Africk, cal?d Terra do Natal, a Number of Birds 
Bock’'d to our Ship, we took Abundance of them with Bits of Flefh, 
wherewith we baited Hooks. They areas big as Pidgeons, their Fea- 
thers Black and White in Squares chequerwife; for which reafon we 
call’d them Damiers, thatis, Dranght Boards. heir Tail is large and 
their Feet like a Duck’s. 

The Bats in Prince A/aurice’s land are as big as Crows, their Heads 
like aFoxes, They fieep hanging on Trees by little Hooks there are at 
the joints of their Wings. There are fuch in Brafil, which fack Men’s 
Blood in the Night, faftning upon a Limb they find Naked, See the ge- 
neral Hiftory of the Jadies, 1. 2. ¢. 80. 

There are alfo Birds fo fmall, that their Body does not outweigh two 
Bees, being fomewhat ot their Nature, as flying about the Flowers, and 
alighting on theem to draw their Suftenance from them, They are Brown, 
and call’d Colibri. Fola de Lery in his American Voyage, makes men- 
tion of fuch a Bird he faw inthe Country of the Toupinambous, and by 
them call'd Gounambuch, a little bigger than a Hornet, finging to Admira- 
tion, and always fitting on the Grain the Americans call Azati, or,on the 
Gra’s, with the Gullet continually open to fing, fo loud and delicately, 
that it is nothing inferior to the Nightingal. It differs from that of Ada- 
dagafcar in that the Plumage is Grey. 

When the Natives of Aadaga/car find any Swarms of Bees on the 
Trees, or in hollow Places, they carry them toa little Inclo‘ure there is 
about their Houfes, and fhut them up in Pieces of a very light Sort of 
Wood, between 2 or 3 Foot long, cat in Length inthe Nature of a lit- 
daub’d with Honey, and open at the 
Ends. Thefe Bees are {maller than ours, but their Honey is better. They 
call the Bees, Lallairs, the Wax Lette, and the Honey Farremammi, fig- 
nifying Sweet Sugar. ; 

Since I have plac’d the Bees among the Birds, becaufe they have Wings, 
it will be convenient to add the fiying Pifmires, which are like ours, but 
have one peculiar Quality, which is, that they leavea Glutinons Mat-’ 
ter on Thorny Bushes, whereof the Natives of AZadaga/car make ufe in- 
{tead of Glue, to bold on the Iron of their Lances and little Darts. This 
Sub{iance ot white Gum, ferves alfo for an Aftringent, anc ftrengthens 
the Nervesand Molcles that are any Way Fae | have had this Gum

The Flying Fifhes are found throughout all that vaft Interval there is 
between the 2 Tropicks, When we were under that of Capricorn, ma- 
king towards Prince AM4aurice’s land, one fellinthe Night upon a Com- 
rade of mine’s Cheek. He thought J had given him a Cufi as he flept, 
and was for quarrelling with me, and had not the Fifth been found at his 
Feet, when Light was brought upon the Difturbance, we had fallen toge- 
ther by the Ears. - 

Inthe River of St. Clare,in the Ifland of AZsdagafcar, I have feen a 
Fith, which the Freach call Becune, with a Grey Skin and no Scales, 2 
Foot and a half long, 3 Inchesthick, with a Beak § Inches long, and ex- 
traordinary ftrong Teeth both above and below. 

There is another Sort in the fame Place that has afmaller Beak, by the 
French cal Orphi, three Inches about, and above 3 Foot long, the up- 
per Part of the Body of an Olive Colour, the under Part of a Silver 
Whitenefls. It is good fry’d, and exceeds an Eel. 

In Prince AZaurice’s land we took an extraordinary Fifh, which we 
call’d Vielle, that is, Old, becaufe the Body of it wasall full of Wrin- 
kles, the Scales rifing feveral Ways and flicking in unequally, with feve- 
ral Tucks and Folds. It is as long and thick as a Cod, of a dark Grey 
the Head large and flat, the Body alfo flat, and the Skin very hath. 

The Dorados, or Gilt Heads, go in-Shoals in thofe Parts, are flat, 
their Head fquare; they are 4 or 6 Foot in Length, thicker apwards 
than downwards, their Eyesnear the Mouth, which is fmall in propor- 
tion to the Body. All the Back cover’d with a prickly Ridge, tapering 
off towards the Tail. Thefe Fifhes are by another Name eall’d Sea- 
Breams, and Dorados becaufe they look Yellow in the Water, and fhi- 
ning.like Gold. The Brafilians call them Guarapema,or Guara Capemay, 
and the Figure of them is in A¢aregravins, I. 4. ce 11. of the Hilt. of 
Brafil, who at. the next Page gives the Figure of a Sort of Dorado, 

that has a great Gullet and fharp Teeth , fo that they often {nap off a 
Man’s Arm or Leg in fwiming, The Brafilrans call it Piraya and 
Pirhanha : 

There are 2 Sorts of Porpoifes ; the one have a Swine’s Snout, and are 
therefore call’d Sea Hogs , the other hasa fat Mouth, and becaufe they 
feem to have a Cow! and a Caffock coming over their Head, and reach- 
ing down to cover Part of the Belly, they arecall’d Sea-AZonks. Thefe

‘are afraid of their Claws. Their Bodies are round, thicker than a 
Man’s Wri, flat underneath,. the Eyes fmall and fticking out, 
with ten winding Claws, and four Joints in each, thofe before 
thicker than the others, diminifhing as they remove from the In- 
fide; the Ends of the Fore-Legs briitly, except the foremoft of all 
which have Claws an Inch and a half long, very fharp, with Teeth 
or Knobs on the Infide. Their Back rifes above fe reft of the 
Body, reprefenting the imperfe@ Figure ofa Head Piece, on a Back 
and Breait-Plate; they are redder there than in any other Part of 
their Body, and hold their Colour when boil’d, without changing 
at all. Wherefoever they have their Being they dig Holes in the 
Ground like Rabbits, whence they fally in great Numbers and with 
much Noife, when they find it rains, as living on the Frogs it pro- 
duces and nourifhes, and on the Grafs. If any bedy happens. to lie 
unburied in thofe Parts, or any Carrion, it is all foon devour’d by 
thofe Creatures, which is excellently relifh’d to our Tafte, but not 
' for the Natives, who loath them. The Defcription and Figure of 
thefe Crabs is in Marcgravius’s Nat. Hilt, 1 4.¢- 19: by the Name of 
Guaia, and in Laer’s Defcription of the Weft Indies, 1.15, ¢. 13- There 
are Crabs in the Malavy Mlands, as Pyrard in his Voyage informs 
us, and fo large, that their Holes lock like Caves, their Claws be- 
ing thicker than a Man’s two Wriits. 

There is a Sort of Craw-Fifhes both in the Sea and Rivers, 
which is all Legs without any Body, by the Portuguefes calld Ojfra 
dos Mangues, ot De Pedras. They cling to Ships, having many f1- 
bres like little Feathers about their Feet, wherewith they cleave fo 
fafk under the Prow and Stern, that they cannot be got off with- 
out breaking. They live when parted alunder.

Trees, Shrubs, Plants, Roots, and Flowers of Madagafcar. 


Here are feveral Sorts of Palmitos, by the French call'd Lata 
Th niers (which ia Dr. Sloan’s Catalogue of Jamaica Plants are in 
Englith term’a Indian Canes) in Ad4adagafcar and the- adjacent I- 
flands. They extract their Juice, making an Incifion at the foot 
of the Trunk, fo as not to cut them down with a Hoe, or 
{mall Hatchet. It is nourifhing and good to drink, having a 
fharp and {weetifh Tafte. The Fruit of it refembles a Pear in

‘of all, and the great ones diflil their Liquor, not. at the Trunk, 
but at the Leaf folded back. The Body being ‘mooth, trait, and 
tall, they cut Notches in it to ftay the Hands and fect, and climb 
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to the Top, where they tie feveral Gourds or Calabafhes to the 
Branches and about the Rody above; then climbing the Tree, the 
bow and bruife the Leaves, fo that the Liquor coming from them 
may fall into thofe Calabafhes, the Point of the Leaf being’ put in- 
to them. This Liquor is excellent to drink ireth, but grows aigre 
in two Days, The Figure and Deleription of this Palmito is in the 
fourth Book and tenth Chapter of Pifon’s Book of the Virtue’ of 
Simples in Brafil, by the Name of Pindoua, fo the Brafitians call 
it, 4 erty ‘ 
The Banana Tree is known not only in Afadagafear, and the adjacent 
I{lands, butalfo in Brafil. It delights on the Tops of Mountains, where 
there are Springs, puts out its Flower or Blofom at the middle 


of its Leaves, whence it hangs down like an Artichoak, of a purple - 


Colour, from which grow long hanging Cods, eight Foot in length 
including the Frait, which are fix Inches long, an Inch thick, white 
when within, and yellow when taken out, and put into the Sand 
to ripen, for eating. This Tree being pithy, and foon {prouting, 
is cat down at the foot every Year, to gather the Fruit with more 
Eafe, The Body of it is as thick as a Man’s Thigh, always 
ready to be cut down, as never without Fruit. The Leaves) of it 
are very beautiful, as it were Ede’d with a Galoon all “round, fix 
Foot long, two in breadth, of a lively Green. The Fruit will not 
keep. The People of Atadagafear call the Tree Once, the Fruit, 
Whea not ripe, Once Maute, and when ripe, Oxce Adamy. Both 
the Eaftern and Weltern Jpdians ,call thefe Trees Bapanas. The 
Fruit is excellent preferv’d, Pyrard in his Book of the Weft In- 
dian Animals and Trees, Chap. o. fays, This Tree is nina or ten 
Foot high, the Body of it as tender as a Cabbage, as thick as a 
Man's Thigh, with feveral Films over it, like an Onion, which 
being taken off they come at the Palp, as thick as a Man’s Arm, 
good to make Pottage, the Leaves an Ell and a half long, ferving 


for Table Cloths, Napkins and Dithes. ‘The Fruit is delicious, three 


'nches thick, and a Foot long. This Tree is cut ‘down every Year 
and puts out feveral Shoots. The Pith of it ferves inftead of Pap 
for Children. The Dutch have inferted the Figure of the: Banana 
Tree in their Eat India Voyages, Anno.

They turn this Stick with their right Hand on their 
Thighs which are naked and fhining, till it is full, and then laying 
it into a Basket, they take other Sticks or Spindles to do in’ the 

fame manner. When their Spindles are full, they wind it up about 
the left Hand and Elbow, with the Right, till they have made a 

Skain. Some of this Cotton they leave ip its natural Colour, and 

Dye the reft. of fuch Colours as they pleafe, then lay it all on a 

Loom, like thofe of our Weavers, but not fo wide, and intermix fome 

of the Country.

I 
made excellent Quilts of it, This Tree grows only in the Pro- 
vince of the Adalegaffes. 

The Colour the Natives of ALdagafcar moft delight in is the 
Blew, coming from the Jzdigo Plant, as the Porrugucfes call it, as 
alfo Erva a’dnir. It grows like Broom, having fuch long flender 
Roots, the Leaf broader, fomewhat refembling that of Seana. It has little 
Membrans, which proceeding from the Rimin the Middle draw wavy 
and equally towards the Edges. The Stem is not above an Eil in 
Length and an Inch thick. When the Tree is 3 Years old, the 
Flower fomewhat refembles the Herb Hearreafe, and the Seed that of Fen- 
wel; it is gather’d in November and fow'din June, After 3 Years flan- 
ding this Plant dies, or is cut down as ufelefs. The Dye drawn 
the fir(t Year from its Leaves pounded is heavy and red, by the EajP 
Indians cad Nouti or Noufi. That of the fecond Year, of a Vio- 
let Colour ; and whereas the firft finks in Water, this floats on the — 
Top; the fame Jndians cali it Cyerce or Ziarie, being the perfecteft, 
and dying Cloth of a curious Blew. The 3d Year’s is heavy and

ping their Cotton in that Liquor, as alfo their Silk, which ie 


they take from Worms, whofe Shell is as big as a Man’s Wrift, & 
i ; and : 

After fome time, 
they take the Silk and Cotton out of thofe Pots, being Dy’d of 
a dark fhining Blue, and ufe them in all their Cloathing. The 
Figure of this Plant is in Laet’s Latin Defcription of India, 
Chap. 2. where he writes the ftrange Method thofe People ufe 
to extraét the Dye. The fame is alfo in Marcgravius’s Hiftory of 
- Plants, Chap. 1. where he defcribes feveral forts of it, as does 
Francis Ximenes, in his Book of the Plants in’ New Spain, The 
Mexicans make the Dye after ‘another manner than the People of’ 
Madagafcar, which fee in Laer of the Weft Indies. L.7. c.9. ° 
There is another fort of Indigo in this Iland, which does not Ground 
grow up like that fpoken of, but creeps along the Ground, and Indigo, 
clings to it by little Strings, which are fo many Roots. The ; 
Leaves of it are oppolite to one another by two and two. The: 
Branches fpread thrée Foot, bearing Shoots a Finger long, co- 
ver'd with little Blofloms, which are Purple, with a mixture of 
White, in the fhape of an open Head-Piece, of a good fecent. 
Fulius Scaliger in his Book of Plants, fays this is by the Arabs 
call’d Nil, or Nir, fignifying Blue. The Guzarats call it Gals. 
Garcia @’ Orta, reprefents it as an Herb that.is Sow’d every year, 
and like our ‘Bajfil, the Leaves whereof Dry’d, are of a Dark 
Blue. Clufins believes it to be ourWoad, by the Latins call’d 
Glaftum, and by the Greeks, Ifatide, but this is nothing like 
Bafil, Pyrard, in his Book -of Indian Beafts, and Plants, Chap. 6. 
fays the Indigo brought to the Kingdoms‘of Cambaya.and Suratte 
is like Rofemary, which the oftner.<it is wetted and dry’d, the 
Gner Blue it makes. In the Dutch Eaft India Voyages, Az.1595. - 
Chap. 8. they tell:us, the Indigo Plant: of Adadagafcar is like 
Rofemary, but fmaller, between Rofemary and Thyme, the Figure 
of it is in Amatus Lufitanus, Lib. 2. Narrat.on Difcorides, 182. 
The Tamarind Tree has the Body, Limbs, ‘and Branches like 
an Elm, andi bears in a great Cod, a fortof Fruit having a Stone 
in. the Pulps one fingle Fruit fills the whole Cod from end to 
end, and of it they make a very cooling Liquor, which we us’d 
mftead of Verjuice whilft we were in the Ifland. The Fruit 
eaten’ is very Laxative, the Wood of it is good to burn, grow- 
ing on the Banks of Rivers, and is fcarce enough in Aadagafcar. 
I faw four of them in the Village of Fanzaire, which were 
inuch valu’d. The Fruit tafts like Damafcenes, and is Brown 
when Ripe. The Leaves have fcarce any Stalk, but look as if 
they clung to the very Branches by two and two, a Finger. and 
a half in breadth, and three in length; theupper fide ofa 
beautiful Green, the under fainter. They have a fharpifh tafte, 
and are therefore us'd in Fevers. nebo ig never more than one 
ihe? Cod 
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Cod at the end of a Bough. The Stone in the Fruit is as big 


as an Almond, of a Csefnut Colour, and being fet in the 
Ground, in one year produces a fmall Tree five Foot. high, The 
Bloffoms are like Orange Flowers, having fuch a Scent, and 
eight Leaves. ‘he Portuguefes call this Tree Tamara Azeday 
that is, Sower Tamarind. Pyrard, im his Treatile of Eaft India 
Animals and Plants, Chap. 8: tells us, this Tree is in all parts of 
the EaftIndies. It is altoin Brafil, according to ALarcgravims, 
in his Nat. Hitt. of that Gountry, /.3. ¢.8. by the name of 
Tamarindi, where you may fee the Figure of it 5 afterl’ Eclufe. 
1.7. ¢. 28. and Chriftopher a’ Acofta, Chap. 21. The Tamaris 

of Diofcorides is nothing like this Tree. The Arabs call Dates 
Tamaras, and the Fruit of the Tamarind, becaufe like the Dates, 
Tamarindi. The Indians use it with their Meat inftead of Ver- 
juice. It'Purges gently when Green; wraps iit felf up ar Night 
in the Leaves, and unwraps again in the Day. 

The Tree the French call Balifier, and the Englifh, Indian Cane, 
is by them call’d Rave, the Seed whereof they chew to black 
their Teeth and Tongue, looking upon that as a Beauty, with- 
out regarding the ill Scent itigivesthem, The Tree is ten or 
twelve Foot high, the Bark of it like the Palmito's, without any 
knots, or Branches, {hooting out the Leaves at the very Head, 
which are two Foot and half broad, five in length, round, but 
narrower at the Top than Bottom: The Blofioms have five 
Leaves of feveral Colours. 

In the Vale of Tannemene, on the Mountains near the Sea, 
there are abundance of Aloes Trees, eight or ten Foot high, the 
Stem as thick as a Man’s Thigh, or better, naked from the 


- Top.to the Bottom, where it has a great clufter of large thick 


Leaves notcli’d about, like thofe of common Aloes we have at 
Paris, and :morein the lower Languedoc, but ours feldom, or 
never has any Stalk-or Stem... Thefe Leaves which are broad at 
one end falloff to’a Point, being four Foot long, The Bloflom 
is Ruddy, intermixt with Yellow, and double like the Pink, 
fupported by little Branchesiffuing from the Head of the Tree, 
with the Leaves, among which it lies. This Bloffom produces 
around Fruit, as big as. aPea, White and Red. We Extracted 
the Juice of thefe Leaves, f{plitting them with a Knife from end 
torend, the Juice dropt into a Gourd, or ‘Calabath, we tied to 
the Stem, fo:that the points of the Leaves that were cut hung 
in it, The faid Juice dry’d in the Sun, when the Calabafhes 
were ful), fomewhat refembled Rofin; then we clos’d the 
mouths.of the Gourds with Wax. Wehad alfo another way 
of drawing the Juice: oat df thofe Leaves, but this laft, when 

i: con- 
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condens’d, is not fo dear as the other, being a mix’d fubflance : 
We'cut all the Leavesinto bits, and put them into a Bag, which 
we {queez’d to prefs out the Juice; and pour’d it into Ox Blad- 
ders, hanging them in our Chimneys to dry. The Natives of 
Madagafcar, where this Aloes grows in the aforefaid Province, 
between the Sea and the River Rawne fouche, or White-water, 
near the Port of Galeous, are not acquainted with this Secret, 
which I learnt of a Surgeon, that came to the Tfland in a Danifh 
Veffel, and ftop’d fome time with my Comrade and me, in that 
Province, to refrefh himfelf; and we conceal’d our felves frong 


’ the Natives when we were Extra€ting that Juice, which I after- 


wards fold to an Englifh Merchant, | met with in my Return, 

at the Cape of Good Hope; the firft fort at Eight Livers per 
Pound, and the latter at Four. This firft fort of Alves is b 

the Eaft Indians call'd Calanba; the fecond Garva. They ule 

the Wood of it fteep’d in Water, torub their Bodies, believing 

it comforts the Nerves, and burn it for Perfume. Pyrard, in. 

in his Treatife of Idiam Animals and Plants, ¢. 6. Linfchoter, in 

his Voyage, ¢. 66. and Paludanus his Commentator,reckon three 
forts of Aloes Trees, the firft already call’d Calamba; the fe- 
cond, Palo de Aguila, or Eagle'wood, and the third, Aguila 
Brava, or Wild Eagleewood.' The Indians throw fome of this 
Wood into the Piles, in which dead Bodies are burnt, to givea 
good Scent. The Decoétion of it flops the Bloody Flux, and 
ftrengthens the Liver and Stomach. 

. There is another fort of Aloes Tree in the Province of the Mloes of 
Tapates, the Stem whereof is Grey, and Pulpy, like that be- ansther 
fore mention’d, which it refembles in all points, except in height, /o7*- 
this never rifing above. four Foot high.

the Daffadil, the Leaves proceeding from one only Root, all 
bitter and flinking: That the juice of it is good for Sores, 
There afe feveral forts of this Aloes in the Weft Indies, de- 
ferib’d by AMéarcgravius in his Natural Hiftory of Brajil, 
lt. c.18 and by Amatus Lufitanus on Diofcorides, 1, 1. 
ennarat. 21. 

As for the Aloes, whofe Leaves are faft to the Ground, like Ground 
ours in Europe, all the Ifland is full of ic: It fhoots out a Stem dloes. 
from the midft of it three or four Foot high, divided into Branch- 
es, bearing little Yellow Bells, like our Snap-dragon Herb, a 
Finger long, hollaw’d in fix Rows along the edges, and hanging 
down, with fix finall fair Fibers in, the middle, 
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The Ebony grows all about the Ifland, on the Rocky Moun- 
tains, but more efpecially in the Province of Afztatan, as I 
obfery’d before: This Tree is big and tall as our old Oaks, and 
like them in Bark, Heart, and Pith, differing only inthe Black- 
nefs, for whichit is fo much valu’d. The Leaves are like the 
Laurel, having betwixt every two of them a Fruit, like an 
Acorn, on a little Stalk: The Pith of it infus’d in Water, and 
taken inwardly lukewarm, Purges Flegm, and Cures Venereal 
Difeafes. I have made the Experiment upon the Natives, who 


call this Tree Hazeminthe: It. makes a clear Fire,;and\hasa 


very pleafant Scent. The Vertue above mention’d has given 
occafion to believe the Guayacumto be a fort of Ebony, as is ob- 
ferv'd by AZathiolus on the. above quoted Place in Diofcorides, 
and by Amatus Lufitanus on the fame, 1, 1. ¢. 119. 

The RauenffJare is thick, tall, and full of Branches as our Oaks, 
the Leaves of it like our Laurel, in Shape, Verdure, and Scent,

This Treeis Eight or Nine Foot high, the Fruit of it has five lit-. 
tle round Stones, which are its Seed... >. 

They have alfo a fort of Trees, whofe Stem and Leaves are 
like the 4, bearing long White Plums, with only one Stone, 
which broken affords a Kernel like an Almond, of a good tafte, 
the Plum it felf being fharpifh. Pyrard in his Treatife of Indian 
Beafts, and Plants, chap. 11. fays, This Tree is by the Natives 
of the AZaldivy Ilands call’d Ambon, being more like the A¢ed- 
iar than the Plum-Tree, and_that the Kernel in the Stone of ity 
tho’ pleafant to eat, is fo offenfive to the Brain, that it would be 
certain Death to eat many of them.

Vines grow in the Woods without any Pruning, efpecially 
near Port St. Lucy, the Grapes are White, Large, and Long. 

They call Citrons, whereof they have great Plenty, Vaffarre 
mante, thatis, four Fruit 5 the great Lemmons, Toulongue 5 the 
Oranges, Vaflarre mammi, that 1s, fweet Frait; and the Pom- 
granates, Vuouhannio. 

Among the other Trees there is a very Beautiful one, bearing 
the leaves one upon another, halfa Foot long, of a dark Green, 
like that of the Laurel, fhining, and thick, like Parchment, 
foft in handling, with a Fibre from one end to the other, and fe- 
yeral others proceeding from that a crofs, The Bloffoms, like

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Milky Liquor flows from the broken Branches, which bear 2 
fort of Frait larger than an Orange, of a Purple Colour, with a 
mixture of Yellow, having no ‘Scent whilft on the Tree, but 
when cut exhalesa ftink like old Greafe; and yet the Pulp, which 
is of a bright fair Colour, has a pleafant Tafte.

draws out into Threads, of the courfeft whereof they make 
Ropes, and of the fineft, when Spun, Breeches for the Blacks, 
and Slaves, | 

Melan. Inever faw the AZelancholy-Tree in that Ifland, and yet thofe 
cholyZrece. who have been there after me, have brought fome to Paris, where 
they are become common, atd ‘fo’ call’d, becaufe they never 
Bloffom, but in the Night, and drop off as foon as ever the Sun 
fhines on it, without keeping one, It is as big’ as a Pear Tree, 
the leaf fomething like the Laurel, bating thatit is a little jagg’d. 
Its Seed is us'd in Pottage, inftead of Pepper, Time and Marjo- 
vam, and the Water diftiil’d from its Flowers, which are extra- 
ordinary fweet fcented, is good againft Diftempers in the Eyes. 
Many have told us there are Szdal or Sanders Trees in this 
Ifland, but I never faw any, or Ido not know them. The De- 
{cription of the Sandal Tree, with its feveral forts and Virtues, 

may be feen in Linfchoten’s Voyage, chap. 64. | 
Sandal or _ [once tranfplanted Azazasinto my Garden, taken from off the 
Sanders, Mountains about the Bay of AsronGd, which throve without 
Ananas. any Trouble, contrary to the Opinion of the Natives, who will 
not believe that any thing tranfplanted will thrive.’ The 
Stems and Fruit are like Artichoaks, but the Fruit larger, and 
longer, fweet, and delicious to eat; of a Yellow Green when 
Ripe, with a harfh Peel, and white Pulp. This Plant never te 
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fes aboye four Foot 3; the leaves grow out from the Root, of the 


fame fhape, and in the fame manner as our Alves, The Juice of 
the Fruit is fo hot and piercing, that if a Knife be left in it two 
Hours, it will prefently turn Red, and cut no more, as if it had 
been inthe Fire. However they make a Drink of it, which is 
pleafing to the Palate, but biting, having fomething not unlike 
the {cent of a Rasberry. The Seed lies hid ina Tuft of leaves, 
fprouting out above the Fruit. Pyrard gives the fame account in 
his Treatife of Indian Trees and Fruits, c.9. The Figure.of this 
Plant and Fruit is in Pifon, in his Book of Brafilian Medicines, 
and in Adarcgravius’s Nat. Hift.of that fame Country, /. 1. ¢.16. 

The Cardamom, or Grains of Paradife, grows only among the 
Adatatanes, and Antavarres, the Stem Greenand Smooth, an 
Inch thick, and Eight or Ten Foot high. At the Bottom is a 
Clufter of Leaves fix Inches long, and two in Breadth, of a 
bright Green. From the foot of it {fprouts a {mall Scion, bear- 
ing four or five red Cods, four Inches long, three corner’d, in 
which isa number of Seeds, Brown, and about as big as Vetches, 
enclos’d in a foftPulp, which quenches Drought, whereas the 
Grain provokes it, having a fpicy taft, comfortable tothe Sto- 
mach, for whieh Reafon the People of A4sdagafear call it Aully 
tatte, thatis, A Medicine for the Stomach. This Plant de- 
lightsin Marfhes, 

The Ginger, which they call Seccauire, grows all over the 
Ifland, being the only Plant the Natives tranfplant about their 
Houfes, to receive the Rain that falls from the Tops of them; 
and about their Hives to feed their Bees, It grows all over 
the Indies fo plentifully, that the King of Spaim once prohi- 
bited the tranfporting any Quantities of it, for fear it fhould 
leffen the Trade of Pepper. The Green Leaf is us’d in Sauces, 
and Pottage. The Roots are preferv'd without drying, being 
White like Ovrice, but more Knotty; the Leafis lon g and narrow, 
like Sword-Grafs , the Flower very Beautiful, double, marbled 
White, pale Purple, and Brown, very fragrant, the Stem knot- 
ted like a Ruth, rifing two Foot in height.

TerraMe-. There isno Plant fo like the Ginger, as that our Apothecaries 
rita Plant, calls Terra Merita, belides its being Yellow it produces Leaves | 
oy Indian four Fingers broad, a Foothigh, like a Tuft: It is usd inftead 
Safrom, of Ginger and Safran, the Root is Yellow, and the Leaf is of 
the fame Shape and Colour as the Orrice. The Portuguefes call 
this Plant Saffrao da Terra, that is, the Country Safran, -mean- 
ing the Country of Jndiz, In biting the Root, a Manis at firft 
fenfible of no Sharpnefs, buta few Moments after it burns the 
Tongue. Some call it Curcuma, the Aalayes, Cunhet, and fome 
Europeans, Crocus Indicus. The Figure of it may be feen in 
the Dutch Eat India Voyages, Anne. 1595, chap.5. The Ae 
rabs give itthe name of Haber. ea Mine ; 
There are certain Roots bythe People of Afadagafcar call’d 
Ouuifouches, ‘They are fmooth and round below, two Foot long, 
littlé.more or tels; as thick as a Man’s Arm, and White, 
whence they have their Name, for Ouwi fignifiesa Root, and 
Fouches White. They lye a year in the Ground after they 
are planted, tho’ fometimes eaten at fix Months, but they muit 
be let alone the whole year to be good and fit for keeping in their 
Storehoufes built for that purpofe,- which are raifed fix foot a- 
bove the Ground, the Floor {upported on Piles, that the Rats 
may not devour them. There is a fmooth Plank upon every 
Pile, hanging over every way half a Foot beyond it, which hin- | 
ders their climbing any higher. Thefe Roots ferve the Iflanders 
inftead of Bread for fix or feven Months after they are gatherd. 
They dry them on the Afhes, then lay them on live Coals, and 
eat them when cold again: The Tafte of them is fomewhat like 
Bread. They alfo boil them with Meat inftead of Turnips. 
Thefe Roots and their Leaves are like oug Afooumort ; the 
Leaves and Shoots of it would wind about"@blesor Trees, or 
run up tothe Top of them if there were any near, or they were 
permitted to grow: But thefe Roots are planted in open Fields, 
which have lain fallow a year before their Planting, and the 
_ Leaves are cut from time totime,that the Roots may grow thick, 
being hindred from (hooting out, the Weeds that grow round 
about being at the fametime pull’d up.

a Ditch and a quickfet Hedge, till Harveft Time, and that is in 
December and Fanuary : Then they break off the Ears with their 
Hands, without regarding the Straw ; and pound them in_wood- 
en Mortars, which done they Fan it in the Wind. The Rice in 
the Ear is by them call’d Vare, and when out of it, Fouche Vare, 
that is, White Rice. s ; 
The Millet is Sow’d in February, in a Sandy Soils which they 
cleanfe with Spades, then lift up a Spade full of Earth, under 
which they drop three or four Grains, and then let the Earth 
fall on then.

The [land of AMadagafcar abounds in Sugar Canes, which the 
Natives chew, and fuck, having not yet found out the Art of 
prefling out the Sugar, as is done in other Parts, They are knot- 
ty, like other Canes, the Stem. at the bottom three, or four 
Inches about, and running up Ten Foot high: They are of a 
Yellowifh Green, and have on the top many long and fharp 
Leaves, in Clufters, This Plant grows in France, but not to 
yield any Profit, for want of Heat, but it thrives well in Sicily 
and the adjacent Parts, as it does in Spain.

It is true,.the In- 
vention of extraéting the Sugar is new, the Ancients having only 
as’d it in Medicines, and Liquors; “Fhe Portuguefes having feen 
how the Inhabitants of the Adadera Ifland extracted, dry’d, and 
made Loaves of it, tranfplanted the Canes into Brafl, ere&ted: 
Mills on the Land and Water, turning the former with Oxen;
